Embossed anvelopes.—(1) Embossed envelopes are of two sizes, 
viz, square (44 X 3% inches) and commercial (6 X 3% inches), Embos- 
sed envelopes in commercial size are available at important Post Offices 
for use by Air Mail. The sale price of a packet of 8 envelopes 1s 
Ra, 4/2/- and of a single envelope is As. 8/3/-. 

(2) Registration envelopes are of three sizes, and are sold at the

Postcards and wrappers—(1) Postcards, single and reply, are of 
two kinds, viz, Inland and International postca: Inland postcards 
measure 54 X 34 inches and bear a half-anna stamp, or in the case 
‘of a reply card, a half-anna stamp on each half. International post- 
cards measure 5} X 3$ inches and bear a one-and-a-half-anna stamp, 
or, in the case of a reply card, a one-and-a-half-anna stamp on each 
half, Postcards, both Inland and International, are sold at the denoted 
values of the stamps on them, 

(2) Wrappers bearing a half anna stamp for newspapers and 
packets are sold at the following prices :—

The wrappers can only be used for the transmission of newspapers 
‘and packets by cither the mland or foreign post, and additionat adhesive 
stamps can be affixed to them when the weight 1s not covered by the 
stamp printed upon them. 

Spoilt or defaced stamps --The using for the payment of postage 
or postal fees, with intent to cause loss to the Government, of a stamp 
that has already been used for that or any other purpose, is an offence 
punishable with two years’ imprisonment, or with fine, or with both. 

NOTE.—The perforation of postage stamps with initials, or other 
identifying marks, traced in minute holcs 1s not prohibited. 
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GENERAL RULES AS TO POSTING. 

Late lettera—(1) At any post office authorised to levy a late letter 
fee, an article of the letter post will be received at the post office 
window after the mail has been closed for despatch by that mail if 
presented in the prescribed time and if stamped with both the postage 
due and the amount of the late fee. In the case of official articles the 
late fee should be paid by service stamps. 

(2) Except in the Presidency towns, where the amount of the late 
letter fee is locally notified, the fate fce is ordinary half an anna for 
unregistered articles other than parcels and two annas for registered 
article of the letter mail, and, unless the Postmaster-General otherwise 
directs, the “ prescribed timc” extends to within 15 minutes of the actual 
despatch of the mail. 

Train letter-box.—(1) Letters, postcards, and small packets may be 
posted in the letter-box provided in the Post Office mail vans attached 
to trains, subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) No article may be posted in a train Ietter-box at the railway 
Stations in the Presidency towns of Calcutta (including 
Howrah), Bombay and Madras. 

(b) At other railway stations, (1) if there is a letter-box on the 
platform, an article posted in the train letter-box must havc 
an extra half-anna postage stamp by way of late letter fee; 
(2) if there is uo letter-box on the platform but if there 
is one within a mile of the railway station, the extra fee is 

, leviable only on articles ted in the train letter-box 

! between 6 P.M. and 10 P.M. and if there is a tetter-box 

on the platform or within a mile of the railway station, 
articles may be posted in the train letter-box without the 
extra fee, 

(c) In cases in which the extra fee is payable under paragraph (b), 

the Postage also must be fully prepaid. 

(a) Inland articles may not be posted in the postal spesial trains 
carrying the inward foreign mails, but articles addressed to 
foreign countries may be posted in a special train conveying 
outward foreign mails. 

(2) Articles posted in a train letter-box which do not fulfil the 
above conditions are jiable to be detained. 

CERTIFICATE OF POSTING. 

Manner of obtaining—(1) A certificate of posting may be obtained 
in respect of any postal article for which a receipt is not given by the 
post office subject to the following conditions, namely :-— 

(a) the certificate of posting written in ink must be presented 
to an officcr on duty at the post office along with the articles 
to be posted, during the hours fixed for the grant of such 
certificates ; 

(b) the certificate must contain an exact copy of the addresses 
on the articles to which it relates, and must have a postage 
stamp, or stamps, affixed thereto in payment of a fee to Be

(2) There must be a separate certificate for each of these two 
classes of articles (1) and (i1}, headed with the words “Certificate of 
posting” and the actual number of articles in respect of which the 
certificate 1s required must be written in words at the foot of the 
document. Not more than sa articles should be entered in a single 
cottificate and each certificate should be presented along with the 
arucles entered in it, 

NOTE—Pminted forms of certificate of posting are obtainable at 
all post offices free of charge and the use of these forms is recom- 
mended Books contammg 50 forms are also procurable at all principal 
post offices at a cost of two-annas per book. 

DELIVERY. 

Refusal of articles—The addressee of an article is not bound to 
pay the amount due on it to the Post Office if he forthwith returns 
it to the postman unopened. In this case he should write the word 
“Refused” across the cover, 

Articles addressed indefinitely or fictitiously.—(1) No article will be 
dehvered by the Post Office unless it bears a definite address. Articles. 
addressed m a general way, 1¢, addressed to a class of persons or firm 
and articles addressed to :mtials or figures or to clearly fictitious names, 
or to a Christian name without a surname, are regarded as not beanng 
a definite place for delivery, such as a particular house, or a particular 
post-box, or a particular No in a street. Articles addressed in a 
general way or to initials, figures, Christian names without surnames, 
fictitious names or conventional marks of any kind will not be dehvered 
if addressed merely to a post office or “Poste Restante” or to the 
cate of a postmaster.

TREATMENT OF UNDELIVERABLE ARTICLES, 

Period of detention of undeliverable articles in post office—Thc 

following rules govern the treatment of undeliverable articles in post 
IC€S :—~ 

(a) Articles, the addresses of which are so illegible or incom- 
plete as to render delivery impossible, are sent at once to 
the Dead Letter Office for disposal. 

(b) Articles, the addressees of which are not known or have left 
the station of address without intimating their fresh address 
to the post office, are ordinarily kept in deposit in the head, 
sub, or branch post office to which they are addressed, for 
@ period of seven days after all enquiries to find the 
addressee have proved unsuccessful. Insured articles are 
then returned to the offices of posting for delivery to 
senders, while other articles are forwarded to the Dead 
Letter Office for disposal. If an article has been re-directed 
to the post office at which it is found to be undeliverable, 
it is not kept in deposit, after it has been ascertained that 
the addressee cannot be found. ay 

(c) Undelivered telegrams, which are in course of transmission 
by post, are kept in the post office to which they are 
addressed for a period of three days from the date on which 
they reach that office, and are then returned to the 
telegraph office by which they were posted . 

(d) An undelivered postal article, of which the addressec— 
(i) has refused or omitted to take delivery after due notice 

has becn given to him by the post office, 

(ii) is known to have gone away from India without leaving 
instructions at the post offices as to the re-direction of 
luis correspondence, or 

(iii) is dead, and there is no person to whom the article could 
properly be delivered. i 

is not detained in the post office to which it is addressed, but 
is sent at once to the Dead Letter Office, with the following 
exccptions :— * “ 

(1) Refused unregistered articles in head office, and refused 
paid unregistered articles in sub-offices, which bear 
clearly on the outside the name and address of the 
sender are returned at once direct to the offices of 
posting for delivery to the senders. 

(2) Unclaimed and refused insured articles and refused 
uninsured registered articles (including V.P. articles) are 
returned at once direct to the offices of posting for 
delivery to the senders. 

If the senders of articles so returned to the office of posting 
cannot be fuund, the articles are then sent to the Dead 
Letter Office, 

Sender to pay postage, ete—The sender is bound to pay any postage 
or other sum due on an undelivered or refused article returned to him 
by the Post Office. In the case of refusal to pay the amount due, the 
fine under the Post Office has the remedy described in Clause 24, 
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yiz, tmposing a fine under the Post Office Act or withholdmg from 
jum, until such charges are paid, any article addressed to him not 
beng on His Majesty's Service 


POST RESTANTE. 


The Poste Restante 15 intended solcly for the accommodation of 
strangers and travellers, and even they may not use the Poste Restante 
for more than three months 

Poste Restante articles —All articles supurscribcd “To be hept till 
called for,” “To await arrival,” or in any similar way, and also articles 
addressed “Post Office” are held to fall undcr the head “Voste 
Restante” The address of artules fallhng unde: the head “Poste 
Restante” must grve the namics of the addressecs The use of initials, 
figures, Christian namcs without summames, fictttrous names or con\en- 
tional marks of any kind 1s not admitted for these articles

NOTES FOR PUBLIC INFORMATION. 


Legal responsibilty of Post Office—The Indian Post Office ty 
exempted by law from all responsibihty in the case of (1) loss, 
muiodelivery or delay of, or damage to any postal article m course of 
transmission by post and (2) wrong payment or delay m payment by 
loreign Postat Admimstration, of money ordcrs issued in India Jn 
the case of moncy orders paid in India and of imsured letters and 
parccls, the extent of the habilty of the Indian Post Office wall be found 
in the rules regarding these classes of business 

Posting of coin, ete—Coin, bullion precious stones, xewcllerv, and 
articles of gold or silver, may only be sent, by the lnland post, msured 
They may not be sent at all by the Foreign letter post but may be 
sent by the Foreign parcel pust Currency notes or any portion thereof 
may only be sent msured 

Addition of sender's address—Eveiy article should bear on the 
lower left-hand corner the name and address of the sender, im order 
that the Post Office may be able, im case of non-delivers, to return it 
unopencd and without delay This 1s specially desirable in the cast 
of registered articles (whether letters or parcels) and unregistered 
parcels A large number of undelivered artnles are destroyed every 
\uar at the various Dead Letter Offices, because they cuntain no clue, 
outside or inside, to the whereabout of the senders, and it 25 suggested 
that m the case of photographs scnt hy packct post, the name and 
address of the sender should always be written on the back of the 
photograph

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Intimation of address to correspondents abroad—The public are 
advised, when furnishing their address to their correspondents abroad, 
to mention the name of the Province :n India in which they reside 


Complaints against Post Office—Letters contaimimg complamt 
agamst the Post Office may be transrmtted by the Inland post free of 
postage, provided that thcy are addressed to a postmaster or other 
officer of the Post Office, and provided that it 1s certified on the cover 
with the full signature of the compla:mant, that they are complaints 
against the Post Office 

In all cases of loss of the contents of an article, the cover or 
wrapper should accompany the complaint and a full description of the 
missing contents should be given if the missing contents are currency 
notes, the serial letters and numbers and gencral numbers of thc notes 
should be given 

Complamts regarding the wrong payment or non-payment of a 
money order cannot be attended to unless preferred within twelve 
months of the date of issue of the money order 


Letters conta:mng complamts on telegraph matters may be trans- 
amtted by Inland Post free of charge, provided that they are addressed 
to an officer-in-charge of a telegraph office or to a Postmastcr-Gencral 
and provided that st 1s certified on the ccver, with the full signature 
of the complamant, that they are complaints on Tclegraph matters 


‘Whenever the sender or addressee of a valuc-payable postal article 
makes a complaint regarding the Sch ery of, or payment for, a valuc- 
payable postal article, he 15 required to furnish full particulars regard- 
ang cach value-payable article to which the complaint mfers and to 
pay, a fee of one anna in respect of cach article No complaint will 

¢ attended to unless made within twelve months of the date of posting 
of the value-payable article Thus fee will be refunded in cases where 
the complaint 1s found to be well grounded 


BOOK AND PATTERN PACKETS. 


The dimensions of a book packet, which may be of any shape must 
not exceed two feet in length by one foot in width and one foot in 
depth When, however, the packet 1s in the form of a roll, the length 
must not exceed thirty mches provided that, if the length exceed, 
twenty-four uiches (two feet), the diameter must not exceed four 
anches A book packet must be posted without a cover, or im an 
unfastened envelope, or in a cover which can be easily removed for 
the purpose of examination without breaking any seal or tearmg any 
paper or separating any adhering surfaces A packet posted without 
a cover may not be fastened or otherwise treated so as to prevent 
easy exammation 

A pattern packet may contam bonafide trade patterns or samples 
of merchandise not having any saleable value together with, or 
without, any matter which may be sent as a book packet There must 
be no writmg upon or if a pattern packet, except the name and 
address of the sender, the name and address of the person for whom 
it 15 intended, a trade mark, numbers, prices, and indications as to 
weight, size, or quantity to be disposed of F 


POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANK. 


Any person may deposit money in a Post Office Savings Bank (a) 
on his own behalf, or (b) on behalf of auy minor relative, or (c) on 
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‘behalf of any minor of whom he 1s the guardian, or (d) on the behalf 
of a Iumatic of whom he 1s the manager or guardian appornted by a 
court of law 

The smallest sum of money that can be deposited or withdrawn 
at any time 1s four annas, and no sum can be deposited or withdrawn 
that includes a fraction of an anna A depositer may withdraw money 
‘only a week The total amount at call which may be deposited in anv 
‘one official year—from the Ist April to the 3lst of March inclusive, 
after deducting the amounts withdrawn during the year, may not 
exceed Rs 750 The total amount at call which a depositer may have 
at any temc, exclusive of interest for the current ycar, 1s Rs 5,000 
im the case of an adult and Rs 1,000 in the case of an account opened 
on behalf of a munor by his relative or guardian 

Interest on deposits will be allowed at the rate of 3 per cent per 
annum

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RAILWAY INFORMATION. 


Railway development in India dates back to 1853 when the Great 
Indian Peninsular Railway constructed their first line extending from 
Bombay to Kalyan. Since then the mileage of Indian railways has 
recorded stcady increases till this stands at 41,913 miles on the 30th 
June, 1930. These represent a capital value of £687 millions and 
carry more than 600 million passengers and about 100 million tons 
of goods, 

Management—Considerable diversity is met with as regards the 
telation between the State to the various lines so far as ownership and 
control are concerned. Six of the lines, viz. Eastern Bengal Railway, 
East India Railway, Great Indian Peninsular Railway, North Western 
Railway, South-Bihar Railway, Burma Railway (all of standard gauges) 
are at present owned and worked by the State. ‘These extend over 
30,000 miles and of them 18,000 miles are managed directly by the 
Railway Board. Six lines, viz, Bengal Nagpur Railway, Bezwada 
Extension, Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway, Kolar Gold 
Field Railways, Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway and South 
Indian Railway (standard gauge) are State lines but are worked by 
Companies on behalf of the State on a guarantee basis of interest 
vouchsafed by the Government. Besides these, there is a network of 
Branch line Companies Railways either working on Guarantee Terms, 
or Rebate Terms, or under Guarantee and Rebate Terms combined, or 
subsidized by the Government of India or the Local Governments; 
unassisted Companies lines, District Board lines or lines subsidised hy 
District Board: Indian States; lines in foreign territory worked by 
British Indian Railway Companies; ete. 

The gauges of the Indian railways may be chiefly classificd under 
three heads:—Standard (5 ft. 6 in.) gauge; Metre (3 ft. 3/8th, in.) 
gauge; and Narrow (2 ft. 6 in. and 2 ft.) gauge. 

leage—The mileage open to the Indian Railways on March 31, 
1930 was 41,833 miles as against 40,94970 miles on March 31, 1929 and 
39,711.58 miles on March 31, 1928. 

Railway Earnings.—The gross earnings of Indian Railways for the 
year ending 31st. March, 1930 amounted to Rs. 102.53 crores as against 
Rs, 1,18:87 crores and Rs. 11827 crores during the corresponding periods 
of the previous two years. 

The following figures show the approximate gross earnings of the 
principal State-owned Railways during 1929-30 as compared with the

RAILWAY SYSTEM IN INDIA. 

Indian Railways are grouped under 3 classes :— 

CLASS 1.—-The Indian railways with annual earnings exceediny 
Rs. 50 lakhs of rupees belong to Class I. A list of the Class 
railways and the tracts these traverse follows :— 

Aseam-Bengal Railway.—It is wholly mctre gauge. This serves 
mainly the province of Assam and a part of Eastern Bengal. The main 
line runs from Tinsukia Junction to Chittagong. There are a number 
of feeder lines to serve Silchar, Gauhati, Jorhat, Dibrugarh, Tejpur, 
Noakhali and Mymensingh areas. It connects with East Bengal 
Railway at Mymensingh, Pandu and Tangi, with J. P. Raikway at 
Mariani and Titabar and with D. S. Railway at Tinsukia. 

Bongel Nagpur Railway.—It traverses tracts with rich deposits of 
minerals and operates more than 3,000 miles of line. One branch 7 
the Railway runs from Howrah to Nagpur where it joins the G. I. P. 
lines, thus serving the eastern half of the Central Provinces, Bihar and 
Orissa, Western Bengal, etc. Another :mportant branch of the Railway 
proceeds up to Waltair in the Madras Presidency, via Puri. Branching 
off from Kharagpur, a secondary main line runs to the Bengal coal- 
fields connecting with the East Indian Railway at Asansol and Gomoh. 
Among the branch lines mention may be made of Purulia-Ranchi; 
Howrah-Gomoh; Katni-Bilaspur; Lat ica eae Pee 
and Asansol-' Chakradharpur, The important junctions with E. I. R: 
Reacts Asansol, Gomoh; G. I, P. Ry—Nagpur, Katni; M. & S. M. Wy. 
—Waltair. 


Bengal and North Western Railway.—It is tbe only big Indian line 
that is not based upon one or other of the four principal cities—Delhi, 
Bombay, Calcutta and Madras. Its system, constructed throughout on 
the metre gauge traverses some of the richest and densely populated 
parts in Northern India and taps at several places the indepednent 
state of Nepal. This connects Bihar with Bengal on the one hand and 
the United Provinces on the other. The principal line extends from 
Katihar on the E. B, Ry. to Cawnpore in the United Provinces. The 
other branch hnes cousist of Mokameh Ghat to Sonepur via Muzaffar- 
pur, Chupra to Benares Cantt., Gorakhpur to Gonda, Shahganj to Ballia, 
Narkatigunj to Darbhanga, etc., ctc. It joins the Rohilkhand and 
Kumaon Railway at Sitarampur and Lucknow and makes important 
connections with E. I. Ry. at Mokameh Ghat, Cawnpur, Benares, 
Allahabad, Patna, Bhagalpur and Barabanki. It joins the G. L P. at 
Cawnpore and Allahabad and B. B. & C. I. Ry. at Cawnpore again. 


Bombay, Baroda aud Central India Railway—It is the largest of the 
company managed railways in India and operates over approximately 
4,000 miles of line. This serves the northern half of the Bombay Pre~ 
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sidency, Central India aud the Southern portion ef Rajputana. The 
main ne rats from Bombay tu Delhi, through Surat, Broach, Baroda, 
Dohad, Kotah, Muttra, etc. The Scuthern section of the Railway runs 
from Bombay to Viramgam and Kharaghodha via Ahmedabad, while 
the Northern section of the Railway extends through Rajputana to 
Delhi. There are also other important branch lines such as Ajmer- 
Khandwa, Fazilka-Rewari, Agra-Cawnpore, Surat-Amalner, ete, c¢te 
The railway has junctions with G. 1. P. Ry. N. W. I. Ry, E. I, Ry, 
and thus connects Bombay with the rest of India. It joms Jodhpur 
Railway at Marwar Junction and thus forms part of a through rovte 
between Bombay and Karachi. 


Burma Railway—The railway which is a metre gauge system with 
2,000 route miles came under the direct management of the Government 
of India on January 1, 1929. It serves Upper and Lower Burma includ- 
ing the Southern Shan State. The main line runs from Rangoon to 
Mandalay and thence to Myietkyina, Other lines run from_Rangoon 
to Lashio tu the North-cast, to Ye-U to the North-west, to Ye to the 
South East and Basscin and Kyingin to the West and serve area round 
Moulmein, Pegu, Prome, Bassein, Henzada, Kyingin, etc, 

East Indian Railway.—This is in point of route mileage the second 
largest of the Indian railway systems but so far as freight traffic is 
concerned it is the most important. It serves the numerous cities of 
commercial, industrial, historical and religious importance in the Great 
Gangetic plain and serves as the outlet of the industrial quarters round 
Calcutta and the coal districts in Bengal and Bihar. The principal linc 
runs from Howrah to Ghaziabad in the United Provinces serving the 
Western parts of Bengal, Bihar and United Provinces. The branch 
line linking Allahabad with Jubbulpur in the Central Provinces has 
now been transferred undcr the control of the Great Indian Peninsular 
Railway while the lines which were formerly managed by the Oudh and 
Rohilkhand Railway have been added to it. The chicf branch lines 
are :—Howrah-Mokamch Loop line, Grand-chord line, Barharwa-Bundel 
line, Patna-Gaya Branch, Moghal Serai-Saharanpur line, etc. The 
Railway has junctions with the following railways: N. W. Ry.—Saha- 
ranpur, Meerut, Ghaziabad; B. B. & C. I. Ry—Agra East Bank, 
Farukhabad, Hathras, Cawnpore; G. I. P. Ry—Cawnpore, Chheoki, 
Jumna Bridge; B. N. Ry—Howrah, Asansol, Pathardihi, Bhaga, 
Katrasgarh, Barkakhana, Gomoh; B. & N. W. Ry.—Barabank, Cawn- 
pore, Jaunpur, Shahganj, Benares Cantt., Tarighat, Digha Ghat, Moka- 
meh Ghat, Bhagalpur; E. B. Ry.—Narhati, Manithari Ghat; R. & K. 
Ry.—Barcilly, Moradabad, Lucknow. 

Eastern Bengal Railway.—The arcas served by the Railway are 
Eastern Bengal, the North Western portion of Assam and the Northern 
Gangetic plain in Bengal to the foot of the Himalayas. The important 
lines are Calcutta to Siliguri; Calcutta to Goalundo, and thence to 
Narainganj, Dacca, etc.; Calcutta to Gauhati via Parbatipur Junction, 
etc., etc. The principal exchange points are at Naihati with the East 
Indian Railway; Katihar with the B. & N. W. Railway; Mymensingh, 
and Pandu with the Assam Bengal Railway; Siliguri with Darjecling 
Himalayan Railway; and Goalundo with the river steamer services.

Complaints—Complants of imcvility, obstructrwcness or want of 
attention on the pait of railway scrvants should be made to the District 
Traffic Supermtcndent concerned 

Despatch of goods by any particular train not guaranteed—-Thc 
Railway docs not guarantee the despatch of goods by anv particular 
train, nor will they be responsible for the arrival of goods at any 
station within any definite time 

Supply of wagons not guaranteed.—The Railway docs uot guarantee 
to supply at stations wagons of any particular type or tonnage If 
wagons of a special type or tonnage are required by consignors and 
such are not avarlable at the station at which they are required, 
special arrangements must be made with the District Traffic Officer 
of the Railway 

Paymant of charges—Except in the case of dangerous and other 
goods specially provided for im the General Classification of Goods or 
im Exception Lists for which prepaymcnt of freight 1s compulsory, all 
charges must be paid cither when goods are presented for despatch

The Indian General Railway classthcauon of goods comprises ten

Whereas the maximum and the minimum ates are the same for

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SHIPPING INFORMATION. 


The coastal and overseas trade of India which runs approximately 
to 750 crores of rupees annually permit of operation by a large number 
of shipping companies both Indian and foreign. Exact figures are not 
available but rough calculation shows that about 50 to 60 lakhs of 
tons of cargo are annually carried by ships along the coast of India. 
The overseas traffic, on the other hand, judged only from the figures 
of the five major ports of Karach, Bombay, Madras, Calcutta and 
Rangoon amounts to about 120 lakhs of tons per year.

THE FREIGHT CHARGES. 


The freight charges differ with the length of the haul and the 
nature of the goods. As in the case of railways the freight charges 
on manufactured goods and produce differ appreciably. e charges 
are so made that the goods can bear them without being overburdened 
with incidental charges. 

As a general rule the freight rates are usually based upon the 
cargo ton by weight or equally 2,240 lbs. or by measurement of 40 
cubic feet. Articles are sometimes quoted according to the packing. 
Goods packed in cases are charged per ton of 40 cubic fect. Bag 
cargo pays per ton of various hundredweights according to the weight 
of the article in comparison with the size, ic., the space it will occupy. 
‘Thus bags of potatoes, googal, alum, almonds, coffee, groundnuts, 
leaves (dry), turmeric and coke are quoted per ton of 20, 17, 16, 15, 
12, 11 and 10 cwts, respectively. 

The cargo rates however have been standardised through the 
competition among the several lines and the railways also to some 
extent. But on occasions when very large shipments are made special 
rates are awarded to the’ buyers of freight and spaces are reserved 
for them previously, if arranged.

As in the “Latin Union” countries, the Scandmavian countries, 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark, all employ coins of the same weight 
and fineness, their name also bemg alike. Most of the South Ame- 
rican States possess a standard coin equal in weight and fineness to 
the silver 5 franc piece, generally termed a “peso.” In Hayti, the 
corresponding coin is a “gourde.” 

In most of the British colonics English money is current. The 
currency of Ceylon, Mauritius and the East African Protectorate is, 
however, based on the rupee of British India; that of the Straits 
Settlements is on a dollar basis.

COMMERCIAL LAWS. 


INDIAN COMPANIES ACT. 


The Indian Companies Act styled Act No VII of 1913 has mutcit 
an common with the English Companies Act and has been in opera- 
tion since April 1, 1914 It extends to the whole of British India 
including British Baluchistan and Santhal Paiganas The smmediate 
objectives of the Act are firstly to encourage business involving huge 
capitals on joint effort under a system of restricted habilities and 
secondly to safeguard the mterests of the investing pubhe by fram- 
ing rules and regulations in respect of constitution and incorporation, 
distribution, merease or reduction of sharc capital management and 
admunistration, windmg up, etc winch all jomt-stock companics must 
comply with The law provides that ever} company, association or 
partnerslup consisting of more than twenty persons formed to carry 
on trade, must be registered as u company under the Act Another 
important provision of the Act 1s that any seven or more persons 
(or, where the company to be formcd is 2 private company, any two 
or more persons) associatcd for any lawful purpose may, by subscrib- 
ing their names to a memorandum of association and doing the need- 
ful m respect of registration, form an incorporated company with or 
without habihty Any alterations in thc conditions imposed by the 
memorandum are permitted to be made, only subject to cortam res 
trictions Mention may be made here that the sharcs of a new flota- 
tion are not allotted until the mimumum number of shares fixed 
in the articles of association has been subscribed for The public 
compames are also guided in the management of the business by the 
provisions of the Act Among others, they have to file annually with 
the Registrar a statement in the form of a duly audited balance sheet 
giving particulars as will disclose the gencral nature of the habilitres 
of the company, the assets of it and how the value of the fixed assets 
have been arrived at, they have also to keep a register of members 
for mspection and to maintain a register of mortgages and charges 
which the public has might to inspect They also have to conform to 
various rules and regulations of the Act The private limited com- 
pames, the shares of which are not advertised for sale among the 
public, get the benefit of being immune from any habilities greater 
than the amount of the authorised share capital and are exempted from 
many of the obligations of the public hmited companies 


MERCHANDISE MARKS LAW. 


According to the provisions of the Sea Customs Act of 1878 
there are certain restrictions imposed as regard the general mports 
As a general rule no goods specified in the following clauses are allow- 
ed to be brought, whether by land or sea into British India —~ 

(1) Goods with a counterfeit trade mark 

{2) Goods made or produced beyond the lhmuts of the Umited King- 
dom and British India, and having applied thereto any name or trade 
mark being, or purporting to be, the name or trade mark of any person 
who 1s manufacturer, dealer or trader in the United Kingdom or in 
British Indta, unless—

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the name or trade mark is, as to every application thereof, ac- 
companied by a definite indication of the goods having been 
made or produced in a place beyond the limits of the United

indicated in letters as large and conspicuous as any letter in the 
mame or trade mark, and in the same language and character 
as the name or trade mark. 

(3) Piecc-goods, such as are ordinarily sold by length or by the 
piece, which have not conspicuously staniped English numerals on each 
piece the length thereof in standard yards, or in standard yards and a 
fraction of such yard, according to the real length of the piece, and have 
been manufactured beyond the limits of India, or having been manu- 
factured within those limits, have been manufactured beyond the limits 
of British India in premises which, if they were in British India, would 
be a factory as defined in the Indian Factories Act, 1881. 

RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS. 


It will be thus noted that restrictions imposed may be classified 
under the following four heads -— 


(1) Counterfeit trade marks, 

(2) eoipa? descriptions that are false in respect of the country 

of origin, 

(3) Trade descriptions that are false in other respects, and 

(4) Lengths not properly stamped on piece-goods. 

lf in the course of ordinary customs examination an infringement 
is discovered or if notice of any infringement on any of the above 
grounds is given beforehand by the aggrieved party to the Customs 
authorities, the goods on arrival are detained, if there is reasonable 
justification for it, 

Mention may be made in this connection that the Governor-General 
in Council make regulations from time to time respecting the con- 
ditions, if any, to be fulfilled before such detention and confiscation, 
determine the information,. notices and security to be given, the 
evidence requisite for any of the purposes of the section and the mode 
of verification of such evidence, as well as the reimbursement of pub- 
lic officers and the State by an information for expenses and damages 
incurred in respect of any detention made on his information and of 
any proceedings resulting therefrom. Customs authorities are autho- 
rised to require regulations so issued to be complied with before taking 
proceedings. 


WHAT IS A COUNTERFEIT TRADE MARK. 


According to Indian Penal Code a person is said to ‘counterfeit’ 
who causes one thing to resemble another thing intending by means 
of that resemblance to practise deception, or knowing it to be likely 
that deception will thereby be practised. It is not essential to counter- 
feiting that the imitation should be exact but, even when a persan 
causes one thing to resemble another, and the resemblance is such 
that a person might be deceived thereby, it shall be presumed until the 
contrary is proved, that the person so causing the one thing to resemble 
the other thing intended by means of that resemblance to practise 
deception or knew it to be likely that deception would thereby be 
Practised. . 

The Indian Merchandise Marks Act is intended to protect general 
public from being supplied with goods of inferior or unknown quality

the Customs authorities if a trade mark is infringed upon, whereupon 
the goods on landing will be detained under proper justifications pend- 
ing (1) execution of an indemnity bond within 24 hours and (2) insti- 
tution of proper legal proceedings within a month. Bonafide applica- 
tions made in the absence of definite information for a watch of pos- 
sible infringements are usually granted for a period of 3 months re- 
newable on reasonable grounds. But formal registration of marks, etc. 
by Customs Officers is prohibited. If in the course of the ordinary 
Customs examination an infringement is discovered, intimation is sent 
to the person whose mark is infringed upon to enable him to proceed 
as indicated above, but the goods are released if he fails to take 
preliminary action within a period of 4 days. 
WHAT IS A FALSE TRADE DESCRIPTION, 

Trade description means any description, statement or other indi- 
cation, direct or indirect— 

(a) as to the nuruber, quality, measure, gauge or weight of any 

goods, or 

{b) as to the place or country in which, or the time at which, 

any goods were made or produced, or 

(c) as to the mode of manufacturing or producing any goods, or 

(d) as to the material of which any goods are composed, or 

(e) as to any goods being the subject of any existing patent, pri- 

vilege, or copyright; 

and the use of any numeral, word or mark which according to the 
custom of the trade is comonly taken to be an indication of any of 
the above matters is also deemed to be a trade description. A trade 
description shail be deemed to be applied whether it is woven, impressed 
or otherwise worked into or annexed or affixed to the goods or any 
covering including any stopper, cask, bottle, vessel, box, cover, capsule, 
case, frame, wrapper, label, reel or other thing 

*Falee trade description’ means a trade description which is untrue 
in 2 material respect as regards the goods to which it is applied, and 
includes every alteration of a trade description, whether by way of 
‘addition, effacement or otherwise, where that alteration makes the 
description untrue in a material respect, and the fact that a trade des~ 
cription is a trade mark or patt of a trade mark does not prevent 
such trade description being a false trade description within the mean- 
ing of this Act. 

A false trade description also extends to the application to goods 
of any such numerals, words or marks, or arrangement or combina- 
tion thereof, whether including a trade mark or not, as are or is 
reasonably calculated to lead persons to believe that the goods are 
the manufacture or merchandise of some person other than they really 
are and to goods having such numerals, words or marks, or arrange~ 
ment or combination, applied thereto; and also extends to the appli- 
cation to goods of any false name or initials of a person, and ta 
with the false name or initials of a person, applied in like manner as 
if such name or initials were a trade description, and for the purpose of 
Indian Merchandise Act, 1889 the expression false name or initials 
means, as applied to any goods, any name or initialsp— 

-(a) not Being a trade mark, or part of a trade mark, and 

(b) being identical with, or colourable imitation of, the name or 

initials of a person carrying on business in connection with goods

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of the same description and not having authorised the use of 
such name or initials. 

Moreover a trade description which denotes or implies that there 
are cuntained in any goods to which it is applied more yards, feet or 
inches than there are contained there in standard yards, standard feet 
or standard inches is a false trade description. 


MARKING OF GOODS. 


The Indian Merchandise Marks Act does not require a compul- 
sory marking of the country of origin on all goods imported in India 
but it is necessary where the goods bear some othcr mark of indica- 
tion which is likely to constitute a false description with regard to 
4 in the absence of any counter-indication of the real country of 
origin, ¢.g., Scotch Whisky or Jamaica Rum, if the produce of Holland 

The use in a trade description of the language of one foreign country 
on goods produced in another requires counter-indication of the latter. 

‘When the misleading words or marks consist of what is or pur- 
ports to be the name or trade mark of a manufacturer, dealer or trader 
in the United Kingdom or British India, a specific and distinct counter- 
indication of the country of origin is necessary. Initials are not how- 
ever treated as names requiring a counter-indication unless they are 
likely to suggest the name of a British manufacturer; and an excep- 
tion 1s made in the case of coverings or labels made in a foreign country 
but bearing the name of a British Indian manufacturer or dealer who 
has imported the coverings or labels for his own goods. Goods made 
or produced in a foreign country but bearing the name or trade mark 
of a British Indian dealer or a trade description consisting of Indian 
Vernaculars of numerals or pictorial representations such as Indian 
deities or emblems must bear a counter-indication which is however, 
waved in the case of goods manufactured in the United Kingdom unless 
in the latter case there is good ground for considering that the mark- 
ing conveys the impression of Indian origin. 

Whenever an indication of the country of origin is required under 
the regulations, such indication should be (1) in the same language 
and character as the name or trade description, (2) sufficiently cons- 
Picuous and indelible and (3) should be repeated for each application 
of the mark or description in such a manner that it cannot be re- 
moved afterwards. 

OTHER FALSE TRADE DESCRIPTIONS. 


Other false trade descriptions are frequently found on goods in 
respect of (a) their number, quantity, measure, gauge or weight, or 
(bj the material of which they are composed. 

The cases under (a) usually affect (1) woollen and cotton goods 
in respect of their measure, size or weight, and (2) packages, boxes or 
cartons bearing incorrect indications in respect of the quantities con- 
taincd in them. 

Offences under (b) are held to be committed when the trade 
description suggests that the article is made of a material, superior in 
quality and value to what it really is and as such likely to deceive the 


buyer. 
STAMPING ON PIECEGOODS. 

Tt is not necessary under the Indian Merchandise Act to stamp and 
mark all imported piecegoods but where any stamps or marks are 
affixed it is very important that these should be very correct. But the 
piecegoods which are ordinarily sold by lerigth or by the piece must in 
BARNETT CLOTHING CO.

“The stamping must be in English numerals accomplished by the 
word ‘yards,’ abbreviation ‘yds.’ ‘arking in inches may he permitted 
on cloths of small dimensions and delicate make in accordance with the 
custom of the trade but in all cases it should be placed conspicuously 
on the fabric itself so as not to be ordinarily removable. 

It may be mentioned that cotton and woollen piece-goods imported 
for the personal use of individuals or associations of individuals and 
not for trade purposes may bz unstamped, 

Examinations of packages to ascertain whether the goods are pro- 
perly stamped are made at frcqucnt intervals and when found to be 
stamped, the accuracy of the stamping is not tested except on infor 
mation received, or whom the Customs Collectors have reason to suspect 
that the stamping is fase. 

As regard yarns, these are not examined or measured by cus- 
toms authorities, except on information received, or when the Collector 
has reason to suspect that the trade description is false. The examina- 
tion to test the accuracy of the description of count or length is made 
up to the limit of one bundle in every one hundred bales or fraction 
of one-hundred bales in the consignment, 

A_few notifications issued by the Governor-General-in-Cotuncil 
regarding trade descriptions of length and width may be noted here 
for general information :—

TRADE DESCRIPTIONS OF COUNT. 


A trade description of count of number, length or weight, applied 
to grey or bleached cutton yarn, shall not be deemed to be false in a 
material respect, unless— 

(a) the described count or number is greater or less than the actual 
count or number by morc than 5 per cent., provided that the average 
count of the whole of the yarn in question is not greater or less than 
the described count; or 

(b) the average length of the whole number of hanks in a bundle 
is less than 840 yards; or 

(c) in a bundle of yarn of any count under SO, described as being 
ten pounds in weight, the number of knots of ten hanks each is not 
the same as, and the numbcr of knots of five hanks is not double, the 
described count or number of the yarn; or 

(d) in a bundle of yarn of any count under 50, described as being 
5 Ibs. in weight, the number of knots of 20 hanks each is not a quarter 
of, or the number of knots of 10 hanks each is not half, or the num- 
ber of knots of 5 hanks cach is not the same as the described count 
or number of the yarn; or 

(e) in a bundle of yarn of any count from 50 upwards the num-

A trade description of count or number applied to 2 bundle of 
dyed cotton yarn shall be accepted as indicating length only, the hank 
being taken to measure 840 yards, and it shall be deemed to be false 
in a material respect if the average length of the hanks in a bundle 
is less than 819 yards. 

A trade description of length applied to thread of any kind (of 
cotton, wool, flax or silk) shall not be deemed to be false in a mater.al 
respect, unless it exceeds the actual length by more than 1 per cent. 

The dimensions of goods on which their length or width is stamp- 
ed weal be determined Sy measurement in imperial yards of thirty-six 
inches. 





REGISTRATION OF TRADE MARKS, 


A trade mark is a mark used for denoting that goods are the 
manufacture or merchandise of a particular person. There are two dis- 
tinct kinds of trade marks, viz, a mark consisting of a symbol or 
picture. 

The person who originates, adupts, and first uses a certain dis- 
tinguishing mark for his gouds, becomes pussessed with right of owner- 
ship thereof, and such right is an enforceable one, and will be protect- 
ed by the courts. 

here is no recognised registration of trade marks in India. But 
these may be registered in the Patent Office under certain conditions. 
A declaration of ownership may be made before Magistrates and will 
be legally vatid. 

In the cases of infringement, actual deception by the infringer 
need not be proved. The likelihood of deception is sufficient to warrant 
the interposition of a court of equity. So it is no defence that the 
infringing article is superior in quality to the genuine, nor is the ab- 
sence of intent to deceive, a di ce. Laches or delay in asserting 
rights are gencrally held to deprive the owner of the right to claim 
damages or obtain a preliminary injunction. Abandonment is also a 
good defence, but strict proof of an intention to abandon ownership 
is essential to the establishment of this latter defence. 

‘Where a new trade mark consisting of a word symbol is affixed 
to a patented article, the right to use such name or title for such 
article will become public property upon the expiration uf the letters 
patent. Otherwise the monopoly enjoyed by the owner of a trade 
mark is perpetual. 











COPYRIGHT OF LABELS. 


New labels, not previously used and containing some artistic or 
novel character of design, may be copyrighted. But labels which mere- 
ly describe an article, or only indicate size, number, or weight, or are 
only the result of the application of the typesetters’ art, are refused 
copyright. j 

Registration of new trade marks on payment of a fee is made by 
the Madras and South Indian Chambers of Commerce. An evidence 
of the date on which the mark or ticket was registered, may be use- 
ful in subsequent litigation, though it conveys no legal rights. The 
Bombay Mill Owners’ Association keeps a register of all trade marks 
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in use by members and has a special set of rules governing their 
registration to which all members upon election agree to conform, in 
view of the protection afforded by the Association to the trade marks 
and tickets used by them. 


REGISTRATION OF PATENTS. 


_ Any inventor being a British Subject can secure the patents for 
his new inventions according to Indian Patent and Designs Act and 
thereby protect his interests fully. The Act however is in force in 
British India only and patents granted under it do not extend to the 
United Kingdom, or any of the British Possessions, and not even to the 
territories of Independent Native Chiefs, such as Mysore, Hyderabad, 
etc. The International Conyention for the Protection of Industrial 
Property does not include India. Under the Reciprocal Arrangement 
a patent may, however, be obtaincd in India in respect of the sub-+ 
ject matter of an application for a patent in the United Kingdom and 
certain other parts of His Majesty’s Dominions to be antedated as of 
the date of thut application. 

Yo take out the patent of a new invention, one has to apply in 
prescribed forms to the Controller of Patents and Designs, 1, Council 
House Street, Calcutta. All applications should be accompanied by 
specifications, particularly describing and ascertaining the nature of the 
invention and the manner in which the same is to be performed. 
Suitable drawing on tracing cloth may also be supplied with speci- 
fications or at any time before the acceptance of the application. If 
in any particular case the Controller considers that an application 
should be further supplemented by a model or a sample of anything 
illustrating the invention, this shall be furnished before the applica- 
tion _is accepted. . 

f the application is in order and the invention for which patent 
is applied for is genuine this application is accepted. But before the 
patent is sealed, the Controller gives notice to the applicant and also 
advertises the acceptance for general information and opposition, if 
there be any. The application and the specification with the draw- 
ing are kept open to public inspection. If there is anything wrong 
any person may on payment of the prescribed fee at any time within 
three months from the date of the advertisement of the acceptance 
of an application give notice to the Patent Office of opposition to 
the grant of the patent. 

f there be no opposition or in case of opposition, if the deter- 
mination is in favour of the grant of a patent, a patent is granted on 
the payment of the prescribed fee and this should be sealed as soon as 
may be, and not after the expiration of eighteen months from the 
date of application. 

There is a definite term for which the patent should run. The 
term limited to every patent is fourteen years and all patent rights 
cease if the patentee fails to pay the prescribed fees within the pres~ 
cribed times. Lapsed patents can however be restored on payment of 

rescribed fees to the Patent Office, the directions for which can be 
jound in the Patent Office Hand-book. 

Printed specifications of applications may be purchased or may be 
seen free of charges at the important places of India. 

Applications for the registration of patents are to be made to The 
Registrar of Patents, 1, Council House Street, Calcutta. 

Several amendments to the Indian Patent and Designs Act of 1911 
were passed in 1930. 
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INDIAN FACTORIES ACT. 


The history of factory Icgislation in India dates back to 1881 
when the first Factory Act was passed at the instance of the Man- 
chester Cotton Manufactures for the regulation of the canditions of 
factory labour, specially those engaged in the growing cotton industries 
in Bombay. The Act was applicable to “manufacturing premises using 
power-driven machinery and employing 100 or more persons and work- 
ing for more than 4 months in the year.” Indigo, tea and coffee 
plantations thus obviously fell beyond the purview of the Act. Ac~ 
cording to this, children between the age limits of 7 and 12 could not 
work more than 9 hours in a day, were to be allowed an interval of 
rest for one hour and had to be granted four holidays in a month. 
There were also provisions for the appointment of factory inspectors 
to record accidents, etc. 

Further reforms were embodied in the Factory Act of 1891 which 
was rendered applicable to ail factories cmploying more than 50 
persons, restricted the age limit for the employment of children 
between 9 to 12, limited the women’s hour to 11 and of children under 
14 to 6 and enjoined 1} hours’ respite for women and included a weekly 
day of rest. 

The provisions underwent further modifications in the Factory 
Act of 1921. _ According to this adult males in textile factories were 
to work for 12 hours per day only; the factories could not use mecha- 
nical or electrical power for more than 12 hours in a day between 
5-30 A.M. to 7 P.M. and were required to stop work for at least 
half an hour after six hours’ work. 

The Great War influenced the labour legislation all over the world 
to a tremendous extent and regulation of Jabour assumed an inter- 
national aspect. The first International Labour Conference was held 
at Washington in 1919 and India was not slow to give effect _to the 
Conventions adopted at the Washington Conference. A new Factory 
Act came into operation in 1922 which was subsequently amended by 
Act IX of 1923 and Att XXVI of 1926. 

The main provisions of the present Act in force are:— 

1, Any establishment employing not less than 10 persons working 
with or without mechanical power may at the option of a Local Govern- 
ment may be declared as a factory under the meaning of the Act. 
Local Governments however exempt all factories employing less than 
20 persons from the operation of the Act. 

2. The age for the employment of children has been limited 
between 12 to 15. 

3, The hours of work of children have been restricted to 6 in 
any day, 

4. No adult worker should work for more than 11 hours in a day 
or for more than 60 hours per week. 

5. Workers are to have a day of rest in a week. No worker is 
to go without a holiday for more than 10 days at a time. 

6, All workers are to be allowed to have a period of one hour's 
rest for work exceeding six hours. 

7, The provisions apply to textile and non-textile factories as well. 

8, The factories should be regularly visited by factory inspectors. 

9. Infringements of provisions of the Act are to be penalised. 

There is also an Act,styled Mines Act of 1923 drawn up in a 
similar fashion for the regulation of mining labour. 

Mention may be made here of the enactment of another Act; viz, 
Workmen’s Compensation Act of 1923 for the benefit of workmen. 
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COTTON GINNING AND PRESSING FACTORIES ACT. 


The mixing of different kinds of cotton before ginning and the 
mixing of various cotton and of waste cotton from the spinning mill 
are in vogue in some placcs. Furthermore, during ginning very pri- 
mitive implements are used in many districts which causes the cotton to 
he admixtured with considerable dirt, dust, etc. To prevent this a 
Cotton Ginning and Pressing Factories Act has been passed and has 
come into force throughout India since the beginning of the 1925-26 
cutton season and since that date it has been compulsory on all press 
owners to mark every bale of cotton pressed with the special mark of 
the press, the year and the running numbcr of the bale, and to 
maintain records of the ownership of all cotton pressed. Similarly 
according to this Act ginning factories are requircd to maintain record 
of all cotton ginned and of its ownership. The Act also provides for 
compulsory submitting of weekly returns of cotton pressed throughout 
British India excepting Burma and these are being regularly published 
thus providing valuable statistical information to the trade. Besides, 
there is the Cotton Transport Act which is in foree in certain areas 
of Bombay and Madras Presidencies. The continued improvement is 
the quality of Surat and Kumpta cotton is attributed to its workin 
Proposals have been subinitted for the application of the Act tu a 
new Broach area in Bombay Presidency. 














REGISTRATION OF PARTNERSHIPS, 


The question whether the registration of business Partnersitips 
should be rendered compulsory has becn for many years under public 
consideration. The «evelopment of business between Indian firms and 
foreign constituents is materially hampered by the absence of any 
such measure which also restricts the grant of financial accommodation 
hy European banks. In 1908 the Bengal and Bombay Chambers of 
Commerce prepared draft bills on the subject, but their proposals being 
unreconcilable the Government of India was not disposed to accept 
either as the basis for legislation. The main stumbling block to a 
practical solution of the problem is the joint family system, The 
Indian Industrial Commission and also the Associated Chamber of 
Commerce have recommended that Government of India should take 
an early opportunity of re-examining the whole question. 


REGISTRATION OF BUSINESS NAMES. 


There is at present no provision of law for registration of business 
names in India. A movement to introduce legislation on the lines of 
the United Kingdom Registration of Business Names Act, 1916, were 
initiated by the Madras and Bengal Chambers of Commerce and a 
draft bill prepared by the former body was considered by the 
Government of India. The object of such legislation was two- 
fold, viz., to identify ien interests and by compelling disclosure of 
assumed names to facilitate, by rendering more precise, commercial 
transactions. Action would not be aimed at Indians trading under 
assumed European names, though disclosure of real names would be 
desirable in the case of Europeans trading under assumed names. As 
in the case of partnership, difficulties are likely to arise in the enact- 
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ment of any measyre relating to busmess names out of the jount famuly 
system prevalent in India The Indian Industrial Commussion im the 
course of its sittings examined the question but the evidence placed 
before it did not sustrfy it in making definite recommendations and 
the Government of India, as in the case of registration of partner- 
ships, ts unwilling to legslate Registration of business names has been 
rendered compulsory m Burma since 1923 


BERAR COTTON AND GRAIN MARKETS LAW. 


In Berar the cotton markets arc organised and regulated under 
the Berar Cotton and Grain Markets Law of 1897 and cach 1s provided 
with a market committce and a set of rules and byc-laws In no other 
part of India do such regulated and organised maikets exist They 
are merely the district or taluka headquarter-towns or important 
villages where ginnenies cust to which cultivators and traders from 
the surrounding area bring their produce for disposal It is only to 
be expected that such markets vary considerably in their degree of 
development On the one hand ‘some possess a market-yard, a 
panchayat of the local pcople (buyers, adatyas and giowners) intc1- 
«sted in the cotton trade, which exercises a greater or less degiee of 
control, and there are certain recognised rules of dealings, market 
charges, and customary rates of allowances, mn fact they are similar 
to the markets of Berar with this difference that their panchayats 
or matkct committees are not constituted under any statutory cnact- 
ment_nor have their practices and customs the bmding authority of 
the Berar markets, and ther adatyas_or brokers are not licensed 
Such are some of the markets in the Punjab and in Khandesh On 
the other hand there arc markets which have no common meeting 
place and no control of any sort, sellers have to go from one ginmng 
factory to another, each factory constituting the “market place” for 
ats own purchases Such are some of the markets in Sind Between 
these two extreme types there are several gradations 

‘The orgamsation of the Berar cotton markets 1s governed by the 
Berar Cotton and Grain Markcts Law of 1897 This was a Notification 
issued by the Government of India in the Foreign Department when 
Berar, then known as the “Hyderabad Assigned Districts,” was under 
its control The Law provides only for the notification of certain 
places as markets, but leaves the appointment of market committees 
to be provided for by rules framed under Section 4 of the Notrfication 
Although the Berar Markets Law 1s meant for “cotton and grain” 
the markets are used chicfly for cotton There are at present 26 
notified markets im Berar 

They are managed by committecs of five members, threc of whom 
are elected by cotton dealers, and two by the Municipal Committee 
No representation of growers on the Committee is provided for and 
this constitutes a serious defcct The Deputy Commissioner of the 
District supervises the work of the Commuttees, and exercises a good 
deal of control in matters, eg the appointment of the Chairman, 
executing works or effecting expenditure cxceeding a prescribed 
amount, making or altering market by-laws, etc Ws

@) Members of the Munci; Committee who are not in any 
way connected with the cotton trade 

(u) Persons who on their own account have brought or sold in

(au) The principal (or the next semor) agent of every firm which 
has _hkewise purchased or sold at least 500 boyas of ginned,

mentioned in (111) above 
Provided that a person 1s not cligible for membeiship if he 
resides five miles outside municipal hmuts, is under 21 years, of unsound

The market commrttec maintains the necessary market staff, checks 
weights and scales, carries out and supersises works in the market- 
yard, recovers markct cess and license and registration fees, keeps 
accounts, provides for audit, maintains records of arrivals and sales, 
licenses brokers and weighmen, registers buyers and sellers, and 
generally supervises and controls the market 
Every buyc: and seller has to register hrs name with the market 
commuttce and this can be done on payment of such fees (not ex- 
ceeding Rs 50 and in the casc of an adatya Rs 100) as the commutter 
prescribes and on the cxecution of an agrcement to conform to the 
market rules 
In_ connection with regulated cotton markets it may be mentioned 
that H E H the Nizam's Government have lately decided to mtroduce 
an experimental cotton market at Parbham: on the lines of the Berar 
markets, but with certam improvements The draft rules provide 
for a managing committee consisting of an officer appointed by Gov- 
ernment as Chairman, three representatives of cotton buyers and 
dealers, and five represcntatives of the growers (of whom only three 
are to sit on the committec at any one time) The members are 
not to be elected but are to be nominated by the Government The 
market will probably be staited neat yea: and if this experiment 
proves successful similar markets will be cstablished all over the 
State

BOMBAY COTTON MARKETS ACT, 1927. 


In Bombay, an Act called thc Bombay Cotton Markets Act was 
passed in 1927, with the objcct of enabling open cotton markets to

INDIAN STAMP DUTIES. 


The stamp head of revenue has been divided mainly into two 
categories, viz., judical and commercial. On the eve of the introduction 
of the Montague-Chelmsfurd Reforms, the question arose as to the 
allotment of stamps as a source of revenue. The authors of the 
Joint Report suggested that judicial stamps should be made over to 
the provinces, but commercial stamps should be retained by the 
Central Government. The Meston Committee recommended that both 
sorts of stamps should constitute sources of provincial revenue. The 
Parliamentary Joint Committee agreed with this recommendation; and 
under the Devolution Rules, non-judicial stamps became provincial, in 
addition to the judicial stamps, subject to legislation by the Centrat 
Legislature in the former case. .

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COMMERCIAL ASSOCIATIONS 
CONNECTED WITH INDIAN TRADES. 


There gre_a number of commercial organisations such as the 
Chambers of Commerce, trade associations and the planters’ associa- 
tions to safeguard the interests of the commercial community an 
give expression to their grievances to the Government of India and 
the provincial Governments as well. One of the most important func- 
tions these have to perform is to express their opinion on the various 
measures adopted by the Government as are likely to wield consider- 
able influence over the commercial, industrial and economic develop- 
ments of the country. The Central and Provincial Governments also 
generally invite the views of the leading Chambers of Commerce and 
Trade Associations before adopting any measures of fundamental im- 
portance to the commercial public. The membership of the most pro- 
minent of these associations is mainly restricted to European merchants 
though open to Indians also; but a recent development in progress is 
the constitution of Indian Chambers of Commerce to focus the com- 
mercial sentiment from the Indian point of view. Chief among these 
are Indian Merchants Chamber and Bureau in Bombay, Bengal National 
Chamber of Commerce in Calcutta, South Indian Chamber of Com- 
merce in Madras, etc, etc. The membership of most of these bodies 
is confined to the province or city where their head-quarters arc 
situated, but they maintain close touch with similar organisations at 
other trade centres. The European Chambers of Commerce are 
mostly affiliated to the Associated Chambers of India and Ceylon while 
‘the Indian Chambers of Commerce have lately established an asso- 
‘ciation for themselves, gaining considerable importance as Federation 
of Indian Chambers of Commerce, These Associations hold annual 
conferences towards the end of the calendar year 

In view of the very important services these Chambers of Com- 
merce render by voicing the feelings which lead to greater trade and 
industries, these enjoy special privileges at the hands of the Govern- 
ment, The Bengal and Bombay Chamber of Commerce have the pri- 
vilege of electing a representative each to the Legislative Assembly 
and the Council of State, and six and two representatives, respectively, 
to the Legislative Council of their Local Governments The Madras 
Chamber elects two representatives to the Legislative Council of that 
Presidency, and the Rangoon Chamber two to that of the Governor 
of Burma.

culated reports of deliberations give them every publicity. The Cham- 
bers are also represented in quasi Government institutions such as 
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Port Commissions while seats are reserved for them on the Improve- 
ment Trusts of Calcutta and Bombay and on Municipal Corporations 


of the principal towns of India.

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GLOSSARY OF COTTON MANUFACTURES. 


BROCADE.—A fabrie with elaborate figure, usually floral, woven ip 
originally, heavy silk with pattern in gold and silver thread. 
CALICO.—Originally a fine printed cotton fabric named after Calicut 

in South India but has become an inferior material. Good cali- 
eoes are now more in the nature of chintzes with good designs and 
colouring and used for drapery purposes. Calico may be printed 
directly or may have the figure discharged chemically from a dark 
back-ground. . 
CAMBRIC.—A finely set weave linen cloth originally made at_ Cambrai 
in Belgium. It now stands for closely woven textiles from fine 
white cotton yarns and is glazed and polished on one side, Grey 
cambric varies in fineness but usually has a coarser weft than 


warp. 

CANVAS CLOTH.—An open plain texture usually produced from hard 
twisted yarns. 

CHADAR.—Like dhutis and saris the chadar is a bordered and headed 
grey or white article, each unit being wider and shorter than the 
dhuti. It is used as a bed-shect and as a “neglige” wrapper. 

CHENE.—A name given to fabric usually woven plain in which a figure 
has been printed on to the warp prior to weaving. 

CHECK, SPOTS AND STRIPES.—As applied to white goods these 
imply self-coloured patterns woven by the use of different kinds of 
white yarns or by modification of the weave in different parts of 
the cloth. The body of the cloth should be of plain weave. 

CHIFFON.—A light fiimsy texture of plain weave, the warp and weit 
usually being of a very fine silk material with soft or sometimes 
a stiff finish. 

CHINTZ.—Originally any printed cotton fabric, the same as calico. 
Now a drapery fabric having small gay figures. Some chintzes 
have a glazed surface. 

COATINGS AND TROUSERINGS.—Heavy coarse fancy cloths for 
coats and trousers and are sometimes loaded almost to the consis- 
tency of serge or felt. 

DAMASK.—Originally an elaborately woven silk in floral design 
named after ancient city of Damascus. Now refers to table cloths 
and drapery fabrjc. The figyres are formed by contrast between 
warp and filling surfaces, ic., satin figures formed by the filling-on 
satin or twill ground formed by the warp. On the wrong side the 
figures are reversed. 

DHOOTY.—The word dhuti means literally a “washable thing”, and 
is also used in common parlance to include any male foin-cloth 
whether it be a single unit or cut from a length of plain cloth. The 

« dimensions vary from about 23 yards by 2S" to 6 yards by 50” with 
a@ woven coloured (or occasionatly bleached) border not more,than 
inch wide and a somewhat similar heading. It is a garment worn 
by men principally in the north and north-east of India. It is 
used in trade in a third sense and there includes not only dhutis 

oper but also the grey and white bordered saris (see Saris), 
hutis are grouped in the Lancashire trade roughly into three class- 
es, shirting dhutis (see shirting), jaconet dhutis and mu!l dhutis. 
The jaconet dhuti is woven with warp yarns from 40s to 48s and the

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DOMESTIC.—The domestic is a plain heavy grey cloth, the warp is 
finer than the weft and the length is from 20 to Cx yards. Both 
are shipped in various widths. (Cf. T-Cloth, Sheatings). 

DONGRI, KHADI AND KHADDAR.—These are coarse cloths woven 
from the lowest counts of yarn. They are sold in competition with 
handloom cloth from hand-spun yarn. 

DRILL, DRILLING.—This “implies a stout twilled cotton material, 
bleached, unbleached or piece-dyced. Sec Jean, Khaki, etc. 

DUCK.—A heavy canvas-like cotton fabric used for tents, so called 
because of its shedding water. 

FENT—Short damaged lengths of cloth or short lengths cut from 
piece ends, 

GARMENTS.—These differ from piece-goods in as much as these are 
made to definite sizes ready to wear without any stitching or cutting 
except so far as may be necessary to scpatate a single garment 
from a set of two or more woven in a picce. The chief garment- 
units, viz, chadar, dhuti, sari, scarf, lungt and sarong are marketed 
occasionally in single pieces or in scts‘of three or more but most 
cammonly in pairs, except in the case of lungis and sarongs which 
may be sold in “corges” consisting of as many as 20 pieces. 

JACONET.—The grey jaconet proper is made in all widths but is 
essentially a cloth 18 to 22 yards in length. The application of the 
name “ Jaconet” to the class of dhutis is no doubt to the fact that 
these dhutis are often made up in sets of three (known as “ tikris”) 
of about this length (sec dhuties). White jaconcts are also made, 
these being almost invariably woven from yarns finer than 40s. 

JEAN.—This implies a heavy twilling cotton fabric like drilling, only a 
little finer and bleached. 

peepee CLOTH.—It implies a knitted fabric of wool, silk or artifi- 
cial sil 

KHAKI—A term applied to a heavy tough twilled cotton fabric of a 
special shade of a brown or earth colour largely cmployed in 
soldiers’ uniform as a protection colour. 

LAWN.~-These are a fine white cloth generally shipped in 10 yard 
tengths. 

LONG CLOTH—The name applies to a light weight, unfinished 
bleached muslin, free from starch or sizing and sometimes gassed. 
It is easy to sew and launders well. 

LUNGI—It is a coloured garment generally with a pronounced check 
and is worn in Burma with the two ends stitched tocether. The 
length is from 2 to 2} yards. The “sarong” is the Malay equiva- 
lent of the “ lunsi” and like the fatter which is a Burmese word, 
merely means “nether garment”, Even in the trade the terms are 
practically synonymous, the term sarong being used in Rangoon 
mainly for goods re-shipped thither from the Singapore market. 
Lungis and sarongs are woven in “corges” of as many as 20 units, 
and each unit has at one end a wide “kapala” or stripe. The 
cotton lungi or sarong is worn by the poorer classes in Burma, 
men and women alike, and by certain classes of men in Eastern 
Bengal. 

MADAPOLLAM—The grey madapollam is of wary open weave, 
‘White madapollam is also available. 

MULLS.—The grey mull is generally woven from yams. 50s or finer. 
Waite mulls are fine white mulls made into lengths of 18 to 20 


MUSLIN--The term implies a firm, plain white cotton fabric, stronger

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and heavier than long cloth so named because of its being first made 
in Mosul. It has little sizing, except in the cheaper grades. Heavy 
and wide muslin is called sheeting. 

NAINSOOKS.—The term implies soft and fine white cloths which may 
be of any texture and made in lengths of 18 to 20 yards and folded 
in a special manner. It 1s lightcr in weight than long-ctoth, daintier 
and bears a polish on one side. (See Mulls). 

ORGANDIE, ORGANDY—This implies a thin transparent wiry mus- 
lin a of fine cotton yarns. These are sometimes prece-dyed or 
printed. 


POPLIN—A plain weave fabric originally all silk; then of fine silk 
warp and a comparatively thick gassed worsted weft, thus having 
the appearance of a warp ribbed iabric. It is now made chiefly in 
all cotton (mercerised) and usually fades badly in the sun. 

PRINTS AND CHINTZ—These form a particular class of coarse 
printed goods of special dimensions. In the “Dyed” coloured goods 
the printing is done on dyed cloth, while in printed this is done on 
grey or white (gencrally grey). 

PRINTERS.—These constitute a class of coarse grey cloth of special 
dimensions and specially surfaced to receive a printed pattern. The 
machine printing industry in India has always been very small but 
there is a considerable ovtput in the Indian mills which is used for 
hand-printed quilt covers. 

SARL—It is the feminine counterpart of the dhuti and the word is 
frequently used in a general sense to imply any piece of cloth used 
as a feminine nether garment. The grey or white sari proper differs 
from the grey or white dhuti in having the border more than 
three quarters of an inch wide. The coloured sari is made in great 
variety of colours and patterns and is yencrally worn by women of 
those classes in which the bordered grey or white dhuti is not worn 
by men. Saris are also made and sold in scts cf two or more. 

SARONG.—See Lungi. 

SATIN.—The satin is generally of five shaft weave or the inter-section 
of the warp and weft being so arranged as to be imperceptible and 
ensure a smoothness for which the satins are noted. The true satin 
is made entirely of silk or with a fine silk warp and a cotton weft 
and is specially noticeable for its tustre. 

SCARF .—The scarf is a garment similar to the chaddar and is worn 
as a “neglige” wrapper. lt is of finer texture than the chaddar 
and is therefore not used as a bed-shect as a rule, 

SHEETING.—The grey shecting as known in the Indian trade is a 
plain heavy grey cloth and bas the warp coarser than the weft, the 
usual dimensions being 35° or 36” by 40 yards weighing from 14 
to 17 ibs. per piece. In Bombay, however, a 30 yard size of the 
Same quality is both produced and imported. Recently the medium 
sheetings have been ousted in favour of a 36” by 40 yard cloth 
weighing 114 to 12 Ibs. This has generally been declared as a heavy 
shirting. 

SHIRTING—A grey shitting is a cloth from 36” to 52” wide by 37 to 
%® yards long. The term shirting, though primarily implying cer- 
tain dimensions, is also often used with reference to quality. In 
the sizes given above very little cloth woven from finer yarns than 
40/445 is shipped to India, and “ shirting quality” is therefore used to 
indicate a cloth not exceeding this limit of fineness. (See 
Dhuties). The white shirting is normally 40 yards in length and of

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various widths. Unlike the grey shirting it is often made from the 
finer counts of yarn. 

SUSI.—The susi is a general term used to cover a large variety of 
checked or striped coloured cloths. For practical purposes it may 
be taken to include any goods of plain weave with a woven pattern. 

T-CLOTH.—These are plain heavy grey cloths. In the T-cloth the 
warp and weft are usualy of the same count and the length is 24 
yards. These are shipped m various widths. 

TENT CLOTH —It is a heavy grey twill in special widths used, as its 
name implies, for tent-making. 

TWEEDS AND CHECKS.—These comprise a class somewhat similar 
to that covered by “coatings and trouscrings ”. 

VELVET.—A fabric having a silk back and covered with a close short 
pile of silk formed on the warp-pile hasts, the ground weave being 
plain, satin or twill, 

VELVETEEN.—A fabric covcred with a close short fine pile of cotton 
introduced on the weft pile basis, the pile loops or floats being cut 
by a knife after weaving. 

VIYELLA.—A light cloth largely madc from cotton and wool scribbled 
together; principally used for underclotinng 

VOILE.—An open mesh wiry fabric made with a plain weave inter- 
lacing and hard twist cotton or worsted yarn. 


Weaves and Patterns. 


BIRD'S EYE PATTERN.—A term originally applied to a peculiar 
small pattern produced on four shafts, but now applied to any similar 


effect. 

BORDERS AND HEADINGS—The great maiority of cotton cloths 
have a “selvedge.” When, however, the sclvedge ix more than 1/8th 
inch wide it is treated as a border and becomes an important factor 
in the saleability of the cloth, A heading is a stripe woven (or some- 
times printed) across the cloth to mark the end of a unit, when the 
cloth consists of a set of units rather than a mere length. These 
borders and headings are of very great importance in a large class 
of goods, particularly dhutis, imported into and produced in India. 
(See Dhuties). 

CHECK.—The term is given to the square appearance produced on a 
fabric by employing a special weave of two or more colours of warp 
and weft specially arranged to give this appearance. 

CORK AND OVER WEAVE—See Twill. . 

COUNTS OF YARN.—The fineness or “count” of the yarn used is a 
most important factor in the quality of cloth. (The “count” of varn 
may be defined as the number of yards of yarn which weight 1/840 Ib. 
avoirdupois). : 

DOUBLE SPUN.—Double spun cotton yarn is yarm freed from knots 
and imperfections. 

HANK.—The cotton hank equals 840 yds. 

HEADINGS.—Sce Borders and Headings. _ 

HONEY COMB.—A type of interlacing which causes marked depres- 
sions and elevations of warp and weft, thus giving to the fabric more 
or jess the appearance of being honey-combed. 

JEAN—Sce Twill. i 
MAT WEAVE.This term denotes weaves of the hopsack type which 
gives to fabrics an appearance similar to closely interwoven mats. 

SATIN.—See Twill. 
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SELVEDGE.—See Borders and Headings. 

TWILL—A twill is a four-shaft and a ean a three or four-shaft weave 
A drill is a jean with a warp surface and velvets and velvetcens are

WARP.—The series of threads placed longitudinally im the loom and

WEAVE.—The texture of a cloth 1» largely dependent on the manner 
am which the warp and weft threads are internoven = The “ plain” 
weave which 1s adopted for the mayorit, of cloths 1s that in which 
each thread im either direction runs altcrnately nnder and over onc 
im the opposite direction Other comnion weaves are the “ twill” 
im which the method of snterlacing warp with weft describes a uni-

WEFT.—The series of threads technically turmed picks or shoots 
thrown into a cloth at mght angles to the warp by means of the 
shuttl Weft varns, as a rule, ase softer spun and consequently 
weaker than warp yarns 

YARN.—Warp yarn or “twist” 1s usually of a lowcr count 1€ coarser 
than yarn used for the wcft threads, but this 15 not always the case 
and special effects are sometimes produccd, eg, 1m pophns, by the 
use of fine warp and coarse weft threads = Warp yarns arc usually 
spun “twist way,” 1¢, counter clockwise and weft yarns in the oppo- 
site direction but in certain varie ics of cloth thrs distmnct on 18 not 
adhered to.

FLANNELETTE.—A fabric imitating flunnel but made of cotton or jute 
yarns, the structure being finished like all wool flaunel 

JAMAWARS.—Patterncd alwans, usually stripped The end pieces 
are sometimes woven straight on but sometimes they are sewn See 
Himes. 

KALIN.—See Galicha. 

KAMBALS.—Blankets are made of ail wool, and very coarse and of 
rough texture without any patterns These may be of unspun wool! 
and every stripe woven and sewn together Usual colours of kam- 
bals are white black or grey 

LOIS—The name is given to woollen fabrics made of ordinary wool 

MALIDA.—It 1s a pashnuna alwan that has been shrunk (felted) 
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NAMDEES—Namdees are made of unspun wools felt. These are used 
as bed and foor rugs, horsecloth, etc. it 1s also used as pad to be 
strapped on horse back as a saddle. ‘Then it is known as tal in Sind, 
dali in Gujrat and jin or baruus elsewhere, ctc. Scats of manuiac- 
ture in India are Bhera, Kohat, Bannu, Hazara and Dera Ghazi 


Khan. 

NAP.—Nap is the downy or fuzzy appearance of cloth produced by 
raising the fibres to the surface. Hence the term sigmfies a somewhat 
heavy woollen cloth raised and rubbed in the finishing operations wo 
give it the nap from which 11 derives its name. 

PASHMINA.—‘abrics made of shawl wool. 

PUTIO0O.~-Thick woollen cloth made from the coarser wool of the 


shcep, * 

RAMPUR CHADDARS.—-Fine chaddars with woollen warp and sitk 
weft, usually white or some plain colour. 

RUMALS.— Woollen fabrics of smaller sizes than the chaddar (artistic 
production). See Shawls. 

SERGEW—A twilled hard or soft finished worsted material of light, 
medium or heavy weight or all wool fabric. This appears the same 
on wrong and right sides except for the dircction of the twills. The 
tight side of serge shows the twill running from the upper nght hand 
selvage diagonally down to the left. On the wrong side its direc- 
tion 13 from left to right. Yarn or piece dyed. 

SHAWLS.—Soft woollen fabrics of artistic merit and of attractive 
designs being made of the finest wool usually the underfleece of 
Tibetan goat. Kashmir shawls are classified according to size, shape 
or purpose for which made, e.g., plaids, shawls, handkerchiefs, table 
covers, curtains, scarves, etc. 

WOOLLEN YARN.—Yarns spun from wool in which anything but a 
Parallel position of the fbres is noticeable—as distinct from worst- 
ed yarn in which the wool fibres are markedly paralielised. 

YARN.—32s are the lowest and 8's the highest average yarn.

BROACH.—A general name for cotton grown over lower Guirat as 
far north as Bayoda. Consists of a mixture of varieties of Gasay- 
plum berbaceum. The part of Gujrat south of the river Narbada 
now grows mainly the superior Surat type, and the Broach tract pro- 
per now lies north of the river. 


BROACH DESH! (G. HERBACEUM.—-Linn)—A variety of Broach 
grown in northern part of Broach district from Hansot to Amod, 
itaple &” to 6/8", ginning percentage 32. Suitable for spinning up 
to 18s./20s. weft yarn, 

BROACH GOGHARI (G. HERBACEUM—Linn).—A variety of 
Broach grown in part of Amod and the whole of Jambusar Talukas.

BURMAHS.—These cottons are largely exported direct from Rangoon 
or overland to China and are little known in India —_ Principat centres 
are Myingyan and Thayetmyo The principal varieties are :~-Wi le 
(Myingyan)—G. neglectum burmanicum and Wa-gyi—G. obtusifo- 
Ham (Thayetmyo), Suitable for spinning up to 8s /10s, reeling. The 
Shan State cottons are of superior staple but are little known. 

CAMBODIA—A type of American upland (Gossypium hirsutam) 
obtained direct from Cambodia in 1905. The best Cambodia is grown 
in Coimbatore district (Tirupur) and West Madura (Bodi-nayakka- 
nur), When well grown and properly handled probably the best of 
the Indian cottons.

through the Clearing House of the East India Cotton Association Ld ), 
The object of purchase or salcs of futures 1s to protect a consumer 
or merchant who has entered into future commitments against wide 
market fluctuations Thus a spinncr who has made a forward sale 
of yarn. or a merchant whe has accepted an order for the sale of 
cotton on a future date, can partially protect himself against a rise in 
the market by purchashing the appropriate Hedge Contract Rarely 
does he accept actual cotton tendered against a contract but, after 
securing the particular cotton required by spot purchase usually sells, 
back his contract. Similarly 2 merchant holdmg unsold stocks can 
insure himself against heavy fall in the market by selling Hedge Con- 
tracts. He also comparatively rarely tenders cotton against his 
sales but buys back his hedges as he makes sales of actual cotton 
Hence datly transactions m Hedge Contracts prevent wide market 
fluctuations by discounting in advance changes in crop and market 

rospects . 

NOTE ~-Differences in respect of Delivery Contracts are also settled 
periodically except in respect to those Delrvery Contracts made for 
cotton equal to stamped bales or scaled or type samples and in which 
delivery is stipulated to be taken within a period of six weeks from 
the omginal date of contract.

DESWAL.—Jute grown on the western bank of the Jumna River. 

DIAMONDS.—A recognised mark of pucca baled jute packcd out of 

icked fibres of the Mymensingh and Dacca districts. 

DISTRICT JUTE.—Jute from the “char” or low-lying lands, coarse 
and barky. 

DOWRAHS—A harsh class of jute erown on the low lands of the 
Faridpur Division, 

EASTERN.—Jute grown in the Eastern districts of Bengal, Mymen- 
singh, Dacca, Tippera, Faridpur, Rungpur, ete. 

FINE.—Fibre of superior quality free from coarseness or thickness. 

FLABBY.—Wanting in firmness or body, loose. 

FUL PAT.—Jute cut at its flowering stage, generally excellent in 
colour 

GUTI PAT.—A class of jute grown in the Midnapore district, white 
m colour but of weak fibre. 

HARD—Jnte from districts such as Naraingunge, Chandpur, Akhaura, 
Choumuhani, ete. © 

HEARTS—A recognised mark of pucca baled inte of a low weak 
grade. 

JATS.—A term applied to superior jute from the principal growing 
districts the fibre of which is long, strong, healthy and of good 
colour, 

JUTE BUTTS--The short hard roots cut off the ends of jute. They 
are _pucca baled for export. : 5 
KNOTTY.—Knots in the fibre or portions sticking together due to in- 
sect bites or punctures in the growing plants. This term may also 
be applied to knots tied on small hanks of jute to denote a worker's 

dailv production. 

LIGHTNINGS—A recognised mark of pucca baled jute made up from 
the medium Northern qualities.

REJECTION.—Lowest grade of assortments containing fibre which is 
rejected from higher grades duc to varying faults, heavy root, dirt, ete.

ROPES.—Hand-made ropes used for packing bales and somctimes ten 
dered in rejections. 

SERAJGUNGE.—Jute obtained from lands watered by the new Brah- 
maputra River.

AMRITSARS.—Large-sized goatskins from Ammtsar and other Pun- 
yab districts _ These are dry salted and have a good spread 

ARSENICATED.—Air dried firdes are usually preserved by dippmg 
them im a solution of arsenic, hence the term arsenicated = The hides 
are usually re-arsenicated before export The arsenicated types of 
hides are Agras, North Westerns, Darbhangas, Purneas, Ranchis, Pat- 
nas, Sambalpurs, etc 
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BANGALORE a skins of the finest quality coming from Banga- 

lore. 

BEST.--The second grade tanned hides gencrally coming from the 
Madras Presidency, second in qaulity to ‘primes’ but better than the 
types of hides represented by ‘ Mi 

BUFFALO HIDES.—Hides obtained from buffaloes and used for the 
manufacture of pickers, belt leather and sole leather. 

CALF SKIN—The skins obtained by killing young cows at the age of 
about six months or from dead calves. It is very soft and milky and 
possesses a characteristic fine grain and compact texture. It is exclu- 
sively used for the mannufacturc for leather for boots and shoes, book 
binding cloth, gloves, etc. 

CHROME LEATHER.—The term applies to leathers exposed to the 
action of bichromate solution to render them strong, soft and elastic 

COASTS.—A varicty of tanned Indes generally sorted imto “pure” 
and “ordinary” Coasts, which correspond to the terms “primes” 
and “bests” used for tanned hides in general. 

COCANADAS.—Trade name of the best Madras skins. 

COIMBATORE.—Cured skins collected in and around Coimbatore. 

COMMISSARIATS.—The, finest type of slaughtered hides, a designa- 
tion due to the fact that*for many years the Indian Government pur- 
chased large numbers of cattle to supply British troops with beef, the 
hides of which were branded with letter “C". 

COMMON.—Scc Slaughtereds. 

COW HIDES.—Gencrally obtained from dead cows. Only a small quan- 
tity is available from slaughtered houses and military centres. 

CURING—After flaying the tides are cured for transport according 
to cither of these three methods: (1) wet-saltings (2) dry salting and 
(3) air-drying and arsenicatron. ‘et-salted hides are rarcly shipped 


abroad. 
DAISSIES.—Dry-salted hides coming from Central and Western Ben- 


gal. 

DARBHANGAS.—Air-dricd hides coming from Darbhanga. 

DEADS.—As opposed to slaughtcreds. These have more defects than 
the slaughtereds. The term however does not refer to the manner 
of death of the animal. 

DRY-SALTED GOAT SKINS.—The best qualitics of dry-salted goat 
skins sold in the Calcutta market are Daccas, Kushtias, Dinajpurs 
and Muzaffarpurs, other classes being Darbhangas, Patnas, Daissies 
and Chourichauras 

DRY-SALTED HIDE.—The tcrm applies to hides which are both dried 
and salted. In this condition they are more readily brought to a 
pliant state than the dried hides. Various adulterants are used to in- 
crease weight such as mud, lime, etc. These generally come from 
the damp regions of Northern and Western Bengal. The chief types 
are Daceas, Meherpurs, Dinajpurs, Rangpurs and_ Daissies. 

DULL KID.—This differs from glace kid in its finish. Instcad of 
being giazed with glass and agate as in the case of glace kid they 
are ironed by hand and oiled off. 

EAST INDIA KIPS.—These are half tanned or ‘crust’ tanned hides 
produced mostly by Indian half-tanners in Madras and Bombay. 

FIRSTS.—See Goat Skins. , 

FLINT DRIED Ene which have been dried in air to be tough as 

lint. 

FRAMED.—The finest class of air-dried hides so-called because of 
their being dried by stretching on frames. 


FANCY CORKS FOR HAIR OILS & MEDICINES. 
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GLACE KID—A term for a typical chrome hight (goat skin) leather 
glazed after tannages with agate and oiled off 

GOAT SKINS.—These are mostly dry-salted with the hair on; but 
some times they are flint-dried and occasionally wet-salted in the hair 
or unhatred state and pickled in a solution of alum and salt The 
most tmportant goat skins are distinguished by the names of the areas 
from which they come such as Daccas, Dinaypores, Darbhangas, 
Muraffarpores, North Westerns, Amritsars, Kushtias, etc These are 
sorted into firsts, seconds, ete The goat skins are generally larger, 
heavier and of better texture than sheep skins and are manufactured 
into various kinds of moracco leather for book binding, upholstery 
and fancy articles and Inght chrome leathers 

GOOD.-Third grade tanned hides coming from the Madras Presi- 
dency, the two superior grades being known as ‘Primes’ and ‘Best’ 

GRADES.—All hides are sorted mto different weights and also into 
several grades The basis of grading 15 the extent of freedom from 
various defects They are sold im lots of regular run, consisting 
usually of 25 per cent seconds (lhere are no “firsts” im tanned 
tudes), 50 per cent thirds and 25 per cent fourths or sometimes 20 
per cent seconds, 60 per cent thirds and 20 per cent fourths 

MARD STOCK.—The name 1s given to skins which are dry-salted 

HIDE.—The term signifies the raw, dressed or tanned skins of larger

Ry mutual consent between the leading Calcutta shippers and the 
pimapal buyers m Hamburg a definite basts has been fixed and a 
umform system of marking has becn adopted This 1s known as the 
Hamburg “classifications” or descriptions and this is recogniscd as 
one of the bases for contracts relating to hides meant for shipment 
from Calcutta to the important Furopean countries Bunt m the raw 
skin export trade the standaid for sorting vanes almost from fim 
to firm, and there 1% no such generally acceptcd classification as the 
Hamburg classification for hides 

In either case, but especially in the case of hides, careful assort- 
ment 1s undertaken only after the raw stock reaches the clef markets 
—egencrally the ports Thus hides armve im Calkutta im mired loty 
and parcels of “arsentcs” (ie, air-dricd arsenicated Indes) or salted 
hides, and are put up for sale by the local commission agents The 
lots vary in si7u from about 100 fo 30,000 picecs or cven more Pros- 
pective buyers make a prehmunary assortment as a basis for their offers 
but final assortment 15 made onlv after purchases and 1emoval to the 
shippers’ godowns 

The tanned stock eaport trade 1s carried on ines simular to those 
adupted by the raw stock exporters The technicaltres are similar 
and almost equally complx But there are two important differences 
one more so than the other In the raw stock caport trade, grading 
and specification are governed to a large extent by the Hamburg 
classification There 15 no such system in force in the case of tanned 
stock Tanned stock, especially tanned hides and special classes of 
tanned skins, are sent chiefly to London, sumetimcs m execution of 
firm orders and under the special trade marks of the caporting firms 
and at others on consignment The consignments ate re assorted or 
re-grouped and sold by auction 


HAMBURG DESCRIPTIONS. 


The “Hamburg descriptions” of 1927 are now recogntsed as the 
basis for contracts in all Europcan countries which purchase hides for 
shipment from Calcutta. The following details are gathered from 
Aide Cess Committee's Report

PANNA.—Metted Jac drawn out into a shect. 

PASSEVA.—1s the residual matter left in the rope-like twisted bags, 
the resinous portion being taken out and pressed into flat round 
cakes, & to 12 inches in diameter and 4 to & inches thick, 

PHUMKI OR PHUNG! LAC.—Stichlac collected after the emergence 
of young insccts, 

PIPUL.—A sacred tree (ficus religiosa) an occasional host of the lac 
insect. 

RANGEEN.—Palas sticklac, so called on account of its containing a 
large quantity of colouring, matter. 

AL.—A fine timbcr-yielding tree (shorea robusta) which is also a 
common host of the lac insect. 

SEEDLAC—1ls lac obtained by soaking avd washing ground stick lac 
with water. 

SHELLAC.—Sced-lac miacd with resin and orpiment, cooked and drawn 
into thin sheets. Superior grades are beautiful pale orange in colour. 
The colour and texture depends upon the variety of stick-lac from 
which it is manufactured, 

SIRIS.—A forest tree, (albizzta lebbck), a host of the lac insect. 

SITA—Lac cell. from which the young insects have swarmed out. 

STANDARD I SHELLAC.—Thic term is used to indicate a finer grade 
of shcllac than what are commonly known as T. N’s. It possesses a 
finer colour than the T. N. Standard. : 

STICKLAC.—-Lac collected either before or after the emergence of 
young insects. 

SUPERFINE.—It is the purest quality of shellac available in the 
market. It usually fetches Rs, 4 to Rs, 5 more than that ruling for 
fine shellac. Recently Superfine quality has been further graded 
into Ralli_Bros. Ultra Superfine or Becker Gray & Co.'s Superfine 
Special. These special qualities are made from Kusumbi Chauri for 
which special cultvation is required. 

T. N—A grade of shellac containing 2 to 3 per cent of resin. It is 
also manufactured pure without any resin or orpiment according tu 
trade requirements. Four grades of T. N. Shellac are known in the 
market. These are in order of their fineness:—Good Mirzapur 
T. N,, Imangunge T. N., Low T. N. and Of T. N. In U, S. A, 3 per 
cent refraction (impurity) is allowed in the case of T N. 

TONGUE LAC—A special grade of shellac made from transparent 
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pale yellow twisted flakes of resin on female cells It 15 usually made 
m_ the form of lustrous fine threads

ANTIQUE PAPER—Thss 1s usually loosely compacted, mad fiom 
pulp and has a fluffy suiface This often goes without size These 
“bulk well” ‘the better ,rade antique paper imvariably contains 
some size 

BLOTTING PAPER.—‘ce Sizing. 

BOARDS—Such as cardboards, mill beards, boxboards, etc 

BOOK PAPER.—1lic more important of the uncoated book papers 
include antiquc, halftonc paper, imitauon att, machine-fintsh book 
paper, magazin¢ paper, offset papcr, photogravure paper, woodcut 
book, etc 

CARDBOARD.—Made hke paper by pouring the pulp to wue frames 
until it 16 thick enough and a5 used in pachsing boxcs — Lhe better 
sorts of cardboard are made by picssing moist quite freshly made 
shects of paper onc on the othcr — ‘Thcv adhere under pressure and 
form a sohd mass called ‘couched paste board’ 

CELLULOSE.—An organic compound containing carbon, hydrogen and 
oaygen used as a material for paper making 

CHEMICAL PULP.—It 1s quite different from the mechanical pulp in 
as much as it 15 devoid of hbenin = The pulp 15 made by treatment 
with chemicals such as soda and sulphite when the logs of wood break 
up into a pulpy mass through digestion 

COATED PAPER.—Papers with a coating applied after it has becn 
made, to serve as a glare 

COMMON BROWNS.—Made chiufly of jute and so namcd because of 
brown colour, waste fibres of cvery descmption, such ay waste cutt- 
ings of box boaid factones, old papers wood pulp rofusc, ete are 
used Coarse papur made im heayy grey and blue shade for wrapping 
sundries under the trade name of royal and also hghter and stronger 
wrapping papcrs of a wlute or buft colour go by this name 

COPYING PAPER—Placed on white paper and written on with a 
style or sohd pen, a copy of the writing 1s left on the former = It 
1s only a superior quality of bank post paper 

CHEMICALS.—Chenucals for use by paper manufacturers suclude 
starch, alum, resin, gypsum, sihcate of soda, cascim, caustic soda, 
kaolin, china clay, calcrum sulphate, barium sulphate, barium chloride, 
sulphite, sulphuric acid, etc 

COVER PAPER.—This 1s a very clastic tenn and mcludes a wide range 
of papers styled according to the purposes thcy serve The more 
amportant are album paper, antique covcr, art cover, artifical leather, 
decorated cover, double thick cover, embossed cova, flexible cover, 
imgrain paper, leatherette cover, pamphict cover, memo cover, photo 
folders, silk wrapper, uncoated cover, etc over papers are either 
light weight, heavy weight or medium weight The finish ts dis- 
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tinct from the book papers, “linen,” “crash” and “nipple” being the 
«xamples of various finishes Most cover papers are also supplied 
“ smooth-finished ” while some high grade covers are supphed “ plate 
finished” The cover papers are again mottled o1 speckled Ome 
have two colour cflect or patterned appearance 

CREAM LAID PAPER.—A smooth paper of creamy colour, much 
used for notc-paper 

ENGINE SIZING.—Rosin and alum sizmg — Sce sizing. 

ENAMELLED ART PAPER.—Samc as Real art paper. 

ESPARTO.—I. an oayecllulose paper-making material of the nature 
of grass obtaincd from Spain, Morocco, Algeria, Tums, Ttipoli 

FINE WRAPPING.—iissuc papers such as crepe, crinkled tissues, 
manila tissues, ete for wrapping rewellcrie, and dehcate articles 

GREASEPROOF AND WATERPROOF PAPER.—A large varietv 
af greaseproof and watcrproof papers arc used now a days for pack- 
mig and other purposcs so that the goods within may not be soiled 
by grcoase o2 water falbng on them — These include artificial parch- 
ment bread wrappers, butter paper, firc works paper, kraft water- 
pro 4, lunch rolls, paraffin paper, oiled pape:, vegetable parchment, 
waacd paper, wared tissue, cte 

HAND MADE PAPER —Usually rough but can be given a smooth 
appearance Is uscd hy the astrologess and pandits even to this day 
but the usc as rather restneted 

HYDROGRAPHIC PAPER—Papcr wluch can be wntten on with 
simpk water or some colourless hqmd having the appearance of 


water 

IMITATION ART.—A class of loaded paper, compact, smooth, of 
untform surface and smooth finish and of opaque nature These 
papers arc generally water finished, 1¢ sprayed with fine jets of 
water just before passing through the calender rools of the paper- 
making, machine Facellcnt for halftone printing 

IMITATION KRAFT PAPER.—Nature brown in colour made from 
mechanical pulp When ground to have a very tough flexible 
material it 1 known as Nuiure Brown It is chiefly used for the 
preparation of tough packing papcrs, for the covers of cheap pocket 
books, etc When glazed on both sides it 1s known as ochre glazed 

IVORY FINISH—A varicty of coated paper for printing blocks, etc 
It 1s not suitable for writing 

KRAFT PAPER.—Strong cellulose paper prepared from spruce and 
oe coniferous woods by the soda treatment Wonderfully tough 
aud strong 

KRAFT WRAPPING PAPER.—Includes automobile tire wraps, biscuit 
papcr, imitation kraft, kraft bag paper, kraft envelope paper, shp 
sheets, ete 

LAID PAPERS,—When certain papers are held up to the hght and 
carefully cxammed it will be noticed that they appear to contain 
delicate transparent lines running parallel with one another at equal 
distances of about an inch, and that these are mtersected by similar 
transparent lines running at right angles, which are much closer 
together Such papers are known as Lard Papers, and the pecuhar 
formation of the transparent Imes 1s due to the construction of the 
mould used in the making 

LEATHER PAPER.—Paper which 13 made to assume the appearance 
of leather There 1s another variety of leather paper which is 
smooth and transparent and resembles hog-skin 

LIGNIN.—The complex mixture of substances which 19 associated 
with cellulose in wood, jute, etc 
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LINEN PAPER—This 1s not necessarily made of knen rags but 
possesses a linen-hke finish 

LITHOGRAPHIC PAPER.—Paper used by the lithographers for 
taking impressions from lithographic stones 

LOADED PAPER.—lhe papcr in which the pores and air-spaces 
during manufacture are filled up by the mcorporation, or loading 
as it is called, of loading minerals such as china clay or calcium 
sulphate before bemg made into shects These may then be sized 
Cf Sized paper. 

MACHINE-FINISHED PAPER.—An ordinary antique paper calend- 
ercd to give a smoothcr surface than a true antique It 1s suitable 
for printing as it 1s less fully than antique papers and less shiny 
than the art papers Lune blocks and half tone blocks upto about 85 
line screen can be printed on this pape: The paper is white 

MANILA PAPER.—Papers made entirely of wood pulp, so named 
because originally they were made of rope Ycllowish colour, thick 
and strong texture 

MARBLE PAPER.—Paper ornamented with a coloured pattern an 
which the colours are so blended and contrasted as to more or less 
resemble marble 

MATT ART PAPER—A paper which has been coated but not rolled 
or talendcred — This ts thus known as “dull finished” 

MECHANICAL PULP.—Pulp derived by treating or disintegrating the 
pulp material—wood or esparto straw and recd—in a suntable revoly- 
mg sandstone or emery whecl over which a ject of water plays 
continuously —- Its use 15 confined to the manufacture of newspaper, 
packing paper card-boards, etc 

MOULD-MADE PAPER.—Is made by the machine process i the 
hand made system it 15 not as tough as hand made paper 

NEW SERINE Ene commonest kind of printimg paper usually made 
up in_rolls 

NEWSPAPER PAPER—Thi, 35 fimshed according as it 1s intended 
for catalogue newsprint, coloured poster paper, halftone news, ordi- 
nary news, standard newsprint, etc 

PAPER HANGINGS.—Papcr, either plain or with coloured figures for 
hanging on or covering walls 

PAPER PULP.—The pulp to be made into paper consists of rags, 
wood bamboo, grass, etc, ctc Paper from wood pulp is the cheap- 
est while that from rag 1s rather dear 

PAPER STOCK.—Besides wood pulp the following articles are used 
im the manufacture of paper begasse chip, fibres, pastings, rag pulp, 
rag stock, waste paper, bamboo pulp,straw 

PARCHMENT—A tough paper prepared by the action of sulphuric 
acid on unsized paper The term also imphes any sort of tough 
paper made in imitation of parchment and used for covering jars 
and pots of pickles and preserves, for binding books and by the 
chemists for the intervening membrane in experiments on diffusion 

PASTEBOARD.—Is made by pasting fimshed and dried leaves of 
paper one over another till the proper thickness is attaimed 

PLATE PAPER—Resembles matt art paper It 1s not sized or loaded 
but 1s passed between polished metal and heavy rollers to give a 
smooth dul! surface This 1s generally hand-made 

QUOTATION.—The paper is sold by the pound weight and 1s quoted 
at so much per tb A ream of paper contains 500 sheets but 470, 480 
500, 504 or 516 are not uncommon 

REAL ART PAPER—Belongs to the group of coated papera This 
may be coated on one side only or on both sides with a muxture of 
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china clay and glue or of clay and casein, the clay being replaced 
by calcrum sulphate or barium sulphate for good quality paper The 
Paper 1s then glazed by passing between steel rollers This 15 used 
for printing fine half-tones only but the paper 1s hable to crack along 
the line of fold 

SIZING.—Unsized paper as it comes from the bleaching tank 1s bibul- 
ous, and if made into paper with the addition of a little starch as a 
binding material forms what 1s known as blotting paper Such paper 
1s very weak Writing or printing paper must be sized so that they 
acquire a water and mk resisting quality Substances to size the 
paper are known as sizings 

STRAW PAPER.—Paper made of straw with an admixture of rag to 
lessen brittleness and used largely for packing purposes 

SIZES.—For details of sizes of Demy, Royal, Crown, F'cap, etc, etc 
see page 72 

SUPER CALENDERED PAPERS.—These papers belong to the loaded 
paper group and are treated several times in calendering machines 
‘The paper is used tn place of art or imitation art paper 

TISSUE PAPER—A very thin soft paper for wrapping delicate 
articles, protecting engravings in books, etc 

TRACING PAPER.—Transparent paper used for copying a design, atc 
by laying 1t over the original and copying the lines seen through it 


UNLOADED PAPER.—Cf Loaded Paper. A paper devoid of solidity 
and 1s only loosely compacted 

UNSIZED PAPER.—This 1s rarely used for writing The chiet ones, 
belonging to the group are blotting paper, duplicator paper, absorbent 
Paper, etc Unsized paper is however sometimes used as cheap 
newspaper The paper owes its name to the fact that it 1s not 
given any application of size as in the case of sized paper ‘The 
paper is rather spongy and hence writing on them 1s rather a difficult 
task See Sizing. 


VELLUM PAPER.—A heavy ungrained smooth paper sometimes used

WAXED PAPER.—Strong writing paper which has been coated with 
beeswax Used to form extemporaneous steam or gas pipes, to

‘WOOD PULP.—This may be classed as sulpinte pulp, soda pulp, kraft 
pulp, mechanical pulp, sulphate pulp according to the method of

WOVE PAPERS—These are so called from the nature of the mould

CARGO RICE.—This 1s the product of the huller or shellers from which 
the husk has been winnowed and the “rough” broken grain and 
meal removed but the shelled and unshelled grains have not been 
completely separated In cargo mce 5 to 20 per cent of the un 
shelled grains are muaed up 

CHAOL-KA-ATTA.—Rice meal made by slow grinding im heavy hand 
mills It 1s kneaded with water into balls or cakes. which are boiled 
hke a pudding or used as bread 

CHABYAM—A Madras: term for unpolished rice 

CHURA OR CHIRA.—Some paddy 1s boiled, dried and pounded to 
separate the husks, the rice thus obtaincd 1s then heated in a 
wide-mouthed earthenpot, and while sttll hot 15 flattened by beating. 
This preparation may be caten alone but it 1s often made into balls 
with gur or molasses or taken with curdled milk (doy1), with mulk

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GRAIN.—The grain of mce 1s composed of an outer skin, which con- 
sists of the fruit wall and seed coat fused together, enclosing except 
at one end where the germ is situated, a layer of cells rich in protesns, 
within which, and formnng the bulk of the grain, 1s the starchy portion 
or the endosperm 

HABITAT.—The cultivation of rice prevatis in all the river valleys and 
on all the coasts of Eastern and Southern Asia, st 15 a common 
article of subsistence in various countries bordering on the Mediter- 
ranean, it 2s grown in the Japan Islands, on all the sea coasts of 
China, the Philippine and other large Islands of the Indian Archipc- 
lago, in Ceylon, Siam, India, on both shores of the Red Sea, in 
Egypt, on the shores of the Mozambique channel, in Madagascai, 
in some parts of Westein Arrica, South Carolina and Central America 
India, however, occupies a predomimant position in_respect of the 
world’s production of rice and trade im rice For details sce 
Agricultural Resources of India.

LOONZAIN.—Burmese term for cargo rice 

MADRAS RICES—lhese comprise kanny, mahkwtam, poomja hut, 
pishnam etc 

MANURES.—Many icc ficlds which recetve much silt with arripation 
water are rarely or sparingly manured Otherwise 2 good crop is 
eahausting, and hbcral manuring 15 gencially necessary td producc 
a valuable variety In places green manuring 1s practised, for which 
purposes san (crotalaria juncea) 18 sown thickly with the first fall 
of rain In Madras and the Coast districts of Bombay, the green

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GLOSSARY OF BANKING TERMS, 


BANK RATE.—The term implies the rate of interest charged by the 
Bank for loans advanced to its customers. 

BAZAR RATE.—It is the rate at which the small trades’ hundis are 
discounted by the bankers. 

BILL OF EXCHANGE (B/E).—The phrase stands for an open order 
from one man to another, desiring him to pay a sum named therein 
to the writer or to a third person on his account. 

BLANK ENDORSEMENT—The term means simply signing one’s 
name on the back of a bill or similar document without stating the 
name of the person to whom it is given. 

CHEQUE (CHQ.) is a written order on a banker for the payment of 
money on demand. Jt may be made payable to a certain person or 
bearer, and it then requires no endorsement. When it is made 
payable to a certain person or order, the payee before presenting it 
for payment, must endorse it by writing his name on the back of the 
document. Cheques are sometimes crossed, i.e, two transverse lines 
are drawn across the face of the cheque with or without the words 
& Co, written between them. Payment of a crossed cheque can 
only be produced by passing it through a bank, 

CLEARING.—The term refers to a special plan adopted by banks to 
avoid bills and cheques being taken individually to the banks upon 
which they are drawn. 

COLLATERAL SECURITY.—Any secondary or indirect security which 
may be available in the event of default in the repayment of a loan, 
or the failure of some personal or other obligation. 

COUNCIL BILLS.—See Councit Drafts. 

COUNCIL DRAFTS.—Drafts issued by British Government upon the 
Indian Government and payable at the Bank of India, to raise funds 
in England without the transmission of bullion. 

DAYS OF GRACE.—As applied to the Bills of Exchange the days of 
grace allowed are three in number. In the case of hundis, no days 
of grace are allowed on hundies of less than,11 days’ usance, in case 
of hundies of 11 to 20 days’ maturity, the days of grace reckoned are 
3; and for those of longer usance they are 5. 

DEKHANDAR HUDNI—Payable to the presenter or bearer. 

DEMAND DRAFT (D/D).—A bill of exchange paybale on demand, i.c. 
it is payable as soon as presented. Unlike the usance bills these 
not require accepting. 

DHANIJOG HUNDI.—The term applies to a Darshani or Muddati 
hundi payable to a dhani or person. The drawee has no liabilities 
whether the person presenting the bill is the proper person or not. 

DISCOUNT A BILL.—To discount a bill is to obtain money for a bill 
before it is due, proper allowance being made for the interest for the 
remaining term of the bill after the expiration of which the bill can 
be realised. a 

DOCUMENT BILLS.—A term used to indicate a set of bills ot ex- 
change having the bill of lading, invoice, and policy of insurance at- 
tached to them, these later documents being available in the event of 
the bills of exchange not being duly honoured at maturity. 

DOCUMENT CREDIT—This is a Letter of Credit, issued on condi- 
tion that certain named securities shall be deposited as a collateral 
security for the money advanced. _ ! 

ENDORSEMENT.—This means writ one’s name upon the back of 
cheques, bills of exchange, etc, so that they may be paid away to, 
or collected by other parties. 
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FIRMANJOG HUNDI.—A hundi payable to order. . 

FIRST-CLASS PAPER—A phrase given to bills, drafts, promissory 
notes and similar documents which bear the names of well-known 
houses or financiers as acceptors or endorsers. tal 

HUNDI.—A written order, usually unconditional, made by one person 
to another for payment, on demand or after a specified time of a 
certain sum of muncy to a person named therein. Hundies are otf 
two kinds, Darsani (sight or demand bills) and Muddati, sometimes 
called Maidi (deferred or usance bills), i.e. bills payable after a stipu- 
lated period of time mentioned in the Hundi and reckoned from the 
date of drawing. 

HYPOTHECATE is to place or assign property as security under an 
agreemcut: to pledge, or mortgage. 

JOKHAMI HUNDI.—Hundics drawn against goods despatched under 
the condition that if the goods are lost or destroyed on transit, the 
drawer or the holder of the hundi has to suffer fhe loss, 

LETTER OF CREDIT (L/C).—<A letter from bankers or mercantile 
houses, addressed to their agent or correspondent either at home or 
abroad, requesting him, upon the credit of the writers, to advance the 
bearer a certain or an unlimited sum of money and charge the amount 
atlvanced to their account, or draw upon them, as may be agreed upon 
in the body of the letter. 

LONG DATED BILL.—A long-dated bill has a long term to run, such 
asa bill drawn at sia or nine months aftcr date, or after sight. 


NEGOTIABLE DOCUMENTS.—These when transferred from one per- 
son ‘o another, entitle the possessor to the property or goods named 
thereon 

NOTE OF HAND OR PROMISSORY NOTE.—A document promissing 
payment of a sum of moncy named at a specified rate of interest on 
a particular date. Promissory notes have to be stamped with British 
postage stamps of one, two, three or four annas according as the loan 
is under Ks.

SECOND AND THIRD CLASS PAPER indicates the commercial re- 
putation or standing of acceptors and endorsers of bills, etc.

SHORT LOANS are advances made for short periods at a fixed rate 
of interest.

BACKWARDATION.—Backwardation 15 said to be in evidence when 
securities can be bought cheaper “for the Account” than “for 
Moncy” The term also denotes the rate of interest, charged o1 
allowod for carrymg forward a “bear” transaction to the next 
Settlement 

BEAR—A “bear” 15 onc who “sells for a fall,” that 15, sells when the 
price 1s lugh, in order to buy back whin it 15 low 

BELOW PAR —Wheen the price for stocks, shaics or other secunticy 
1s lower than that o1ginally paid for them, they are said to be below 
par or at a discount 

BROKER.—A broker does not deal on his own account He 15 an

CARRYING OVER.—Postponing the settlement of an account from 
one settling day to another, contango or “backwardation” being 
charged or allowed for the accommodation. The first is “contango” 
or “continuation” day. 

CONTINUATION RATES.—The rates Contango and Backwardation) 
charged or allowed for carrying over bargains to the next Account. 

CUM-RIGHTS.—The term means that the purchaser also acquires any 
tight attaching to the shares to take up further issues, etc. 

CUMULATIVE PREFERENCE SHARES.—Sce Preference Shares, 

DEBENTURE OR DEBENTURE BOND.—This is a written transfer~ 
able instrument given by a company under its seal in acknowledg- 
ment of a foan to the company. The instrument contains an under- 
taking to pay periodically interest on the loan at a specified rate; 
and unless it be an irredeemable debenture, to repay the loan itsclf, 
either at a stated time or at such time as the company may determine. 

DEFERRED SHARES.—Thesc are such as have their claim to divi- 
dend put back until a certain rate has been paid on the ordinary 
shares. Sometimes they are called “ Founders’ shares,” and some- 
times, “Management shares” because they are taken by person in- 
fimately connected with the floating or the working of the company. 

DIFFERENCES.—A term referring to those bargains in which the 
operator does not intend taking up or delivering the stocks in ques~ 
tion, but is speculating for the differences in price which there may 
be at the settling day. 

DIVIDEND.—The name is commonly reserved for a distribution on 
shares or stock, when the distribution depends on profits, so that it 
can ngt ‘be made if sufficient profit for the purpose has not yet been 
earned. 

DIVIDEND WARRANT.—A document issued to the shareholders by 
@ company after a dividend has been declared, entitling them to the 
amount of the dividend. 

EX-ALL—Ex-Dividend and Ex-New combined. 

EX-DIVIDEND.—Without the dividend due or accruing. Abbreviated 
to Ex-Div. or to X. D. 

EX-NEW.—Without the right to claim any new stocks or shares about 
to be issued. See Cum New. 

EX-RIGHTS,—The term means that the price does not include rights 
to new stocks or shares. 

FACE VALUE.—The nominal value of a security printed on a certi- 
ficate or bond, as opposed to the market value. 

FIXED CHARGES.—Standing charges such as debenture interest, pay- 
ments to leased undertakings or loans, which a company has to meet 
regularly before it can distribute profits. 

FLOATERS.—These are bearer securities accepted as security for loans. 

FLOATING CAPITAL.—The available sum actually at command for 
carrying on any concern. This includes money which is not per- 
manentiy invested, but only temporarily employed for profit in market- 
able securities. , 

FOUNDERS’ SHARES.—Sce Shares. 

GILT-EDGED SECURITIES—Government stocks and other invest-

GIVER AND TAKEN-IN.—A “giver” 1s a “bull” who causes stock

ACT OF GOD—A clause used im the Bill of Lading to indicate such 
perils or dangers of the Sca as are bcyond human power to con- 
tiol or oppose = ‘Llus_ includes any violent or suddent accident due 
to natural forces, as distmct from the action of man, and such that 
the carrier could not be cxpected to foresee the cient and provide 
agaist it Examples would be damage by lightning or by rmpctu- 
ous fload, or due to sudden sllness of the person in charge of the 
goods Also known as Vis Major. 

AVERAGE BOND.—Whire a ship has suffercd an intentional loss of 
cargo in order to save the ship and thc rest of the cargo, the master 
of the sp obtains from thc cousignees of the goods, before dleivery 
1s made, a bond, under which they agree to pay their proportion 
of the gencral average as soon as the amount 1s ascertained 

BACKWARD SHIP.—To load some time ahead 

BALLAST.—Woater in tanks (water ballast), sand, stones, ete, carried 
when a vessel has no cargo on board, to make her draw sufficient 


water 

BILL OF HEALTH—\ certificate issued by the customs authontes 
stating 1f any infectiuus disease was prevalent at the port from which 
the vessel sailed at the time of ity departure The billy mav be 
“clean,” suspected,” or “ foul” 

BILL OF LADING.—The receipt for the goods shipped on boaid a 
ship stating the term as to thar delivery, freight, etc It 1s alo 
a document of title which gnes the holder or endorsce the right 
to claun the goods at therr destmation Each bill of lading consists 
of a set of three copies, all of which are exactly alike 

BILL OF SIGHT.-—-A temporary form of entry at the Custom House, 
Permitting goods to be landed so that they may be exammed in the 
Presence of onc of the officials, and a perfect entry made of them, m 
cases where the consignee from insufficient advice, 1s not certain what 
goods are consigned to him, or the bill of fading leaves him 2gnorant 
of the exact description, value, or quantity of goods he 1s importing 

BILL OF SUFFERANCE.—The term means a Customs pernut allowing 
persons engaged in the coastal trade to carry dutiable goods from 
one port to another and land these on “ Sufferance wharves” 

BOND NOTE.—A Custom House document certifying that bond has 
been given for the dutiable goods leaving the bonded warehouse for 


export. 
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BONDED GOODS.—Thesc are imported goods liable to duty which are 
deposited in a Government or Bonded Warehouse until the duty upon 
them has been paid. Such Is are said to be In Bond, 

BONDED WAREHOUSE.—A licensed warehouse where dutiable goods 
may be kept until they are removed after payment of the dues. 

BOTTOMRY BOND.—Under exceptional circumstances when the 
voyage cannot otherwise be completed the master may borrow on the 
security of the ship by bottomry bond, engaging on behalf of the 
owners for the repayment of principal and interest if the ship shall 
arrive at the port of destination. 

BROKEN STOWAGE.—Articles used to fill up the spaces between 


goods. 

CAPTAIN’S ENTRY.—A provisional entry passed by the captain of 
the ship, when it is desirable to discharge the whole of the cargo at 
some particular placc, or in cases where the merchant has omitted to 
pass the prime entry within the prescribed time. 

CAPTAIN’S PROTEST—A declaration made by the captain of a ship, 
giving details of damage or accident to his ship or cargo. 

CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRY.—A document granted at her Port of 
Registry by the Registrar containing the name and description of the 
vessel, her tonnage, the name of the Master and her owners. 

CHARTER PARTY.—A written contract act whereby the owner 
agrees to place his ship, or a part of it, at the disposal of a charterer 
or hirer of the ship, either for a stipulated time or for a specified 
voyage, the charterer agreeing to pay a certain freight on the cargo 
to be carried. ‘ 

CLEARANCE OUTWARDS.—AIl vessels leaving a fort with cargo for 
abroad must before sailing, obtain a Clearance Outwards. 

CONTRABAND.—Prohibited or dutiable goods smuggled into the 


country. 

CRANAGE.—A charge made at some scaports for the hire of a crane, 
when used for loading or unloading such goods as are too heavy for 
the ordinary tackle on board. Also a charge made by dock companies 
for using their crancs for any purpose whatever. 

CUSTOMS BILLS OF ENTRY—Daily lists issued by the Customs 
authorities (to merchants and others subscribing), containing a sum~ 
mary of shipping, useful for general information. 

CUSTOMS ENTRY.—A list given to the Customs’ authorities by the 
importer or shipper showing the weight, value, and description of 
goods to be landed or shipped, (See Entry). 

CUSTOMS HOUSE.—This is a Government office which is situated at 
all ports, where all ships report on arrival, and are cleared inwards 
and outwards, and where all entries have to be lodged. Moneys are 
also received here in payment of duty, light dues, etc. The captains 
of all ships (except those enga; in the coasting trade) have to go 
to the Custom House and hand in the ship’s report within twenty- 
four hours of the vessel’s arrival. 

DEAD FREIGHT.—This is the compensation payable to the shipowner 
when the charterer has failed to ship a full cargo. The amount is, 
generally, assessed by ascertaining the loss actually sustained by the 
shipowner, after taking into account the further expenses he would 
have been put to if the whole cargo had been shipped. 

DEAD RECKONING—The calculation made of a ship's whereabouts 
by means of the compass and log-line, the former serving to point out 
the course she sails on, and the latter the distance run. From these 
two things a skilful mariner, by making Proper allowances for the 
variation of the compass, currents, etc. is enabled, without any obser-

vations of the sun or stars, to ascertain the ship’s place fairly well, 
in any part of the world. 

DEAD WEIGHT—That portion of a ship’s cargo paying freight ac- 
cording to its weight; such as coals, iron, coke, ints, and similar 
heavy goods, either in bulk, or packed in casks or cases. 

DELIVERY ORDER.—A document issued by the steam-ship office 
when the bill of lading is surrendered. It instructs the dock autho- 
rity to release the goods named in the order, and enables the con- 
siguce or his agent to collect from the docks, 

DEMURRAGE.—TFhis signifies the charge to be made for exceeding 
the number of lay-days allowed. 

DERELICT.—Boats and ships forsaken or found at sea and having no 
person in charge of them; goods cast upon the shores by the waves, 
abandoned, or wilfully cast away by the owner, Salvage is pay- 
able to persons bringing derelicts into safety, whether their owners 
appear to claim them or not. 

DESPATCH.—As an implied warranty, this term requires that the 
voyage shall be begun and completed’ without unreasonable delay. 
DOCK WARRANT.—This is a document issued to the owners of the 
goods by the }ock-Company when they have removed the yoods to 

the warchouse. 


DRAWBACK.When goods are re-exported on which customs or 
excise duty has been paid, the exporter may claim the duty back. 
The form on which he makes his claim is termed a debenture; and 
the return of the money, a drawback. 

DUNNAGE.—Any article used in stowing a ship’s cargo to protect it 
from damage during the voyage. 


EMBARGO-—An authoritative order restraining loading or unloading 
certain goods on ships preventing their arrival or departure, 

ENTREPOT.—An intermediate sea port or warehouse temporarily re- 

ceiving goods which are meant for reshipment. 
NTRY.—To pass Customs’ entry is to give the authorities an exact 
description of goods to be shipped or landed, and pay the duty (if 
any) upon them. Goods arriving are “Entered Inwards” and those 
stupped, “Entered Outwards.” ¥ 

ENTRY FOR BAGGAGE AND PRIVATE EFFECTS.—This entry, 
which is called a “Baggage Sufferance,” is required for goods of a 
personal character, household goods used and private effects not 
being imported by way of merchandise. 

ENTRY FOR WAREHOUSING.—A Custom House document issued 
when dutiable goods are imported, but are to be stored in a Gov- 
ernment or Bonded Warehouse until required for use. 

FORCE MASJEURE.—Circumstances or events which no human pre- 
caution could have averted, and which no fraudulent intention 
could have produced; those dangers and accidents which are beyond 
human power to control or oppose. 

FREE ENTRY —Iif the goods are not liable to duty a “Free Entry” 
is passed. 

FREIGHT forms a perfectly valid insurable interest and may be 
rough divided into two kinds, (a) Money payable for the carriage 
of goods; (b) Money payable for the hire of a ship. The agreement 
ander which the goods are carried is termed a contract of affreight- 


mont. : 

FUTURES.—Goods for shipment at some future time. The term 
usually refers to foreign produce to be shipped. Importers, mer- 
chants and the like speculate in “futures” of produce, cotton, jute, 

Se 
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etc. in the same way that speculators on the Sotck Exchange operate 
“for the account.” z Pie ee 

GENERAL AVERAGE (G. A.).-A proportionate contribution devied 
on the owners of a ship, and the owners of her cargo, accor to 

. value, to indemnify the party who has incurred a loas, when part, of 
the cargo, or yessel, has been voluntarily sacrified, or any loss pr ex- 
pense incurred, for the preservation of the rest. This is the risk 
covered by all ordinary insurance policies. 

JETTISON.—The name given to the throwing over-board of cargo or 
tackle in order to lighten the ship in an emergency. 2 

KING'S ENEMIES.—the term refers to the actions of a foreign foe, 
and does not include the depredations of rebels and pirates. 2 

LANDING ACCOUNTS.—When goods have not been removed within 
a certain time after having been landed, they are weighed, tared, etc. 
and entered on a form ‘called the Landing Account. This contains all 
the particulars of the goods, marks, numbers, etc. also the weights, 
the name of the firm who entered them, with steamer’s name 
which the goods were discharged, where the steamer was from, and 
also from what date rent is incurred. . 

LANDING ORDER.—A Custom House document addressed to the 
chief officer of a ship (after the importer has passed his entry and 
paid the duty, if any, upon the goods he is importing), authorizing 
a & deliver the goods overside so as to permit of their being 
landed, 

LAY-DAYS.—A name given in a charter party to the time allowed 
for loading or unloading. The days commence as soon as the ship 
has heen given permission to load or discharge. 

INER.—Once of line of stcamers running regularly to and from fixed 
points in distant lands. 

LLOYD’S REGISTRY.~An establishment for the purpose of survey-~ 
ing and classing ships so as to afford to underwriters and others 
interested an independent guarantee of the quality and condition of 
ships offered for insurance or employment. 

LOADING IN TURN.—A charter party term used in the coal and 
other trades, meaning that when a number of boats are waiting at 
a loading berth to be loaded, the loading of each shall commehce 
according to and in the order af their arrival at the berth. 

MANIFEST.—A detailed account of a ship’s cargo, sent by her owners 
or brokers at the port of shipment to their agents abroad. 

MATE'S RECEIPT.—A receipt given by the mate of a ship for goods 
received on board. This is handed over to the shipbroker who ex- 
changes it for the Bills of Lading. 

MEASUREMENT GOODS.—Goods on which ireight charges are made 
not on the basis of weight but on the basis of cubic fect,

PRIMAGE AND AVERAGE ACCUSTOMED.—In this phrase, which 
is usually inserted in a'bill of lading, the word “Average” means a 
pro-rata charge levied by the ship, on the owncrs of its cargo, to 
cover the expense of lights, pilotage, wharfage, etc. It is now gene- 
rally included in the charge for primage.

TARE AND DRAFT.—Tarc is the weight of the wrapper and hoops, 
of the box or case, or of the cart of wagon, in which goods are 
packed or loaded at the time of their weights being taken, Gross 
weight is the weight of the goods and package together; net weight 
that of the goods alone. Freight is charged on the gross weight; but 
customs duty is payable on the net weight. It is made by the seller 
to the buyer of goods to cover possible shrinkage in weight after 
unloading from the ship and before delivery from the warchouse, 

THROUGH BILLS OF LADING—Bills of Lading which cover both 
the journey by rail to the port of shipment and the sca passage. 

TONNAGE, OR TONS BURDEN.—A ship's carrying capacity—the 
number of tons she will carry. A ship's registered tonnage and her 
actual carrying capacity differ, at time, very considerably, owing to 
the peculiar build of some vessels. : 

TRAMPS.—These arc steamships and sailing vessels moving about 
from port to port under tel: phic instructions, in search of cargo, 
These are usually chartered ful ds. 

TRANSHIPMENT BOND NOTE.—This forms an entry for the goods 
when dutiable goods are transhipped, and states that the party named 
has given security for the due transhipment and exportation of the

TRANSHIPMENT ENTRY.—When goods are imported with the in- 
tention of being re-shipped to another country, transhipment entry

VATTING.—A Custom house term for the mixing together of the 
same sorts, brands, colour or rate of duty of wines (or spirits) for 
the purpose of fortifying, colouring, or strengthening the whole or 
obtaining uniformity of character. 

WAREHOUSING ENTRY.—When dutiable goods arc imported, which 
are not required for immediate use, they are stured in warehouses 
approved by the Customs authorities. 
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GLOSSARY OF INSURANCE TERMS. 


ADJUSTMENT—A term much used in marine insurance for settling 
loss incurred by the insured. 

ALL OTHER PERILS—This includes only perils similar in kind to 
the perils specifically mentioned in the policy. 

ASSURANCE.—Samce as Insurance. 

AVERAGE.—In marine insurance the word is uscd in two senses: 
when employed to denote partial loss it is called “ particular average” 
and when to dcnote contribution it is termed “general average.” 

AVERAGE CLAUSE.—A clause in a marine insurance policy, which 
Provides that some articles shall be free from average unless general, 
and that others shall be free from average if under a certain per- 
centage named. 

BONUS SYSTEM.—According to this, the balance, or profit, after all 
liabilities have been assessed and provided for, and suitable reserves 
set aside, is distributed amongst such of the policy holders us are en- 
titled to participate. 

CONTRACT.—In fire insurance when a contract is made, the insurers 
undertake to pay or make good to the insured any actual loss or 
damage by fire which may happen during a particular period to spe- 
cified property, not exceeding the sum named as the limit of insurance, 
or of each item thereof, in consideration of an immediate fixed pay~ 


ment. 

COVERING NOTE is a form uscd by Insurance Companies under- 
taking to indemnify the insured, should any damage happen, between 
the time the insurance is arranged and the issue of the policy. 

DEFERRED ASSURANCE.—Thce payment of a very small annual pre- 
minum being made if death occurs before that age. 

DEVIATION.—In marine insurance, any divergence from the terms 
and conditions specified in the policy of insurance which thereby dis- 
charges the underwriters’ risk. 

ENDOWMENT ASSURANCE.—A form of life assurance according 
to which the sum insured is payable after the expiration of a certain 
term of years if the policy-holder is alive, or at his death if he dies 
previously. Such a policy combines the essential feature of life as- 
surance with the advantages of a savings bank. , 

EXPRESS WARRANTY—This is a stipulation inserted in writing on 
the face of the marine policy, upon the literal truth or fulfilment 
of which the validity of the entire contract is dependent, 

FIDELITY GUARANTEE—Bonds issued by Insurance and Guarantee 
Companies, whereby in consideration of the premium, they guarantce 
the fidelity of persons holding positions of trust, and undertake to 
make good any loss occasioned by defalcations. ; 

FIRE POLICY.—This covers loss arising from fire due to explosion 
or lightning, but unless specially provided the cover does not extend 
to consequential loss, ic. rent, loss of profits, interest on debentures, 
ete. 2 

FLOATING POLICY—A policy of this nature usually describes the 
insurance in general terms, leaving the voyage and steamer's name to 
be defined by subscquent dectaration. 3 may 
OTSAM.—In marine insurance, flotsam is where a ship is sunk or 
cast away, and any goods forming part of her cargo are found float- 
ing on the surface of the waves. . : 

FREE OF ALL AVERAGE means that claims for general and parti- 
cular average cannot be recovered under au insurance policy confain- 
ing this clause. Such a policy insures against total loss only. 
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GENERAL AYERAGE represents a voluntary sacrifice when in danger 
for the general benefit of ship, cargo, and freight. 

IMPLIED WARRANTIES.—In a marine policy these arc three in 

““number: (a) that the vessel in which the venture is made is sea- 
worthy; (b) that. the ,enture be compicted without deviation; (c) 
that the venture is legal. 

INSURABLE INTEREST.—The merchant or shipowner who effects 
an insurance or who gives instructions to an insurance broker to 
effect an insurance on his behalf must have what is termed an “In- 
surable Interest.” 

INSURANCE OR ASSURANCE is 2 contract between two parties, 

“in which one of them, the insurer, undertakes, in consdicration of a 
certain periodical or fixed sum, called the premium, to indemnify, 
or assure, the other against a certain amount of loss from the occur- 
rence of a specified contingency, as the burning of certain premises, 
the loss of a certain ship, or the death of a certain person. 

INSURANCE PREMIUM.—The consideration paid by the insured to 
the insuret to cover the risks specified in the policy of insurance. 

JOINT-LIFE POLICIES are issued under which the sum assured is 
payable at the death of the first of two lives. 

PE. ASSURANCE, provides for the payment of fixed capital sum 
at death. 

LIGAN—In marine insurance, ligan is where heavy goods (which 

“ would sink to the bottom and be lost) are cast into the sea by jet- 
tison, having attached to them a cork or buoy so that they may be 
found again. 

LLOYD’$.—Thc famous association of underwriters whose name is 
synonymous with maritiine transactions throughout the world. 

MARINE INSURANCE is a contract of indemnity in which the in- 
gurer, commonly ‘called the underwriter, undertakes to indemnify the 
aysured in consideration of the payment of a certain sum of money, 
called premium, for all losses arising from perils of the sca, that may 
happen to the subject insured. 

MIXED POLICY—Sometimes a ship is insured from a certain place 
to some other place, say for a year, in which case it is both a voyage 
and a time policy; hence the name. 

MUTUAL LIFE ASSURANCE OFFICE—An office which works for 
the benefit of its members only. 

NAMED. POLICY.—A marine insurance policy in which the name of 
the vessel carrying the goods insured is inserted. 

NON-PROFIT POLICY-HOLDER is entitled to the privilege of as- 
surance only, and to the extent of his sum insured and no more, 

OPEN OR UNVALUED POLICY —In such a policy the value of the 

* ‘ship or goods insured is not stated, but left to be ascertained. 

PARTICULAR AYERAGE.—A term used in marine insurance repre- 
senting damage or loss which is purely accidental in its nature and 
dlue to a peril insured against to ship, cargo or freight. See Av 

PERILS OF THE SEA—A marine insurance clause referring to tlidse 
dangers and accidents which a vessel may meet with on a voyage, 
the risk of which being excepted in 2 bill of lading, is undertaken ‘by 
insurer 3 

Y is a document containing 2 contract of insurance. 
YY YALUE—This is the amount of money which the assurance 
fund should have in hand at any given time, ané its antount-is the 
resent value of ali future liabilities.

TIME POLICY.—An insurance for any stated period of time but not 
exceeding 12 calendar months.

VOYAGE POLICY.—This refers to a marine insurance effected frum 
one port to another, and in case of a voyage insurance on the hull of

~ she has arrived in safety or until she sails on another voyage, which- 
ever may first occur. 

'AGER POLICY.—An insurance whcn the assured has no actual 
insurable interest, or else that the underwriter is willing to dispense 
with any proof of interest.

WHOLE LIFE INSURANCE—This form of policy undertakes the 
payment of the sum insured at death only, whenever it may occur, 
and from whatever cause. Such a policy can be obtained for a 
single payment or by annual payments spread over a fixed number 
of years or by annual payment until death, 
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TO WEARAWAY ASTONE.

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PROGRESS OF TRADE & INDUSTRIES 
DURING 1930-31. 


URING the year under review India was riven by an acute 
trade depression of an unparalleled tensity Never 
before in the history of India within public memory did the 
dislocation of trade and industries assume such tremendous 
magnitude, nor did the price of the commodities suffer from such pre~ 
cipitons fall as in the ycar just closed The depression winch followed 
the Wall Street collapse of October 1929 had a more adverse effect on 
the industiial outlook of the world than commonly believed The 
absence of strength of American credit which backed most of the 
industrial undertakings of the world created an unusual tightness m 
the money market The latter in its turn produccd a natural repur- 
cussion on the industnal situation and further narrowed the low margin 
of profits at which industries were then working ‘The world was 
already beginning to suffer from overproduction due to over-capitahiza 
tion and easy credit offered by the United States of America the 
collapse of October 1929 only aggravated the situation to a great extent 
India did not escape from the world depression as 1s abundantly proved 
by the busmess set-back durmg 1929-30, as already referred to in ont 
last year's analysis In normal years the world would have adjusted 
to these economic disturbarces which would be considered is mere pass 
ing phases of trade cycles But this synchronising with a political up 
heaval, no less formidable than a war, in India urging the boycott of 
foreign goods, the situation was immeasurably aggravated and assumed 
abnormal proportion The self-imposed boycott of manufactured goods 
in India in an atmosphere of uncertainty and unrest created a great 
maladjustment of distribution between the countries producing raw 
and manufacturcd products and threw the entire machinery of inter 
national trade out of balance A wide spread cconomic crisis _domi- 
nated the political, mdustual and social ontlook of the world World 
prices suffered from a gen-ral decline giving rise to simultaneous slump 
im widely different markets The fall however was far more pro 
nounced in the case of agzicultuial commodities than in the case of 
manufactured articles The agriculturists were the first to bear the 
brunt of the blow This involved a reduction of the purchasing power 
of the agricultural communities, which form about three-fourths of 
the population of the world and tended to decrease the demand for 
manufactured articles The uncmployment figures then continued to 
go up in different countries, there beng over 2 millions of unemployed 
in the Umted Kingdom, 3 millions in Germany and probably as many 
in the United States of America 


DISASTROUS FALL OF PRICES. 


One symptom of the depressed conditions in India has been a 
tremendous fall in the prices of wholesale commodities, specially her 
chief exports Rice, jute, wheat, cotton, oilseeds, tea, etc shared in the 
universal dechne Rates for rice touched a level lower than they have 
for many years Consternation prevailed in Burma nice and paddy 
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nullmg and growing circles as a result of a severe slump in prices 
The cause 1s said to be bumper rice crops m most countnes while 
India also called for less owing to large whcat crops in the north The 
price which stood at Rs 425 per 100 basket in April, 1930 saggcd to 
Rs 175 in March, 1931 thus recording an approxrmate decline of 60 
per cent The decline of prices of wheat has been equally great. 
‘Wheat in the Punjab was quoted at Rs 4-8 per maund mn January 1930, 
receded to Rs 1-12 towards the end of December, 1930 but subsequently 
improved to Rs 2-2 in March, 1931 ‘lhe dechne of price im the 
case of wheat during 1930 thus excceds 60 per cent Jute m Bengal also 
suffered from an unprecedented fall from Ry 57 per bale in February, 
1930 to Rs 27 m March, 1931 ‘Lhe price of both raw and manufactured 
gute sank to a level which was considered low even in the pre-war 
pertod On the assumpthon that the agriculturists got Rs 3 less per 
maund the total loss on the entirc crop to agricultural Bengal 1s Rx 20 
crores Jute mills also fdlt the full effects of the depression, stocks 
went on mounting up, dividends dwindkd im size and the value of 
the investments sank considcrably In thc case of cotton the quotation 
stood at Ks 270 per candy on Apri}, 1930, dropped to Rs 170 in December 
and finally rose to Rs 215 in March, 1931 Among other commodities 
hinsecd dropped from Rs 12 per cwt in April, 1930 to Ps G8 in 
January, 1931, groundnut from Rs 52 p r candy in January, 1930 10 
Rs 24 in January, 1931, hides from Rs 30 per 2 Ibs in April, 1930 to 
R\ 9 in March 1931, shins from & 3 pcr lb tn April, 1930 to Ry 1-12 
im January, 1931, shellac from Rs 60 per md in April, 1930 to R. 24 
in January, 1931 The decline of prices wus such wide-spread and 
disastrous to the agricultural population that representations were mad 
to the Government for adopting urgent measures to relieve sutferin, 

by regulating the market and restricting production in the case of 
jute and by offermg rcduccaé freight charges mm the case of wheat and 
cotton But the Government werc reluctant to move in this mattet 
ar they considercd that schemes of this nature might be of value to 
counteract minor fluctuations but were powcrless against large muve- 
munts of world prices and might on the othcr hand retard the opcra- 
tion of corrective ccononmuc forces which alone could have a permancnt 
effect on priccs Subsequently frasght charges were lowcred to some 
degree to facilitate exports in the case of wheat Figures illustrating 
the reduction of prices may be multiplied but those already quote 

are quite sufficient to show that the depression which had sct in dunng 
January, 1930 continucd unabated till January, 1931 The prospects of 
peace, however, on the termination of the Round Table Conference 
have ‘stimulated activity in busmess to some extcnt and prices have 
amproved in some cascs Another significant fcature of the decline of 
prices during thc year under review was the comparatively lowet 
percentage of fall im the case of manufactured goods, eg, precegoods, 
sugar, cloth iron and steel, cement, kerosene, etc 


GENERAL TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The commercial outlook under the conditions mentioned could not 
be expected to be 10sy The tense and uncertam political situation of 
the country was ill fitted for the development of trade Internal trade 
was crippled as is evidenced by the dimmnished returns of traffic 
carried by railways during the course of the year The boycott agita- 
tion told heavily upon the importa of the country which recorded a 
drop of 18 per cent in valuc Feelinge ran high agamst foreign, and 
specially the British goods Dealers in foreign goods, merchants’ 
associations and commercial bodies in this country sent intumations 
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to manufacturers abroad asking them not to send goods indented for 
but not yet shipped The boycott also spread to articles manufactured 
in India with foreign capital Csgarcttes were replaced by crgars and 
birts, ptecegoods and cloths made in factories under forcign manage- 
ment were banned and the agitation was so intense that a large 
number of factories banned had to close down and werc obhged 
to come to terms with the Congress rc zarding the use of Indian yarns 
only in the manufacture of tcxtiks During the carly stages of the 
movement the existing industrics got a fillbp while a number of new 
mdustries sprang mto caistence to replace foreign products The 
chiif among thcse wore prccegoods, barlcy, inks, cigars and biris, 
toilet articles, medicincs and stationery goods But with the gradual 
dwindhng of the purchasing power of the people the Indian made 
articles also continued to experience an abscnce of demand 


FINANCE AND EXCHANGE. 


The financial condition during the year under review was fat from 
satisfactory In spite of an absence of demand for money throughout 
the year, the bank ratc was maintuned at an abnormally high rate of 
interest’ The fiscal year opened with a bank rate of 7 per cent, it 
dropped to 6 per cent on the 3rd April, continued at that level ‘till 
the 10th July when the rate was raiscd to 7 per cent again, declined 
to G per cent on the 20th November to rise on the 15th January to 
7 per cent at which rate it still continucs to operate The increased 
bank rate with diminishing demand for money may seem incongruous 
and can only be explained on the basis of heavy contractions of cur- 
rency made to keep up the exchange level artificially The total con- 
traction on the several items of note circulation, postal cash certificates, 
loans, ireasury bonds, etc, are computed on a conservatine basi, to 
amount to Rs 60 crores. A novel deselopment in the financial markct 
18 the flight of cap:tal from India which 1s bung investcd abroad and 
in buying Inland sterling securities 

‘Lhe weakness of the basic financial position of India 1s further 
evidenced by the high rate of intcrest the Government of India had 
to offer to attract subscription to pubhe loins during the vear Its 
financial strength was seriously shaken by the resolution passed at 
the Lahore Session of the Indian National Congress repudiating all 
debts contracted by the Government under certain conditions ‘Lis 
momentous resolution had an immediate reflection on the securitics 
market which showed a downward tendency The loss of revenue 
almost on all items of income, incident upon the launching upon the 
Mass Civil Disobedience exhausted the reserves of the State and 
induced them to offer more attractive terms for postal cash certrficatcs 
and loans Altogether three loans were floated im the course of the 
year The first loan was a sterlmg loan for £ 7,000,000 sssued in May 
at 6 per cent, the second was a rupee loan of unlinuted value issued

BUSINESS SITUATION, 


‘Trade and commerce reached the lowest ebb during the year under 
review, The majority of Indian industries passed through terrible 
times Cotton, jute, tea, skins, shellac, paper, sugar, iron and stecl, 
flour milis, etc. were all depressed. Jute industries suffcred from under- 
consumption and scarcity of demand from Continent and elsewhere 
where jute mills have recently been erected. This, being supplemented 
by introduction of increased hours of work during the previous ycar 
proved disastrous for the industry. The jute mulls, however, awoke to 
the seriousness of the situation and reduced the working hours from 60 
to 54 hours weekly with effect from Wth Junc, 1930 and an agreement 
was reached by the jute mills to close down all mills for one working 
weck to counteract the effect of accumulated stock. The tea industry 
did not escape the plase of gencral depression. There was a serious 
climbing up of stock both in India and in the consuming markets 
and the situation got worse duc to over-production in all tea 
producing countries. Conditions in the coal market were however 
more encouraging, the main causes of improvement being steady ex- 
panties of the export market and the increased quantities of coal taken 

yy the Indian railways Active measures are also being taken by 
Soft Coal Cess Board to popularise the usc of soft coke for domestic 
urposes, the manufacture of this having increased from 151.417 tons 
in 1921 to 757,727 tons in 1929, 

Among other matters of interest menticn may be made of the 
fact that an Indian Trade Commissioner has been appointed at Ham- 
burg to take up duties with effcct from Ist April, 1931. Steps are 
also being taken to appoint two more Trade Commussioners, one to be 
posted at Milan and the other at Alexandria. 

Fs BANKING ENQUIRY COMMITTEE. 


Mention was made in our last year’s review of the appointment ot 
a Banking Enquiry Committec. There were nine provincial and one 
central areas banking inquiry committee, while about fiftecn Indian 
States started committees of their own. The reports of all these bodies 
were submitted to the Central Committee and published separately. 

The Central Committee also received memoranda from various 
witnesses im reply to the questionnaire on such aspects of banking 
business, for cxample, industrial banking, the financing of foreign 
trade, the regulation of banking operations and the organisation of the 
money market. The Committee received a valuable memorandum from 
the newly formed Indian Institute of Bankers on banking operations, 
while in regard to other matters various chambers of commerce and 
representatives of both forcign and Indian banks in the cowntry came 
forward to help the Committce with their considered opinions, 

... The Central Committee appointed two sub-committees, one to deal 
with the financing of foreign trade and the other with co-operation. 
These held some mectings. Thereafier the real constructive part 
of the work began. The conclusions arrived ai were only provisional 
in the first instance. They were placed before a small body of foreign 
banking experts, selected by the Government of India to assist ihe 
Indian Central Banking Inquiry Committee. The following gentlemen 
were invited to serve in this capacity and arrived in India about tha 
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middle of December. Mr. G. C. Casscls, Manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, London, and Deputy Chairman of the Council of the Insti- 
tute of Bankers, London; Mr. B. Currie, partner in Mess Glyn Mills 
and Co.; lor, A. Friederich, General Secretary of the Union Co-opera- 
five Society, Darmstadt; Dr. O. Jeidels, Managing partner of Berliner 
Handels Gescellschat, Berlin; Mr. A. P. McDougal, Chairman and 
Managing Director_of Midland Marts, Ltd.; and Dr. L. J. A. Trip, 
former Treasurer General of the Department of Finance, The Hague, 
The Report of the Committee is expected to be out early next year, 


HIDES CESS ENQUIRY COMMITTEE REPORT. 


In September, 1929, 2 Committee was appointed by the Government 
of India to consider the question of replacing the existing export duty 
on raw hides by an export cess. The Committee consisted of Dr. 
D. B. Meek (Chairman), and Messrs. J. Biceck, M. Jamal Mahomed, 
M.Md, Ismail, E.L. Price, M.L.A., Mahomed Refique, M.L.A., E, Wykes 
and S, P. Shah, 1.C.S. (members). It was charged wtih the duty of 
reporting on (1) The articles on which a cess might suitably be imposed 
and the rate of cess for each article; (2) The constitution and personnet 
of the committce which would administer such cess, and (3) The fanc- 
tions of the committee and the objects on which the cess might be 
expended. The Report of the Committee was published in September, 
1930, In its report the Committee recommends that—(i) The rate of 
cess be 1 per cent. ad valorem; (ii) the articles which will be cessed 
be raw hides and raw skins; (iii) the cess be am export cess, ie., levied 
on these articles when exported; and (iv) the cess be levied according 
to the existing export duty schedule of tariff valuations revised annually 
as at present by an independent authority. It also recommends the 
creation of a permanent Hides Cess Committee for administering the 
Proposed cess and that the rate of the cess should be reviewed after 

cient experience has becn gained in the working of the proposed 
committee. The Proposed Cess Committee should have nothing to do 
with the question of the export duty on raw hides and skins. ts dut; 
will be restricted to the problems of improvement of the raw stocl 
and of the organisation for handling it botl in India and abroad, the 
improvement of the Indian tanning industry and the finding of foreign 
markets for Indian raw stock, leather, leathcr goods and allied manu-

INDIAN DRUGS COMMITTEE. - 


In order to control the indiscriminate use of medicinal drugs and 
to legislate for the standardisation of the preparation and for the sale 
of such drugs, the Government of India, appointed an Indian Drugs 
Committee to explore and define the scope of the problem, and to 
make recommendations as to the measures which should be taken. 

The terms of reference to the Committee have been as follows: To 
inquire into the extent to which drugs and chemicals of impure quality 
or defective strength, particularly those recognised by the British Phar- 
macopoeia are imported, manufactured or sold in British India and the 
necessity in the public interest, of controlling such importation, manu- 
facture and sale, and to make recommendations; to report how far the 
recommendations made by the Committee may be cxtended to knows 
and approved medicinal preparations other thap those referred to above 
and to medicines made from indigenous drugs and chemicals; and to 
enquire into the necessity of legislation to restrict the profcssion of 
pharmacy to duly qualified persons, and to make recommendations.

Sir Narasimha Sarma, at one time the Law Member of the Execu- 
tive Council of the Governor-General, has been serving on the Com- 
mittee as President with two Members, one representing commercial 
interests and one representing railway interests The Member repie- 
senting railway imterests 1s an officer with experience of railway rating 
problems in India, and the Member rcpresenting commcrcial mterests 
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is selected by the Government of India, separately for each case refer- 
ted to the Committee for investigation, from a panel elected or nomi- 
nated by principal commercial bodies. 

The head quarters of the Committee is at Calcutta, but the Com- 
mittee conducts its investigations at other commercial or industrial 
centres as may be found convenient from time to time. 

Procedure for the submission aad disposal of applications for 
reference to the Railway Rates Advisory Committee are set forth in 
a Resolution (No. 606-T,, dated the 25th September 1930) of the Gov- 
ernment of India in the Railway Department (Railway Board), 


TARIFF ENQURIES. 


A number of tariff enquiries were made by the Tariff Buard during 
1930-31, the most important of these being those on sugar, salt, iron 
and steel and gold thread industries. A bricf account of the nature 
of the investigations and the Government action thereon follow:— 


Sugar Manufacture. 

A tariff enquiry was undertaken in respect of manufacture of sugar 
by indigenous methods. The question whcthcr a prima facie case was 
established for reference to the Tariff Board of the desirability of 
granting protection to the sugar industry was carefully examined by 
the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research, and the Government of 
India after considering the evidence adduced by the Council decided 
to refer this question immediately 10 the Tariff Board for enquiry. 

In making its enquiry the Tariff Board investigated (1) whether 
the conditions laid down in the Report of the Indian Fiscal Commission 
(para. 97) are satisfied im the case of the sugar industry, in which 
term is intended to be included the grower of sugar-canc in India, the 
manufacturer of gur, including rab, jaggery and all other indigenous 
forms of raw sugar, and the manufacturer of crystalline sugar, (ii) to 
what extent, if any, and in respect of what classes or descriptions of 
sugar, protection should be afforded, and (iii) how its recommendations, 
if any, will affect industries using any sugar-cane products. 

Phe Report of the Tariff Board has just been issued. The Board 
is satisfied that the three conditions laid down by the Fiscal Commis- 
sion are fulfilled by the Sugar industry and that a case for protection 
has been established, The Board observes that it is essential in the 
national interests that the arca under sugarcane should not diminish 
and that a fresh outlet should be provided for cane by encouraging the 
expansion of the white sugar industry. Unless steps are taken to 
develop the white sugar industry this will seriously affect the agricul- 
tural classes, disorganise the agricultural system and involve the 
abandonment of sugar cane cultivation in large areas. 

The Board finds that any scheme of bounties is on administrative 
grounds impracticable and therefore proposes that the assistance given 
should be by way of duty which should apply to all classes of sugar 
including sugar candy. 

For the first seven years the duty should be fixed at Rs 7-4 per 
ewt. and for the remaining period at Rs 64 per cwt. The total pro- 
tection thus granted would be approximately the same as would result 
from the imposition of a duty of Rs 6-9-3 for the whole period of 
protection. ithe period of protection is recommended 15 years. Should 
the present international m ations for stabilisation of prices fail 
or should market prices in Calcutta in the future fall below Rs 4 without 
duty, a further duty of 8 annas per cwt. should immediately be imposed. 
The Board recommends a grant of not less than Rs 10 lakhs annually 
to the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research for research. It dogs 
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not recommend mvestment by Government in shares in sugar com- 
panies but 2t would have no objection to the grant of loans by Gov 
ernment should this form of assistance appear desirable in any particular 
anstance, 

Indian Salt Industry, 

The report of the Tariff Board which was appointed jast year for 
enquiries on the salt imdustry was issued during the year under 
review ‘Lhe Board 1s satisfied that the output of the existing works 
at Okha and Karachi could be increased to 1,50,000 tons annually and 
that of the rail-borne salt from Khewra, Sambhar and Pachbadra could 
be increased by 1,50,098 tons Assumung that Aden continues to import 
1,80,000 tons, practically the whole demand of the Bengal market (5,00,000 
tons) could be supplied by India and Aden 

The Board suggests the constitution of a Public Utihty Company 
with a limited rate of profits to be constituted as a Marketing Board 
which would be im charge of :mport and sale of salt in the Calcutta 
Market and of sale in Northern luda This - Board would be free 
to adjust its prices so as to secure a more cquitable distribution of 
pnces Safeguards would hasc to be provided against profiteering 
or meffiaency on the part of the Board on which there would be a 
permanent Government representation, but as an inter measure, the 
Government 1s ashed much in the interests of the consumer as of the 
Indian industry, to assume control immediatcly of the amport of salt 
into Bengal ‘The balance of the 1¢quircmcnts of the market should 
be purchased by the Government from foreign manufacturers The 
reduction of railway freights for salt to the lowest figure 1s spectrally 


urged for investigation 
The report dealing with Bengal says that the annual demand for 


salt in the arcas served normally from Calcutta or Chittagong 1s approx!- 
mately five lakhs of tons The tendency in the last forty years hay 
been for cheaper olar salt to replace brine salts In this period the 
proportion of market held by Liverpoo! salt has declined from seventy- 
five to fifteen per cent About fomtccn lakhs of tons of salt are 
produced annually in India, of which a large proportion 15 dirty and 
unsuitable for crushing, though the Board 1s satished that the salt of 
the required quality for Bengal can be produced in India The pre 
sent production ts small amounting to about fiftecn thousand tons 

The Tariff Board has calculated the cost of production of the vanous 
works and discussing the question of natronal mterest has come to the 
conclusion that the advantage 1s not so great as to justify any drastic 
action ‘the Board's conclusion 1s that in national interest Bengal 
market should be supplted as fat as possible by 1atlway-borne salt 
but that so far as this source of supply 1s insufficient, Indian sea-borne 
salt should be encouraged, provided that, thercby, no heavy burden 19 
imposed on the country or the consumer The Bourd suggests that 
no development of the Indian sources of salt supply 1» possible until 
the prices in Calcutta are stabthzed The Tanff Board, however, holds 
that imstabilty of price renders a protective duty madvisable Salt 
bemg a subject of contmual poltical discussion, any system of 
off-sctting the duties adversely affecting the interests of the consumer 
would be ineapedient Morcover, under bounties or a protective duty, 
it would be difficult to ensure the maintenance of the present standard 
of quality The Board, therefore, considers that sone of the ordinary 
methods of protection 1s suitable in this case 

On the publication of the Report, the Indian Legislative Assembly 
appomted a committee to review the report. This commuttee has issued 
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a a 
its report and it was presented to the Assembly in March, 193]. The 
committee recommends :— 

(1) That an additional duty of 4 as. 6 pies per maund be imposed on 
all salt (Indian or foreign) imported by sea into British India; 

(2), That the Executive should have power to increase this duty 
from time to time by amounts up to a total of one anna per maund 
if at any time the price of foreign imported salt should fall bclow its 
present level; and 

(3) That a rebate equal to the additional duty should be granted on 
imported Indian salt on the producers undertaking to deliver a stipu- 
lated quantity to the Government at any time at a fair selling price 
fixed by the Tariff Board, 

The proceeds of the duty, which would amount to about thirty-four 
lakhs, would be earmarked for the development of the Northern India 
salt sources, for investigation into the development of other sources, 
for example, in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa and generally on the East 
Coast and for any measures necessary to secure the stabihsation of 
prices. The committee considers that the proposal for a marketing 
board is premature. The committee holds that the recommendations 
re made, because they fear there is a danger of extinction of some of 
the existing Indian sources of supply and of rcsumption of control of 
prices by foreign producers which in the end, might prove very damag- 
ing to the Indian consumer, It is however feared that a large pro- 
tective duty to Aden manufacturers might be utilised to strengthen 
their position and retard the full development of India’s productions. 

Galvanised Irom and Steel Sheets. 

The question of additional protection to the Indian Steel industry 
was referred to the Tariff Board by the Government of India following 
the receipt of an application for the Tata Iron & Steel Co, Ltd, for 
an increase of the duty leviable on galvanised iron and steel sheets, 
not fabricated, on the ground that such sheets were being imported into 
British India at_a price likely to render ineffective the protection in- 
tended to be afforted by such duty to symilar articles manufactured 
in India, The Tariff Board was instructed to report whether an 
increase of duty was necessary on the ground stated and if so 

In what form, and for what period, the additional protection 
required shoula be given. 

<2) If the grant of a bounty on manufactured were recommended, 
whether alone, or in combination with an increase in the duty, subject 
to uae conditions and in what manner such bountry should be paid, 
an 

&, If an increase in the duty on galvanised sheet were recom- 
mended, what increase would be necessary in the duty on other articles 
made from galvanised sheet. 

The Report of the Indian Tariff Board which has been issued a 
few days ago states that owing to the fall in the price of imported 

Ivanised shect the protection now received by the Indian manufacturer 
fils short of the protection required by Rs 37 per ton. They do not 
consider that the grant of a bounty would be suitable, and recommend 
an additional duty of Bs 37 per ton with consequential increases in the 
duty on certain fabricated galvanised articles. They recommend that 
the additional duties should remain in force until March 31, 19¢. Al- 
though the amount of the increase in the duty has been determined 
solely by the price of British shcets, the increased duty will be appli- 
cable to imported galvanised sheets wherever manufactured. ‘ 

The Government of India have accepted the Board's conclusions 
Tegarding the need for additional protection though they do not endorse 
hell DEP a PER A 
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the Board’s view that the question of duty versus bounty is closed 
by the provisions of the Steel Industry (Protection) Act of 1927. In 
view of a further fall in prices of imported sheet, (cif, India) since 
the enquiry was made, the Government consider the need for action 
to be urgent and they have accordingly decided to increase the duties 
forthwith, such increase to have effect until March 31, 1931, when the 
continuance of! the incredsed rates will be moved in the Indian Legis~ 
lative Assembly. 

The Government of India have introduced the following changes :— 
(A) additional duty of Rs. 37 per ton on imported galvanized sheet not 
fabricated—to remain in force till the 3ist March, 1934; (B) duty on 
imported iron or steel pipes and tubes and fittings therefor, if riveted 
or otherwise, built up of plates or sheets galvanized, to be raised from 
Rs 33 per ton or 17 per cent. ‘ad valorem’ to Rs 73 per ton or 17 per 
cent. ‘ad valorem,’ whichever is higher; (C) duty on imported iron ot 
steel sheets (cuttings, discs and artictes) under one-eighth inch thick, 
fabricated and galvanized, to be raised from Rs 33 per ton or 17 per 
cent, ‘ad valorem’ to Rs 73 per ton or 17 per cent, ‘ad valorem’ 
whichever is higher. The Government of India point out that after 
fhe increase in duty the price of galvanised sheet will be lower by 
Rs 34 per ton than the fair selling price determined by the Board 


in 1926, 
Steal Rails, 

Following upyn/the recommendation made by the Tariff Board in 
their report of 1926 on the continuance of protection to the stecl indus- 
try, that the railway administrations should arrange to purchase the 
whole of their requirements of rails in India, a contract was made with 
the Tata Iron and Steel Company Limited, under which the Govern- 
ment of India agreed to purchase rails from the Company at the rate 
of Rs 110 per ton, for seven years from April 1927. In September 1930 
the Government of India agreed to an extra pavment of Rs 20 on each 
ton of rails for the year 1930-31. This additional payment was made 
as an act of grace on the ground that the annual quantity of rails taken 
by the Government had on the average fallen considerably below the 
estimate upon which the scheme of protection had been based. 

Ta view of this curtailment and of the probability that the quantity 
of rails to be ordered during the remaining years of the contract will 
continue to fall considerably short of the original estimate, the Gov- 
ernment of India are prepared to consider whether, until the perio! 
covered by the contract terminates, an additional payment per ton of 
rails should not be made. The Tariff Board was accordingly directed 
to report whether an additional payment should be made to the Com- 
pany for rails placed under contract in future and how the amount 
should be determined. Orders were also placed with the company for 
115 Ib. rails, which were not covered by the terms of the original con~ 
tract, and the Tariff Board was also asked to consider what additional 
payment (if any) should be made in respect of them. The Tariff 
Board made an enquiry into the matter during the course of the year. 

The Tariff Board considers that the claim to an additional price 
for rails is justified. They point out that, in their Steel Report of 
1926, they framed a fair selling price of Rs 110 per ton for rails f. o. r. 
Jamshedpur on the assumption that orders would approximate 200,000 
tons annually. Present orders are about 88,000 tons and there appears 
no probability of any substantial increase. It is clear, therefore, that 
the incidence per ton of rails both of the works cost and of the over- 
head charges including profit will rise. The Board says that a figure 
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of Bs 8 per ton represents a fair estimate of the difference in the 
works costs during a seven-year period resulting from the decliine in 
orders for rails. 

“We have previously found,” says that report, “that the increase 
in overhead charges and profit which may properly be allocated to 
rails is Rs 12. On these calculations therefore Rs 20*represents the 
increase per ton which might be made to the price of rails on account 
of the diminution of orders. We consider, therefore, that the Govern- 
ment grant of Rs 20 per ton over the price fixed in the Company’s 
contract with the Railway Board is in no way excessive and we suggest 
that this additional payment be continued during the remainder of the 
protective period, 

“Tn this connexion we may draw attention to the fact that in 1924 
we found the fair selling price of bars Rs 129 per ton on an output of 
19,000 tons. The price included an overhead of Rs 2 more than that 
on_rails. Rails are more expensive products than bars and this is 
reflected in a difference in price of from £1 to 42 per ton. The 
average orders for rails in the seven years’ period are not likely to 
exceed the output for bars stated above by much more than 20,000 
tons. A price of Rs. 130 per ton for rails cannot therefore be considered 


too high.” 
Gold and Silver Thread. 


The Government of India decided to refer to the Tariff Board for 
investigation, the question of extending protection to the manufacture 
in India of silver plate, silver thread and wire (including so-called gold 
thread and wire mainly made of silver), silver Jeaf and other silver 
manufactures, | 

In making its enquiry the Board was asked to take into careful 
consideration 

Gi)_ whether the conditions laid down in paragraph 97 of the Report 
of the Indian Fiscal Commission are satisfied in the case of the industry 
and whether it should be protected; 

Gi) if so, in what form and for what period protection should be 
given; and 

iliy how its recommendations, if any, will affect industries using 
sitver manufactures. 

The Tariff Board report on Gold Thread recommended a ten-year 
protection for the Indian gold thread industry through a 50 p.c. ad 
valorem duty, applying alike to real gold thread, lametta, manufactures 
from silver wire, such as spirals, spangles, etc., and all colourable imi: 
tations, An Act has been passed to give effect to the resolutions. 

Chrome Steel Points, etc. 

The Government of India received a representation from 
Messrs. Henry Williams (India), Limited, stating that the manufacture 
in India of chrome stce! points and crossings, bearing plates, fish bolts, 
rivets, bolts and nuts, dog spikes, stretcher bars, gibs and cotters was 
hampered by the fact that the import duties on the manufactured 
articles were lower than, equal to or insufficiently above the protective 
duties levied on the materials required for their manufacture and asking 
that the Tariff Board might be directed to enquire into the question 
whether higher duties should be imposed on all or any of the articles 
mentioned. The Government of India decided to refer this question 
to the Tariff Board. The Board was requested to examine the repre- 
sentation and make such recommendations as it deemed fit. 

‘The Board made an investigation into the matter and recommends 
some measure of protection for these materials. Recommendation is 
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made of a 36 annas duty per hundredweight on fishbolts, nuts ordinary 
and nuts for dogspikes and of two rupees on rivets, gibs, cotters and 
keys. The exemptions enjoyed by chrome stecl switches and crossing 
stretcher bars cease. 

AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH COUNCIL. 

The Agricultural Research Council, established on the lines rev 
commended” by the Royal Commission has now been at work for 
over a year. Among other activities it has taken up seriously the 
important question of improving the Indian sugar industry, and has 
made grants for a systematic study of all its branches, besides initiating 
the proposal which has resulted in the Tariff Board's inquiry into the 
case for fiscal protection of the sugar trade. 

Another of the many schemes which the Research Council has set 
on foot is the large, co-ordinated scheme of research on rice, designed 
both to improve the quality of Indian rice and to increase the efficiency 
of production of its most important of all India’s food crops. The 
Council, too, has given agriculture substantial assistance in one unex« 
pected quarter, by helping the people of Northern and Western India 
to fight the plagues of locusts which have recently caused such damage, 
and they are, entitled to full credit for the protective schemes they 
have worked out to cope with these air-raids from the North-West. 


CENTRAL JUTE COMMITTEE. 


The Royal Commission of Agriculture in India, in their report, 
recommended the establishment of a Central Jute Committee on the 
lines of the Indian Central Cotton Committee. The constitution of 
Central Jute Committee was for some time under consideration by the 
Government of India and it is in March 1931 that this met with the 
sanction of the Legislative Assembly. It is proposed that the Com~ 
mittce should do for the jute industry exactly what the Indian Central 
Cotton Committee has done so successfully for the cotton industry 
during the last ten years. In addition to being concerned with agricul- 
tural and technological research for the improvement of the jute in+ 
dustry, the provision of superior strains of seed, the improvement of 
statistics, the dissemination in information and economic studies inta 
the marketing of jute, with special reference to the improvement of 
primary mmarbeting by the grower, the Committee will form meeting 
ground for all sections of the jute trade and industry, where problems 
of common interest can be discussed and solutions sought. It should 
not usurp any of the functions which properly belong to a trade asso- 
ciation and it should not be given any regulating powers but where 
the interests of the cultivator can be shown to call for a change in 
trade practice, it would be for the Central Jute Committee to convince 
the trade associations concerned, of the desirability and feasibility of 
the change, and, if the experience of the Indian Central Cotton Com- 
mittee is any guide, the trade will be by no means deaf to an appeal 
from such an authoritative source. A committee has been appointed 
with representatives from all intcrests in jute. 


INDIAN CENSUS. 


A census of Indian population falling due in 1931 preparation for 
this was made during the year under review. An interesting feature 
of the new census was the compilation of figures of unemployed men 
among the educated classes and more detailed enumeration of the 
industrial activities of the country. The proposed census was taken 
om the 26th February, 1931, The report the census operations will 
not be available before the next year but it is understood from an 
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official communique that there is 10 per cent increase in population in 
10 years. It is stated that the population of India (British India and 
Indian States) is now slightly under 351,500,000, as against the population 
of approximately 319,000,000 in 1921. 

Increases have taken place in ali provinces, the lowest being in 
Baluchistan with 12 and the highest in Delhi with an increase of 
WA per cent. The general increase is of nine and a half per cent. 

Among the Indian States there are substantial increases in almost 
all the States and Agencics, but not in the Agencies and tribal areas 
of N.W.F, Province. The highest increase is that of 41 per cent 
in Bikaner. Travancore has 27 per cent and the level of increase in 
the States is about 12 per cent. 

THE INDIAN BUDGET 

The Indian Budget for 1931-32 announced a huge deficit. The 
figures of revised estimates for 1930-31 worked out to a deficit of 
Rs 1442 crores. Comparing the forecast for 1931-32 with that of 
1930-31 the Finance Member estimated that the Government would 
lose Rs 18.10 crores as compared with the Budget estimates for 1929-30. 
The deficit is proposed to be met by increased taxation to the amount 
of Rs 14.82 crores. under the heads of Customs and Taxes on Income. 
Alterations of the substantive tariff are proposed in the case of liquors, 
sugar, silver bullion, betelnuts, spices and exposed cinematograph films. 
The liquor duties are enhanced appreciably; the duty on beer and the 
like will be raised by about 66 per cent above the present level, while 
those on wines and spirits (except denatured spirit and spirit used in 
drugs and medicines) will be raised by between 30 and 40 per cent, 

‘The duty on silver bullion increased from four to six annas per 
ounce. Sugar of all grades will have to pay Re. 1-4 more per cwt. 
This increased tax on sugar is regarded as a purely revenue measure 
and it is provisional in the sense that it may shortly have to be put on 
a permanent protective aspect when the recommendations of the Tariff 
Board on sugar will be fully examined by the Government and considered 
by the Assembly. 

There are also a number of ‘surcharges’ imposed on certain articles. 
The Budget adds to the 10 per cent schedule a surcharge of 2} per cent, 
to the general or 15 per cent schedule one of 5 per cent, and to the 
“luxury” or 30 per cent schedule one of 10 per cent. By far the 
most important of these surcharges is that of 5 per cent. on the general 
revenue schedule of 15 per cent. This proposal will treat the basic 
duty of 15 per cent on cotton piecegoods on the same lines as the 
general 15 per cent. schedule and the surcharge of 5 per cent will be 
levied on these goods also. Both customs and excise duty on kerosene 
are to be raised by nine pies per gallon, while motor spirit is to bear 
@ surcharge of two annas per gallon, The present taxable minimum 
income for income-tax—Rs 2.000—will not be lowered. The rate_of 
tax on the lowest zone, up to Rs 4,999 will be raised by 4 pies. The 
rates on higher grades up to Rs 39,999 will be raised in some cases by 
5 pies, in some cases 6 pies, and in the highest of the grades by 7 pies. 
At present the highest rate is reached at Rs 40,000. 1t is now 19 pies. 
It is proposed that a rate of 25 pies on incomes from Rs 40,000 to 
Rs, 99,999, and a maximum rate of 26 pies on incomes of Re. 1 lakh and 
over will be levied. 

In addition to this, certain changes are proposed as regards super- 
tax. Now all assessees, except Hi: undivided families are allowed a 
deduction of Ra 50,000 in computing the income liable to super-tax. 
This will be lowered to Rs 30,000 except for Hindu undivided families 
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and companies, which will be allowed, as at present, a deduction of 
Re 75,000 and Rs 50,000 respectively 

In the new zone, Rs 30,002 to Rs 50,000 the super-tax rate will be 
9 pres Above Rs 50,000 the graduated scales will be increased by 2 
pies throughout The flat rate for compamies will be 1 anna at present 

The Finance Member also refers to three other new sources of 
revenue, namely, the consumption of tobacco, the use of mdigenous 
matches and also death duties All this indicates that the Government 
contemplate a tobacco monopoly Ithe the salt monopoly which 18 now 
an existence, an excise on the country-made matches and a penalty 
on death 

The requirements of the Home Treasury next year are estimated 
to be £334 milhon There would be a rupee toan of 15 crores, and 
there would be a conversion of the £15 milton loan im England = With 
regard to the publuc debts, we are told that the Government of India 
will require a total internal loan of Rs 15 crores and given normal 
conditions as regards borrowing and remittance from India no further 
sterling loans will be necessary 

The Finance Bill incorporating the programme of taxations men- 
tioned in the Indian Budget met strong opposition in the Legislative 
Assembly mainly on the ground of high proposed scales of mcome tax 
The Bill has subsequently been certified by the Viceroy 


THE RAILWAY BUDGET. 


According to the Ratlway Budget for 1931-32 the Railway estimates 
show a loss on the year’s working for the first time since 1924 when 
the railway revenues were separated from the general revenues This 
unprecedented position 1s attributed to the general trade depression 
and the results of the political disturbances in India The revised 
estimates of total receipts for 1930-31 are put at Rs 934 crores or Rs 73 
crores lower than last year's receipts The final result of 1930-31 
suggests a total deficit of Rs 512 lakhs 

it 13 anticipated that gross receipts from commercial hngs during 
1931-32 will be Rs 994 crores or nearly Rs 6 crores higher than in the 
fiscal year mst closed 

Capital programme for railways in 1931-32 1s still more restricted 
than in the current year, m which the total expenditure will be 234 
crores, of which 9 crores will come from Depreciation Fund The 
Railway Board find themselves unable, in view of the high cost of 
borrowing at present, to propose the mnception of any large new scheme, 
the completion of which would commit the Government of India to 
heavy expenditure in future years The only caception 1s the Nar- 
badda Bridge on the B B and C I Ratlway of which the girders 
require urgent renewal The total expenditure in_ 1931-32 on works

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BANKING DEVELOPMENT IN INDIA. 


BASING development is of stupendous importance to the 
growth of the economic activity of any country, Trade 
and commerce can only develop with the march of banking 
progress and the mobilisation of the monetary sources of the 
country under a well-directed policy Statistics go to show that India 
is by far the most backward among the civilized countries in the num- 
ber of organised banks For one million of populition there are only 
two banking offices in India as against 285 in the United Kingdom, 
256 in the U S A, 448 in Canada and 92 in Japan The deposits 
per head of population m Indra amount to 6 sh or (about Rs 4) 
as against £60 (or about Rs 80) m Kngland, £87 m U S A, £50 
in Canada and £14 sn Japan Of conrse thc present form ot 
organised baniang in India is supplmentcd to some extent by money 
lending but still the financial sources and facilities in India are woefully 
deficient considering the enormous need of circulating capital in our 
midst at present The paucity of banking institutions in India thus 
stands out as a visible evidence of her industrial backwardness The 
number of purely indigenous enterprises 1s infinitesimally smail and 
unsupported by the State or any apex bank they have usually to carry 
on a precarious existence and are left to cope alone with their stronger 
foreign rivals whose resources are many times greater than theirs 
The natural lack of banking habit among the people combined with 
the absence of mutual confidence, duc largely to the inadequate business 
experience possessed by the banks, is dircctly responstble for the un- 
devcloped nature of banking business in Indra and acts 1s a drag upon 
the progress of India’s credit institutions Banking 1s founded chiefly 
on confidence and unless every form of distrust 1s spelt ad conservative 
habits are destroyed no material devclopment 1s possihle 

The development of banking in India on European lines began 
since a century and a half ago Though the progress 1s slow, it cannot 
be dened that India has made considerable stride in banking matters 
during the last 60 vcar = expecrillv during the first quarter of the 
Present century So far as information 1s available the number of head 
offices and branches of banks imcluding agencies working at the end of 


the vear 1928 was as follows —

The Indian banks fall under four categories (1) Presidency Banks 
of Bengal, Bombay and Madras which have been amalgamated on 
January 17, 1921, (2) Exchange Banks with their head offices outside 
India, (3) Indian Jou Stock Banks with head offices in this country 
and registered under the Indian Companics Act, and (4) Co-operative 
Banks registered under the Co-operative Societies Act of 1912 Since 
1928 the official returns of the Jomt Stock Banks have been further 
classified under two groups (a) The Banks with a paid up capital 
and reserve af Rs 5 lakhs and over and (b) Smallef banks with a 
pad up capital and reserve of between Rs 1 lakh and less than Rs 5 
chs 
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___ The above classification is simple but defective. It does not take 
into cognizance the hundreds of thousands of the native private 
bankers commonly known as shroffs, chetties, mahajans, etc. working 
on private account and outside the provisions of the Companies Act. 
The services of this unrecorded class of persons who form the lower 
rang of the indigenous banking hierarchy cannot be overestimated as 
it is they who are mainly responsible for the financing of the internal 
trade in India which is quite a number of times as great in value as 
foreign trade. If all these vatious heterogenous constituents of the 
Indian money market can_be brought together, mobilised and co- 
ordinated under a Central Bank the financial power of India will be 
greatly enhanced. 
PRESENT SYSTEM OF BANKING. 


At present the most considerable banking systems in India are 
those of the indigenous bankers and of the Imperial Bank. The 
indigenous system seems to consist of a lower and an upper grade of 
financiers. Since this system has not yet been properly investigated 
and varies somewhat in parts of India, all generalisations regarding it 
are dangerous, especially if made within a small compass. Coming just 
above the peasant, the lower grade is made up of the village money- 
lender, some produce dealer, a cloth merchant, the agent of the landlord 
and the like. These men lend money usually on the security of crops 
for the purchase of food, clothing, etc. Often the lower grade is in 
turn financed by an upper stratum which consists of mahajans, Mar- 
waris and other professional moncy-lenders who have their gudees in 
the provincial towns. These men work independently or as firms of 
financiers who sometimes have their principals and bankers or at least 
an agent in the provincial capital 

nlike the complex machinery of western banking, the native 
system is undeveloped and these firms are rarely entrusted with 
leposits by the rural people who usually resort to the post office for 
this purpose. Usually these bankers Jend moncy on hundis and pro-notes 
to substantial parties or against sccuritics and arrange for remittances 
by means of drafts within the province. In rare cases, when they are 
entrusted with deposits, they issue cheque books and pass-books, also 
allow over-drafts and cash-credits. As a rule they lend for short 
periods and keep their resources in a fluid state. In the district 
markets their hundis are often negotiable. The fact that they have 
not been able to attract deposits\may be due to the greater safety 
of post offices and branches of the Imperial Bank, 
IMPERIAL BANK OF INDIA. 

The Imperial Bank of India has been organized by State assistance 
on the apex or centralized plan. In every province it possesses the 
same functions, constitution and administration and its district branches 
merely feed the provincial branches. It is greatly restricted in its 
operations, the main function being to serve as a Bankers’ Bank. 
This is an essential need in the organization of banks but falls far 
short of the many functions that a banking system must possess.

JOINT STOCK BANKS. 

An important system of banking consists of the Indian Jomt-Stock 
Banks like the Bank of India, the Central Bank of India and the 
Punjab National Bank In 1928 there were 74 banks of this class with 
over 500 branches scattered throughout the country Their aggregate 
paid-up capital and reserves amounted to Rs 12,30 lakhs, their deposits 
to Rs 6635 lakhs and their cash-balances to Rs 871 lakhs Though 
otganised on western lines, these banks adapt themiselves to the pre- 
sent day requrements of Indian business as far as possible without 
providing any special facslities to agriculture, manufacture or foreagn 
trade ‘hey lend money to anybody who can offer a od security 
and as such prefer negotiable instruments to mortgages because they 
must_have a large amount of fluid resources 

The first joint stock bank in India was started in 1770 but purely 
Indian Joint Stock Bank did not come into existence until the year 
1 ‘The early jot stock banks were all under European control 
and man: ent but during the past twenty years many Indian joint 
stock banks have sprung into existence, assisted by the Swadesh: 
Movement of 1905 and by the high tide of economic reyival which swept 
over the country during the post-wor period In 1905 there were only 
9 Indtan yomt stock banks (each with capital not less than Re 5 lakhs) 
commanding a total deposit of about Rs 12 crores To-day the number 
has risen to 27 and the depos:ts to about Rs 60 crores

A remarkable fact indicating the need of more banks in India is 
the steady growth of deposits in the existing banks. The total 
deposits in all banks in this country creased from Rs 114 crores in 
1916 to Rs 217 crores in 1928. In the latter year the respective shares 
im the total deposits were as follows: the Imperial Bank 36 per cent., 
the Exchange Banks 33 per cent. and the Indian Joint Stock Banks 
31 per cent. In the case of the Exchange Banks, the figures refer 
to their depasits only in India 

Cash balances at the end of 1928 were 13 per cent of liabilities 
‘on deposits in the case of the Imperial Bank, 11 per cent. in the case 
of Exchange Banks and 14 per cent. in the case of Joint Stock Banks.

MOVEMENT FOR A CENTRAL BANK. 

A significant movement in Indian Banking has been a tendency 
towards establishment of 2 Central Bank. ‘fhe Imperial Bank of 
India conducts by agreement the general banking siness of the 
Government, holds Treasury balances, ctc. but it is deprived of the 
right of note issue, which is the sine quo non of a modern Bankcrs’ 
Bank. This divorce between currency and credit organizations of the 
country is a lamentable sign of backwardness in Indian Banking situa- 
tion and this aggravates the defects of the already too inelastic currency 
system of the country. To this should be added another striking defect 
which is no less important. It is the spirit in which the Imperial Bank 
of India usually works. “It forgets that it ought to serve as a 
Bankers’ Bank, not only in the Presidency towns but also at its various 
branches, avoiding competition with local banks either in the matter of 
deposits or in the matter of advances.” : es 

Perhaps this latter fact alone induced the Hilton Young Commission 
to recommend the establishment of the Reserve Bank of India as an 
independent Bank, utilizing the Imperial Bank’s branches in the mofussil 
as its agencies wherever needed. ¢ Gold Standard and Reserve Bank 
of India Bills of 1927 and 1928, which went to translate this recom- 
mendation into actual substance raised a tremendous issue, over which 
the whole scheme foundered. In determining the constitution of a 
Central Bank, there arose the issue whether it should be managed and 
owned by the Government or should be a Central Bank on a share-~ 
holders’ plan. A revival of the Central Bank scheme is sought to be 
made as a result of the new constitution for the Government of India 
as outlined by the British Premier on the conclusion of the Jabours of 
the Indian Round Table Conference. From the present attitude of the 
Finance Member nothing is to be wondered at if the topic is re-intro- 
duced for discussion in the Assembly. — 

Some of the main principles on which such a bank should be cons- 
tituted may be described as follows :—(1) The sole power of note issue ij 
(2) liquidity of resources; (3) freedom from government and Politica 
influences; (4) rediscounting facilities: (5) concentration of go! 
reserves, and (6) a purely national outlook. "The chief defect from the 
national point of view of Indian Banking is that it is dominated by non- 
Indians, Banking is such an important institution in human society that 
it should always be retained in the hands of nationals To ensure this 
it is necessary that at least 75 per cent. of its capital should be 
reserved for subscription by the people of the country and at east 
similar proportion of directors should be Indian. The character © 
such a Central Bank should also prescribe limitations upon the portion 
of proBts payable to shareholders. The model of a Central Bank o 
the type ‘of Federal Reserve of America is desirable for vast country 
like India. But it presupposes existence of a large number of ase Ss 
which is not the case in this country. So in course of ume wi nen 
banking has sufficiently advanced, the provincial branches o! Raby 
posed Reserve Bank of India should be transformed into something 
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like a Federal Reserve Bank. AH such provincial associations should 
be federated under one common controlling body like the Federal 
Reserve Board in America. 

PROTECTIVE LEGISLATION. 

While a Banking Enquiry Committee is still engaged upon 2 
critical examination of the Banking Institutions in India and searching 
after the ways and means to foster them, it is incumbent on them to 
examine how far India stands in need of a protective legislation of the 
type of the well-known English “Leeman’s Act” (B78), which was 
designed to protect the indigenous banks of England against credit- 
wreckers. It is very strange indeed that while the Government has 
found it necessary to exercise and retain its strict control over the 
Insurance institutions, it remains so pathetically indifferent in the 
matters of banking—a rzally more important type of credit institutions. 
The Report of the Banking Enquiry Commission which is shortly 
expected to be published will, it is believed, help much to carry out 
the much needed reforms,

forms, it was not before the nineteenth century that these met 
their first application in India. Illiteracy among the common 
people added to their habitual timidity to hazard a new hne of action 
acted as a great handicap upon the progress of the insurance business 
in India while the newness of the line and want of confidence in the 
new companies formed also caused a restriction on the trade not to a 
little extent so that after a century of working we have to admit that 

insurance business is still in its infancy in India.

The progress though slow has been steady and the spade work done 
by the companies has been able to awaken a class consciousness on 
the essential necessities of insurance and the manyfold benefits it con- 
fers. The first period of every innovation is often very trying and it 
was so in the case of insurance but with the dawning of the twentieth 
century the progress has been livelier as the gradual expansion of the 
companies clearly exhibits. 
THE FIRST COMPANIES. 

Provision for widows who are commonly left destitute after the 
death of their husbands mct the first considcration. The oldest of the 
existing Indian companies which were established nearly a century af 
in Madras and the United Provinces were thus meant for the benefit 
of widows. Of them the only one now existing is the Bombay 
Widows’ Pension Fund established in 1876 which seems to have been 
the first widows’ fund to admit Hindus. 

Life Assurance next attracted the attention. The first Indian Com- 
pany to issue ordinary life assurance policies was The Madras Equi- 
table. Being founded by Messts. Arbuthnot & Co. of Madras in the 
year 1829, this company worked successfully for many years and ac- 
cumulated funds of about a quarter of a crore but went into liquidation 
shortly after the termination of the war owing to the heavy depreciation 
of its investments at that time and to the decrease in its income on 
account of its having stopped the issue of new policies a few years 
previously. By the disappearance of this old mutual company ie 
Bombay Mutual, which was founded in 1871, is now the oldest Indian 
mutual life assurance company. 

GROWING EXPERIENCE. 
‘ ‘The Oriental of Bombay, which was founded in 1874 is the oldest 
Indian proprietary company transacting ordinary life assurance business 
and has accumulated funds of nearly 7 crores. The next three oldest 
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are the Indian Life of Karachi, the Empire of India of Bombay and 
the Bharat of Lahore which were established between 1892 and 1896. 
In Madras the oldest proprietary company is the United India which 
was established in 1906 and which had the advantage of following the 
lead of the Madras Equitable and other economically managed Southern 
Indian mutual concerns in much the same way as many of the com- 
panics in Western India profited by the excellent lead of the Oriental. 
In Bengal proprietary companies were first started in 1906 during the 
days of Swadeshi Movement. Several of the companies established in 
that Presidency at about that period succumbed to the temptation 1o 
pay too heavily for new business or adopted other unsound methods 
of conducting their affairs with the inevitable result that nearly half 
of them had to go into liquidation in a few years of their existence. 

It is refreshing that the companies that survived profited by the 
hard won experiences of their less fortunate rivals that. were forced 
to leave the field. They have considcrably remodelled their institutions 
and there are now lots of Indian insurance companies which are as 
much efficiently and scientifically managed as the best European or 
Colonial ones. 


THE EXISTING COMPANIES. 

The number of companies which come under the provisions of 
the Indian Life Assurance Act is 116 and of these 29 have gone into 
liquidation. The majority of the companies which were wound up 
came into being in the days of sudden growth of the Swadeshi Move- 
ment in the country during the six years preceding the passing of the 
Act. Besides, there are in India a number of non-Indian Companies 
which transact insurance business of all kinds. The nature of business 
which is carried on in India by the companies constituted in each 
different country is shown in the. following, tabular statement culled 
from the Indian Insurance Year Book 1929:-—~

It may be pointed out in this connection that the production of 
yarn in the past was restricted by foreign competition rather than by 
the scarcity of long-staple cotton. Several qualities of such fibre have 
been grows in this country for many years. These are capable of being 
spun up to 40s and as a matter of fact much of the Manchester goods 
of medium counts are made of cotton imported from India, That the 
Progress af this industry in the deection of the higher counts has heer 
retarded by the presqure of foreign competition is evident from the 
history ef cotton tariff legislation in India. There has been some con- 
troversy> on this subject bet the facts connected with it are 
quite obvious. By the Indian Tarvff Act of HMM ar import duty oé 
S per cent was iteposed om ali cotton yarns and fabeics imported inta 
India, and an excise duty of 5 per cent. was levied only on yarns above 
20s. counts spun in Indian mills. This step was taken mainly for the 
purpose of revenne, but the impott duty served also to protect the com- 
paratively young matll industry of India to some degree against the com- 
petition of Lamcashire which had then an experience of quite 4 century 
in this line. Shortly aftes, under the guise of ‘free trade’ and ignorin; 
the psincigle of fair trade, Lancashire objected to the import duty an 
succeeded in getting the Gove-nment of India to reduce the import duty 
om cotton fabrics to 34 per cent., imported cotton yarns being admitted 
free, also to levy an excise duty at the same rate (34 per cent) on all 
cotton fabrics woven in Indian mills. Obviously, the object of the excise 
duty waa to counteract the effect of the import duty’ and the legisla- 
tion thus adopted was known as the Indian Cotton Duties Act of 18%. 
This legislation placed India on the former unequal footing with Lan- 
gashire, which was unfair from another point of view. India is natural- 
yy entitled to fiscal autonomy ard it is not fair, if she desire to exercise 

is right, to compel her to impose a burden more intensively on the 
consumer by a countervailing excise Thus, it appears that India 
was placed at a disadvantage by this unfair Jegislation for 20 years until 
1916 and the losses she sustained thereby must haye been enormous, 

During the Great War an imperative fmancial need arose in the 
Indian Budget which happened to coincide with a better sense of fair- 
ness towards the fiscal position »n India among the authorities at 
Whitehalt and early in 1917 sanction was obtained by the Government 
of India to impose for the purpose of revenue an import duty of 73 per 
cent. this enhancing the duty on imported cotton stuffs by 4 per cent. 
while the excise duty remained at 3} per cent. After the cotton tariff 
enhancement of .17, the Government of India was again faced with a 
budget deficit in 1921 when .he import duty on cotton fabrics was fury 
ther raised frur 7% per cent. to 11 per cent., the excise duty remaining 

34 per cent. Then in 1922 cotton yarn, which had been imported 
ree since 1896 was subjected io an import duty of 5 per cent. for the 
purpose of revenue. Shortly the cotton textile industry passed through 
a serious depression involving heavy losses due to strikes and tockouts 
and at the united demands made for the abolition of the excise duty 
the Government was finally prevailed upon to do away with this dutv 
ther in 1926. But whatever advantage was gained by the abolitios 
of the excise duty was annulled by the fixing of the exchange ratio at 
is. 6d. which was equivalent in effect to a grant of 124 per cent. bounty 
on imparted stuff. 
CHIEF DIFFICULTIES OF THE INDUSTRY. 

‘The position of the Indian cotton mills during 989 was again iraught 
with grave difficulties. The protouged labour strikes involved most 
of the mifls, specially in Bombay, in serious losses, The industry moved 
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‘to the Government of India for higher rate of r=venue or protective 
 uties on cotton imperts. The Goverment of Bombay also lent their 
‘support to the demands of the millowners. Mr, G. S. Hardy, 1.05, 
Collector of Customs, Calcutta was appointed to examine the possibility 
of subststuting a system of specific dutics for the existing system of ad 
walorem assessment of cotton piecegoods. Mr. Hardy was asked 
‘smmiltameously to ascertain and report what changes have taken plate, 
sinte the Tariff Board reported, in the volume of imports, classes of 
amported, and the extent and severity of external competition 
with the products of the Indian mills. Mr. Hardy recommended that on 
athainistrative grounds a change from the existing ad valorem method 
of asvessing dety to a sysiem of specific duties was undesirable. An- 
other oBject of the inquiry was to discover the extent of foreign 
competition with the Indian industry. Regarding this, Mr. Hardy found 
thut Japan's progress—at the outset at Lancashire’s expense, and lat- 
terly in serious competition with Indian mills—had been rapid and 
aminterrupted. The Report also showed that recently Japan adopted 
sew tactics in her overseas trade substituting medium quality 
for the coarser material formerly exported and in coloured goods Japan 
was the most scriows competitor with India, though there were indi- 
cations that Italy mmght becume a formidable rival in this class in the 
near future. These facts brought home that a move to protect the 
Indian mdustry had become all the more necessary The Indian Budget 
for 1930-31 however brought some relief to the industry by raising 
the ad valorem import duty on cotton goods from 11 to 15 per cent. 
The orignal Budget proposal was that the import duty on cotton 
piecegoods should be raised from 11 per cent. to 15 per cent. which 
was the general level of the revenue tariff, and, iu ~ ‘dition, if the 
Legislative Assembly approved gm additioaal pict ctive duty of 5 per 
cent. would be levi on non-British cotton goods for three years. 
This was embodied in the Cotton Tarift Bill, to which an amendment 
‘was moved, the effect of which was to remove the preference for 
Lancashire in the case of grey cotton goods only ‘which constitute the 
main output of the Indian mills. The amendment was passed, During 
1931-32 a sarcharge of 5 per cent. is proposed on all imported piecegoods.

There was a considerable setback in production during 1928-29 
which was an abriormal year due to the 6 months’ strike. 


MODERN DEVELOPMENT. 


Besides an increase in the outturn of cloth, there have been other 
developments in the industry since the beginning of this century. Apart 
from plain coarse cloths which are still largely woven by the Indian 
mills the weaving of the higher counts up to 60s with fancy and check 
patterns have been introduced in the Bombay mills. Large available 
supply of long staple cotton in India as 2 result of improvements in 
the Indian varieties of cotton renders the manufacture of finer fabrics 
on an extended scale possible. Then, bleaching, dycing and printing 
are now included among the operations of many of these mills. Also 
to improve the finish of cloth, calender machines have been brought 
into use in several factorics. The result of these developments is 
that much of the cloth now woven in India is finer, better and cleaner 
in appearance than in former ycars. Indian manufacturers have suc- 
cceded so well with some of the accomplishments of this industry that 
sixty per cent of the weaving in Bombay at present is reported to be 
in fancy cloths of attractive designs and finish. The mills there are now 
gencrally equipped with up-to-date looms, plant and machinery worked 
by electric power which crowns the progress on the mechanical side. 

By the use of electricity, the textile industry of Bombay seems 
destined to derive a marked advantage over some of its competitors. 
In the olden days Lancashire was supposed to be eminently suited to 
cotton spinning and weaving owing to the natural humidity of its 
climate. Now the mechanical device known as “the humidifier” has 
robbed the seat of the world’s cotton manufacture of much of this 
advantage, for wherever the atmosphere happens to be dry in India, 
“ humidifiers" muisten the air inside the cotton mills. The under-noted 
figures show the growth of the industry in India since 1886:—

The real seat of the cotton industry in India is, as it has been for 
many years, located at Bombay, where the greater part of the cotton 

ds is produced. But an important tendency of the present day 
is the migration of the Indian mill industry to other centres of India, 
As. a result of this cotton mills are being erected at Abinedabad, 
Lahore, Delhi, Baroda, etc. where they are close to the sources of supply 
of the raw material and to the up-country consuming markets and 
are also protected against foreign competition by the long railway lead 
from the ports. Bombay represents now 47 per cent. of the total 
spindles of the country, Ahmedabad 22 per cent, Cawnpore 10 per 
cent. and so on. New in importance is Madras where wages are lower 
than in Bombay but about the same in other ports of India. Of the 344 
mills working during 1930 Bombay Presidency claims 138 mills, Bombay 
Island 81, Rajputana 5, Berar 4, Central Provinces 8 Hyderabad 5, 
Central India 15, Bengal 17, Punjab 9, United Provinces 25, Madras 
Presidency 28, Mysore 5, Pondicherry 3 and Burma 1. i.

‘When the cotton mills sprung into existence in India, therr endea~ 
vours mostly centred on the spinning opcrations and the output of the 
spindles was produced more for export than for internal use The 
threads were rough and of counts below 24s___ But on the tightening of 
the Far Eastern markets the prospects of Indian yarns in those mar- 
kets are now atty thing but rosy Consequently in recent ycars the ten- 
dency of Ind:an cotton mills in regard to the lower range of goods 
(from 1s to 20s counts) has been to spin less, and weave more for the

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portional to the normal consumption of the country owing to the 
reduction of purchasing power of the population. Another feature of 
the modern development is increasing competition from Japan. Statis- 
tics show that Japan increased her share from 184 per cent. of the 
total imports in 1929-30 to 29.3 per cent. and is now responsible for 
nearly a third of the piecegoods imported into India. Japan also sup- 
plied 44 per cent. of artificial silk goods, her rise in this line being even 
more sensational than in the case of grey and coloured piccegoods. 

A matter of considerable interest in the year 1929 had been the 
publication of the report of the Trade Mission appointed by the Gov- 
ernment of India to investigate the possibilities of devclopment of 
foreign markets for India’s piecegoods and yarns. The Mission had 
visited, during its tour such countries as Persia, Iraq and Syria, in 
cluding the Sudan, Aden and the East African Coast, and South Africa. 
The annual consumption of imported cotton piece-goods in these 
countries works out at about 1,110 million yards. India’s share of the 
trade is just over 110 million yards or about 10 p.c., varying between 
42 pc. in the case of Persia to less than 1 per cent. in the cases 
of Turkey, Egypt and South Africa which are the largest consumers 
of piecegoods amongst the countries visited. In the Report the Mission 
had also laid stress on points in which Indian exporters fell short of 
the standard set by their European competitors. The Mission also 
recommended the appointment of an Indian Trade Commissioner in 
the Union of South Africa. 

In view of the difficult times a scheme of amalgamation among 
several groups of cotton mills in Bombay was sponsored by the iadustrial 
magnets of Bombay. Expert opinion was sought for in this matter but 
the proposal seems to have been postponed at least for the present on 
account of the imposition of a surcharge of 5 per cent on all cotton 
goods since March, 1931 
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THE JUTE MILL INDUSTRY. 


‘Tee development of the jute industry in India dates back. 
’ to the latter part of the eighteenth century. In India 
it has been in long use as its references in early literature 
would amply prove but then the demand for the article did 
not justify its wide cultivation. With the intercourse of the 
East and the West and the development of international 
trade, there sprang up a natural demand for a cheap wrapping or con- 
taining material to transport goods from one place to another and to 
ship them abroad. Even then jute did not come to public prominence 
and its many-sided usefulness did not attract the notice of the pioncers 
of the jute industry. Some authorities went so far as to discourage the 
cultivation of jute until experiments could verify its applicability towards 
the satisfaction of luman wants. But the scarcity of Russian hemp 
during the Cremean War and the urgent necessity of cheap containing 
bags to carry food grains brought jute into promimence and since then 
the potentialities of jute have been appreciated by the peoples outside 
India. The cotton famine caused by the American Civil War also 
greatly stimulated the Indian jute cultivation. 

he peculiar geographical and climatic position of Eastern Bengal 
and Assam have enabled them to command a virtual monopoly in jute 
production. No country, it is believed, can monopolise an article in a 
sense Bengal and Assam do in respect of jute. Ardent endeavours 
have been made in foreign lands in various parts of the tropics, notably 
in the Nile Valley, Nigeria, Sicrra Leona and in many parts of Africa, 
in Java and French Indo-China, but Bengal and Assam have been the 
only countries in which the cultivatior of jute has been a commercial 
success, 

Jute and jute manufactures figure pre-eminently in the foreign 
trade of India, which annually amounts to several crores of rupecs. 
Jute both raw and manufactured forms one of the chief commodities 
of export and in point of importance ranked foremost in the foreign 
trade in 1929-30. Bengal is celebrated for its jute textile industry con- 
centrated in the assembly of 84 large mills on the banks of the 
Hooghly. The extensive and valuable industry with an investment of 
17% erores of rupees, £23 million sterling and 12 million dollars exclusive 
of the reserve funds which have accumulated to huge figures has been 
mainly built up by British commercial enterprise, though of late Indian 
industrialists have come forward to stake a share. Of 87 jute mills in 
Bengal some are entirely owned and under the management of Indian 
companies, while the rest are still managed mostly by famous Scottish 
concerns associated with the industry from its early days. Most of 
these mills are situated in the Calcutta area stretching over a length 
of 50 miles from Budge Budge to Bansberia along the river Hooghly. 

GROWTH OF JUTE MILL INDUSTRY. 3 

Up to the middle of the last century the Bengal hand-loom jute 
industry possessed such vitality that the export of jute fabrics from 
Calcutta exceeded that of raw jute in quantity. Jute was then woven 
also. on the power-looms of Dundee which imported the raw material 
from Calcutta, But in 1859 the first jute mill was started in India at 
lc cA a ct Rl NA RS ROE 
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Rishra and soon after jute mills sprang up rapidly in and around Cal- 
cutta. The progress of the jute-milJ industry has been almost uninter- 
rupted owing to which the hand-weaving of jute fabrics has become 
extinct but the hand-spinning of jute ropes is still carried on as a 
cottage industry in the jute-growing districts. The development of the 
jute-mil! industry in India during the last 50 years or more is evident 
from the following figures which also show that the progress has been 
very rapid since the beginning of this century:

JUTE PRODUCTS. 

The chief products of the jute mills are: Twist and yarn, Gunny 
cloth, Hessian cloth, Gunny bags, Hessian bags. 

Jute fibre when spun into thread for entering into the composition 
of jute textiles is called twist and yarn. Coarse textile cloth is yiveu 
the name of gunny cloth while finer fabrics are classed as hessian cloths. 
Bags of gunny cloth and hessian cloth are called guany bags and 
hessian bags respectively. Gunny cloth is sometimes cailed sacking 
cloth or simply sacking while gunny bags are called sacks. 

a i these jute mills produce a coarse kind of jute textile called 
jute canvas, Rope, twines, etc., for cordage are also sometimes manu- 


factured by these mills, 
JUTE TEXTILES. 

_ Jute fabrics are manufactured in various sizes, the standard width 
being 40 inches. The textiles are manufactured in breadths bigger 
than 40 inches. These are known in the trade as optional breadth and 
mills manufacture these as much as demanded by trade. 

,___ in buying, the texture of the cloth is the supreme factor to be taken 
into account. In trade circles the idea is however conveyed through 
two terms known as porters and shots. In their litteral sense porters 
and shots in the jute weaving sndustry: ccesespond with the warps and 
welts as used in cotton weaving. e number of porters and shots 
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in market quotations represents the number of warp _ threads 
running lengthwise and the number of weft threads runnmg breadth- 
wise in one sq inch of space High numbers for porters and shots 
indicate a close texture while low figures would lead one to believe that 
the mterspaces are big In fact these figures briefly indicate the close- 
ness or otherwise of the fabric “Another factor to be considered in 
this connection is the thickness of the texture This 1s afforded by the 
weight given per yard but this should be taken in conjunction with the 
width of the fabric 

As the fabrics are of different sizes they are made of different 
weights even for the same size The standard sizes possess standard 
weights which can be increased or diminished by 4 ounce = The standard 
varieties are 9 porter hessians, 40”X8 oz, 1¢€ of 40 inches in width and 
8 oz of weight per yd simply known as Light Hessians or Lights and 
11 porter hessians, 40”X10% oz, generally known as Hessians or 
Heavies

AGRICULTURAL RESOURCES OF INDIA. 


FEXTENSIVE fertile tracts watered by a net-work of 
rivers and canals render India traditionally an agricul- 
tural country. Her fame as a producer of enormous stores 
of raw materials spreads to far off countries. Over and 
above this India possesses practical monopoly of production 
so far as certain commodities are concerned, 
An account of the principal agricultural crops of India is given 


below :— 
ce COTTON. 

_ Inida is one of the biggest cotton producing countries of the world, 
being second only to the United States of America. A striking feature 
connected with the cotton crop of India is the rapidity with which its 
area is extending. Since the beginning of this century the area under 
cotton has increased considerably as a result of the world’s increasing 
demand for it. There has been remarkable extension of the area under 
cotton through irrigation in Northern India as well as in the Central 
Provinces and there appears to be the promise of a much greater in- 
crease in the production of Indian cotton of good quality in the extreme 
South of the Peninsula, 

Of late years the quality of the Indian cottons has improved due 
to successful acclimatization of American cotton in the Punjab and 
Sind which are now watered by Perennial canal systems. Since 1925, 
while the yield of the short-staple cotton has increased by less than 
% per cent., the yield of long-staple cotton has grown by nearly 85 
per cent.

As 2 result of negotiations between the Indian Central Committee 
and the Liverpool Cotton Association the basis of the Empire Futures 
Contract on the Liverpool Exchange has been lowered from “strict low 
middling” to “low middling” with cffect from July 1929. This and 
other measures which have been jointly taken by Indian and British 
Trade Associations will undoubtedly tend_to facilitate the imports of 
Indian cotton into the United Kingdom. In regard to the question of 
a deferred delivery contract for Indian cotton, it is now believed there 
should be no difficulty in selling on an extended contract. 


The jute fibre for which India holds the monopoly, is cultivated and 
produced almost entircly in the Ganges-Brahmaputra delta. The fibre, 
which is obtained from the hibiscus and is known as Deccan hemp or 
Bimlipatam jute, is, for statistical purposes, included under the term 
jute, and is produced in the Madras Presidency. Although jute occu- 

ies only 1.3 per cent. of the total area under cultivation in British India, 

contributed 8.74 per cent. of the export trade of the country during 
1929-30. Jute is generally sown from March to May and harvested 
from July to September. 

On an average of the 5 years ending 1928-29 the area under jute in 
Bengal represents some 858 per cent. of the total area under jute in 
British India. 

It is estimated that the crop will yield 11,281,000 bales of jute, 
exceeding last year’s total (revised) by 800 bales.

Rice is the greatest eeonomic crop of India, the principal seats of 
cultivation being Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, Madras and Burma. Rice 
is also grown in fairly large quantities in Central Provinces, Assam, 
Bombay and the United Provinces. It is also grown in the Indian 
States such as Hyderabad, Mysore, Coorg, Baroda. Rice crop is greatly 
influenced by the monsoon, the failure of it having a very adverse effect 
on the output. The output of Burma is however constant as in Burma, 
the failure of rains being practically unknown there.

WHEAT. . 

One-tenth of the world’s supply of wheat is produced in India. 
It is grown extensively in the Punjab and the United Provinces, and 
on smailer scale in C. P., Bombay, Bihar and Orissa and North-West 
Indiz, Indian States also grow enormous quagtities of wheat, the mast 
important of them being Central India States, Gwalior State, Punjab 
State, Rajputana State, ‘Syderabad State, etc. Wheat was grown on 
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31,347,000 acres in British India in 1929-30. The Shan States of Burma 
are suited to the ing of wheat on a large scale, when the question 
of the shortage of labour can be got over. The wheat crop of 1929-30 
showed a decrease in acreage as compared with that of the preceding 
year but the output was larger than that for 1928-29. Large imports 
of wheat are made from Australia which amounted to 357,000 tons in 
1929-30 as against 526,000 tons in 1928-29, 69,000 tons in 1927-28 and 
40,000 tons in 1926-27. The acerage and yield in the most important

PULSES, 

Under the heading pulses come lentil*, beans, and peas. Gram 
also belongs to this group, but is generally separately dealt with. 
Turing the war, when the source of supply for haricot beans—the 
Danubian provinces—were cut off, the Burma white bean was used 
in Europe instead. No statistics giving the area cultivated for pulses 
are available; the output must, however be considerable, for pulses are 
found in sale in every bazar in the country. Exports of pulses during 
the last few years were: 118,000 tons in 1926-27, 133,000 tons in 1927-28, 
114,000 tons in 1928-29 and 97,000 tons in 1929-30. 

Gram is the chief pulse grown in India, a little fess than 14 million 
acres being cultivated for this during 1928-29. As ail the pulses form 
important items in the food of the people of India, only comparatively 
small quantities are available for export, the figures being 13,992 tons 
valued at Rs 24 lakhs in 1926-27, 17,567 tons with a value of Rs 28 
lakhs in 1927-28, 13,969 tons worth Rs 24 lakhs in 1928-29 and 11,517 
tons worth Rs 21 lakhs in 1929-30. 

Among the minor grains mention may be made of barley, jowar 
and bajra and maize. 

___ Maize is cultivated in small plots throughout the country. Its eul- 
tivation on a large scale is only carried out in the Gangetic plain, 
specially in the United Provinces, Bihar and Orisea and the Punjab. 
65 million acres were devoted to this crop during 1929-30: and the yield 
‘was estimated at 2.4 million tons. 

Bajra is grown principally in the Bombay and Madras Presidencies 
and to a fair extent in the Punjab and the United Provinces. The 
area under cultivation was 13 miflion acres during 1929-30 with an 
yield of 2 million tons. 7 . 
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Jowan flourishes most in Hombay; Hyderabad, Madras, U. Cc.

Indian production of oil seeds which comprise linsecd, groundnut, 
cotton seed, castor, sesame, rape and mystard, mahua, copra, etc, on 
a conservative estimate excceds 5 million, tons aunually. is, besides 
satisfying in full the local requirements for Indian industries and home 
gonsumption, leaves huge surplus for exports. . 

The oil crushing industry is making considerable headway in the 
country but still there are enormous exports of sceds which are of 

economic loss to the country in the shape of loss of oils and on 
cakes possessing inestimable value as fertilisers and cattle food. The 
mone important of the seeds are treated under respective head :— 
Caator Seed. 


Castor seed is grown very widely all over the country. The prin- 
cipal provinces where the it flourishes most are Hyde ad, and 
Madras which cover between there 70 per cent. of the total arca under 
cultivation, The crop is also raised in Central Provinces and Berar, 
Bihar and Orissa, United Provinces where it is grown as a mixc 
crop, Bombay, Mysore and Baroda.

The exports of castor seed dropped from 121,300 tons in 1928-29 to 

106,400 tons in 1929-30 of which U. S. A. took 51,000 tons, United Kingdom 
24,700 tons and France 16,600 tons. 


The coconut palm provides four resources, viz. copra, the dried 
kernel of the nut; coconut oil obtained from the copra; poonac, the 
residual cake; and coir, The coconuts grow best along the coast line 
of India and in the deltas of the large rivers. During 1928-29 the 
exports of copra were valued at Rs 85 lakhs while in 1929-30 these 
amounted to 94 tons only valued at Rs 67,919. 

Cotton Seed. 

Cotton seeds of commerce are grown in association with the floss 
cotton, As a general rule two pounds of cotton seed are obtained 
when one pound of the actual cotton is produced. Calculating on this 
basis India’s production of cotton seed averages 2 million pounds. 
The perfect edibility of refined cotton seed oil extends its use to 
every purpose for which animal fats are commonly used, It is also 
used either alone or in conjunction with other animal or vegetable fats 
in the manufacture of soaps and candles. 


The groundnut is the seed of the plant Arachis hypogola of the 
natural order Leguminosae, The nuts owe their popularity to their 
nourishing dietary value and cheapness and are otherwise known as pea 
nuts, earth nuts, and monkey nuts. The groundnuts are now-a-days 
extensively cultivated all over the country and have assumed an eco- 
nomic importance of the first magnitude in some provinces. Madras, 
Burma, Bombay and the State of Hyderabad comprise a little over 92 
per cent. of the total area under groundnut in India Considerable ex- 
pansion is in view. In Madras, which carries nearly 55 per cent. of 
the total reported acerage under the crop, varietal and cultural ex- 
periments are in progress on a special farm. The introduction of early 
varieties, which do not require irrigation, has given groundnuts the 

osition of being the most important kharif oil seed grown in the 

jombay Presidency. Twenty years ago its cultivation was practically 
unknown in Upper Gujrat, Khandesh and Dharwar: the area in these 
three districts is now in the neighbourhood of four lakhs of acres. 
Groundnuts have invaded the cotton tracts of the Central Provinces 
where they are grown either in rotation with or in the place of cotton. 
Burma is another province where groundnut cultivation has made great 
headway: within twenty £ars the area has increased to five lakhs of 
acres, There is a great future for the short-season erect types, as they 
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do well even in light dy soils. The groundnut has become very 
popular on the poor soils of Chota Nagpur. Were it not for the damage 
donc to the crops by pigs and other wild animals, it would be equally 
popular in South Bihar, where large yields of this oil seed are obtain- 
ed by manuring with gypsum. 
_ The rapid increases in the area under the cultivation of groundnuts 
is refiected in the almost annual increase in the exports. In 1929-30 
France, for long India’s largest purchaser, imported 210,900 tons. 
Germany’s imports have increased of late years and she now pur- 
chases as large amounts as France. The importation into Holland 
has also rapidly increased. The main reasons for these satisfactory 
results is the fact that groundnuts are gradually displacing other pro- 
ducts as a raw material for the manufacture of margarine and edible 
oils. An improvement has been effected in the quality of groundnuts, 
exported from India, particularly as regards the reduction of fatty acid 
contents,

The total area returned is 6,240,000 acres, as compared with 5,748,000 
acres in 1929-30, or an increase of 9 per cent. The total yield is 
estimated at 2,988,000 tons of nuts in shell, as against 2,668,000 tons last 
year, or an increase of 12 per cent. ‘The condition ‘of ‘the crop on 
the whole is reported to be good. 

There were steady improvements in the export of groundnuts on 
account of their being largely used in the manufacture of vegetable 
butter in place of cotton sced but this received a setback in 1929-30, these 
amounting to 714,200 tons in 1929-30 as against 788400 tons in 1928-29, 
613,300 tons in 1927-28 and 367,900 tons in 1926-27. The chief consumers 
are France, Germany and Netherlands. The oil is also used for lighting 
purposes and as fish or curry oil and for medicinal purposes. The chicf 
ports of export are Madras and Bombay. 

Linseed is an important winter oil seed of India growing princi- 
pally in the United Provinces, Bihar and Orissa and the Central Pro- 
vinces. The other places where the oil seed is also cultivated are 
Bombay, Bengat, Punjab, Hyderabad and Kotah. __ b 

It is the seed of the common flax or lint, botanically recognised as. 
Linum usitatissimum. This is a rabi crop, being sown from August 
to October and harvested from January to April. any 

The season of sowing varies greatly. for the two Presidencies and 
even for the districts of the same Presidency. Taking the general 
ease, it appears that the crop is sown from May to August and 
is harvested from November to January. A summer varicty is also 
oa in Madras forming 5 per cent. of the total area under the crop.

Mahua Seed. 

‘Mahua seeds are obtained from the fruits of Mahua ‘trees botani- 
ally known as Bassia hatifolia. These are large deciduous trees found in 
abundance in oy and stony regions of Bengal and in fact over tha 
greater part of Central India. Another species of Bessia which yields 
‘a similar vegetable fat is Bassia longifolia, which is an evergreen tree 
met ‘with in South India as ippa, yeppe, illipi, rete. 

‘The season for collecting mahua seeds ts very short, viz. from the 
middte of ‘Muy till the break of the monsoon, and unless previous arran- 
emevits are tnade a large proportion of the crop beconres spoilt and .és 
fost “to commerce. 

‘The oil is of value to the soap and candle manufacturers and is 
available in the Central Provinces, Chota-Nagpur and Western India. 
The trade is marked by great variations; before the war about 27,000 


tons of seed were exported annually whereas in 1928-29 only 7,000 tons 
were feft for export.

Sesamam, 

Sesamum is the seed of Sesamum Indicum, an annual herbaceous 

plant growing copiously in the tropical and subtropical parts. In India 
it is cultivated extensively all over the country, and especially in Bom 
hay, Burma, Madras and Central Provinces. . “ 
., Sesame is grown as a pure crop all over India and in certain loca- 
lities such es U.P. as a mixed crop. There are two crops, a rabi and a 
kharif one and various cultivated forms of the plant, some specially suit: 
able for growing in the kharif season, others as early as rabi crop. Two 
at least of these are casily recognised, one with white seed and the 
ather with black. The latter is much the more common form and is 
reputed to yield a superior oil. 

‘The area under sesame crop during 1930-31 is estimated to cover 
5,294,000 acres as against 5,011,000 acres in the preceding year. The 
yield during 1930-31 is estimated to amount to 466,000 tons as against 
390,000 tons in the precetling year, the United Provinces being res- 
ponsible for ore than.25_per cent. of the output.

Tobacco 1s one of the most valuable crops grown in India, the esti- 
mated acerage being about one milhon acres of which about half the 
area 1s situated in Bengal and Madras, the other important tracts bemg 
situated m Bihar, Burma and Bombay The tobacco growing provinces 
in Indta are named as follows in order of them importance —Bengal 
(290,300 acres), Madras (275,768 acres), Brhar and Onssa (146,700 acres),

factorics gave employment to 1,520,315 workmen during 1928 of which

1,222,622 men, 253,158 women, 48,028 boys and 9,534 girls in 1927. 


HOSIERY. 


, Cotton and jute industries which are prima facie the largest, indus- 
tries in India have already been discussed. Other textile industrics 
which merit attention are the hosiery, woollen and silk industry. In 
spite of keen Japanese competition the production of hosiery in India 
is recording a gradual increase. Accor‘ling to the latest statistics 
available it appears there were in operation 25 factorics in India of 
which 14 were in Bengal, § in Bombay, 5 in Madras, 1 in the Punjab 
and 1 in Central India during 1929-30, turning out about 500,000 dozen 
of underwears per annum. The output of these factories amounted to 
19 million Ibs in 1929-30 as against 1.5 million Ibs in 1928-29, 1.2 million 
Tbs in 1927-28 and 0.7 million tbs, in 1924-25. The figures arrived at 
are much below the actual one, as the production of the numerous 
sinall factories all over the country has not been taken into account. 
The large imports of hosiery which approximate to 1 million doz. of 
pair of stockings and 3 million doz. of underwear leave much room for 
expansion. The imports of hosiery during 1929-30 were valued at 
Rs 144 lakhs as against Rs 1,45 lakhs in 1928-29 and Rs 1,15 lakhs 
in 1927-28. 

WOOLLEN GOODS. 


The woollen mills in India are 18 in number and are located at 
different parts of India, there being 5 in Bombay, 3 in the United 
Provinces, 2 in Bengal, 1 in Bihar and Orissa, 4 in Mysore, 1 in Baroda 
and 2 in the Punjab. These produce woollen goods including blankets, 
rugs, shirtings and suitings, etc. The position of the woollen mills in

FOOD, DRINK AND TOBACCO.

Manufacture of chemicals, dyes and alhed products shows untfowm- 
y steady progicss The brunt of forcign competition 1s making itself 
elt in most ines There were 430 factories in 1928 as against 415 
factories working 1m 1927 and 408 factories in 1926 These include 
bones and manures (19), chemicals (13), dye:ng and bleaching (37),

manufactured in India, Bengal taking the Icading part in this res- 
pect Dyeing and bleaching factortes thrive most in the Bombay 
Presidency, the seat of the cotton textile industry in India «= The match 
industry with all sts possibilitics in India is not in a prospering posi- 
tion because of foreign companies staiting manufacture of matches m 
India Matches on a big scale are being manufactured in the Bengal, 
Bombay and Madras Presidencies and pyrotechnic matches have latcly 
becn put in the market Raw materials for the industry are also abun- 
dant in the United Provinces, the Punjab and other provinces with 
reserved forests, and factories there are expected to do well Soaps 
both of toilet and laundry types, are bung manufactured im India in 
huge quantities and the quality of the output is distmetly on the up

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PAPER. 

Paper 15 one of the most amportant adjuncts of civilization and no 
country can do without a well-devcloped paper industry Indta con- 
sumcs at present abont_ 100,000 tons of paper annually, of which the 
Indian mulls supply only 30,000 tons — Paper making by machmury began 
in India about fifty years ago, the first paper mull run on a commeicial 
scale being staited probably mm 1874 Within the neat twenty years 
three more milly came into existence m Bengal, all of which depcnded 
on sabai, munj and bhabar grasses as their clucf raw matenals The 
industry soon suffered dix to lack of sufficient supply of raw matc- 
nals thioughout all the scasons and had to resort to umpoitcd wood 
pulp — Tately the sutabihty of bamboo pulp for the manufacture of 
paper has been substantiated by researches of Imperial Research Insti- 
tute A conservative estimate puts the possible output of pulp from 
areas which have already been explored in India and Buima at three 
millon tons per annum and it appears possible that further field of 
exploration may raise the figure to twelve muhons—an amount equal 
to the world’s present total consnmption At present there are only 
7 mulls in India of which 3 arc in Bengal, 3m Bombay and 1 in the 
United Province The mills produced 33,943 tons of paper valued at 
Rs 164 lakhs im 1927, which sncluded white writing and printing papers, 
unbleached prints, antiques, coloureds, badamis, wrapping papers, 1vory 
finish papers, etc Corresponding figures for 1924, 1925 and 1926 werc 
25,670 tons worth Ry 136 lakhs, 28596 tons worth Ry 142 lakhs and 32,144 
tons worth Rs 158 lakhs A thorough investigation was made by the

litres 1n India but im spite of the fact the mdustry has been only im- 
perfectly dcvelopcd| Apart from the manufacture of tanned kips and 
skins, which may be classed as partly fimished leather, India makes 
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very little finished product — Hides and skins for capoit ac partially 
tanned in the Madias and Bombay Presidcacies, particularly in the 
former and in the adjoming Indian State. Beside. the ¢ centres, a 
very Jaige quantiy of there stuff as tanncd in Indian villages by local 
chamars for utihsation m mikmg watcr bags, bellows, drums, saddles, 
boots, shocs, sandal , ete The quasty of goods turned out leaves 
much 100m for improvement — It 18 howexcr gratifying to note that 
factorics working on improved methods are gradually springimg into 
beng An mportant Icither mdustiy on modern lincy has been cs 
tablhed in Cawnpore which being situited in the middle of the best 
hide-producmg area in India with excclient railway communications 
yecms to be spcerally simtcd as the centre of a great leather industry. 
Besides, seviial large leather factories have been established in Bom- 
bay, Madras, Caleutta and other cities in recent years To come tu

with big manufacturing industries seems to be contra- 
dictory. But people who are acquainted with the industrial 
position of the more :ndustrially advanced countries of the 
East and the West would bear out that in England as on the 
Continent the small industries are still an important factor 
their industul hfe In Fngland which may be considered to represent 
the highest devclopment of Large scale production, the number of cm 
ployecs in the small industries at the present day 1s ay much as two 
hundred and seventy thousind In France, the mdusirral workers are 
equally divided between the great industry and the small onc, and it 
as cstumated that 520,000 cmploycrs and artisans work thc, for them- 
selves, or with the ud of a member of the fimily In Germany unt 
of the 143 milhon people, who Iwe on industry, full 54 mihon, i¢, 
more than onc-third belong to the small industries Home imdustrics 
are also widely spread in Italy, Bulgium, Austria, Japan and Switzer

HAND-SPINNING AND WEAVING. 

While surveying the cottage industrics of India, hand-spynning and 
hand-wcaving first «ngage our attention Hand-spinning entirely died 
out owing to the over-powerng compctition of power-spinning but the 
khaddar movement of 1921 has revived it agam Handloom industry 
however has survived the competition of the organiscd mill industry 
Tius no doubt speaks volumcs for its potentiahtics It 1 belived 
that between two to threc millon handlooms are at work in 
India and ther annual gross carnings amount to something hhe fift 
crores of rupees Statistics of the hand-loom production arc not avail 
able directly but the bulk of yarns that arc consumed by the hand- 
looms offers a clue to thc calculation of the approwmate output The 
consumption of yarns durmg the five years cnding 1928-29 was 3139 
mulhon Ibs, 283 million ibs, 324 million Ibs, 323 mullion lbs, and 279 
million Ibs The output was estimated at 1,404 million yds in 1929-300 
ay against 1,116 million yds in 1928-29, 1,292 million yds im 1927-28 and 
1,296 million yds in the precoding year 

The artistic section of the dustry has been greatly depressed on 
account of the loss of patronage they once enjoyed But the vitality 
of this section 1s still evident from the many centres that still exist 
of figured yamdanee manufacture—Dacca, Santipur, Chittagong, Tanda, 
Chander and Lucknow being among them 

The prospects of the handloom weaving are still considerable in 
India because in the case of a large vauety of cotton, silk and woollun 
fabrics such as shawls, chaddars, jamdanees, pueris, lungis, kummerbunds, 
scarves, etc, the powerloom is not a formidable rival, owing to these 
fabrics being made in multifarious shapes and patterns which the 
handloom can produce more readily than the power-loom 

The production of khaddar has also gone up due to the intensive 
work done by the All-India Spinners’ Assocation, the amount of whos« 
production during 1929-30 amounted to 113 million yds as agamst 4 
millon yds for the corresponding period last year The output was 
fe SN aad Nan en nl A 
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yalued at R 32 lakhs as against R\ 18 lakhs in the preceding year The 
Association has in all 170 centres of production and 322 sales depots 


CARPET-WEAVING. 


There are two chicf kinds of carpets in India (1) the pile stitch 
carpet (Kalin or Gahcha) and (2) the plain stitch fabrics (Dur and 
Satrann) They are woven all over the country although the industry 
1s dying out an many plices) The Icacing ccntres of this industry at 
the present diy are in Kashmir, Amritsar and Mirzapoie The forcgn 
demand for orcnial carpets and rugs is macasng Whilst the a 
port of cheap Mirzipma and Flore cupets continucs to increas, thare 
docs not appear te be a proportion utc mercisc in the cvport of the finer

Piled carpets arc mv in Dihir, notably at Gaya and Patna | The 
quality 15 pretty far but it is not equul te that of similar manufactures 
of Mirvapur ‘These carpets ore often mide of prac cotten but free 
quently wool 1s mixed with cotton 


SILK. 

Senculture 13 one of the most lucratiye cottage miustrics an India 
and there are stikimmense posubihtis of cxpansiorn — Silk is produced 
an three arcas im Indi (1) the southern portion of the Mysore Stata, 
with the adjoining Comm itore district of the Madras Presidency, (2) 
the Murshidabad Maida, Kay hain and Birbhum distrits of Bengal, 
and (3) Kashmir and Jamrau, with the northern portion of the Punjab 
and the North-I ist Fronticr Province The first of these three arcas 
1% supposcd to be responsible for two-thirds of the silk produced im 
India The silk s. obtained from a mulberry fecding sulkworm Lesidew 
this there 15 the tussai silk of Chota-Nagpur, Orissa, and the Ccntrat 
Provinces and the muga_and cu silk of Assam ‘The exports during 
1928-29 consisted of 1,229,031 ths of raw silk with « value of Ks 
lakhs, during 1929-30 these amountcd to 1,340,896 fbs worth Ry 30 lukhs 

Silk is also woxcn into teatiles im large quantities — It may be men- 
tioned here that an appreciable proportion of India’s trade in silk 
fabrics with foreign countrics takes the form of rough silk goods made 
in India and sent to be finished for the artificial silk market There 
are good openings im the United Kingdom for silk shawls and scarycs 
from India, particularly for those with artistic patterns such as have 
been adopted at the Bhagalpur Weaving Institutes, and, of course, for 
the well-known finer embroidered shawls from Benaies 

EMBROIDERED GOODS, ETC. 

Embrordery and chikan work of bold design and distinctive patterns 
arc exccuted in many parts of Indis of which the Umited Provinces 
1s the most famous Silk embroidered goods are also micely made 
Dyed and calico-printed textiles have of late met a stimulus owing to 
the khaddar movement The woollen industry is confinea to tne manu- 
facture of shawls, Rampur chaddars, pashmma alwan, yamawars, rumals 
and garbi chaddars — The last named article is comparatively modern 
and probably has a future before it The cinef seats of the artistic 
woollen manufactures arc Kashrmr, Ludmmana, Simla, Kangra and 
Amritsar while Sirsa, Hissar and Rohtak are noted for their good 
blankets Blankets, rugs, namdas, etc, form the other products of 
the Indian hand-looms The bulk of the wool produced in India is 
only suitable for the manufacture of 1nfe11or qualities of woollens, 
Moreover the chmatic conditions of the country render the consumption 
of woollens rather restricted with the result that 50 million tbs of wool 
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yalued at Rs 442 lakhs were exported during 1929 30 as against 56 million 
fos valued at Rs 489 lakhs during 1928-29 and 51 million Ibs valued 
at Rs. 436 lakhs during 1927-28

AGRICULTURAL INDUSTRIES. 

Production of articles of food for final consumption forms important 
items of cottage industries in India The industrics connected with 
this are rice mulling, flour milling, o11 milling, oat mulling and the like 
Other allied industries are canning and preserving of fruits in the form 
of pickles, chutneys, morabbas, jams, yelhics, cte, etc , making of molasscs 
and sugar, preparation of condiments for the utlisation of waste 
materials or production of anmal feeds «uch as ctsaw chaffing, nut 
shelling, thrashing, etc Cattle farming, dary industnes, poultry 
rearing, pisciculture and bee-keeping are also practised in many Indian 
villages 

Indian resources of lac being second to none, manufacture of 
shellac forms one of the most important cottage industries in Bibar 
and Bengal This 1s now eaposed to considerable competition from 
synthetic products Nevertheless natural shellac 1s 11 many ways 
superior tu synthetic product both as a surface for gramophone records 
and us an insulator for electrical purposes There 13 little doubt that 
natural shellac would be able to hold its own with synthetic rivals 1f 
it could be manufactured im recognised grades suttable for the different 
uses to which at 1s eventually put 
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MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIES. 

Articles of juvenile imtcrest hke wooden and metallic toys finshed 
im pretty colours are turned out by village artisans mm many parts of 
India of which Benarce, Lucknow and Mysore arc the most famous 
Manufacture of cutlery, locks, safes, tools and implements, ctc, 19 
undertaken by village blacksmiths and introduction of small machinerics 
in the different stages of manufacture has greatly contmbutcd to the 
attainment of a higher standard of product ‘lannming and shoe making 
are important cottage mdastnes wluch offer employment to a large 
number of people In Bengal alone the shoc making industry absorbs 
about 23 Jakhs of people Metal utensils and hardware also constitute 
valuable cottage industries but thcse are now suffering from the compe- 
tiuon of enamelled and alurmmum wares Bull metal warcs of cxccllent 
quahty and high finish are made an many districts of Bengal 

The preparation of perfumed oils from flowers constitutes a big 
industry by itself and 1s localised im centics he Jaunpur, Ghazipu, 
Vucknow, Delhi and other eclebrated putts of Northern India = Lis- 
tiflation of rose and kcora watcrs forms anothcr lucrative industry in 
Northern India 

Among other home mdustnes practised in India are brick and tle 
making, brushes, and coir making, basket weaving, canc and wicker 
work, book binding, pyrotccliucs, mirror making, glass and gli 
Bangle making, hollow warcs, domcstic requisites, hookah tobacco, bit 


making, etc, etc 
NEW HOME INDUSTRIES. 

Home industncs with small machmcrics are now devclopments in 
India and these are cngagcd in the manufacture of quite a lot of 
artichs Manufacture of soap 1s being so extensnely carred on in 
all parts of India av to keep out the foreign manufactures —it Kast 
so far as the laundry soaps are concerned Hosicry kritting 15 also 
conducted as a home industry with small knittmg machmes—the 
Products being stockings, gucrnsey, jersey, bodice, chemics, krutted 
hose and the bke The manufactwic of sporting goods hke tennis

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THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRY. 


TREE is no census of production of chemicals in India. 
The low imports of commercial acids indicate that the 
demand for acids is practically supplied by the indigenous 
production Since the war a number of acid plants have spring up in 
the country and their output almost equals the prousent demand

The production of the chemicals still falls tar short of the require 
ments and with the development of Indian mdustries the demand for 
chemicals 1s lthely to crease gtcatly The present imports ate valucd 
at 2 te 3 crores of 1upeces annually, soda componnds being mpoited 
to the tune of Rs 121 lakhy im 1929-30, potassium compounds Ry 15 
lakhs, acids Ry 10 Jakhs, carinde Ry 9 lakhs, disinfectants Ry 10 lakhs, 
ammonia and salts thercof Rs 9 lakhs 

SULPHURIC ACID—THE FIRST ESSENTIAL, 

For the successful development of chemical industnes the first 
essential 1s to manufacture sulphuric acid at sufficiently low rates 
To make its manufacture a techmical success the byeprodicts must be 
taken into consideration and as little waste should be allowed as pos- 
sible India ts now dependent on outside sources for sulphur, and it 
is only proper that the chemical which 15 ihe basis of a host of other 
chemicals required in various industries should be made from purely 
Indian stuff for national pomt of view Smelting of sulphide ores and 
pyrites 1s therefore strongly recommended by all authorities to replace 
sulphur ss 

Tt would appear that India 1s strangely backward in her consumption 
of sulphuric acid which 1s probably the most essential material in use 
in the chemical sndustry Although nearly 20,000 tons of sulphuric 
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acid are said to be made annually in India from imported sulphur, 
the demand for this chemical is small. India’s consumption of this 
acid of 20,000 tons pales into insignificance in comparison with the figure 
of world consumption, 10,000,000 tons, If therefore the demand for 
sulphuric acid is taken as the chemical barometer of the industrial 
conditions, industrial action in India scems to be in its infancy. In view 
of the expanding conditions of the manufacturing industries of India 
however the manufacture of sulphuric acid is of great importance, 


INDIAN DEFICIENCY IN ALKALIES. 


Next in importance to sulphuric acid comes the manufacture of 
alkalies such as soda carbonate, soda bicarbonate, caustic soda and 
caustic potash, ammonia, ammonium chloride, ammonium sulphate, etc. 
These are largely employed in manufacturing glass, paper and soap, 
in dyeing, mercerising, bleaching, sizing and finishing, for household 
washing purposes and a number of other industries. India is specially 
deficient as regards the manufacture of alkalics. The production of 
the acids has been almost sufficient to meet the demand in the country 
but huge imports of soda compounds every year only expose the 
weakness of the Indian chemical industries. Formerly India used to 
manufacture these alkalies from the efflorescence found in the soils of 
the Punjab, Hyderabad, Mysore, etc. but the crude method has failed 
against stronger foreign competition. Sources of alkali manufacture 
are not wanting in the country. Salt occurs in abundance and can he 
decomposed by electrolytic process to yield caustic soda. Alum salts, 
barytes, borax, gypsum, limestone, magnesite, phosphate of lime and 
ochres may be also increasingly employed to manufacture heavy chemi- 
cals from them. Medicinal drugs and extracts hold out great possi- 
bilities, the only thing to aim at is the purity of the products and the 
attainment of the recognised standard of strength. 

UTILIZATION OF BYEPRODUCTS. 

The utilization of the byeproducts has contributed greatly to the 
success of the chemical industries of the West and if India is to have 
a well-developed chemical industry she should pay greater attention to 
the utilization of the byeproducts. Allowing them_to go to waste 
simply mcans an extra cost on the chief products. For example, the 
byeproducts in coking may be recovered in the shape of tar, ammonia, 
benzol and related products. Coal tar may be distilled to yield more 
than 200 compounds for the manufacture of dyes and drugs, the chief 
of which are benzines, toluene, phenol, carbolic acid, naphthaline and 
authracene. 

IMPORTANCE OF CHEAP ENERGY. 


Importance of cheap fuel and electric energy cannot but be ovet 
estimated in any scheme of chemical devclopment. Now that the 
imports of cheap chemicals flood the market. manufacturers have to 
look to this side of this question if the industry is to be placed on 
a systematic basis. Factories in localities with cheap and regular coal 
supplies or cheap hydro-clectric installations are most likely to 


prosper. 
LINES OF DEVELOPMENT. 

In the first instance industries which make use of Indian raw 
materials, now exported to other countries may be worked up into 
finished products. Essential oi! bearing matcrials may be used to a 
greater extent in the making of essential oils; various medicines and 
drugs may be manufactured while minerals may be mined out. 

Therel is ample scope for enterprise in the inauguration and exten-~ 
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sion in India of chemical and matallurgical industries | The available 
raw materials would suffice to supply nearly all of India's reqmrementy 
in acids, alkalies, coal tar derivatives and salts of sodium potassium and 
magnesium Grven cheap electric energy Indta could also produce a 
large quantity of calc1um carbide Magnesium chloride which 15 a1 
essential chemical in textile and paper mdustries as sizing material can 
also be prepared from bittern which 15 available as a byeproduct im 
salt manufactare 

During the agricultural operations India 1s robbed every ycar of 
over 90,000 tons of phosphatic fertilisers and she 15 compclled to pay 
over 20 millions of sterling for products obtained mm Furope for mmerls 
identical with those lying idle in India_ India is essentially an agneul- 
tural country and the usc of chemical feitihsers as a mcans of imcrcas- 
ing her production has not becn developed to anythwa hke its ull 
extent If the chemical factories in India are placed in a position 
which will enable them to manufacture fertilisers on an ¢conomical 
basis, this will result in an enormous increase in consumption both of 
fertilisers themselves and of other products whose manufacture would 
thereby be cheapened 


If the chemical factones in India are enabled by the increasing 
demand of such :mportant products as Epsom salt to reduce the cost 
of manufacturing sulphuric acid so that they can produce fertilisers 
at a price whxh the agriculturists can afford, st will remun but a 
question of time before the latter 1s educated (o usc them m a measure 
which will permt him to reap the full benefit ot the country’s vast 
agricultural potentialities

PROSPECTS. 


The prospects of the chemical mdiustrics are vitally connected with 
those of the existing mdustrics in the country which are im fact the 
largest consumers of the chemicals Owing to the great varicty and 
the relatively small quantities of cach kind cousumedsin India under 
normal conditions the local manufacturers have mostly to limit thet 
attention to the few heavy chemical, which are in sufficient demand ta 
suppoit an economic unit of manufacture The Indian resources have 
by no means been fully developed as yet and continued progress will 
result only in continually increasing demand by the local industries

BENGAL. 


According to the Admumistration Report of the Depattment ot 
Andustnics, Bengal for the year 1929 30 it appears that investigations 
were made on the uncaploiicd products of indigenous oilseeds with 
icgard to thar industrial appluations (occanut, mowha and ground- 
nut oils, three important raw matcials for soap, are at present im- 
ported into Bengal from other Indian provinccs ‘Lhe prosperity of the 
soap industry of Bengal depends m a laige measure on the availabilty 
of suitable soap stocks in this province — I laborate experiments made 
with Punnal ol (Calophyllum mophyllum) slow it to he a first class 
raw materi! for the makmg, of the best quality of moulded soap The 
resinous constituent of the oil plays an important pait and cndows 
the soup with curtain sp cial features It makes the soap lather pro 
fusely and at the same tine imparts a body 10 if unattainable by an 
admesture of resin into the soap charge 

Seeds of Rayana (Amooia rohituhka), a tree common to many dis- 
tricts of Bengal, yield an ofl which was formerly used for illumination 
purposes It has been found on cxamination that the sced yiclds on 
capression 43 per cent ofl whuh his cood siponaccous propcrires and 
tan be ascd in the making of moulded soup up to a limit of 25 per 
cent without neecssitating any rcfinmg of the oil 

haranja (Pongamia glabra) a tree found cattercd in some of the 
dsstiuts in South-Western Bengal and in Chota Nagpur yields an 
oil possessing an aromatic odour which 1s passed on to the soap Soap 
made from stock with an adiminture of this oil fas high detergent 
qualitics with substantially imcrcascd elcansing, properties 

Kasum (Schleichera tryuyi) seed vicld an oil the properties of 
whch are being exammned for purposes of ascertainmg its use in the 
vap and other industries 


The following subjects also cngaged the attention — 

Sugar from gur—This investigatian was complctcd The process 
worked out consists of a combination of percolation and centrifuge 
wherehy sugar of a hetter quality than that obtained by the country 
method may be pieparcd from gur in a shortc: time and with less 
loss by spontaneous fermentation ‘The conclusions were drawn up in 
the form of a bulletin and pubhshed 

Mouldcd Soap —The following further cxpcruments were done in the 
inaking of monlded soap —(a) Continuous moulding without reheating 
the pan, (b) Exammation of changcs occuring in moulded soap on 
drving, (c) Determumation of proper ] N S factor foi moulded soap, 
(d) Production of soap of fixed specifications with variabl. raw 
materials 

Gramed Soap—Faperiments wore carricd out on the framing and 
stamping mto tablets of graincd soap usually moulded in pots These 
experiments were conducted with the object of helping the producer 
of the gcniune soap in establishing a reputation for quality of lus 
producis as against the heavily adultcrated soap with which the bazars 
are flooded 

High-class Washing Soap by the Settled Process—It has been 
stated carlicr that a small stcam heated soap kettle was installed and 
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steam conveyed to it from the Bengal Tanning Institute Systematic 
work on the making of high class laundry soap by the settled proccss 
will be undertaken shortly 

The following items of work were in hand at varius stages of 
Progress at the close of the year — 

(1) Investigation on the Bherenda seed and oil (Jetrophus carcus) , 
(2) Preparation of pure cocoanut oil from copra, (3) Preparation of 
pure til oil, (4) Purification of commercial castor ol (5) Removal 
of colour and odour of Nucm oil for soap making, (6) Preparation of 
odourless soap from oil recmcred from mustard cake by the solvent 
method, (7) Preparation of ammmal charcoal sutablc for oil refining 
(8) Utilisation of indigenous vegctable stuffs in the preparation of 
writing mk, (9) Making of sugar candy from sugar, (10) Making of 
starch dextrine liquid paste 

Eleven young men in two batches of 5 and 6 underwent a course 
of practical traiming in the Industrial Research Laboratory in the ma 
nufacture of bar and moulded soaps on a cottage industry scile ‘Lhe 
outcome of research work in thc Industrial Engmeer’s Department 19 
the design of a Potter's Whed 

A short course traimmng class for imparting traummg in the complete 
Process of umbrella making was opencd at the Industrial Rescarch 
Laboratory and an admission fec of kk 5 was charied from each 
student who mostly belonged to the bhadralog class 

The question of manufacture of paramatta cloth has recewed the 
attention of the- dcnartment The cloth has bccn analysed by the 
Principal, Government Weaving Institute Serampore ind arrangaments 
are bemg made to send sampks to the Icadmg cotton mills in Ind t 
with a view to ascertain the lowcst price at which they can supply it 
When the sample fabrics are received, it 1s propo ed to submit ‘thems 
to the water proofing factories for necessary trcatment 

Tanning made tangible progress m Bengal durmg tle past year 
Several imestigations were carricd out on the progresses of manufac 
luring such varicties of leathe: as are of interest to the local tanning 
industry, viz, (1) chrome tanned shoe upper Icathcr (boy sides), (2) 
vegetable tanned sok, sit case and crust (half tanned leather) (3) 
chrome tanned picking band kathcr and (4) leather from reptile shin 
The obsect of the researches was to improve the various proccsses 50 
as to bring local products up to the Westen standard which the tannery 
of this country have to cmulate and eventually reach to stand in com- 
petition Problems for investigations were selictcd from the trade 
with the object of remedying those defects wluch were common in the 
different varietics of indigcnous Icatlier 


BOMBAY 


According to the Adnunistration Report of the Department of 
Industries, Bombay for the fiscal year 1929 30 it appears that 
at the smstance of a match factory the Department considered the 
question of commercial utilisation of the bark as well as the core of 
match wood left over after the yenccrs had been pecled off | Most of 
the factories addiessed i:formcd the Department that they used_ these 
“leftovers” as boiler fuci The Cinef Conservator of Lorcsts, Poona, 
the Forest Economist, Forest Research Institute Dchra Dun, and some 
firms of machiery makers, etc. were consulted The Forest Econo- 
must suggested that cotton 1ccls and brush backs could be made 
out of these “leftovers” and that sutable packing wood wool could 
be manufactured out of the wastage Samples of these items were 
made by him from the “leftovers” supplied by this Department The 
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information collected was brought to the notice of the match factories 
in this Presidency, A Brush Manufacturing concern in Bombay was 
put im touch with the match factory which made this inquiry with a 
view to try these cores for making brush backs The question regard- 
img machinery suttable for making wood wool 1s at present under the 
investigation of the Department 

The most umportant art-crafts of this Presidency are-—Carpet 
weaving, cahco printing, artistic hand-woven silk, artistic cotton hand 
weaving, manufacture of gold and silver thread, lace work, silk and 
gold thread weaving, embrowdery, kinkhabs, fine wool weaving, lacquer 
work, pottery, jcwellery, woud carving, stone work, glass work, brass 
and copper metal work, ete Artisans are spread all over the [rest 
dency The chief centres of work, however, are —Bombay, Ahmedabad, 
Surat, Bioach, Poona, Nasth, Yeola, Gokah, Sawantwad:, Honavar, 
Kumpta, Hyderabad, Tatta, Hala, Bubak, Kashmore, Khanot and 
Shikarpur The economic condition of the artisans engaged in thess 
mdustiics cannut at all be considcred satisfactory Assistance may be 
usefully rendercd to these mdustrics in the following directions — 
(a) Art-ware mdustnes shonld be cnabkd to have access to wider 
markets than at present, (b) Facihtics may be provided for the art- 
ware industries to be organised on the basis of small factones, (c) 
The artisans should be given opportunities to Icarn to produce art- 
wares which wall mect the present changed requirements, (d) Some 
financial accommodation un casy terms may be arranged 

Near Bombay there are thice match factories situated between 
Santa Ciuz and Ghodbunder and five between Kurla and Thana Two 
of these are fully equipped with automatic box making machines 
Enqurts showed that im this Presidency there are at present no small 
match making concerns equpped with hand machines There was one 
at Bubuk, but it was closed down as it could not meet the competition 
of the tig factories of which there are at present 16 in this Presidency 
There are at present in this Presidency some 16 match factories equip. 
ped with modern machmery The imports of matches are rapid! 
decreasing, bemg replaced by matches made in the local factories 
There iy now kecn competition between the various Indian factories 
and at is most unhkely that maich making on cottage basis or on a small 
factory (equipped with hand machines) basis can be a commercial pro- 
position 

The chief centre for hand-made paper industry at present is 
Junnar There are altogether scven small hand-made paper factories 
in Junnar, cach employing about «x mcn and four women The total 
yalue of the paper made in these seven small factones 1s approximately 
Rs 12,000 per annum. The paper 1s made entirely from ordinary old used 
paper, which is bought by the artisans from the Salvation Army. Only 
one quality of paper 1s made. 

MADRAS, 

According to the Administration Report of the Department ot 
Industries, Madras for the year_ 1929-30 it appcars that experiments 
in the coir industry on the East Coast were commencediat Thopputurai 
in Tanjore district during the year | The nature of water essential 
for successful retting, the relative quality and yield of fibre from husks 
when retted in brackish and in fresh water, and the possibility of short- 
ening the time required for retting by the employment of husk-crushing 
machines were studied by the Leather Research Chemist. Govern- 
ment have sanctioned the post of a Research Engineer for two years 
in order to improve the apphances used in the textile and other indige- 
nous industries. The Leather Research Chemist conducted experiments 
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in the manufacture of hand-made paper in order tu reduce the cost of 
raduction while improving the quality, so as to revive the industry. 
Experiments are also to be inade in the manufatcure of starch from 
tapioca in Malabar 

The section of the handloom industry of the Presidency devoted 
to Madras handkerchiefs was well employed durmg the year, the demand 
having been active and shipments in excess of the last few years. ‘The 
deterioration in the quality is undoubtedly the result of compctition 
although some dimand has sprung up for a lower grade of cloth. The 
real difficulty is that owing to the steadily decreasing kath trade with 
the Straits, there are now double the numbcr of looms engaged on the 
production of Madras handkerchiefs and many of the weavers operatmng 
them are inexperienced, 

The tanning industry throughout the Presidency suffered in com 
mon with other indusirics from the present commercial depression anc 
this was particularly the case during the last six months of the year 
under review. Tanned hides and skins exported from the Madras 
Presidency decreased from 29,949 tons valucd at Ks $07.70 lakhy to 
18,595 tons valued at Rs 68644 lakhs. The outlook for the mdustry 
is not bright as the enhanced tariff in the United States of America. 
on all classes of leather must mevitably affect the mdustry im the 
Presidency adverse! 

The general condition of the tile industry im Malabar during 1929- 
30 appears to have heen good. The demand in South India has 
heen good and also the overseay markets such as Rangoon and 
Colomba have taken large quantities of tile, It 19 understood that 
several small factories have been started in the Coimbatore district 
Rail freight on tiles from the West Coast to the East Coast lines has 
been enhanced rendering business difficult. Given favourable rates, 
the manufacturers wotld prefer to send by rail, for shipment of tiles 
results in heavy breakage. 

The demand for chemicals manufactured in this Presidency was 
steady and encouraging, considermg the dull toue of the industrial 
market during the year. An expansion is noticcable in the output of 
the local match manufacturers, the most impurtant of which is the 
Swedish Manufacturing Company established at Madras—The Wimco 
Match Factory. This company manufactures matches with imported 
Taw materials in the shape of aspen wood for splints and veneers, and 
chemicals for the match head. The competition of indigenous manu- 
facturers operating with local wood remains unequal. The Madras 
Pencil Factory received good support from the public during the year 
as well as from the Central Government who placed large indents with 
the factory for their “Star of India” Pencils. .The production of coir 
was affected by a serious shortage of husks during part of the year. 
There scems to have been a shght increase in the output of cigars 
during the year as compared with the previous year, the demand for 
the high priced brands of mild quality especially registering an improve- 
ment. There seems no doubt that the demand for such mild smoking 
cigars is on the increase as compared with strong flavoured Indian 
blended cigars iirespective of the growth of the cigarette habit. New 
brands have been introduced to compete with the Dutch and Manilla 
cigars imported into this country with which they compare more 
favourably in quality and price. 

The Cottage Industries Committee, appointed in October, 1929, for 
examining the Special Officer’s report, submitted its recommendations 
in respect of fifteen major industries in which immediate action is 
necessary. The following are instances of the services rendered by 
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the department to some cottage industries during the year The toy 
makers of Panruts model fruits, animals and birds in clay and paper 
An cducated lad of the Pathar community which does this work was 
admitted to the School of Arts and (rafts in ordcr to Jearn clay model- 
ling on scientific lines = The District Forest Officer, Madura, has made 
atrangements for the toy makers at Iravadanallur to get wood directly 
from the coupes at a cost of about Rs 16 per ton imstead of the Rs © 
per ton which they had to pay picviously The kxecutive Engincer, 
Nellore, has agreed to lease tunga blocks directly te the mat makery 
of Nellore in order to kccp out contractor-middiemen | Samples of 
palmyra baskets made at Pulicat were sent to the Indian Trade Pubh- 
e1ty Officer, London, to ascertain whether they could be marketed 
there 
CENTRAL PROVINCES AND BERAR. 

According to the Report on the working of the Dcpartment of 
Industues of the Central Provinces and Berar for the ycar ending 
the 31st December, 1929 thc problums of thc handloom industry and 
the subsidiary mdustries ke durre weaving mwar making and rope- 
making do not yet appear to have becn completely solved Except in 
the case of the fine products with different colourcd silk borders of 
the Umrer variety the demand for handloom fabrics has been consi~ 
derably reduced as the clasus using, hand woven fabrics are taking 
more aud morc to null made fabrics LE ashrons are also changing cvery 
day ‘The enquiries also disclose that small handloom weavcis work 
uwuder tremendous Ananetal disvbihtics The improved apphances have 
raiscd the output of the looms by at east 75 per cent [hy over 
production hay naturally Jed to a depicssion in the trade lor want 
of proper markc ting facihtys the incrcascd products arc not casily sold 
Nor have the weavers been abl to make any othcr use of the increased 
leisure which the new sicys bring to them It 19 only in Chhattisgarh, 
spectally at Raipur, that the fly shuttle sley has come to stay This 15 
chiefly due to the more conscrvative way of the Chhattisgarhi women 
which have led them to stick to the old pattern of sams  Dcmonstra- 
trons im improved mcthods of dyung and printing were given at 25 
centres with 519 dyers and printers 

The condition of the bell metal industry in Chhattisgarh and the 
brass industry at Bhandara was caamined during the year In addition 
to financial facilities for the smallcr produccrs, ccrtain labour-saving 
apphances are essential to any smprovemcnt im these mdustnes Certain 
labour-saving apphances have been deviscd m Bengal, Punjab, Bihar 
and Orissa and Madras, and it 1s proposed to send one of the experts 
to study ther working on the spot and make an attumpt to adapt them 
to the local requiremcnts Provision for a Brass Instructor has been 
included in the budget for 1930-31 

In addition to thc pamphlets already published on the :mproved 
methods of flaymg and curing of hides another pamphlet on the im- 
proved methods of tanning was published during the year m Marathi 
and Hind: pomting out the defects of the prcsent methods and suggest- 
ing better methods The bulletin gives the details of local tan stuffs 
and the proportion in which they should be used 

The sales of crust buff and cow leather hides at the tanning school 
continued to grow steadily In the small laboratory attached to the 
school, analyses of water, limes, drenches, tan liquors and several 
samples of tanning materials were continued with special reference to 
the tanning value of myrobalans, which are abundant in the province 
Various analyses of fruits of different seasons were carried out in order 
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to find out which ts the most suitable time for their collection The 
mvestigations disclose that fruits of the January and February season 
have the best tanning and colourmg value and this value can be in- 
creased by improvement in the mehods of collection, drying, storage 
and railing of fruits The results of these researches on myrobalan wire 
pubhshed in a small Hind: pamphlet during the year 


PUNJAB. 


According to the Report on the working ot the Department of 
Industries, Punjab, for the year ending the 3lst March, 1930 it appcars 
that the mdustrial community of the province found it difficult to 
obtain capital for investment, with the result that there were practi- 
cally no new flotations of any importance Among the existing 
industries of the province, sugar and flour mulls showed good profits 
during the year Some of thc chemical works continued their activi- 
ties in full swing The soap industry of Amritsar showed cncouraging 
financial results Iron works and foundris fared well Thc woollen 
and other textile mills were kept busy throughout the year The sup- 
ply of seeds and the demand for oils were steady throughout the ycar 
‘The following factories were registercd under the Indian Factories Act 
during the year 1929 —9 Cotton Ginning Factoues, 1 Brewery at 
Dalhousie, 1 Hosiery Factory at Ferozcpore, 1 Lime Factory at 
Amuitsar, 1 Power Station at Sialkot, 2 Motor Workshops—one at 
Multan and the other at Rawalpind:, and 1 Woollen Mill at Amstsar 

It 15 mteresting to note here that the Ganesh Flour Mills Company, 
Lumted, Lyallpur, have installed a factory for the refinmg and hydro- 
genation of vegetable ons ‘Lhe constructicn of the factory 15 nearing 
completion and it 15 expected to produce vegetable ghee in October 
next During the last few ycars the Jallo Subsidary Industries have 
been conductmg experrmcnts in the manufacture of boot pohsh, sealing 
wax, metal poltsh, disinfectants, etc During the ycar under revicw 
they placed their products on the market wiuch compared favourably 
am guahty and price with the imported artules 

‘he handloom weaving industry lke the mill industry in Bombay 
and Ahmedabad suffered from the effects of declmmng priccs through- 
out the year Before the year 1929 the handloom weavers in the Punjab 
used large quantities of artificial silk in combination with cotton yarn; 
but during the last year there was a sudden decicasc in the consump- 
tion of artificial silk The unprecedented depression im some of the 
chief consuming markets impartcd another severe blow to the handloom 
weaver, with the result that during the period October, 1929 to February, 
1930, the sales of cloth manufactured, ccascd to yuld a reasonable 
margm of profits In Amritsar, Jullundur and Ludhiana a few enter- 
prising weavers imptalled power looms with a view to increasing their 
output The financial results of the working of these power looms are 
not yet available, but it 15 hoped that the change from the handloom 
to the power loom will yield a greater margin of profit to the weaver 
Towards the end of the year under rcview khaddar once again found 
favour with the buycrs of cloth As, however, the margm of profit 
per yard of khaddar 1s considerably less than the margin on shirtings 
and suitings, there was no material improvement in the prosperity 
of the weavers 

The hostery industry in Ludhiana fated better than handloom weay- 
mg In spite of the increasing competition from China and Japan the 
industry witnessed another year of progress The lead was given by 
the Swadesh: Manufacturing Syndicate, who ay an/expermmental measure 
set up half a dozen power knitting machines As 2 result of the success 
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achieved by this firm four factory owners installed power-driven machi- 
nery in their factories. During the last winter the majority of workers 
in the hosiery trade erted their attention from artificial silk goods 
to woollen goods for which there was steady demand throughout the 
last cold weather. It is estimated that 85 factories were engaged in the 
manufacture of hosiery goods at Ludhiana, which is the largest centre 
of this trade in the Punjab. The total number of workmen engaged 
in these factories now exceeds seven thousand and the total value of 
manufactured goods is estimated at fifteen lakhs of rupees per annum. 





According to the report on the working of the Department of 
Industries, Assam, for the year 1929-50 it appears that the activities of 
the Department were confined to the cncotragement of handloom 
weaving and sericulture—the two main cottage industries of the pro- 
vince—and to the spread of technical and industrial education. It is 
to be regretted that the department is hardly in a position to undertake 
investigation into other industries such as the manufacture of cane and 
bamboo a les, boat building, cart-whecl makjng, mat-making, pottery, 
bell-metal industry, ivory works, etc, which are in a moribund cond: 
tion and leave little margin of profit to those who are engaged in them. 
Some of the rural industries of the province such as clay idol makin; 
ivory carving have already become extinct. A Cottage Industries’ 
Institute with an expert staff is a great desideratum. 

On account of the importation of spun silk from Italy and Japan 
and raw silk from Japan and China, the prices of indigenous silks came 
down still further during the year. The isftroduction of fly-shuttle 
looms and jacquards has also contributed to the lowering of the prices 
of silk fabrics. Three prominent weavers of Sualkuchi_in the district 
of Kamrup have jointly started a silk weaving factory. They have seven 
jacquard machines besides some framc looms and a warping mill. The 
factory is working satisfactorily. So far as scriculture is concerned 
the operations have until recently been confined to rearing at the two 
stations of Shillong and Titabar, with the purposcs of ensuring healthy 
worms and of evolving breeds which will resist the attacks of epidemic 
disease in the plains. In recent times, however, a few peripatetic 
demonstrators have been employed to popularize the products and 
teach improved methods in the villages. 

BIRAR & ORISSA. 

According to the Report of the Department of Industrics of Bihar 
and Orissa during the ycar 1929-30 it appears that the export of flour 
to Bengal by the mills there suffered appreciable contraction during the 
year on account of the Bengal mills working with Australian wheat 
which is stated to be superior in quality to Indian wheat and to give 
increased yield of products. The construction of a new flour mill was, 
however, undertaken during the year at Bhagalpur under the supervision 
of the department which is now nearing compfetion 

Due to the disturbed condition of laberr at Jamshedpur following 
the strike of 1928, the production of steel could not be maintained at 
the rate anticipated. An additional disturbing factor was the large 
drop in the volume of orders for rails placed by the State railways. The 
Indian Steel Wire Products Company, Jamshedpur, which manufactures 
nails of all kinds and sizes from stecl wires reports that although it 
has reduced the expenditure in the wire drawing section considerably, 
its cost of production of nails is still much higher than the rate at 
which imported nails sold in the market during the year under review. 
The company reports having installed six new Rattler machines for 
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cleaning and polishing nails In addition, twelve new and improved nail 
machines were purchased and reccived during the year For keg- 
making, which used formerly to be made by hand, a saw bench and a 
keg-making machine were installed during the year’ The Steel Shelving 
section has also been put into operation and a foundry and a silver 
wire drawing section added during the year The lattcr is reported to 
have drawn and sold about 10,000 tolas of silver wire so far This is 
an entirely new industry added to the province during the ycar under 
report 

There was considerable decrease in the despatch of manganese oru 
from the province during the year under review The cause of the 
Ing decrease 1s attmbuted to the heavy fall m world-prices consequent 
on the output cxcecding the demand This factor has, to a very con- 
siderable extent, been occasioned by the Russian Soviet increasing ther 
output from the Caucasus mines and sclling at uneconomic prices The 
news of the rapid opening of new mines in South Africa was also a 
disturbing factor 

The gencral position of the mica industry, in spite of a year of 
better demand and somewhat improved priccs, remained much the same 
as in the previous year 

Donng the yca: undcr rcport, a powei hoswry and knitting mill 
commenced operation im Jharna with a certam amount of assistance 
from the local Government under the provision of the Bihai and Orisa 
State Aid to Industrics Act ‘Lhe mill commenced working carly in 
November and by the tune the last financtal ycar closed, it had made 
considerable progress and was turning out cxccllent qualities of undcr- 
vests, sacks, stockings, jerseys, cte It may be notcd that this 1s the 
only mull of its kind in Bihar and represents an entir¢ly ncw industry 
in the province 

MYSORE, 


It appears from the Report on the Administration of Mysore for 
the ycar ending the Mth June 1930 that the output of pig irom and 
ipcs and the yseld of bye-products dung the year were fairly satis~ 
factory The construction of the ncw Prpe Foundry for the manufac- 
ture of pipes up to 30” diameter was completed and the supply of 24” 
pipes to the New Bangalore Water Supply Scheme was started lo 
overcome the maiketing difficulties, the conversion of pig iron mto 
products winch find a ready sale in the country and the manufacture 
of acetic acid by a new process aic bemg further micstigated 

The Forest Department supplied 2,271 tons of sandal wood to the 
Sandal Onl Factory as agamst 2,344 tons in the preceding year The 
sales effected during the year amounted to 1,84,226, {hy of oil as 
against 245,815 Ibs im 1928-29 The marked fall in the salis was due 
to serious slump im the demand fur luxury atticles 

Durmg the year under report, 56 industrial installations consisting, 
chiefly of pumping plants and rue and flour mills, were ciected for 
Private persons by the Department as against 63 m 1928-29 The total 
capital invested in these undertakings 1s estimated at Rs 2,41,550 of 
which & 40,810 or 17 per cent represents loans from Government 

The output of soap in the Government Soap Factory during the 
year was 180 tons against 170 in the previous year, the total sales beng 
of the value of Rs 287 lakhs ay against Rs 229 lakhs in 1928-29 
Experiments were carried on in the manufacture of Turkey-red-oil, 
germicidat soap, etc, and in view of the satisfactory result, obtained, 
the erection of a small plant for the manufacture of Turkey-red-oil 
1m @ semi-commercial scale has been approved. 
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The Government Weaving Factory produced goods of the value of 
Rs, 34,680 and effected sales to the extent of Rs 32,000 In the exper 
mental section of the factory, machinery suitable for hand-loom weavers 
3s designed and made Amongst such experimental work may be men- 
tioned a stlk-twisting machine worked by manual labour and an auto- 
matic loom The former was subjected to a prolonged test and it 19 
now proposed to introduce it as an adyunct to the Domestic Basin 
1eeling outfit The automatic loom 1s sui under trial 

Due to contmued depression of prices and unsatisfactory rainfall, 
the total area under mulberry in the State dimmushed from 46,512 acres 
(revised) im 1928-29 to 42,872 acres Private sericulturists were supplied 
with about 5,000 saplings fit for trees from the Government Farms frce 
of cost Mulberry cultrvation was newly introduced into Ahpur in 
Gonbidnur Taluk during the year 

The output of silk durng the year was 6,116 Ibs agaiwst 2,749 Ibs 
during the previous year, out of which 1,340 Ibs were of 16-18 demer 
for supply against dchnste oiders from Calentta and 4,740 ibs of 28-30 
demer for supply against definite orders from Bangalore Forty people 
were traimed in the Filature 

The races obtaincd from Kashmir and France gave only yellow and 
golden ycllow cocoons and as the crosses of these with pure Mysore 
race gave unly golden yellow cocoons which are not very much liked 
hy the sericulturists and reclers, the rearing of these races fiom Kagh- 
mir and Italy was discontmued A fresh lot of ege@s of 19 races was 
obtained from Japan and Korea and these were lubcrnated m the cold 
storage plant at Mysorc, and are being reared in Mysore, ( hannapatna 
and Kolar to replemsh che old stock and to prepare cross breeds with 
pure Mysore for distribution to ratyats Eapermments to test the most 
suitable combination of Mysore and foreign races durmg the several 
seasons of the year, were continucd

Coal 1s the chief mining industry Jharia and Ranigany fields yield 
more than 80 per cent of the coal of India These fields arc situated 
mm the vallcys of the Damodar and the Barakar rivers and are situated 
within about 200 miles of Calcutta 

‘There are about 1250 factories of all kinds, including 86 jute mills 
and 12 cotton mulls and about 210 cual mines 

There are about 3,500 miks of railways, about 3,500 miles of 
metalled roads and about 35,000 miles vf unmetalled roads There are 
about 2,000 mules of navigable mvers 

In’almost all the towns with over 5000 pcople and at important 
railway stations motor bus service for carrying passengers to and from 
their places of busmess, has been established and the trade and indus- 
try alhed to this have considerably increased in the last few years 
In some big towns motor lorries arc gradually ousting the indigenous 
cart for carrying goods

Besides the above works there are some five or six factories for the 
manufacture of chemicals and drugs Cotton mulls also are getting firm 
hold an the newhbourhood of ( alcutta

and Chetla and Ultading: are famous for the mce husking, etc Iron 
and engineering workshops arc scattered all over the city Penels,

BACKERGANJ DISTRICT. 


The district 1s situated on the border of the Bay of Bengal and a 
part of it may be included in the Sunderbans which 1s a very fertile 
tract of Iaud and produces immense quantity cf mce and other crops 
including jutc, coconut, pul<s, betelnuts, cte | The head quarter station 
1s BARISAL which ts situated about 200 miks away from Calcutta by 
rail and by steamer The di trict 15 famous for balam ic. and 
betelnuts whch grow im abundance hicre Calcutta alonc consumes 
about 15 lakhs of tons of this mice — Balam mice is also exported to 
other parts of the province Linsced hides and skins, sundri wood, 
coconuts, sugar, earthen jars, bamboos, bones, fish, ghe., cart wheels, 
etc are imported to this town by carts and stcamcrs and also by boats 
from various parts of thc district and arc exported to various places 
of the province Among other fishes, oysters are found in this district, 
whih are also cxported 

BARISAL, the chief station of the distrit, 15 a great rice mart 
while Piroypur 1s the sccond town of the district  Musari pulse of 
this place 14 famous 

Bry fairs attended by thousands of people are hcld at KALISURI 
KALASKATI and LAKSHMANA near Backergan}, where cattle, goats, 
buffaloes and yarious agricultural products are exhibited and sold 

The chief cottage industries are cutlery and fine cloths of UZIR- 
PUR — Ramdaos, razors, nut-crackers, scissors and saws for cutting 
conch shells are made here and are widely sold Brass mbs and white 
metal nibs are also made at PATUAKHALI = Sitalpati mats of fine 
quality arc also made here Fine specimens of earthen ware, with 
shinmg black and red polish, are made at UZIRPUR BARISAL 
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produces large quantities of saries Buttons, combs and bangles are 
also made from buffalo horns and are widely sold throughout Bengal 
Goods are transported by boats and steamers 

The chief trade mart, are JHALAKATI, NALCHITI, DAULAT- 
KHAN and SAHEBGUNJ 


BANKURA DISTRICT. 


The head quarters of the district 13 Bankura which stands on a 
fertile tract of land | The industrial products of Bankura are many and 
include s:ik cloths, for which 1t 15 famous, bellmetal wares are also 
made here, shellac, embrordered silk aries, silk and tassar cloths, gold 
and silver ornaments, shell and lac bangles, iron mplements and cut- 
lcries are also manufactured There are also several oil mills and mice 
mills which consume the products of this distrut as also the imports 
from the United Provinces and Bihar and Orissa = The imports to this

18 also famous for its chadary SONAMUKHI 15 famous for silk and

BIRBHOOM DISTRICT. 


The District 1s served by the loop line of the E [ Ry The 
surrounding country 1. very fertile and produces rice chiefly, other 
crops being common on the sandy soils = The cultivation of the land 
largely depends upon natural rain which 1s stored up in tanks and ponds 
and the lands are irrigated as desired 

‘The cottage mdustries are brass and bell metal work (at DUBBAJ- 
PURA and NALHATI), cutlery, sik and mulberry-weaving al} 
filatures exist and weaving 15 practised at BOSSUA, BISHNUPUR, 
MARGRAM, PANCHGACHIA, PBALIA, PALSA and at other places 
im the RAMPURHAT sub-division ‘Tassar weaving of KALIPUR- 
KARIDHA 1s mnportant Coarse cotton cloth 15 woven at ALUNDA 
and the Sadar sub-division 1s well-known for its table cloths, bed shects 
and screen cloths TANTIPARA (Sadar sub-division) and also BOLE- 
PUR are important centres of trade Shell ornaments are made at 
KARIDHA 

Lac work and lacquered toys of ILLAMBAZAR are well known 
cotton 15 dyed here with lac dye 

There are four or five rice mils in BOLEPUR which consume the 
products of the surrounding country Rahri rice is exported in large 
quantities, which are brought to the town by carts There rs a bi- 
weekly hat where vegetables and other products are sold Gur from 
Cate pals 1s also another article of trade during winter and this 1s also 
largely exported. Imports by rail mclude kerosene oi], salt, sugar, 
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grains, seeds, dals, jaggery, molasses, tobacco, ghec, khari, salt, atta, 
maida, hardware and cloths The climate of the place 1s not goud 
Malaria 1s common durmg the rainy and autumn seasons The Bis- 
wabharat: University established by the great poet Rabimdra Nath 
Tagore is situated not far off from the place (about 3 miles) at SANTI- 
NIKETAN, where rural conditions are studied There 1s also an 
agricultural farm at SURUL 

Other trade centres m the district are SAJNTHIA—paddy and oil- 
seeds are largely grown and an oil mill works near the station, DUB- 
RAJPUR—imports consist of tobacco, molasses, jaggery, grams, seeds, 
oil cake, salt, and kerosene and there are also scveral oil and rice mils, 
RAMPURHAT—a large trade in rice and paddy, besides molasses, 
kerosene and other articles Gusts, SURI—It is the head quarter sta-~ 
tion of the district, the local trade consisting of mee, grains, and pulscs, 
atta, kerosene and the jungle products The morobba of SURI 1s 
ampus 

Other minor trade centres of the district arc DELTADANGA, 
LABPUR, AHMADPUR, NALHATI, KIRNAHAR, etc where nce 14 
the chief article of export and piecegoods, salt, oils, potatocs and gur,

BOGRA DISTRICT. 


BOGRA, the head quarter town, is situated at a distance of about 
220 mies from Calcutta by ral (Fk B 

‘The commercial articles of this place are ree, paddy and jute, of 
which jute 1s sent chiefly to Scraygan), rice to Assam and also to Tirhoot 
Hides and hones are available and are sent down to Calcutta by rail 

There are several factories which manufacture tassar and garad 
cloths of verv good quality Grams, peas, pulses, omons, garhe, tobacco, 
pugas molasscs, etc arc imported from Patna, Gaya, (awnpore, Alla- 
habad, Chapra and other marts and are readily sold here Goods from 
the imterior are brought by carts, and during the rains, by boats 
External trade 1s carried on generally by rail 

The surrounding country is fertile and 1s traversed by the maim 
lane of the E B Railway The chief articles of trade arc mustard sed, 
sona mung, arhar, mosur, «te The grains are not of good quahty 

BURDWAN DISTRICT. 

Burdwan, the district head quarters, stands on the man hne of 
BE I Ry and 1s a little north of the Damodar = It 1s a great trading 
centre in the district There arc scveral rice and oil mulls in the 
town which consume the products of this district as also some of the 
imports from U P and the surrounding districts and Brhar 

There are many arathdars who are big merchants and dispose of 
imports from outside the distnct and province 

Rice, paddy, kalar, molasses, tobacco, piecegoods, grains and oil 
seeds are available here Kerosene oil, salt and 1ron manufactures are 
also largely umported Rice and paddy, however, are the chief articles 
of trade 

RANEEGANJ situated on the river Damodar 1s 121 miles from 
Caleutta and 18 connected by the East Indian Railway It 1s only a 
subdivision of the district of Burdwan, but its name has spread ail 
through India owing to its vast coal field Among the raw produces 
that are dealt :m at this place, coal, paddy and sal props are worth 
mentioning Coat trade of the place plays a very umportant part in 
the total coat trade of India The output of coal in the coal fields of 
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Raneegang during the year 1929 was estimated at 6,828,053 tons which 
is about 30 per cent of the total output of Indiz. The major portion 
ef the production of coal is exported to Calcutta by the railways. 
The coal of Raneegang along with other raw prodaces such as paddy 
and sal prop is exported to Calcutta and distributed to the commercial 
centres of the neighbouring districts. It is a big market place for 
such agrictltural products as rice, paddy and seeds. . 

Among the manufactured articles of Ranceganj mention may be 
made of.coal tubs and paper manvfactures. Coal tubs are mainly 
manufactured by the Ranceganj Motor and Engineering Works and 
paper is manufactured by the Bengal Paper Mills Ltd. Aaprt from 
these, many home industries have been started by the local people, 
such as pottery, soap and candy sugar. Ranceganj being the centre 
of coal trade in Bengal has a very good demand for coal tubs and 
monthly production stands at 200 to 250. There are several oi! mills 
and sice mills, consuming local products. In its vicinity are the famous 
pottery works of Burn & Co., which have large sales in and outside 
Bengal. The brass and bell-metal wares are also famous. Oil and 
oil-cakes are also imported here in large quantities. 

ASANSOL is an important railway junction and onc of the chief 
centres of coal industry. It is a yrowing centre of trade with a fairly 
big population. KULTI has a big iron works, 

The cottage industries of the district are brass and bell-mctal works 
of BONPAS, DAINHAT, PURBASTHALI, KALNA and MATIAR? 
where large vessels and couking utensils are made. KANCHAN- 
NAGAR is famous for its cutlery while the pottery industry thrives in 
the villages on the bank of the Bhagirathi, the clay of which is parh- 
cularly suitable; the belluti clay found near KALNA is used for 
glazing. 

Cotton is woven in the RANIGANJ side of the district and also in 
the KALNA sub-division, Silk weaving and mulberry rearing are 
carried on at MEMARI and RADHAKANTAPUR where about Rs. 
50,000 worth of garad saries are woven. Tassar weaving is also done 
and is one of the chicf industries of this district, specially round 
MANKAR, 

There are many rice mills at KALNA, a sub-divisional town, which 
also contains many grancries and godowns. The articles of trade 
consist of grams, wheat, jute, peas, kalai, masuri, khesari, mung, linseed, 
barley and mustard sced, Business is brisk from Falgun to Baisakh, 
when goods are brought from the interior by carts and pack bullocks. 

There are two or three rice mills at KATWA where grains 
and seeds are obtainable. Goods are sent and brought either by rail 
or by boats. The articles of trade are rice, paddy, grains and seeds, 
gur, tobacco, jaggery, salt, brass and bell-metal ware, etc. The hats 
of BALAGARH and SOMRA are important marts Other trading 
places in the district are: BONPAS famous for gold, silver and gilt 
ornaments, gun-meal and brass plates. There is a factory at BANSA 
for preparing tannin from myrobalan, which is sent to Scotland. The 
coal mines situated near the town yield good coal. 

The district is very malarious and other fevers are also common. 


CHITTAGONG DISTRICT. 


The district of Chittagong is situated on the castern bank of Bay 
of Bengal. It is 2492 sq. miles in area and is full of hills covered with 
jungles. The chief produce of the district includes rice, tobacco, chilli, 
betel-leaf, sugarcane, sann hemp, etc., etc. Tea is cultivated over 4,000 
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acres of Jand Fislung and pearl fishery are conducted at COX'S 
BAZAR, which 1s a sub-division of the district 

Chittagong district contains threc ports, 117, CHITTAGONG, 
COX'S BAZAR AND NHILA, but no statrstics arc available for the 
Jast two mcntioncd, which are not customs ports COX’S BAZAR 
15 only a port for carrying on coasting trade with customs ports and for 
no other purpose while NHILA 1s merely a port for the shipment of 
rice, on account of which duty 15 pard at Cinttigong The sea-borne 
trade of the district 1s thus confincd to ( Inttagong 

CHITTAGONG—With the caccption of the tea industiy, the manu- 
factures of Chittagong are of httle commerctal importance Various 
handicrafts are carricd on, but as a rule, the articles manufactured 
only suffice to mect the local demand = ‘Lhe fishcrics of Chittagong, 
furnish a means of hvchhood to a large section of the poulation, and 
constitutes one of its most valuable industrics There arc also small 
pearl fisheries unde Government Conirot Chittagong had onec an

DARJEELING DISTRICT. 

The Darjceling district 15 separated from Siklkom by a4 series of 
rivers and mountain torrents, and from Nepal by Singahla range 
The district contains two distinct tracts, the ridge and deep valleys 
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and the Terai or the level country at their hase. The Terai was former- 
ly composed of decp jungles, is now suitable for human habitation and 
cultivation of crops, notably tea. The scenery of Darjecling 1 magni- 
ficent with a vast serics of mountains in front, all of which are gene~ 
rally covered with snows. The gorgeous scenery of these hills ty visible 
only during the montls of May and carly part of winter. The 
mountain Slopes are densely covered with magnificent forest. The 
climate of Darjeeling is of a varied character. The temperature varies 
from 35° to 60° and the rainfall is generally heavy and averages about 
125” annually. 

The district 1s divided into three part. agriculturally, viz, the 
mountains, west of the Tista riser, the Tera: and Kalimpong. All 
these contain tea gardens and there are good lands available for cult- 
vation. The mountain slopes are terra for rice cultivatio The 
Nepalis are the best and the most enterprising cultwators, — Cinchona 
is also cultivated here, and the staple mdustry as tea making, The forest 
products inelude tun and sal. Carctta, madder and aconite are also 
collected by people, The mincral products are coal, tron, copper, ete, 
which are but very litthe worked. 

Coarse cotton cloth ms woven; therc are breweries at SONADA. 

The chief exports to Caleutia are tea, jute and gunny bags and 
the imports are piece-gvods, kerosene ofl and salt. Rice comes from 
Dinajpur, coal and coke from Burdwan. 

Imports from Nepal are food grains, picce-goods, manufactured 
wool, hides, shecp goats, cattle, and poultry, and exports to that. place 
are European goods, cotton twist, salt, kerosene oil, tobacco and fuod 
grams, The same is the nature of trade with Sikkim, Bhutan trade 
passes through Jalpaiguri district. 

KALIMPONG ts an important cenire of lac making. 

D. H. Rly. serves the district and there are good metalled roads. 


DINAJPUR DISTRICT. 

DINAJPUR is the head-quartcr town of the district which is situat: 
ed on the meter-gauge line of the E, B. Ry. | The place exports lar 
quantities of rice and paddy to forcign countries through Calcutta and 
also to various other party of Bengal. Silk and end cloths are woven 
here, and there are several establishments for weaving jute mattresses 
also as a home industry. The intersor of the district is very fertile 
but suffers badly from want of water during certaim periods of the 
year. Two famous meals are held—one at NEKNOW and the other 
at ALAHWARA, whtere various sorts of hye-stock are sold and agri 
cultural implements are also brought for sale. Good chiras are avail 
able. Mats are also woven with a varicty of sticks of a certain kind 
of grass. Fine specimens of pottery are made in this district. 


FARIDPUR DISTRICT. 


The chief centres of trade in the district are GOALUNDO, FARID- 
PUR, PANGSA, BELGACHI, RAJBAR! and PATURIA. GOALUN- 
LO, the chief market in the district, is situated on the junction of the 
Padma and the Jamuna, about 110 miles away from Calcutta, and is 
the terminus of the railway on this line, Steamers carry passengers 
to Dacca, Barisal, Khulna, Chittagong, Cachar, Calcutta, Monghyr, 
Bhagalpur, Paina, etc. It is a mart thraugh which enormous trade 
passes. r, 

The chief articles of trade are fishes (hilsa of this place is famous), 
water-melon, jute, wheat, grams, linseed, mustard seed, peas, masuri, 
khesari, chilli, kalai, date, jaggery, turmeric, sonamung, chintz, napkin, 
etc., which are largely obtainable here and are exported to other places.

Gunny cloth and coarse 
silk endi are woven throughout this district, Tea is the chief industry 
of the district. It has a fair trade with Bhutan in piece-goods and 
silk, which are caported; timber and oranges are also imported from 
Bhutan. Fairs are held at FALKATA and ALIPUR. Rice is imported 
from Dinaypur; other imports are piece-goods, machinery, corrugated 
iron, kerosene, coal and coke. The exports are tea, tobacco, jute. There 
are tea garden markets, and a fair i, held at JAPDES; other centres 
of trade are JALPAIGURI, TATALYA, RAJNAGAR, SALDAYA, 
DEBIGANJ, BARUA RPOKRI, MYNAGURI, ALIPUR, BUXA 
The district is well served by rvads and railways. 

JESSORE DISTRICT 

The district of Jessore forms the central portion of the Hooghly 
and the Meghna estuary.  [t is mainly an alluvial plain and is inter- 
sected by rivers, and waterways and bhils, The Garai, the Madhumata, 
the Kumar, the Nabaganga, the Chitra, the Kabadak, the Bhairab, the 
Ichchamati are the rivers and the silt deposits of these rivers are the 
constituents of the soil. Clumps of bamboos, groves of arcca, and 
other fruit trees are commun in the jungles of Jessore. 

The mean temperature is 74°, varying from 54° in January to ‘79° 
in June. The annual rainfall averages 00”. 

The soil is fertile and rice ts the staple ere and sugarcane, tobacco 
and other cold season crops are also grown. fhe date palms are used 
for the manufacture of gur and eventually sugar, Indigo is now almost 
extinct, Cultivation in the Jhenidah Sub-diviston hay suffered much 
owing to silting up of the rivers. Gram, pulses, orlsceds (mustard, 
linseed, til), sugarcane, yute and tobacco are the chief crops raised. 
Cattle are of a poor quality. 

Coarse cotton cloth is woven, Mats and baskets are made, Date- 
palm sugar and gur industry are of local importance and the output 
is estimated at ahout 250,000 maunds, Combs of buffalo horns are also 
made. 

The chief cottage industries of this district include mat making 
which is well organised; coarse and fine cloths are also woven here by 
fly shuttles. There are colonies of garestes (blanket weavers) from 
Arrah who weave blankets of coarscr quality. Date sugar and gur 
are made on a large scale, speciady at KOTCHANDPUR, 

Imports intu the district are rice, sundri wood from Backerganj 
aud the Sunderbans Cotton piccegoods, cotton twist, salt, kerosene oil, 
flour and potatoes come from Calcutta and coal from Burdwan, The 
exports are paddy, pulses, jute, linseed, tamarind, coconut, unrefined 
sugar, ollcuke, hides, earthen jars, cart wheels, bambous, bones, betel- 
nuts, timber, ghee, fish, etc, to Backerganj and Calcutta. Most of the 
traffic is carried by boats and rail (J. 1. Rly.) except in Jhenidah where 
it iy carried by carts. KOTCHANDPUR is the largest trade market in 
the district. MAHESHPUR is the next town_of some importance to 
trade: NALDANGA, CHAUGACIIA, MAGURA, KESHABPUR 
JHENIDAH, CHANDKHALI, KHAJURA are the other trade centres. 

JESSORE is he seat of manufacture of the celebrated combs. 

E. B. Rly. and J. J. Riy. are the railways traversing the district. 
The road from Calcutta to Jessure is important and the rivers are all 
navigable to some extent. There are numerous ferries in this district 
across those rivers. Steamer service from Khulna to Kalia also exists.

NADIA DISTRICT. 


The district of Nadia takes its name from Nabadwip, though the 
administrative head-quarters have since been transferred to Krishnagar 
The district consists largely of alluvial plain. It extends from the head 
of the Ganges delta and covers numerous rivers through which surplus 
Ganges watcr passes. The conditions of these rivers however is not 
good. Besides, there are numerous jhil, and marshes. The Padma, 
the Jalangi, the Bhairab, the Bhagirathi and the Mathabhanga are main 
off-shoots of the Ganges, (the Churni, the Iehchamati, the Kabadak and 
the Gorai are the others) The banks of the rivers are extremely 
fertile but suffer from want of water at certain periods = The soil is 
alluvial which is of recent growth and is sandy. The ehmate resembles 
that of other parts of Lower Bengal, bemg hot and cold in turn. 
Thunder and lightning are comnton during May, generally in the even- 
ings. Rainy season Depins in the middle of May and continues up to 
October. Average annual rainfall 15 about 58”, the heaviest shower 
falling in July (generally about 12”.) 

The health of the district is not good and malana is common during 
the later part of the rainy scason 

The soil 15 universally light sandy but not fertile owing to absence 
of the natural fertuser—red flood-watcr. The prucipal crops are 
tice, jute, gram, peas, masuri, wheat, barley, chilhes and turmeric 
(forming rural industries). Tudigo, orchards and market gardens 
occupy about 20,000 acres and produce good mangocs and potatoes which 
are consumed by Calcutta. 

Jute and other surplus crops are generally exported from the 
district and are carried by railway and also by boats and steamers. 
Other exports are: gram and pulses (about 5 lacs of imaunds are sent 
away), sugar and unrefined sugar (about 150,000 maunds), linseed (about 
2 lacs of maunds) and Indian cotton goods (about 2,000 maunds chiefly 
from Santipur). Rice and paddy are imported (about 10 lacs of maunds), 
coal comes from Burdwan and Manbhum; salt, kerosene oil aud picce- 
goods are brought from Caleutia. Tron goods (cnamelicd) are also 


imported from Calcutta. : - 
The chief industries of the district are catton weaving, pottery, has- 


ket-making, brass, copper and bell metal work, gur making, etc. SANTI- 
PUR is famous for fine saries and dhutics. KHUSTIA is also of 
growing importance and has a cotton mill, It is also famous for 
chaddar and metal utensils. ‘The pottery industry is carried on, on a 
large scale in RANAGHAT, MEHERPUR, KRISHNANAGAR, SAN- 
TIPUR, etc, but the earthenware models of KRISHNANAGAR, 
RANAGHAT and SANTIPUR deserve special mention. MEHERPUR

The chief crops are rice (about 90% of 
available land), pulses, maize, gram, hnsecd, sesamum, rape (or mustard), 
spices, sugarcane, jute, tobacco, fodder, frints and vegctables and others, 
Mean density of population of the district 1s about 545 per square mile. 

The imports into the district, which surrounds the town of Calcutta 
and the head quarters of which 1s practically a suburb of Calcutta, are 
bound to correspond to those of that town In general, cotton picce~ 
goods, oils, salt, Ikquors, hardware, iron goods, jute, grains and pulscs, 
Iive-stock, etc., may be taken as the imports through Calcutta.

MARKET PLACES OF THE BOMBAY 
PRESIDENCY, 


IHE Bombay Presidency includes a long and narrow strip 
along the West Coast of India containing the provinces 

of Konkan, Khandesh, Poona and Satara, together with the 
whole of Sind. The area of the Presidency including that of 
the Native States 1s nearly 188000 square miles and 15 peopled by 
27 millions of souls 

The Presidency embraces a wide diversity of soil and chmate, 
and 1s divided into three parts, namely Sind, Guyrat and the Deccan, 
by the Rann of Cutch and the Gulf of Cambay Sind the northernmost 
part of the Province, 1s sandy and cultivation 1s possible only by irn- 
gation Gurerat, aptly called “the Garden land of India” stands first 
for nchness of soil and density of population and 1s watered by many 
tivers, notable among them being the Naibada and the Tapti. The re- 
maining portion of the province 1s divided into Ingk and low level 
tracts by the ruggedness of the W Ghats, which run parallel to the 
W Coast for many hundreds of miles 

Ramfalls occur during the fine months of June to November 
Sind 1s rainless, recetving 5” on the average, Guscrat gets 20” to 30”, 
Konkan 100” to 150" Air 1s generally charged with moisture 
throughout the year and the climate 1s oppressive to those who are not 
accustomed to it reaching 96° to 126° F at Jacobabad 108° to 110° F 15 
common during the summer months in the Deccan Cyclones are not 
uncommon 

In Sind, the soil 1s alluvial, in Guyjerat black cotton and gardu 
soils are common while in the Deccan plateau black soil 1s Baperally 
met with, bemng less rich near the hills The spice gardens of Kanara 
exhibit red loam, richest crops being obtamed from deep dark soils 

The chief crops of the Presidency are wheat, cotton, gram, jowar, 
bayra, spices, sugarcane and even nce System of cultivation also 
differs with the nature of the land Irugatron from canals, tanks and 
wells 1s resorted to where rainfall 15 deficient Fish manure and pon- 
drontte are the chief manures The crops are gencrally rarscd by rota- 
tion” About thice-fourths of the population depend on agriculture 
and most of them are land owning cultivators Rice 15 grown in 
Konkan and wet districts along the coast, wheat 1s grown in Sind, 
N Guzerat and Deccan Bajra 1s grown almost everywhere Millets 
and pulses are largely grown east of the ghats The chief non-food 
crop 1s cotton which 1s by far the most important crop in Gucerat, the 
Tapt: valley and S E Deccan Ponies of Bombay are hardy and 
celebrated Cattle breeds of Gir, Kathiawar and Guzrat are noted and 
the breed is generally good The sea-fisheries are famous and gine 
employment to many, and fishes for food and manure are obtainable 
on the sea coasts, in the rivers and tanks 

The forests on the Ghats yield teak, sandalwood and other timbers 
Acacia, catechu, ebony, etc grow in abundance while coconut palms, 
palmyras, betelnut palms, datespalms occur plentifully Various fruit 
trees, eg, mango, jack tree, ber, myrobalans, mahua, karan, etc are 
found in the province

and im the Maratha districts Silk ts also woven in Surat, Ahmedabad, 
Yeota, Nastk and Thana districts There are mill, in Bombay Yor 
weaving silk and wool Country blankcts come from the Deccan and 
Karnatic, felt blankets and saddle cloth from Sind Preparation and 
production of sann hemp are carried on There are many goldsmiths 
Spear heads of Ahmedabad and knives of Amod are celebrated, glass 
making, lac industry, ivory and tortoise shell work are done at Bombay 
and in Guzrat Wood carving 1s done at Ahmedabad, Surat and 
Kanara Sugar and gur are made wherever cane 1s grown Salt 1s 
made at Khargoda and Udu and 1s known as Baragara salt 

The most important art-crafts of this Presidency are —carpet 
weaving, calico printing, artistic hand-woven silk, artistic cotton hand 
wcaving, manufacture of gold and siher thread, lace work, silk and 
gold thread weaving, embroidery, kinkhabs, fine wool weaving, lacquer 
worh, pottery, jewellery, wood carving, stone work, glass work, brass 
and copper, metal work, etc Artisans are spread all over the Presi- 
dency, the chief centres of work being BOMBAY, AHMFDABAD, 
SURAT, BROACH, POONA, NASIK, YEOLA, GOKAK, HYDFRA- 
BAD, TATTA, HALA, BUBAK, KASHMORF, KHANOT, SHIKER- 
PUR, SAWANTWAI)I, HONAVAR and KUMPTA 

New mdustries are growing in the distiict, the most smportant of 
them being the manufacture of matches There are exght factories 
situated an the netghbourhood of SANTA CRUZ, GHO)DBUNDER, 
KURLA and THANA Assemblage of motor cars 15 conducted im the 
Presidency while bruslies are bang manufactured in increasing quan- 
titics Other industries include manufacture of glass, chemicals, cases, 
pottery, etc 

There are about 1,500 factories of all kinds in the presidency The 
textile industry 1s dominant and the number of looms in the presidency 
1s about 150,000 

‘The articles of mternal tradi are gram, mctals and cotton goods 
The trade centres besides Karachi and Bombay are Ahmedabad, Surat, 
Bhusawal, Poona, Hubh, Sholapur, Hyderabad and Sukkur The dis- 
tribution of articles of trade are generally made through fairs‘ held 
im connection with pilgrimages and in tempurary and weekly bazars 
Rice, coconut, salt, cotton, trmber and piccegoods are the main articles 
m coasting trade Value of internal trade 1s about Rs 100 crores of 
which 25 per cent_1s carried on by sea and the rest by ral The value 
of imports into Bombay is about Rs 112 crores Raw cotton, grain, 
pulse seeds, hides and optum are the exports valued at about Rs 78 
crores The imports are piccegoods, metals, machinery, sugar, oil, silk 
and wodllen manufactures More than 380,000 tons of cotton leave 
Bombay annually on the average 

The cluef railways of the province areG I P, BB &C I and 
Southern Marhatta There are several small tramway systems The 
Bnitish India line of steamers ply between Karachi, Persian Gulf and 
Mangalore and the Briush India Steam Navigation Company serves 
the ports between Mangalore and Bombay generally 

There are about 9,000 mules of metalled roads and more than 
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20,000 miles of unmetalled roads The length of railway hnes in the 
presidency 1s about 5,500 miles 
ll the important towns and cits arc connected by motor bus 

service with the imntertor villages for carrying passengers The motor 
lorries carry a good amount of goods now-a-days in hig cities 

The statistics for sea-borne trade of the Bombav Presidency, ex- 
cluding Sind, 1929-30 show that the imports of privatc merchandise 
totalled Ry 101 crores and the exports were valued at Rs 70 crores 
The coastal trade during the ycar recorded a value of Rs 62 crores 

The chicf market places of the Presidcncy are BOMBAY and 
KARACHI An account of their trade transactions follows — 


BOMBAY 


BOMBAY, situated on an tsland im a4 bay lies at_the base of the 
Western Ghats It is the second city in the Indian Empire and owes 
its wealth, size and importance to tts magnificent harbour and its 
position as the nearest Indian port to Furope except Karacht Bombay 
as connected by railway with evcry part of India It 1s not only a 
great port but a great industrial centre also It 15 about 1,400 mules 
away from Calcutta and about 800 from Madras 

Although Bombay 1s not a producing centre, it 15 the central 
market for agricultural products hke cotton, grown in KHANDESH, 
DHARWAR and GUJRAT, wheat, rice, seeds, spices, millets, pulses, 
ete It 1% also the great export centre for these commodities All 
mineral products are also available in the market, although nothing 
1s locally produced Bombay 15 also a chief market for fruutse—both 
dry and green 

The cotton imdustry ts the principal and flourishing industry of 
Bombay It is an old-cstablished industry, carried on mainly under 
Indian management with indian capital The number of cotton milly 
in the Bombay Island on August 31, 1929 was 81 with 3,447,433 spindles 
and 76,375 looms, employing on an average 106,710 persons daily, the 
consumption of cotton by these mills during the year being 630,978 
bales of 392 lbs each 

Besides the cotton industry, othcr unportant industries of Bombay 
are the glass industry, the pamts manufacturing industry and silk and 
wool manufacturing industries Although there arc a number of fac- 
toncs for the above-mentioned industries, the output 15 not very large 
But these mdustries are capable of grcat expansion 

There arc also some factorics for tanning hides and skins but it 
ay chiefly carried on a small scale Moreover there are a number of 
other industries carried on under primitive conditions

KARACHI, 
KARACHI, the capital of Sind, is a city of about 2,50,000 inhab:- 
tants It 18 mot only a seaport of Sind, but ts the natural outlet 
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and inlet for the trade of a hinterland stretching from Stestan to 
United Provinces It also embraces Eastern and Southern Persia, 
Afghanistan, Beluchistan, vast wheat ficlds of the Punjab and ail 
the principal trade centres of Northern India 

Sind is an agricultural Province, as the rainfall is very shght 
and uncertam, the chief source of its water supply for irmgation 
depends upon the great mver Indus ‘here are about 150 lakhs of 
acres of a very fertile rich land, out of which, the area at present 
under cultivation 1s only 36 lakhs of acres—yust only }2 pcr cent 
of the total area avaiable 

The principal exports from the port are wheat, grains, oil-seeds 
cotton, wool, hides and bones The chief varicty of wheat exported 
from Karachi falls commercially within the definition of “soft" wheat, 
but there are “hard” wheats also (red_and yellow) which are grown 
in the Central India, these qualities find market in Marseilles and 
Italy for the manufacture of macaroni Indian barley, gram, and 
oil-seeds, which play a very prominent part m the world’s markets, 
pass chiefly through Karachi in very large quantities 

Karachi also plays a very promment part in the export of wool, and 
as much as about one-third of the total cxport from India passes 
through Karachr The white woods of Sind, Gujrat and Kathiawar 
have a recognised commercial value, but much of the quantity cnters 
from Afgamstan Bones and hidcs also arc exported in large quan~ 
tities from thts port, and during and after the war Karachi has 
captured much of Calcutta’s pre-war trade 

Industrially Karachi 1s not yet a great centre Its cluef posses- 
sions are three well equipped modcrn flour mills and North-Western 
Railway workshops Various wool, cotton and hides pressers have 
flourished, and many cngincering firms also pass very busy days in 
this city Recent flotations arc two saw mulls, a brick and lime 
manufacturing company and a building and development company 

Small industries consist of soaps and a glass work, trunk and 
despatch box manufacturing, fish supplying, motor works, tiles manu- 
facturing, etc, etc 

Bemg an exporter of otl-sceds, Karachi possesses no otl-mull, ex- 
cepting some small power driven plants 

Salt 1s manufactured on a large scale at Mauripur Salt Works 
but the undertaking wholly belongs to Government

The AHMFDABAD district 18 gencrally a flat country with only 
a fcw rocky hills The only river passing through it 15 the Sabarmati 
The soil 1s mostly alluvial and black cotton Average rainfall 1s about 
30" — To the east of the district the soil is light and to the west 
at 1s_black 

The important crops ratsed are wheat, jowar, bajra and cotton

AHMEDABAD—Ahmedabad 1s the chref city in the District and 
1s now the second largest city in the Presidency It ranks first among 
the cittes of Gujrat and 1s one of the most picturesque and artistic 
in the Bombay Presidency 

Ahemedabad was formerly celebrated for its manufactures in cloth 
of gold and silver, fine silk and cotton fabrics, articles of gold, silver, 
steel, enamel, mother of pearl, lacquered ware, and fine wood work 
Otber manufactures include copper and brasssware, shoes, blankets, 
ete As a local proverb has it, “the prosperity of Ahemedabad hangs 
on three threads—silk, gold and cotton,” denoting thereby domestic 
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handicrafts im these materials respectively _All the processes connected 
with the manufacture of silk and brocaded goods are carried on 
Locally produced silk goods find market m different parts of India 
The manufacture of gold and silver thread, which are worked into 
the richer varieties of silk cloth and biocade, supports a considcrable 
number of people Tin and clectro-plating are also carried on to 
some extent Many familics are engaged as handloom weavcrs work- 
ing up cotton cloth © Black-wood carving 1s another important industry, 
and the finest specimens of ths class of work may be scen herc 
The common pottery of this place 1s also decidedly supenor A 
considerable manufacture of shoes and Icather-work gives employment 
to a large number 

The principal industry of Ahmedabad 15 thé spinnmg and weaving 
of cotton yarn and indeed some of the finest cloth woven m Indsan 
Mills 1s made here Ahmedabad city 15 at present second only to 
Bombay as a centre of the manufacture of cotton yarn and cloth 
and thus an :mportant centre in the Indian cotton mill industry There 
are about 75 cotton mills which are now placed in a better position 
than those in the Bombay Islands for several reasons In consequence. 
of the importance of its manufactures of silk and cotton, the system 
of caste or trade unions 15 more fully developed in this city than m 
any other part of Gujrat, each of the different castes of traders, 
manufacturers and artisans forming sts trade guild 

From the muddle of the 8th century to the close of the 16th 
century Ahmedabad was a great trading centre, with the rise of Surat 
at suffered a set-back but fas latterly gained its pre-eminence The 
amports comprise sugar, picce-goods, timber, metal, grain, coconuts, 
and molasses, while the caports are cotton, oil secds and grain = The 
trade 19 carried on both by coasting vessels and rail and 1s chiefly 
directed to Bombay Ahmedabad 1s a market for Bengal and Ahmeda- 
bad silk and the products are exported to Kathiawar, Rajputana, Central 
India, Nagpur and certain other places Black wood carving, hand-

AHMEDNAGAR DISTRICT.

The industries constitute weaving of saries and turbans, copper and 
brass pots, paper making and carpet making 

Millet and gram are sent to Poona and Bombay It imports picce- 
goods, tin sheets, metals, groceries, salt, yarn and silk 

The head quarter town has a population of about 40,000 and has a 
fort The traders are generally Brahmuns —_It 1s an important Christian 
mussion centre There 1s a carpet factory and a weaving instity=

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‘The industries of the town are sari-weaving, making of copper and 
brass vessels 


BELGAUM DISTRICT. 

BELGAUM 1 a hilly tract of land, situated in the south of the 
Presidency The soil of the district 1s composed of black and red 
varieties of which the former kind is very fertile | Most of the grains, 
pulses, oilseeds and fibres are sown on dry ficlds of the district Cot- 
ton 1s grown here mainly on black sol and 1s reaped as a cold scason 
crop 
BELGAUM 1s the capital of the district It has a population of 
more than 40,000 The town has a booming trade and the capitahsts 
are mostly Marwanes and Brahmins but there are a few wealthy Maho- 
medans also in the town The land round the town 1s rich and culti- 
vated Trade in silk and cloth (cotton) 1s also considerable It eaports 
the agricultural products, rice, yaggery, tobacco and cotton in large 
quantities and imports cloth, silk, salt and gram Markets are held in 
the villages throughout the district at fixed intervals 

NIPANI with a population of about 12,000 and YAMAKANMARDI 
with a population of about 5.000 are the two towns in the Chikodi 
taluka The northern portion contains rich black soil and the red 
yaniety 1s obtained in the south These towns are central ports of trade 
between the sea coast and the intcrior and were very famous for grapes 
that were grown around these two towns not long ago Cotton goods 
are manufactured to a small extent for local consumption only 

IKAK —The town of Gokak has a population of more than 10,000 
It was once a seat of large dyeing and weaving industry which 1s now 
extinct There is a cotton mill The town 1s a centre for the manu- 
facture of toys 

KHANAPUR It 1s the most sparscly populated taluka in the dis- 
tnct The town 1s situated on a rocky hill which 1s well wooded Bam- 
boos, banyans, tamarinds and mangoes abound in these woods There 
are two jan temples of great interest inside the fort There are also 
Darga of Ashad Khan and the Safa Musyid which will repay a visit 
The articles of trade are salt, dried fish, dates, coin, coconuts (from 
the port of Venegurla), all sorts of grains, sugar and molasses ere 
are about 400 hand looms for cotton cloth 

BARGAON has a good weekly market in it 

HONGAL —This town has a population or about 9,000 Coarse cot- 
ton cloth 1: woven here and sold im the neighbourmg market, or, the 
cloths together with other country stuff are exported via the head 
quarter town of Belgaum to Konkan There 3s a Jain temple an the 
north The place is noted for superior bullocks which are bronght for 
sale in the markets A large annual fair is held at the town, where 
wrestling competition 1s also held 

KONGUALI~—It has a population of about 6,000 The town has a 
big trade in rice with Belgaum and other places of Kolhapur It im- 
ports cloth, dates, salt, spices and sugar A weekly market is held on 
Thursdays, where cotton yarn, grais, molasses, tobacco and about 
2,000 to 3,000 cattle are offered for sale Saries and waist cloth and 
blankets are woven 

KUDCHI—An annual fair 1s held here at the tomb of a Maho- 
medan Fakir 

MANOLI—It 1s a good market for cotton and grams and is a 
centre for printing cotton cloths It was once famous for dye:ng indus- 
try There are many temples 

‘GOD —It is also a good market for cotton aud grains It 
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has also a cottage industry of printing cotton cloth A small fair is 
held here in March which 1s of six days’ duration 

NANDGARH —It 18 also an important trade centre It smports 
arecanuts, coconuts, coconut oil, dates and salt from Goa Wheat and 
other grains are exported from this p! 

NIPANT is a large trade centre Crowded weekly markets are held 
here on Thursdays where about 2,000 to 3,000 cattle are offered for 
sale each day 

SADALGI—Coarse cotton cloths (waists, blankets and womens’ 
Saries) are woven here Sugar making by the indigenous process 13s 
the chief industry Sugarcane 1s cultivated over a large area and molas- 
ses are also prepared and sent away to other parts Grarns and pulses 
are imported 

SANKHESWAR —Traffic 1s carried on in cotton, dry coconuts, 
dates, spices and curry stuffs Cotton-ginning and pressing 15 the 
chief industry 

YAMAKAMANDI—There are more than 300 hand looms for 
making saries, blankets, etc A grand weckly market 1s held here on 
Tuesdays where dry, coconuts, dates, grains, wheat and cloths are offer- 
ed for sale and exchanged for foreign articles 

SANDATH-YELLAMMA—It 1s also an important trade centre 
There 13 a shrine of Goddess Yellamma During festivities more than 
1 lakh of pilgrims assemble here and a fair is held here during full- 
moon of April-May and pean an November-Dicembtr “any fancy 
articles and idols arc sold im those melas 


BIJAPUR DISTRICT. 


The district of BIJAPUR 1s mostly hilly with thick shrubs of 
wood on the tops ‘wo kinds of soils are found here—the black 
vanety which retains moisture and the red soi! near the sandy hulls, 
of which the former 1s generally fertrle and produces other food grains 
and pulses besides cotton for whtch the soil is particularly suttable 

rops grown in the district include yowar m an area of about 2,000 
sq miles  Bayra, wheat, rice, rale kang or the Italian millct and the 
pulses tur, gram, kulitn, mug, math are also grown Cotton 1s culti- 
vated on an area of about 1,000 sq miles Castor sced, linseed, 
safflower and sesamum are also grown here 

Chief imports mto this district arc piece-goods and rice from 
Sholapur, coconuts and salt are brought from the coasts, betelnuts and 
spices are brought from Kanara and molasses are imported from Bel- 
gaum Weekly markcts are held m all the taluks AMINGARH 1s 
a rent trading centre in this district, it 1s a good market for cattle, 
and coast products are also smported for distribution There are, 
throughout this district scattred, Guzrat: and Marwan money lenders 
and merchants of foreign piece-goods 

AMINGARH —It has a large cattle market and is a trade centre 
for rice and coconuts brought from the sea coast 

ABSIBIDI and BADAMI are the two villages which are interest- 
ing for Jain excavation and cave temples and many people come here 
for sight seeing 

BAGALKOT—It has a considerable trade The town manufac- 
tures silk and cotton goods and there are many cotton ginning and 
pressing factories There are three markets in the town where grains, 
pulses and oil-seeds are sold bestdes the necessary vegetables for 


every day use 
BIJAPUR —It 1s the head quarters of the district and has a popu- 
lation of more than 25,000 The town has a large gram and cattle 
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trade There are several cotton ginning and pressing factories and it 
4s a centre of cotton trade in the Deccan Gol Gombaza 1s the prin- 
cipal object of sight in this town 

GULEDGARH has a good trade in the agricultural products besides 
cotton, its chief article of trade Cotton and silk cloths are manufactur- 
ed here and sent to Sholapur, Poona, Konkan and Bombay There are 
several valuable quariies whence stone 1s dug up and 1s much in demand 

ILKAL 1s the principal market place in the taluka — It 15 also a 
centre of weaving and dyeing mdustries It exports silk and cotton 
manufactures and agricultural produce (grains, pulses, wheat, etc) 
Cotton cloth and sarics are sent to Sholapur, Poona, Belgaum and the 
Nizam’s Dominions A yeaily fair 1s held here on the full moon day 
of Poush Ganuary) 

TALIKOTA (population 7,000) has a rising industry im supenor 
carpets The Juma Masyd is famous here An annual farr is held 
during Match Apnl for a few days and many fancy things are sold 
there on this occassion 


BROACH DISTRICT. 

The BROACH district forms an alluvial plain sloping gently west- 
wards There are only a few hillocks and sand ills here The surface 
consists of black cotton soil which 1s highly fertile and 15 well cultivated 
and there are no forests ~The climate 1s very healthy and pleasant and 
the annual average rainfall 1s about 40 

Besides black soil, brown varity 1 also met with in Ankeleswar, 
Amod and Jambusar ‘The crops ratsed there arc cotton, jowar, sesa- 
mum, tur, wheat and ricc and pulses Tobacco 1s also grown 

‘There are several cotton spmning and weaving mulls at Broach 

The chief exports are wheat, cotton and piecegoods and the m- 
ports are yarn, metals, sugar, picce; Is and timber ‘The important 
trade centres are BROACH, ANKFLESWAR, JAMBUSAR, HANSOT 
and AMOD 

BROACH—The city of Broach has a population of about 45000 
It 1s one of the oldest sca ports of Westurn India The chief articles 
of trade are mohua flowers, wheat and cotton which are exported to 
the south, imports from those placcs arc molasscs, rice, betelnuts, 
tumbcr, coal, 1ron, and coconuts In the W and N the cxports are 
grain, cotton seed, mohua flowers, tiles and firewood, and import 1s 
only stone for building purposes 

OD TOWN —This town has a population of about 6,600 The 
revailing soil 1s black cotton »nading off to grcy soil which 15 too saltv 
fo1_cultivation, m the western poition of the taluka It has a good 

trade in country cloth 

ANKELESWAR (population 12,000)—The chief article of trade 
of ths place 1s cotton There asc also several ginmng and pressing 
factories Trade im rafters from the surrounding country and from 
outside the distant 15 also considerable © Bamboos are also imported 


DHARWAR DISTRICT. 


Part of the DHARWAR district 1s hilly and sandy soil 1s met with 
in several parts Sorl of this district, however, 1s classtfied under three 
heads (1) red soni, (2) black cotton soil and (3) the rich brown loam 
with sandy tinge Land 1s cultivated here chiefly on the ryotari sys- 
tem 

Agricultural crops raised from the lands include jowar (over 1,000 
aA miles), rice m the western taluks (comprising an area of about 

sq mules), wheat (on about 410 sq mules), pulses mmctuding tur, 
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gram, mug and kulith. Cotton is of the best quality and vie with 
those of Surat and Broach in quality; it is both indigenous and exotic. 
Sugarcane and chillics are also extensively cultivated but cotton is the 
most important crop of this district as a whole. 


The important trade centres of the district are HUBLI and DHAR- 
WAR in the west, NAVALGARU in the north, GADAG in the east 
and RANIBENUR in the south. 

Agriculturally this district is most fertile and is very important in 
the Presidency. The district largely imports European goods, chillies, 
coconuts, molasses and betelnuts from the adjoining Kanara and Mysore 
districts. The chicf exports of the district are cotton and cotton manu- 
factures and oils. Besides this, local trade in jowar and other agri- 
cultural products is also considerable. 

There are 2 up-to-date cotton mulls and several ginning and press- 
ing factories and onc oil mill in this district. 

ANNIGERI (population about 9,000) has a considerable trade in 
grains and cotton. It has a large weckly market, where agricultural 
products, foreign manufactured goods and oil are sold. An annual fair 
1s held in the temple in October and November. 

BANKAPUR (population about 7,000)—A weckly market is held 
here every Tuesday where coarse cloth, blankets, oils and metal vessels 
are sold in large quantities. The town has a fine Jain temple of Ratna- 
swami, where pilgrims from different parts of the district assemble 
on festivals, 

BYADGI (population about 6,000)—A weekly market is held here 
on Saturdays. This is probably the biggest in the district. Rice, 
molasses, Rovers and chillies are gencrally sold in this markct. 

DHARWAR is the head quarter station. It has a population of 
about 25,000. The traders generally deal in European manufactured 
goods, The exports from Dharwar are not varied, They include cot- 
ton, timber and grains and pulses. Rice is also exported. Jt imports 
piece-goods, chillies, coconuts, molasses, dates, betelnuts, groceries, indi- 
g0, lead, zinc, copper and brass. Metals are imported and vessels are 
made of them which are sold in and out of the district. There is no 
important manufacturing industry except the jail industries of carpet, 
cloth and cane articles. The climate of the place is on the whole good. 
The town is fast becoming a good centre of cotton trade. 

GADAG (population 33,000)—It is a flourishing town. It has an 
important trade in raw cotton and silk fabrics. This is the main cot- 
ton mart of the district. It has two cotton mills. 

HAVERKI (population 9,000)—It has a considerable trade in cotton, 
cardamoms and othér spices. Melas are frequent. There is a regular 
weekly market. 

HUBLI CITY.—This is the biggest town in the district. It has a 
population of about 60,000 and is the 8th town in point of poulation 
in the whole Presidency. It is a centre of cotton trade not only in 
this district but also in the whole of Southern Marhatta country. There 
are 2 cotton mills and several cotton ginning and pressing factorics 
in the town. Trade is conducted on a large scale in raw cotton, cotton 
and silk fabrics, copper vessels, grain, salt and other commodities. The 
climate of the place is on the whole It is a railway junction. 

NAREGAL—A weekly market of some importance is held here 
and many articles of trade namely grains, pulses and wheat are sold. 
Spices are obtainable. 

NARGUND (population 10,000)—Merchants from different parts 
of the province, specially from Dharwar and South Kanara come here 
and purchase rice, sugar, spices and other agricultural prodacts. An 
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annual fair is held on the full moon day of Aswin in honour of 


Venkatesh. 

NAVALGUND (population 8000) is noted for the production of 
excellent cotton carpets. Cattle of a superior breed and appearance is 
the special feature of the place. A weekly market is held on Tuesdays 
where these good carpets and cattle are brought for sale besids many 
other agricultural products. 

RANIBENUR (population 15,000) is a thriving town, It has a 
considerable trade in raw cotton and the place is noted for the ex- 
cellence of cotton and silk fabric. The surrounding country has many 
sheep and the shepherds of the place visit CHOLMARADI in Feb- 
ruary and again in August to pay respects to Bir Deo. 

YAMNUR is a small village having an annual fair, when about 
0,000 people assemble there. 


HYDERABAD DISTRICT. 


Soil of HYDERABAD is hard and firm. Sandy soil and _ soil 
highly impregnated with salt are also common in the district. The 
district has a population of about 12 lakhs, mostly agricultural. 

The chief crops grown are jowar, bajra, rice, wheat, cotton and 
oilseed. At present agriculture of the province depends upon artificial 
irrigation from wells and tanks. Camels are very common and sheep 
and goats are also found. 

The district manufactures blankets, cotton, cloths, rugs and metal 
works, all of which are of superior quality and are much in demand 
outside the district. 

The chief imports into the district are cotton, sugar, spices and 
English made articles, via Karachi. The district, being situated on the 
banks of the river Indus, has also a good fishery. ¢ fishes are all 


exported to the adjoining districts. _ 
.The chief exports of the district are cotton, wheat, millet and 


various oil-seeds. Goods are carried by rail and also by boats. The 
health and climate of the district are on the whole good, 

HALA (population of 6,000).~The local trade consists of grains, 
piece-goods, ghee, cotton and sugar, The place is famous for its 
glazed pottery and tiles. A largely attended fair is held twice a year. 

HYDERABAD CITY (population 70,000) is the centre of trade 
and other activities in Upper Sind. It has a fish trade with the ad- 
joining interior district and is a Railway junction connecting it with 
Agra, via Jodhpur and Jaipur. This is the shortest route to Karachi 
from the wheat centres of U. P. This town manufactures ornamental 
silk, silver and gold watches and lacquered ware. 

OTIARI (population 6,000).—The local trade of the plate includes 
grains, oilseeds, silk, piece-goods and sugar. Annual fairs are held in 
September and October. 

TANDO-ALHYAR-TOWN (population 6,000)—The local trade 
consists of sugar, ivory, silk and cotton clothes, cotton, oil seeds and 
grains. Cotton is grown in the adjoining country and raw silk, metal 
pots and ivory are imported. The silk and ivory manufactures form 
the chief industries of the place. 

TANDO-MUHAMMAD-KHAN lation 5,000).-The local 
trade consists of rice and other grains, silk, metals, tobacco, dyes, sad- 
die cloths, mattings and drugs. There is atso a transit trade in rice, 
jowar, bajra and tobacco. This town manufactures copper and iron 
vessels, earthen wares, silk thread, blanket, cotton cloth, shoes, country 
liquor and articles of wood. 
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KAIRA DISTRICT. 

KAIRA forms one unbroken plain sloping gently towards the south- 
west but is intercepted by several small ridges The Mah is the 
largest river The chmate 1s trying and the annual rainfall 1s 39” 
on an average Four classcs of soils are met with—hght, medium, 
black and alluvial, light variety being most common, alluvial soi! near 
VATRAK 18 however a rich garden land The chief crops are bajra, 
kodra, rice, jowar and wheat, cotton is also grown Finest tobacco m 
India 1s grown here in NADIAD, BORSAD and ANAND taluks 

Hand spinning for Nadiad and Ahmedabad mills 1s carricd on, 
soap and glass are manufacturcd at KAPADAVANJ There are spin- 
mung mills at NADIAD 

The chief exports are cotton prints, gram, tobacco, butter, oil and 
mohua flowers, the imports beimg grocery, piece-goods, molasses and 
dyestuffs 

KAIRA 1s noted for its clarified butter or ghee which 1s exported 
largely The traffic 1s by rail and road 

KANARA DISTRICT. 

KANARA 18 mainly a hilly country on the west coast, and 1s inter- 
cepted by the Western Ghats The surface of the country presents 
etther patches of sandy plains or very narrow and watered valleys In 
these hittle vallcys rice 1s sparsely cultivated, but a good many of coconut 
groves and arecanut gardens are scen 

The principal crops are —rice (the staple crop in this hilly district), 
jowar, ragi, pulses (mug, kulith and urid), sugarcane, safflower, 
coconut and areca-nut, lesser cardamoms, pepper, pan (betel leaf), etc 

The chief mmportance of the district lies in its harbours These 
harbours though of a little umportance have served the adjoining dis- 
tricts with gat advantage The small ports im this district are 
KARWAR, KUMTA, ANKOLA, HONAVAR and BHATKAL The 
imports in these ports average about Rs 20 lakhs while exports totally 
excced Rs 40 lakhs The ports send away rice, timber, coconuts, 
spices, prece-goods, metals, sugar and spirits Cotton from Dharwar 
18 also sent away from KUMTA The forest products include various 
timbers, sal, teak, etc, and there arc about 4 saw mills in the district 

SHATKAL (population 7,000)—The articles of trade include rice, 
betelnuts, coconuts and cotton cloth Though a small town, the :mports 
exceed Rs 1 lakh in value and exports amount to about Rs 70,000 
a year 

CASTLE ROCK —The importance of the place hes in the fact that 
the Goa Frontier 15 only 3 miles off this place It has a considerable 
trade in salt (worth about Rs 10 lakhs) which 1s imported into the 
district via, Goa The exports are grams and cotton to Marmugao 
and are worth no less than Rs 30 lakhs 

IKARN (population 5,000)—An annual fair 1s held here during 
February The place has been mentioned in the Ramayana and the 
Mahabharata 

HALDIPUR (population 6,000) —An annual fair is held in March 
where many people assemble 

HALIYAL TOWN (population 6,000)—There 1s a timber depot 
The imports average about Rs 4 lakhs and exports amount to about 
Rs 6 lakhs Main item of export is rice 

KARWAR (population 18,000) —It ts an umportant and safe harbour 
between Bombay and Cochin Local imports average Rs 4 lakhs and 
exports average Rs 1 lakhs 

KUMTA (population 12,000)—The trade of the place in cotton, 
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spices and grams 1s very important It has also a manufactunng 
industry im carving of sandalwood 

SIRSI (population 7,000)-—-A fair which lasts for a whole week 13 
held here cyery alternate year in honour of God Mar: 


KARACHI DISTRICT. 

The KARACHI distnct comprises the delta of the Indus proper 
and the western portion 1s shghtly hilly The land 1s fertile but has 
to depend on irrigation for cultivation ‘Lhe district contams a popula- 
tion of about 5 lakhs The land 1s cultivated by irrigation from wells, 
tanks and artificial canals It also sparscly depends upon natural 
rainfall 

The chief agricultural crops of the district are jowar, bayra, barley 
und sugarcane which are produced here in abundance Rice forms 
the staple crop of the place but whcat, cotton, sugar-cane, mullet and 
tobacco are also grown Its local manufactures are cotton cloth of a 
coarse vanety from hand looms, silk scarves, carpets, rugs and metal 
and earthen wares 

Sait 1s also manufactured on the sea coast by artificial means from 
the salt sca water 

Exports from the district consist of wheat (brought from the 
Punjab, U P and the adjoming districts) cotton (also coming from 
those places), wool, hides and skins The chief rmports into the district 
via Karachi one of the major and important ports, are sugar, kerosene 
oil, prece-goods, Irquor and mctals These articles are sent to up-country 
by rail and are mostly consumed at those places 

This district 1s served by two main railway systems on both the 
banks of the Indus Besides, various stcamcr lines connect Karachi 
with Bombay outward through the Arabian sea and other ports and 
also mward by the unportant towns, but the Indus 1s not navigable for 
a considerable distance 

KETI BANDER (population 3,000) —The exports comprise grains, 
pulses, oil-seeds, wool, cotton, drugs, dyes, saltpetre, and fire wood 
The articles are chiefly sent to the coastal port of Bombay and Madras 
and it also imports from these ports and those on the Persian Gulf, 
the articles of import include coconuts, cotton prece-goods, metals, 
Sugar, spices, coir and shells Sea borne trade via Karachi also exists 

MAN —An annual fair is held during March and many people 
assemble there to make their purchases of cattle and fancy goods 

TATTA TOWN (population 12,000)—The road traffic of central 
and lower Sind passes through Tatta and is therefore an important 
centre of trade Its present trade consists of silk and cotton manufac- 
tures and grains and pulses Coarse cotton fabrics are also woven 
here which are both plain and coloured The town smports cotton 
cloth, rice and sugar, and exports rice, ghee, grass, fruits, vegetables

KHANDESH DISTRICT. 

The KHANDESH distnct 1s mainly mountainous and 1s probably 
a tableland The only river 1s the Tapti

valley to the stony red and white of the low trap ranges Jowar and 
bajra are largely grown in Khandesh as also wheat and pulses Cotton 
pressing and ginning are carmed on Weaving of coarse blankets of 
‘wool 1s one of the industries There are also cotton mulls at JALGAON 
There 13 a Railway workshop at BHUSAVAL 
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The chief article of export 1s cotton Other exports are food 
grains, oil seeds, butter, indigo, wax and honey The imports are salt, 
spices, metals, piece-goods, yarn and sugar ‘Traffic is rail-borne 

‘The chief trading towns are DHULIA, BHUSAVAL, DHARAN- 
GAON, NASIRABAD, etc 
,_. AMALNER —The surrounding country 13 level plain but has hills 
in the south ‘Lhe northern portion is irrigated, the Tapti, the Bort 
and the Patyhra crossing it It has a population of about 12,000 and 
1s an important ccntre of local trade im grain and cotton There are 
ginning and pressing factories A large fair ts held in May in honour 
of Sakharam Bhava 


KOLABA DISTRICT. 


The KOLABA district comprises the western coast round Bombay 
with several islands in it ‘The climate throughout the district 15 
salubrious and many visito1s come here to spend summer The coastal 
country 15 mainly hilly Dsfferent kinds of soil are met with here, the 
sandy portion, the alluvial tract and the clayey mould Rice 1s cuilti- 
vated here widely and grows both on saline tract and on sweet land 
‘The peculiar feature 1s the formation of soil and soil erosion The 
layer of laterite 1s disintegrated and convcrted into soil which 1s 
generally very fertile The chief crop grown here 1s rice, which 
1s of two kinds, red and white, this being the staple food of the district 
Nagh, vari and karik comprise the chicf food supply of the people 
Val, udid, tur, mug are the pulees grown here Sesamum and niger 
seed are the chicf oil seeds Sann hemp, betel leaf and pine 
apple are also largcly grown and these have a good trade both mside 
and outside the district The chief manufacture of the district 1s 
distillation of wine and spirits from rice and mohua, the latter being 
brought into the district from country outside 

ALIBAG (population 7,000) —ihe town 1s practically covered with 
a@ forest of coconut trecs and presents a good and promising scenery 
from outside There arc many mango gardens also, and the town 
has a roaring trade in these mangoes and coconut ‘The climate 1s good 
The exports of the town average about Rs 27 thousand but the imports 
stand at about Rs 4 lakhs Agneultural products and food stuffs are 
chiefly brought from outside the town and are consumed by the people 
luving in the surrounding country 

CHAUL (population 7000)—-An annual fair is held and many 
people assemble there to make their purchascs 

ELEPHANTA—The rock cave of Clephanta is a resort of many 
people from the surrounding districts and the Bombay city 

KARAIYA—It 15 a smail peninsula with an area of 32 square mules 
only But it 1s a very important place Rice is the chief crop 
Liquor from mohua, and salt are produced here in abundance and are 
chiefly exported im large quantities Fishing 15 a great industry, 
fishes are sent to Bombay chiefly The salt works of the place present 
a curious sight to the observer About 20 lakhs of maunds of salt are 
produced for export and about 29 lakhs of rupees are obtained from 
salt revenue alone KHANDERI and KUDA are the other smportant 
places in the district 

MAHAD TOWN (population 8,000) —It has a large sea-borne trade 
It imports salted and fresh fishes from Malabar, and Konkan 
coasts, other imports being dates, sugar, iron, kerosenc oii and and prece- 
goods It exports onions, garlic, potatoes, sugar and myrobalans 

MATHERAN (population 4,000)—It has an ideal chmate, beng 
situated on an elevated ground facing the sea Owing to sts healthy 
pe SLC cS SESE EITM 
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chmate dumng summer, people flock to this place from Bombay and 
adjoining districts to spend summer here 

PANVEL TOWN (population 10,000)—It imports grains, fishes, 
hquors, gusny bags, mohua flower, coconuts and trmber, and exports 
grains, ghce, firewood from the adjoming jungles Cart wheel 15 a 
speciality of the town and the name represents a trade mark Lubri- 
catmg oils for wheel, and axles as also oul-seeds are also exported 
pact wheet making is the chief local industry Bricks are also made 

ere 

PENTOWN (population 10000)—The place, though small has a 
roaring trade The imports and exports amount to about Rs 4 lakhs 
respectively 

RAHATOWN (population 6,000) 1s a great rice market for supply- 
ing the whole demand of Bombay town 

URAN (population 12,000) —It has a large custom house and Irquor 
shed at MORA There are about 20 disullerics which supply Thana 
and Kolaba districts and also Bombay City with liquor Exports from 
this place average about Ks 1 crore and imports amount to about Rs 
15 lakhs in hquor mamly 

LARKANA DISTRICT. 

The soil of LARKANA district 1s very fertile and 15 productive of 
many valuable crops It contains a population of about 7 lakhs Owing 
to its reat fertihty, this district 1s generally known as the “Garden 
of Sind” 

The agricultural products consist of rice, wheat, jowar, pulses, 
sesamum, rapeseed, cotton, sugar, tohacco indigo and various sorts of 
fruits in large quantities The land of the district 1s irrigated both by 
wells and by canals, which obtain thar supphes mostly from the 
Indus river 

The manufactures of the district are coarse cotton cloth, carpets, 
rugs, mattings, salt, metal work, shucs, native saddle, and other 
leather goods dyeing 1s also an important industry of the district 
There are several rice mills and cleaning factorses and they consume 
snormous quantity of paddy from the surrounding districts and the 
locality 

The exports of the district comprise chiefly of grains of all sorts, 
wool, cotton and other agricultural products viz, wheat, rice, pulses, 
etc, the imports into the district being chiefly English manufac- 
tured goods (piece-goods being promincnt) Silk and fruits arc also 
imported Communication is maintained by roads and railways 

LARKANA (population 15,000) 1s thickly populatcd Local trade 
im metals, cloth and leather 1s important The town manufactures 
cloth of mixed cotton and silk Coarse cotton cloth, metal vessels and 
leather goods are also made here 

BUBAK (population 4,000) 1s a centre of “Bhang” production, 
which 1s cultivated under license and there 1s a central warehouse for 
storing these products here 

EVAN TOWN (population 6,000)—The local transit trade 1s 
in wheat and rice and the local commerce 1s in cloth and grains The 
town manufactures carpets, coarse cotton cloth and pottery There was 
formerly a fiourishing art of seal engraving which is now extinct 

NASIK DISTRICT. 

The whole of the district with a few exceptions on the west, hes on 
a table-land and the general elevation 1s about 1,500 ft above the sea 
level The Dhang country lying on the west 1s generally much divided 
by hills and 1s intercepted by ravines, where the very simplest kind of 
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cultiyation is only posible but the eastern portion, called Desh, 1s open, 
fertile and well cultivated The general direction of the hills is from 
west to east and the ranges are the Satmala which divide the valley of 
the Girna from that of the Godavan The district is entirely occupied 
by Deccan trap formation The climate of Nasik town and the whole 
of the western part of the district 13 the best in the provinge though 
it varies in different parts Average annual ramfail is about 29” at 
Nasik and 133” at Igatpurt 

NASIK—The town 1s a place of great antiquity being associated 
with the name of Ramachandra Four clases of soils are met with 
here (1) the reddish black mould along rivers, (2) a hight black soi! 
higher up, (3) brown soil, stiffer and shallower and (4) hght brown or 
red, the second 1s often not ratsed and manure 1s invariably used 

The chief crops grown are the bajra, wheat (Southern Talukas), 
jowar, mce, nagh, hulith, gram, tur Linseed and khuvasin (mger 
seed) are largely cultiyated Coton and tohacco are grown in MALE- 
GAON The garden products include guavas, potatoes, groundnuts and 
Detel vinte Gn the Balgau Talnks), sugarcane and peas are sometimes 
raiser 

Good building stone 1s found, cotton and silk goods are woven 
chiefly at YEOLA and sent to Bombay, Poona, Satara, Sholapur Silk 
industry 18 rmportant the centre of the industry bemg at MALEGAON 

SINNAR and VENCHUR produce cotton cloth Copper, brass 
and silver vessels are manufacturcd at Nasih town and sent to Bombay, 
Poona, etc They are noted for make as well as for posh NASI 
has a workshop and several ginning and pressing factories 

The chief articles of export are grains, oil-seeds, molasses, cotton 
cloths and stlk goods sann hemp copper, brass and silver ware There 
1s a promiment market at LASALGAON where large quantities of 
wheat are brought by merchants The garden products, ontons, garhe 
and betel leaves are also largely eaported The chicf imports to Nasik 
are raw silk, cotton, thread, copper and biass, sugar, groceries and salt 

The chief mtenor trafic passes on carts Weekly markets are 
held at every town and large villages The chief centres of local trade 
are IGATPURI, NASIK, LASALGAON NANDGAON, MANMAD and 
YEOLA and PIMPALGAON, (HANDOR, MALEGAON and SINNAR 
situated on Rly; GIP and BB & CI 


PANCH-MAHALS DISTRICT. 


The district 1s a Ievel tract of rich soil fringed with dense forest 
and rugged surface The Mahi the Anas, the Panam are the mers 
The chmate 1s on the whole good but varies from place to place and 
avcrage rainfall amounts to about 42” 

‘The alluvial dull black and light soils are the common varieties of 
sott, The chtef crops grown are maize, bajra, rice, gram, sesamutn,

cepted by a system of mountain ranges ‘The chmate 1s dry, mvigorat- 
amg and heat is less oppressive than im the plans Herght of the 
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plateau 13 1,800 ft and the average annual rainfall at Poona 1s about 
a though as high as 180” inches ts not uncommon at Lonavia in the 
ats 

It 18 divided mmto dry crop land, water land and mee land The 
chief crops are bajra, jowar, rice, niger seeds, ground-nuts, safflower, 
wheat, tur, math hulth, mung, sugarcane, etc ‘rusts and vegetables 
grown are grapes, figs, papayas, guavas, oranges, ctc 

The chief industry is silk, coarse cotton and blanket weaving 
Tovs, pugries, small clay figures, baskets, furs, etc are also done 

There are cotton spinning and weaving mills, paper mulls, flour mulls 
and a brewery KIRKEE has an arms and ammunition factory 

‘The exports are raw sugar, grains, cloths, vegetables, fruits, brass- 
ware and silk cloth {he imports are mce, wheat, salt, copper and 
pease sheets Markcts, fatis and village shops in tahsils are the centres 
of trade, 

The district has a good supply of metalled road and railway— 
(GIP) and has a_connection by road with Nasik, Ahmednagar, 
Sholapur, Belgaum, Satara and Kolaba Districts 

POONA—Near Poona city good crops are raised by well-irrigation 
for the Bombay and Poona markets Vegetables form an important 
market-garden crop near Poona, as also do grapes, figs, papayas, gua- 
vas, oranges, and other favourite fru:ts Among special crops, the 
grapevine 1s occasionally grown in the vast garden land in the netgh- 

jourhood of the city 

The Poona Experimental Farm 1s a valuable agricultural institution 
which 1s consulted for educative purposes by agricultuiists and others 
The Farm is furnished with an increasing collection of sotls, manures, 
seeds, fibres, botanical specimens and indigenous and imported imple- 
ments 
‘The chtef manufactures are sJk robes, coarse cotton cloth, and 
blankets The local cottoa and silk embroidered pagrees (turbans) 
enjoy an well-earned reputation and the brass and silver work of the 
same place 13 much admircd Among other special manufactures may 
be mentioned toys, small clay figures carefully dressed, and ornaments, 
baskets, etc 

The chief exports are grain, raw sugar, cotton cloth, vegetables, 
fruits, brass ware and silk cloth The chief imports are rice, wheat, 
salt, and copper and brass sheets 


RATNAGIRI DISTRICT. 


The RATNAGIRI district has generally a very poor soil and greater 
part of the surface of the district, caccpting the coastal plains and short 
valleys inside, 1s hilly Nether wheat nor cotton is grown im the 
district There are howeve1 several coconut plantations Sann hemp 
1s sparsely grown by fishermen for making nets for their own use for 
catching fishes There are good rice lands which produce good crops 
and a second crop 1s also common in those ficlds Pulses and vegeta- 
bles constitute second crop in those field, Chmate 1s on the whole 
fair The agricultural crops rcaped mclude karik, nagh as second 
crops, rice, kulith, and pulses Niger seeds, chiles, sann hemp, 
coconuts and arecanuts are the other crops grown 

This district has a good trade with the adjoming country Grams, 
cotton and sugar are brought from beyond the Ghats for export by 
bullock carts to the sea coasts These bullock carts return agam to 
the intenor with loads of coconuts, salt and dried fish The coast 
contains about thirteen small ports and harbours where steamers from 
Bombay call to carry these articles of trade

MALVAN TOWN (population 20,000)—Iron ore of a very good 
quality 1s obtamable here in the neighbourhood The value of imports 
to the place averages about Rs 2 lakhs and exports amount to no less 
than Rs 7 lakhs 

MASURA (population 9,000) 15 one of the chief marts of Western 
India for agricultural products and coconuts 

RAJAPUR—Value of export and import of the place averages 
about Rs 2 lakhs each A noteworthy feature of the place is its hot 
springs which are frequented as their waters cure rheumatism Skin 
diseases are also beheved to be cured by their waters Fairs are 
held here twice a year and are visited by numerous people who make 
many purchases for therr own use

VENGURLA TOWN (population 20,000) 1s a prospering and nsing 
port The exports from this place, which <crvcs the adjoinmg country 
consist of coconut, coir, molasses and cashew nuts, and the value of 
these articles averages Ks 15 lakhs The imports to this port are 
piecegoods, yarn, silk, sugar and fish and the aggregate value averages 
about Rs 20 lakhs It was once a military cantonment for Dharwar

VIJOYDRUG (population 3,000) —The imports to the place average 
about Rs 2 lakhs and eaports avcrage about Rs 7 lakhs There 1 a 
good local industry The carpentcrs of the place make much admured 
and valued ornaments from Bison horns, which are largely imported 
here 


SATARA DISTRICT. 


The SATARA district 1s intercepted by two hill ranges at nght 
angles to each other which throw numerous spurs in the district The 
hulls are bold and abrupt The Bhima system and the Kistna system 
are the rivers It lics within the Deccan trap area The climate in 
various parts of the district depends upon height, distance from the 
sea and temperature but it 1s generally moderate Average annual 
rainfall 1s about 40”.

SURAT DISTRICT. 

The SURAT district consists generally of a wild alluvial plain 
between the Dang hills and the sea coast and the gencral elcvation 15 
not very high ‘Wild date trecs grow here ‘The climate varies with 
distance from the sea but is generally equable and temperate, average 
annual rainfall being about 40” 

The soil 1s more or less of an alluvial character_ (1) black, (2) light 
and (3) besar or medium _ Black 1s common in Opad taluka but the 
district has also two broad belts one along the sea coast, other through 
the Pardi and Cinkhh taluka The crops grown include rice and jowar 
(staple), cotton (Taptr Valley), kodra, tur, val, wheat and bayra, castor 
seed (extensively cultivated in the South) and sugar-cane Cattle and 
goats of the district are generally of quality 

The caports are gram, cotton, pulses, mohua frmt, timber and 
bamboos The imports are tobacco, cotton-seed, iron, coconuts, 
and forey oody The trade is carried on by railway and by ships 
through BILLIMORIA 

SURAT CITY contains a population of about 125,000 The trade- 
gwid of Surat 1s highly organised and composes the leadig bankers 
and merchants 

Of late the sea-borne trade of Surat has declined while the eaport 
trade 1s markedly decreasing ‘Lhe principal articles of export are 
agricultural produce and cotton The land-borne trade, however, has 
increased considerably in recent years This 1s due to opening up of 
railway communications with the surrounding countries 

Formerly the port of Surat stood at Suvalr, 12 mules west of 
the city. But the sea-borne trade 1s now carried in small country 
crafts which pass up the river to Surat The Railway Station 1s just 
on the out-skirts of the city, surrounded by a growing suburb 

Surat 1s the centre of gold and silver thread making industry in 
the Bambay Presidency But the idustry now suffers from the com- 
petition of cheap imitation thread imported from abroad 

There 1s a considerable hand-industry in the spynning and weaving 
of cotton cloth, some of the very finest textures in Gujrat being 
made here 

Surat 1s famous for its brocades (worked with gold and silver 
flowers) on silk, coarse and coloured cotton goods are woven; tar- 
ets are made of rhinoceros hides, weaving of sik and cotton goods 
forms the chief industry Several cotton factories are situated here 
which produce fine fabrics Centres of trade are SURAT, BULSAR 
and BILLIMORIA. 


THANA DISTRICT. 


The THANA district consists of a strip of low land and 1s crossed 
by hilly tracts and 1s elevated towards the east and the north-east, 
There are several islands on the sea coast of the district It consis! 
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of Decean trap soil and its associates = The climate 15 generally moist 
and unhealthy Average annual rainfall is about 65” 

Sweet and salt soils are the two maim divisions, sweet 1s either 
black or red, low lymg lands being most productive The chief crops 
are Tice, ragi, vars, Cereats, uilsceds, pulses and sann hemp, gram or val 
It has large trade im forage with Bombay Vegctables and fruits are 
sent from garduns and orchards Fishery in the sea 1s important and 
productive and 1s a source of fresh fish to thc Bombay city Forest 
products are timber, fucls (firewood, charcoal), bamboos, karvi, an and 
other barks and several leaves 


‘aking of salt 1s an important industry and there are many salt 
works 


THAR AND PARKAR DISTRICT. 


This combined district les on the border of the Thar desert im 
Rayputana and 1s mostly sandy It contaims a population of about 4 
lakhs The soul of the district however 1s of kght loam, winch 1s 
intermediate between stiff clay and sand At any rate the soil 15 not 
barren and can produce rich crops under favourable conditions of watcr 
and nurture The chicf crops grown are ricc, wheat, bara, jowar, 
cotton, oilseeds, pulses, fruits and vegctavics Wild products include 
elephant grass a kind of big grass from which hand fans are made 
Paban or lotus plant and various grasscs from which ropes and mats 
are manufactured are grown on damp soil of the place 


There 1s no canal or mver in the Thar and Parkar districts at 
present, but Nara 1s watered by canals 
he manufactures of the district consist of woollen blankets and 
rugs Camel saddles and covers and coarse cotton cloth are also 
obtamable ‘There are two or thre cotton cleaning and pressin, 
factorics and ort or two mice mils here which consume the products of 
the districts Salt 1» also manufactured im the district to a stall 
extent 


The exports from this district consist of gram, wool, hidcs, fish, salt, 
soda and pan Icavcs (a kind of weed from which fine fans are made) 
The imports into the district consrst of cotton, metals, dried fruits, dyes, 
piece-goods, silk, sugar candy and tobacco A fair 1s annually held 
in this district in the town of PITHORO 1n the month of September 
and several fairs are also held m various parts of the district which are 
also Sargely attended 

MIRPUR KHAS (population 4,000)~—The trade is in grains and 
cotton, which 13 the finest in the whole of Sind but 1s not obtainable in 
large quantities Piecegoods are also sold here The market sells 
vegetables for local consumption only 

M I TOWN (population 3,500) —Local and transit trade consists 
of grains, cotton, cattle, camels ghee, dyes, hides and skins, otls, prece- 
goods, sugar, tobacco and wool The trade however 1s not big 

NAGAR PARKAR (population 3,000)—The local manufactures 
consist of weaving and dyeing of cloths and there i» a local trade 1 
woo!, grains, coconuts, piece goods, hides and skins and metals Besides 
this there 18a amall transit trade in grains, camels, cattle, wool and ghee 

UMARKOT (population 5,000)—The chief occupations of the 
people of the place are agriculture and cattle breediny The town 18 
practically situated in the desert There 1s a good local trade in grains 
ghee, camels, cattle and tobacco There 1s also a good transit tra . 
im cotton, metals, dyes, dred fruits, ghee, grains, oil, piecegoods, ve 
and tobacco rse cloth is the only manufacture of the Pp ee 
There 1a also a temple of Mahadeo where a largely attended annu:

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fair is held in March. It is also the birth place of the Moghul 
Emperor, Akbar the Great. 
UPPER SIND FRONTIER DISTRICT. 

The UPPER SIND district contains a population of about 3 lakhs. 
The principal crops of the district are rice, jowar, bajra, wheat, gram, 
lang, sesamum and rape seed. Jt is here that very good melons are 
produced during summer and are much in demand in the whole of the 

‘unjab and Sind. The climate of the place is very hot but during the 
Scold months the temperature falls down to a low level. 

Large areas of the district are irrigated by canals and a small 
portion is irrigated by wells. Plain and embroidered shoes, woollen 
carpets, saddle bags, nose-bags, ropes, grain bags, mats, baskets, fans 
and. cotton cloths are,among the local industries; dyeing and calico- 
printing are also carried on to a small extent. 

There is a focal trade in jowar, bajra and til. Greater part of these 
products is sent to the sea board. Imports from beyond India, general- 
ly Central Asia and Afganisthan, consist of wool, woollen apparel, 
manjit cr madder, fruits, carpets and horses . It exports to those 
countries, foreign and Indian piccegoods, leather, brass, copper, sugar 
and tea, generally to Baluchistan and Afghanisthan, The cargo is 
generally carried by camels or by rail to Quetta, the district being 
traversed by the strategic branch of the N. W. Rly. Ponies and asses 
are alse used a: beasts of burden 

JACOBABAD (population 15,000).—The railway carries a conside- 
rable trade in grains, ghee and leather. It is the head quarters of the 
district. The heat of the place is extreme, reaching sometimes to as 
high a point as 126°F. 

Other taluks of the district are THUL, KASHMOR, SHAHDAD- 
PUR, and KANDKOT, all of which are centres of trade in the 
agricultural products, -

MARKET PLACES OF THE MADRAS 
PRESIDENCY. 


il Mee Madras Presidency includes the western coastal plain 
- south of Bombay, central tableland south of the 
Kistna and the eastern coastal plain south of Orissa. The 
Presidency has an area of about 142,000 square miles and a 
population of 42,000,000. 

Soil, for the most part, in the Madras Presidency is not fertile 
excepting the deltas and the river margins, black cotton soil being 
the most characteristic feature of the Presidency, The country is 
generally divided into dry, ie., non-irrigated and wet, i.c., irrigated lands. 
Tillage is also superficial owing to comparative roughness and hardness 
of the soil and the implements used are simple. Live-stock las 
increased with the spread of cultivation but the general practice of 
breeding and feeding is defective. The chief breeds are Nellore and 
Mysore. Buffaloes are also met with in Bellary, Nilgiris and Vizaga- 
patam. Sheep are numerous but are uncared for, so are pigs and 
poultry, and the products of stock, e.g, manure (dung), milk, wool, 
hair, hides and skins, meat and bones form an immense addition to 
the incume of the agriculturists. Cattle fairs and weekly markets in 
the South are special features of the Southern Madras. * 

‘The climate is free from extremes and the rainfall is generally plenti- 
ful. Of the cereals the most important are rice and millets. The former is 
produced on the deltas and along the coastal strip while the latter 
and pulses in the dry districts. Rice occupies an area of 11.018,984 
acres while jowar (cholum), bajra (cumba) and ragi or murua 
which are all different species of millets occupy an area of 10 millions. 
Other food grains and pulses are cultivated over 7 millions of acres. 
The cotton plant is most extensively cultivated in the Bellary district, 
Coimbatore and Trichinopoly. During 1929-30 the area ander cotton 
was about 2% million acres. Various oilseeds, the most important of 
which is groundnut, are grown in the Presidency. During 1928-29 the 
area under oilseeds was 54 millions of acres of which groundnut was 
alone responsible for 34 million acres, sesamum for 7 lakhs of acres, 
coconut 6 lakhs and castor 3 lakhs. Sugarcane (89,075 acres), tobacco 
i322 acres), spices (656,374 acres) are also largely cultivated as 

eld and garden crops. Tea, coffee and cinchona are grown on the 
lower slopes of the hills, spiccs and condiments in the extreme south, 
and coconut along the coast. Rubber trees arc reared on the Nilgins. 
Indigo is grown and Madras is now the biggest producer of that crop, 
contributing about 42 % of the whole yield. Vegetabics of all kinds are 
cultivated annually. About 72 % of the people are engaged in agricul- 
ture including cattle breeders, labourers.\etc. The lands are irnigeted 
by canals, receiving water from dams on the hills. Sea fishery and 
tank fishery aleo employ 2 large number of people. : 

fm the west and south of the Presidency are situated the important 
forests which are clothed with teak, ebony and sandalwood. ere 
are also forests in the E. Ghats and teak plantations of Nilanbur in 
Maizbar. Theee forests are all protected. 
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Manganese, salt, saltpetre and building matenals, ie, clay, granite, 
Jatertte, limestone, sand stone are the mineral resources of the province 
Coal of imfenor quality s» also found = lrou 1s abundant in the Salew 
district but 1s not worked on a large “ate due to the absence of 
abundant coal supplies. Mica 1s obtained in large quantities from the 
Nellore distnet while deposits of manganese occur at that place 
Gold im nvcr beds and the gold fields of Mysore are scattered ut 
N Arcot Graphite, corundum and diamonds are also met with 

Weaving of alk and cotton 1s the most smportant manufacture and 
these are generally exported to the colonies where Indian labour 
immigrate Black printimg on cotton cloth 6 a side industry. Tanjore, 
Madura, Kuttalam, Karna, Kaopt, Adem, Aum, Lum, Cocanada, 
Prdupuram, Pithapuram, Salem, Cormbatore are the centres where sarics 
of good quahty are made and have nut yct been ousted by European 
manufactures except by artifical silk which 1s gaming ground — ‘These 
are in good demand as also the mushins of Chicacole and Arm. Madura 
supplies Bengal with fine cloths and there 1s a dyemg factory at Madura 
Woollen carpets are made at kllore, Mushpatam, Ayyampatat Urnamen- 
tal brass and bronze work were formerly made Tanjore ts the centre 
of metal work and silver, brass and copper wares arc made here 
Vellore, Ganyam and Madura, Kurumbalur, Travancore and Vizaya- 
patam are also the centres of metal work ‘The latter also produces ivory 
and Vizagapatam 1s famous for fine :vory work Lacquer ware of 
Kurnool 1s the finest in India Trichtnopoly makes modcls of temples 
and pottery 1s everywhere made Mats of Tinncvelly and Palghat are 
famous ‘Cheroots and cigars are manufactured in Trichnopoly and 
Dindigui Every cotton growing areca possesses cotton presses and 
there are about cotton mills with about 30,000 workers — There arc 
an all no less than 1200 factones in the presidency There 15 a@ 
government cinchona plantation and factory 

Half of the mantime trade 1s shared by Madras and the largest 
amports are cotton piecegoods, twist and yarn, metals and kerosene oil. 
The bulk of exports 1s occupied’ by hides and skins and ground nut, 
copra and coconut ail, cotton, coffee and piecegods ‘Turicorin, Calicut, 
Mangalore, Cocanada, Tellicherry and Negapatam are the other ports 
and their aggregate value of merchandise exceeds Rs 8 crores ‘here 
1s mternal trade with Mysore and Nizam’s Dominions 

The South Indian Railway, M S M_ Railway cover about 
4,000 miles There are about 22,000 miles of metalled roads and about 
10,000 miles of unmetatied roads in the province

MADRAS CITY. 


The city of Madras has a population of more than 5 lakhs and 14 
the third city in India in point of population and commercial importance 
It is the capital of the Presidency of the same name The chmate 14 
generally hot, even winter 1s never cold here owing to the proxmuty of 
the sea The town 1s hable to occasional cyclones, and till the construc~ 
tion of the concrete walls it was an open road-stead with a surf-beaten 
coast le It 1s a port of importance and carries on an immense 
export and import trade . Two main railway lines emerge from the 
town and penetrate into the interior The broad gauge Madras and 
South Maharatta Railways bring in and carry away the articles of 
merchandise into the interior 

Madras 1s connected by rail with the west coast, and also with 
Ceylon on the south. There are also hnes running to Bombay via 
the Hyderabad State and to Calcutta along the East Coast Madras 
has a harbour and 1s the chief port of the Presidency The umports 
consisted mainly of manufactured goods, eg cotton piece-goods, irom 
and steel, hardware and machinery, dyes, os, sugar, leather goods, 
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spices, grains, cement, motor cars and cycles, paper, glassware ctc. 
The chief exports were raw produces, eg., raw cotton, oil-seeds, tea, 
coffee, leather, hides and skins and tanning materials, jaggery, coir, 
spices, grains, cement, motor cars and cycles, paper, glassware, etc. 
The only manufactured goods exported were hides and’skins and partly 
tanned Teather, and jaggery. Peed 

‘The town has many institutions of general and special interest and 
is the seat of a University. ie 

‘There are three modern cotton mills and several oil mills; hides and 
skins are also treated here before being sent away by steamers to foreign 
countries. 

‘The chief obstacles to industrial development is lack of fucl. There 
is no coal or iron available in sufficient quantity for manufacturing 
purposes, nor is there any mineral oil within the limits of the Presi- 
dency. Though it is possible to make use of some of the rivers for 
generating hydro-electric power, the localities suitable for such engine- 
ering skill are situated far from manufacturing and trade centres, and 
the rivers, too, are not perennial. 

‘The chief manufactured article exported from Madras may be said 
to be hides and skins and leather, in which Madras occupies the fore- 
most place in India; and though now-a-days Bengal has also started 
manufacture of leather, it has to be observed that Madras has had 
a long start in the race and bids fair to keep the foremost place for 
along time. The hides and skins exported are chicfly what are known 
in the market as “half tans,” which are largely in demand by European 
manufacturers for further tanning and manufacture into pucca leather 
goods like boots and shoes, leather bags, etc. 

Another article that is manufactured and exported is raw sugar 
(otherwise known as gur or jageery) which is wanted by the manu- 
facturers in the United Kingdom, ugarcane takes more than 1,000, 
acres a year, which yields about 260,000 tons of sugar per annum; and 
though some of this finds a market in the United Kingdom, the bulk 
of this is locally consumed and has also to be supplemented by large 
imports from Java which supplied about 90,000 tons during 1929-30 

Soaps are also manufactured to some extent in and around Madras; 
and being an industry not requiring much fuel, it bids fair to progress 
and can find a market both locally and in the Straits, Ceylon and 
East Africa. Other articles manufactured include pencils, oils of 
gingelly, groundnut and castor, etc. and indigo. Manufacture of cotton 
Piece-goods is advancing apace. 

The following are the chief industries of Madras:— 

Aluminium industry, brick and tile-making, cement works, coffee 
curing, coir making, cotton, dyeing, glass, jute, Teather, manures, metals 
and precious stones, mines and minerals, oil and oil seeds, paper, 
pottery, rice, silk, sugar, sulphuric acid, tobacco, wood and timber and 
‘wool. Matches and glue (from tannery fleshings) are also 
manufactured. 

The handicrafts are—Weaving, embroidery and lace-making, gold 
and silver thread, essential oil, palm sugar, ‘tarpentry, carpet weaving, 
wood carving and boat building, blankets. 


ANANTAPUR DISTRICT. 


‘The head quarters of the district is ANANTAPUR which is not of 
much importance. 

DHARMAVARAM (population 12,000)—~The town has a rising 
weaving industry and manufactures both cotton and silk cloths specially 
saries for women and has a good daily market. The place is noted for 
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wingelly oil which 1s obtainable here in large quantities There 1s also 
an oi mii here 
HINDUPUR (population 20,000)—The town has a large and 
increasing trade im jaggery, piece-goods and grain 
ARCOT DISTRICTS. 


The district 1s chiefly hilly The Pallar 1s the only river The

Soil 1s red furruginous and the crops raised are rice, ragi and 
cambu Varagucholam, sugarcane, gingelly, groundnut, ganja (under 
license on the Javad hills) are also grown, the products bemg chiefly 
exported Oranges and hme are also available here in large quantities 
for export The trees ate red sanders, which are chiefly used for 
making a costly red dye Teak, black-wood, sandal-wood are the 
other forest products, good granite 1s met with 

Cotton weaving, spinning and dyeimg and silk cloth making at ARUI 
constitute the chief industries Woollen carpets of a coarser quality 
are woven in jatls There are brass works also At RANIPET leather 
from tanneries 1s very widely sold The chref exports are rice, ground- 
nut, hides, skins and horns, yaggery, tamarind, stone, and piece-goods 
to the surrounding districts The tmports here are precegoods, yarn, 
twist, salt, chiles, tobacco, unwiought brass, and iron The skin trade 
centre is at GURYATTAN ‘The important marts are VFLLORE and 
‘WALAJAPET, where weekly market are held 

In the South Arcot district there are distillemes at NELLIKUPUN 
and the trade of the district centres round TIRUVEKNATUR in salt, 
Jaggery, pottery indigo, and ols Cotton fabncs are manufactured 
here — It 1s besides a maritime district and the chief trade centres or 
ports are CUDDALORE and PORTO NOVO of which the former has a 


great name 
BELLARY DISTRICT. 


The BELLARY district lies on the slope of the Deccan Platean and 
the trend of the land 1s towards the north-east The climate 1s dry 
and therefore healthy, the annua! rainfall averages about 38” Soil of 
the district 1s classed as red, mixed and black 

Chollam and korra constitute the two main food crops Pulses are 
also grown_as a mixed crop Cotton 1s the only industnal crop of this 
district Sugarcane 1s grown mamly at HOSPET 

Cotton and silk weaving are important industrics throughout the 
district The centres of silk weaving aro KAMPLI, HAMPASAGA 
RAM, ROYADRUG, etc ADON}] manufactures coloured cotton rugs 
which have a considerable sale Woollen blankets are woven at 
KUDLIGI and HARPANAHALLI Brass wares are made at 
HOSPET 

BELLARY is the head quarters of the district The town has a 
population of about 60,000 and 1s a cotton centre The surrounding 
country 1s rich in black cotton soil and produces cotton Mulberry 
trees are also grown here and silk 1s obtained from the cocoon, There 
18 a small distillery in the town besides two steam presses and a cotton 
mull (spinning) 

.DONI (population 32,000) —~It 1s a chief centre of cotton trade 
Cotton carpets and mats are also made here and a good trade exists :n 
these articles 

HOSPET (population 20,000) —It has a long market street which 1s 
yery portant There 1s atannery Chief trade of the piace consists 
in yaggery (coarse sugar) % 

ROYADRUG (population 12,000)—It has several broad, regular 
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streets, and many narrow and irregular lanes There 1s a tannerv, and 
a good trade exists im silk fabrics and burugulu manufacture 

YEMMIGAM (population 16,000) —The chief industry of the place 
48.1n cloth weaving, mtxed silk weaving and weaving of cotton sartcs for 
‘women and it has a good trade in those articles 

The chief trade of Bellary 1s with Bombay, Hydciabad and Mysore 
From Bombay it imports rice, turmeric, chillies, metal and metalwork 
and exports to Bombay cereals silk fabrics cotton carpets blankets, 
and jaggery Cattle, nce, timber and coconut are received from Mysore 
and blankets, oilseeds and cotton stuffs aic sent there Hyderabad 
receives from here, cholam, jaggcry, cotton and alk fabrics and sends 
raw cotton chicfly 


CHINGLEPUT DISTRICT. 


CONJEEVERAM (population 10000) contams a school where 
drawing, carpentry, woodcarving, work in iron and other metals, 
weaving and tailoring are taught Besides, a small trade in seeds and 
nice 1s carned on here 

POONAMALEE (population 16000)—-The trade of the place is 
restricted to articles that are of use to the soldicrs 

SAIDAPEL (population 16000)—~—It contains an Agricultural 
College, and Teacher's Training College Imports to this town consist 
of cotton prccegoods hardware and coal, and eaports (in small quantity) 
are rice and groundnut 

TIRUVOTTIYUR (population 18000)—The place 1s swampy and 14 
notorious for its malartous climate Rice 1s largely grown here 

UTIARAMERUR (population 12,000)—A weckly market 15 held 
here, where rice grains, foreign goods and cattle are sold 


COIMBATORE DISTRICT. 


‘The district consists of a series of plateaus with forests of great 
amportance The fall of Samudram 1s situated here and all the rivers 
run into the Cauvery = ‘Lhe lower Intl, of the district arc malarious 
but the climate of Coimbatore is dry and healthy, the temperature varies 
widely The avcrage annual rainfall 15 about 25 inches but varicy very 
widely according to the height of the ranges 

In the East the sod 15 gravelly and sandy but blach cotton soil 1s 
not uncommon and the foot of the hills arc gencrally fertile The 
district 1s noted for wells 

‘The crops grown are cholam, cambu, pulscs, ragi, rice, cotton, sugar- 
cane, tobacco, mulberry for silk worms This district has rcal forests, 
sandal and cutch forming a continuous belt Myrobalans are obtainable, 
soapnuts, honey, waa are also found here Cotton and silk weaving 
making of carpets which are sold locally are the chief mdustries, they 
are also sent to Madras, Bangalore and Mysore, Trichimopoly, cte and 
are made at BHARAIN _ Therc arc several cotton ginning and press- 
ing factories and a spinning mull 

The chief eaports are cereals, pulses chillics, turmer, spices, cotton 
oilseeds, tobacco, ghee, sandal wood, plantain, jaggery, brass and copper 
vessels, cattle and leather, and the chief imports are rice, salt, fish, 
precegoods, twist, metals, metal wares, and coconut oi (from Malabar) 

The internal tiade 1s conducted in_numerous weekly markets, the 
most important centres of which sre POLLACH!, KUNNATUR and 
KANGAYAM 

There are two tanneries and one rice mull in this district and there 
is good trade in hides and skins 
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CUDDAPAH DISTRICT. 


CUDDAPAH 1:5 the head-quarters of the district of the same name 
in the Madias Presidency The three principal trade centres mm this 
district are, in order of their rmportance PRODDATUR, (UDDAPAH 
and RAJAMPET 

The principal export 1s raw cotton ‘Lhe next items include food- 
grain (cholam) and egg, Cuddapah slabs, minor forest produce, mdigo 
turmeric and in recent years, groundnuts Of minor forest produce 
a toothsome nut known as sarapappu is cxportcd to Madras and else- 
where Some indigo 1s sull exported to Madras and Rangoon and 
parts of the Central Province and Bombay Presidency though a regular 
trade in this important tinctorial dye 15 severcly handicapped Locally 
grown turmeric finds a wide market including northern and western 
India Groundnut generally finds its way to Madras or Pondicherry 
Local melons are sent to, among other places, Hyderabad, Bombay, 
Calentta, Madras cte 

The chicf items of imports are domestic requisites such as salt 
and kerosene ol, sugar, spices, rice, etc Foreign piece-goods and 
varn_are largely imported 

CUDDAPAII (populatron 13,000)—It 1s not of much importance 
besides bemg the head quarters 

IAMMALAMADUGU (population 15,000) —It 1 a busy centre of 
trade It exports indigo and cotton, the chief products of the country 
Cloth 1s manufactured herc on handlooms The car festival of Nara- 
Ppuraswamy held im May continucs for ten days and 15 attended by many 
people from surrounding villages 

MADANPALLE (population 16000)—The town 15 situated on a 

pe turesgue placc The place 1, healthy A weekly market is held 
crc and many agricultut il products are offered for sale 

PRODDATUR (population 15,000)—-Thc country produces cotton 
and there are two pressing factorics here 


GANJAM DISTRICT. 


The GANIAM district 15 situated on the castern coast of the 
Peninsula The population of the district 1, mote than 20 lakhs 
Chmate along the coast 1 cool and healthy but the Ganjam town proper 
1s notoriously malarious and has theicfore becn abandoned as the head 
quarters of the district which his now bccn transfericd to BERHAM 
PORE = Three kinds of soil predominate in the district, viz, black 
<arth, loam and red fcrrugimous Rice 15 the most mmportant crop 
‘The canals belong to the Rushikulya project aud 1s generally known as 
the “Ganjam mimoi river system” 

A large arca of the disinct 15 preserved as forest and the products 
include myrobalans gall-nuty and oranges Alum and some quantity 
of manganese ore are also found here There are about 9 rice mills 
aud a sugar factory and a saw mull 

RAMGIRI—This taluk with an arca of about 1,200 square mules, 
and a population of about 75,000 is the most sparsely populated part of 
the district as the climate 1 very bad | Timber and other hill products 
are exported from the taluka Excellent oranges aie grown on the 
hili-sidee which arc situated on the western part 

UDAYGIRI—This taluk covers an area of about 500 sq miles It 
18 mostly a wild tract covered with hills and jungles and are intercsted 
by rapid torrents A large portion of land around the town has becn 
recently reclaimed from jungics and 1s used for cultivating dry crops 

GEOMSUR—This taluka covers an area of about 1,200 sq mies 
with a population of more than two lakhs Half of this area 1s covered 
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with forests and this is the most suitable timber growing area in the 
whole district. Of the timbers obtainable sal is the most important. 
The land is very fertile and is irrigated by Rushikulya project. Sugar- 
cane is also grown here in the centre and south of the taluka. 

ASKA TAHSIL.—This taluka is very fertile and is well irrigated by 

the Rushikulya project and other sources, specially the streams, and also 
from wells. Rice is widely cultivated and sugarcane is extensively 
grown, Sugarcane is treated in a factory at ASKA and made into 
sugar, : 
SURADA.—This district is diversified with wild hills and inter- 
cepted by good fertile valleys. Forest products are obtained from the 
thick forests. Important trading centres in the district are BODO- 
GODO and GAZILBADI. A weekly market is held every Thursday 
at the latter. 

PUROSOTTAMPUR,--The taluka is also fertile, It covers an 
area of about 300 sq. miles with a population of more than a lakh. 
Rice is widely cultivated and other cereals are also grown 

KALLIKOTA.—The soil is very fertile and is irrigated by wells and 
good crops are produced from the fields. 

BERHAMPORE.—It is the head quarters of the district and hay 
a population of about 30,000. The surrounding country is fertile and is 
irrigated by the Rushikulya project and by water from streams and 
tanks. It is the trading centre of the district and is situated on 
the Trunk Road running from Calcutta to Madras and also on the 
main line of the railway connecting Madras with Calcutta. 

The chief industry of the town is the weaving of fine silk and 
tassar-silk cloth of varied colours which have a brisk trade all over 
India and specially in the Madras Presidency. Sugar is also manutfae- 
tured here in considerable quantities. 

Articles available here include jute, rice, coconut, betel leaf (for 
which it is famous), kulthi, kalai, re peppers turmeric, maize, tamarind 
etc. The trade is principally with Calcutta and most articles are 
marketed there. It is note-worthy that there are many factories for 
converting sca water into available salt. Communications are both by 
rail and streamer with Calcutta, of which the latter is more costly owing 
to the extra charge of cart for carrying goods 1o the sea coast. 

BARUVA.—It a growing sea port_in the district. 

CALINGAPATAM.--It is a port. The exports include grain, pulse, 
myrobalans and turmeric, The imports are haberdashery, glassware 
and gunny bags. 

PARLAKIMEDI—It is one of the chief towns in the Ganjam 
district. The soil of the surrounding district is very fertile, being 
irrigated by canals. There is a light railway 25 miles long. 

MUKHALINGAM, a village in the district, is a place of pilgrimage. 
The industries of the town include fine mats, fancy baskets, flower 
stands, cheeroot cascs, etc. from a species of recd. The chief trade of 
the place is in rice. 3 

CHICACOLE—It is an important town in the district. It is noted 
for the fine muslins and durable checks woven in the locality. The mus- 
lins of Chicacole was at one time the rival of the Dacca product. The 
industry has suffered much from the machine-made fine cloth and the 
competitive price of these products. But finer kinds of muslins are 
still obtainable from the weavers by arrangement. 

GANJAM—Ganjam was formerly a seat of considerable trade and 
its port was once the head quarters of a chief with his council and the 
factories were very prosperous. But with the removal of the head 
quarters from this place to Berhampore owing to its unhealthy climate, 
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its trade has dwindled to a considerable extent It has therefore been 
ebaadoned for all trade purposes The chicf trade is im rice with 
rigsa 

GOPALPUR—It 1s the chief port of the district The chief 
articles of export consist of grains pulses, hides, timber, hemp, otlseed, 
and dried fish from the neighbourmg countries ‘Lhe chief articles 
imported consist of sugar, prece-goods, apparel, jute manufacture, 
matches, kerosene oil, cotton twist, etc The place 1s healthy, situated 
on the main Ine of the B N Rly from Calcutta to Madras and 1s 
iesorted to by many health-seekers, both European and Indran 

SRIKURMANU —It 1s a famous place of pilgrimage for Hindus in 
the Ganyam district and many people flock here The temple is dedi- 
cated to the tortoise incarnation of Vishnu The most important 
festival here 1s Dolotsova held annually in March, when about 20,000 
pilgrims assemble here 


GODAVARI DISTRICT, 


The GODAVARI district comprises the rich delta of the river of 
the same name and 1s fertile throughout and is therefore very pros- 
perous It has a population of about 24 lakhs and the climate of the 
district as a whole 15 very healthy, but dumng the cold season, fever 19 
prevalent Soil 1s sandy, black cotton bemg found along the sea coast 
and red loam in the up-lands —_ Rice 1s the principal crop of the district 
but various oilseeds are cultivated Tobacco its raised throughout the 
distnet and the source of srmgation is either canal or the floods 
of the river 

BEDADANURU —It 1s the centre of a small coal field where the 
Barakar stage of sandstone is found over an area of about 53 sq mules 
This 1s the only coal field lying entirely in the Madras Presidency 

[ADA—The town is situated on a sandy plain on the 
Godavari delta It ts connected with the main line of the Railway by 
a branch hne off SAMALKOTA and 1s a sea port The vessels loading 
and unloading here have to anchor about 17 miles away into the sea, 
with which connectron 1s made by feeders The town and port ts the 
most 1mportant centre in the Coromondal Coast and has a population of 
about 53,000 It 1s the chief port in the Madras Presidency for the 
export of rice, the receiving centres being Colombo, Mauritius, Coro- 
mondal and Malabar port 

Principal exports include raw cotton, rice and paddy (to Ceylon and 
Maunmitius), the imports to the port are kerosene oil (from USA), 
unrefined sugar (Tava), and metals (U K) The port 1s managed by 
a port trust There 1s a cotton mull, one sugar factory, and about 40 
rice mulls m_the district of Godavari : 

PEDDAPURAM (poputation 13,000)—-The place possesses a good 
weekly market in which all the agricultural products of the surround- 
ing country are offered for sale 

(THAPURAM —It is also a town of great importance There 18 
also a weekly market for selling the products of the land An impor- 
tant feature of the market 1s that cattle are sold here The bell-metal 
ware industry of the town is small but is very encouraging 

RAJAMUNDRY (population _40,000) —-Rayamundry 1s ths second 
important town of the distnct The surrounding country 1s very fertile 
and produces cotton for which it 1s a centre in the district The articles 
manufactured here include carpets, coarse woollen rugs, sandals and 
woodwork The town also contains a museum and a good public 
garden ‘he trade of the place 1s prosperous and includes the agricul- 
tural crops besides those already mentioned 
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SAMAi KOTA {population 18,000) —There 1s a sugar refinery and 
distillery in the town absorbing the sugar cane crop and also molasses 
of the country arouni There 1s also a Government Eaperimental 
Agricultural Farm . 
GUNTUR DISTRICT. 


GUNTUR —Guntur 1s a big town with a population of about 33,000 
The climate of the place 1s good The district is fertile and has many 
Prospering industries Soil of the district is chiefly of the black cotton 
variety and produces cotton Various oil-seedy are produced in_ the 
district, chief of them being groundnut ‘Therc 35 also a yute mull, about 
40 rice mulls and one onl mull in the distitct besides five pressing and 
ginning factories 

CHIRALA (population 8,000) —The su1rounding country produces a 
nich crop of cotton and in the town proper, prosperous weaving industry 
1s carricd on The agricultural crops are also obtamable here im large 
quantities

KURNOOL DISTRICT. 


KURNOOL —It 1s the head quarters of the district and has a 
population of about 26,000 The northern half of the district where 
grains are mostly grown has a brish trade in them The town has two 
cotton presses, to consume the products of the surrounding country, 
The imdustries of the place include carpets and other cotton cloths of a 
coarser kins 

NAMDYAL (population 16,000) —It 1s a centre of gram and cotton 
trade The town + noted for its lacquer work in which therc 1s a 
grcat trade 

KISTNA DISTRICT. 

The KISTNA district 1s very fertile and produces rich agricultural 
crops Jt has a population of about 22 lakhs The chmate of the 
district, though trying at certain parts of the year, 1s on the whole good 
The staple crop 1s rice of two kinds white paddy which 1s irrigated 
and transplanted, and black paddy, which grows with the help of rain 
alone Irrigation’s carried on by smaller channels The district hag 
two parts (1) MUSLIPATAM and (2) NIZAMPATAM Cotton 
15 the main crop and 1s exported by rail The district has one jute-mill, 
one sugar factory and about 120 rice mulls. 

ELLORE (population 35,000)—-The town 1s situated on the border 
of the Kolar Lake but the clumate 1s excessively hot Agricultural 
products from the surrounding country 1s brought here and it 1s the 
chief market for these goods The grain trade of the place 1s note~ 
worthy Cheap carpets of foreign design are made here and it has a 
good trade in them but finer qualties of carpets are also obtainahie if 
previously advised The trade ts confined to all the agricultural pro- 
ducts besides carpet 

MUSLIPATAM —Mushpatam 15 the head quarters of the Kistaa 
district and has a population of about 40,000 It 1s a sea-port The 
town may be said to be divided into three parts (1) the fort, (2) tha 
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Indian quarter; and (3) the European quarter. It was formerly famous 
for its carpet industry but the art is almost dead for want of encourage- 
ment and organisation. The beautiful carpets of this place were for- 
merly sent_to England and well prized there for fineness and work- 
manship, Printed cloth however is still manufactured. It has also got 
a tanning factory. The trade is varied and includes the agricultural 
crops, hides and skins and cotton besides grains and pulses and 
groundnut. 

PALAKOLLUM.—The town has a population of about 11,000. The 
town is flourishing and is the chief mart of the Western delta. The 
trade of the town consists chiefly in fruits, grain, yarn, etc. 


MADURA DISTRICT. 


The general aspect of the MADURA district is a level plain sloping 
gradually to the sea on the south-east and is divided by the Vaigai river. 
The western portion of this great plain is broken by the Palni hills of 
low heights and also by spurs of the Western Ghats. Dindigul, Anai- 
malai, and Pasumalai are the rock fortresses. The annual average rai 
fall is about 30", The whole of the district, with a few exceptions, is 
covered with red ferruginous earth. The departure occurs generally 
in black cotton soil with different varieties in the TIRULANGALAM 
taluka. Rain water is generally stored in tanks (artificial reservoirs). 

The chief crops grown are varagu, cholam, ragi and cambu, horse~ 
gram, cotton, gingelly and castor seeds. DINDIGUL is famous for its 
tobacco which is grown at PALNI and PERIYAKULAM. A very 
lars cattle fair is held at MADURA, during the annual festival at 
CHHAITA, and fairly large weekly cattle fairs are held at DINDIGUL 
and MADURA. Jaggery is made from palmyra-juice in many villages. 

In MELLUR TALUK the laterite beds are remarkably rich in iron; 
and salt is manufactured at certain stations. , 

Madura from time immemorial has been the seat of weaving indus- 
try and most of the people here carry on the manvfacture of fine and 
decent cloth on an enormous scale and send their costly laced 
cloth to almost all parts of India. The most important art of 
the district is silk weaving at Madura but suffers from competition 
from foreign markets. Raw silk is brought from Bombay, Calcutta, 
Kollegal, Bangalore, and Mattur. Dyeing from vegetables is also re- 
sorted to, There is also a weaving and spinning mill and there are 
lock factories. Besides silk, Madura and the surrounding country with 
about 60,000 weavers, produce on. the fly wheel an immense quantity 
of finer saries which find a ready market in Bengal and elsewhere. 
Artificial silk is woven now to some extent. 

MADURA CITY is the commercial centre and the trade is exten- 
sive. Commercial relations are chiefly with Tinnevelly, Coimbatore, 
and Trichinopoly. There are a few cotton mills which are in a pros- 
perous condition. Paper mills are also in existence. The exports are 
cotton and silk fabrics (and fine cotton saries) besides rice, sheep, and 
cattle, tobacco, spices, cardamoms and the chief imports are salt and 
timber (from Burma). Internal trade is carried on in numerous weekly 
markets. There is a large trafic in fire-wood. DEVIPATAM, 
KILAKARAI, PAMBAM and TONDI are the ports. The main line 
of S. I. Rly. passes through the district which is well supplied with 
good metalled roads. 











MALABAR DISTRICT. 
The crops valuable to the district are coconut, arecanut, pepper, 
ginger, plantain, etc. Arrowroot and topaica are also grown. 
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The sub-district of COCHIN 1s situated at the junction of the twa 
Native States of Travancore and Cochin and 1s an important port and 
the backwaters afford a cheap means of transport It has a booming 
export trade in groundnuts Other c\poits from the place consist of 
coir, copra, coconut ol, tea and rubber, matting, ginger and pepper are 
also exported It 15 connected with the nntcriand by railways and has 
good roads 

KARIKAL 15 2 French possession but has no direct trade in rice 
and other agricultural products, such as groundnuts with other coastal 
exports The Standard Oi! Company has an imstallation here and it 
has a good trade in mincral ol (about 2$ milhon gallons are generally 
imported) 

CUDDALORE—It 1s not a good harbour caporting groundnut 
kernel oricahe, and coloured piccegoods It has also a good coasting 
trade in groundnut oil, refincd sugar and pulses 

COCHIN, the chief town of Statc of the same name, 16 situated 
about 90 miles south of Calicut It is nearly 300 miles nearer to Aden 
than Hombay and over 30 miles to Durban It 1s the most 
wmiportant port between Bombay and Colombo and in the 
whole of the Madras Presidency Madras and Tuticorin alone 
command a grcater trade than Cochm ‘the numbcr of steamers clear~ 
img the port 1: more than 200 The part owes ity smportance to ita 
natural position which has further been developed to suit the local con- 
ditions. Cheap transport afforded by the system of backwater running

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TELLICHERRY has a population of about 28,000 and 1s situatcd on 
the seacoast about 15 miles away from CANNANOLE which manufac- 
tures its own brand of coating pieces The trade of the port consists 
chiefly m pepper and coffce from the estates m Mysore and Coorg, 
other exports being copra, sandalwood and tea The port 15 also open 
during the monsoon owing to its advantagcouy position and the cons-

PONDICHERRY, 


PONDICHERRY 1s the head quarters of the French Possessions 
Tndia and 15 situated about 150 mules south of Madras It as the 
centre of exporting groundnuts and has three wp-to-date cotton mills, 
all the products bemg exported to the French Possessions — There 3s 
a bone-mill factory and all the different imncial of compamcs have 
ther storage tanks here 

The chicf caports arc shelled groundnut, unbleached cloth, blur 
doth, saylasse cloth, ghee, onion, mangocs, and boncmceal manure = The 
principal articles of import arc 1aw cotton, aiccanuts, food stuffs, 
cement, wood and otha: building matenals, wincs and spirits by sca 
and coal by land Gunnies and pctrokum form the other imports by 
land — The wmported spirits are free from any dety ind the town has 
therefore an mercasing trade in orls, spirits and wines 


RAMNAD DISTRICT. 


The chief produce of the district 1s paddy and other food grams 
such as pulses, beans, grams, etc Rice 1s sent to Colombo sn sucti 
an enormous quantity that, even for local supply, the people have to 
depend upon rice from Nellore, Rangoon, and other places Ground- 
nuts and raw cotton are produced to a very consulerabie extent matnly 
for export The season for these products commences from April and 
contimues as far as December There are also oil and cotton mills 
(both ginning and spinning) who also get their supply of raw products 
from their local agents and sometimes, directly from the ryots of the 
villages where they are produced In these parts the ryots who are 
generally poor are the chief merchants who trade in these commodities 
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and the brokers who are richer than these men, act as middlemen 
in the transaction between the purchasers and the sellers. 

Tobacco and oil cakes are also exported from here to foreij 
ports. Negapatam, Tuticorin, Madras and Pondicherry are the chief 
important ports through which these goods are sent. DANUSHKODI 
and PAMBAN are the two other important ports that are advancin, 
day by day and from the nature of thc business that has been carri 
out, in these ports, it is sure, that these two may become as important 
as Madras and Tuticorin. At DANUSHKODI "aried fish, rice, and at 
times cattle and tea are exported to Colombo and other parts of 
Ceylon. Almost all the groundnuts and tobacco produced in these 
parts are exported through Negapatam and Madras only. 


Machineries, metals, cotton manufactures and other multifarious 
necessities and luxuries come here from Japan and China, England. 
America and Austria. Plenty of arecanuts come to the markets from 
Java_through Colombo and Danushkodi. 

PARARUBAKADI, ARUPPUKOTTA, RAMNAD and DINDIGUL 
are also other places of importance for weaving industry and the sale of 
cloths, In these places ordinary dhoties and sarees both of silk and 
cotton are woven. Pararubakadi and Ramnad sarees are very famous 
and are known in other districts as “Madura Cloth.” At ARUPPU- 
KOTTA there is not a house without a loom and almost all the sarees 
that appear in the market in the type of the silken ones of Madura, 
Kumbakonam, and Conjeevaram patterns are the production of 
Aruppukotta. 

At this place a special kind of sarees are manufactured with the 
mixture of cotton and silk. Ronee goods have been sent in a very 
enormous scale to Colombo, Singapur, Penang, Malacca and 
other places through sre ean ‘Tuticorin and Dhangerkodi. It is also 
believed that these goods reach even Turkey. 

EELAKADU is famous for gingcli seed. TIRUPPULUM, 
VIRIDUPATTEE, TIRUMANGALUM and DINDUGAL are also 
other places of importance for this seed. Generally the local produce 
is not reserved wholly for local consumption and the additional supply 
is obtained from other parts. But the gingelly seed of KEELAKADU 
is used by almost all the country mills of RAMNAD TOWN. 

The local merchants obtain ghce from Trichinopoly, Salem 
and Coimbatore Districts and it is always by far cheaper than the 
local cow's ghee. Tirumangalum ghee is also coming to the market 
in tins. It is better than the tinned ghee of Salem and Coimbatore 
but undoubtedly worse than the local cow’s ghee. 

Groundnut oil is very greatly used by almost all classes of men 
in these parts. _VIRIDUPATTEE, AMBBERKOTEA, TIRUMAN- 
GALUM and SATTUR are some of the places which supply groundnut, 
for extracting groundnut oil. This oil is often mixed with the gingelly 
oil and sold as gingelly oil at a cheap rate. Coconut oil is generally 
not very much used by the people here but greater part is consumed 
hy the people of Tinnevelly District. The chief ports are PAMBAN, 
KILAKARAI, TONDI, DEVIPATNAM, DHANUSHKODI. 


SALEM DISTRICT. 


Three distinct tracts, Balaghat, Baramahal, and Talaghat form the 
district, and are alternately a tabieland, a descent and a level country. 
There are four rivers of which the Cauvery is important, the Vekar, 
the Ponnaiyar and the Palar being the others. The climate of the 
district varies according to elevation from pleasant to moist and 
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oppressive heat SHEVAROY, a hill station, has the coolest chmate 
Average annual rainfall amounts to about 30” 

Prevaihng soil 1s red sand and the crops raised are ragi and cambu, 
nice, plantain, sugarcane, arecanut and coconut Coffee (at the She- 
varoy Hills), indigo and mulberry are also grown Teak, black wood, 
atcha, satinwood, tamarind trees (at the foot of hills) are found here 
Minerals such as gold, iron, saltpetre, mica, corundum, rubies, magne~ 
site, crystalline lime stones are also fou 

The chief industry 1s weaving (pure silk and good white cloth in 
every village and at Salem city) coarse blankets are woven by 
shepherds There are several tannerics at TIRUPPATTUR and at 
VANIYAMVADI 

The exports are rice, wheat castor seed, castor oil, ghee, cloth, 
betel leaves, plantains, arecanuts, tamarinds, mangoes, coffee an 
cattle, the chief imports are salt, pepper, tobacco, yarn, groundnuts, 
etc Internal trade 1s carmed on by weekly markets (in every large 
village) Madras Ratlway traverses the district, which is well served 
with railways and good roads 

SALEM CITY hay a population of about 75,000 Weaving of silk

There are several mills at MANGALORE, UDIPI and in important 
places of South Kanara District The oil extracted in the rainy season 
is a ttle dirty whereas the oi) prepared in hot season 1s clear hke 
water The rope industry 1s making progress especially at MANJU- 
NADY, ULLAL, MALPE and other places where coconuts are largely 
grown Coconut oil soaps are manufactured in many places

STINNEVELLY (the head quarters) with PALLAMKOTAH on the 
opposite bank of the Tambraparin River, has a population of about

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42,000. Jaggery and sugar trade here is considerable, Some timber 
trade exists (from Shencottah in Travancore). base 

TUTICORIN is a town and port in the Tinnevelly District, Madras 
Presidency, about 500 miles from Madras city. It is second seaport 
in the Presidency and the Southern terminus uf the South Indian 
Railway. Again, it ranks next to Madras city in the Presidency and 
next in all India in the importance of its trade. It possesses cotton 
spinning mills and factories for cleaning and pressing cotton, palmyra 
fibre and sann hemp, etc. besides cinchona. The harbour of Tuticorin 
is well sheltcred but not much decp. 

The volume of the trade of the port is steadily growing. The 
principal articles of export are raw cotton, live animals, coffee, cotton 
piece-goods, drugs and medicines, oil-cake, ricc, hides and skins, spices, 
and tea. Raw cotton makcs up nearly half the total value of the 
export trade of the port, which conducts about three-fourths of the 
trade of the Presidency in this article. Cattle and goats are exported 
to Céylon while cotton is scnt to many parts of Europe and Asia. 
Tuticorin has the largest export of chillies in the Presidency, while 
it comes next to Cochin in the value of its exports trade in tea, A 
jarge quantity of rice is annually sent to Ceylon. The chief items of 
import are European cotton twist and yarn and picce-goods, petroleum, 
machinery, hardware and cutlery, arecanuts and timber.

_ The general feature of the Trichinopoly district is an undulating 
plain and is traversed by the Cauvery, throughout the length an 
breadth of the district. The Pachaimalai hills are malarious and else- 
where the climate is dry and healthy; average rainfall is 35”. cas 

The crops growr. are rice, chholam, cambu, varagu rayi, gingelly, 
groundnuts, cotton, etc. Bullocks and buffalocs are used for agricul~ 
tural_ purposes. . 

Cotton and silk cloth are woven. Brass and copper idols are made 
at LALGUDI. 

The chief exports are cereals and pulses, chillies, cotton, gingelly, 
plantain, groundnut, coconut, betel-leaf, jaggery, tanned hides and 
skins, oilcake, castor oil, saltpetre, stone, cigar, etc, to adjoining dis- 
tricts. The imports are grain and pulses (from Coimbatore), castor 
seed, cotton seed, coconut oil, pepper and arecanuts, raw tobacco, kero- 
sene oi], piece-goods, salt and salted fish. 

TRICHINOPOLY is the chief centre of trade and large portion 
of rail-borne traffic passes through it. It is the centre of cigar-making 
industry. Other trade centres are ARIYALUR, PERAMBALUR and 
TURAIYUR. Internal trade is carried on through weekly markets. 


TRICHINOPOLY is the head-quarters of the District of the same 
name in Madras. It is a very ancient place and the fact that it is 
an important railway junction has had much to do with its rapid 
growth in recent years. . It is moreover, one of the great educational 
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centres in the south of the Presidency The most interesting object 
am the city 15 the famous rock 

The chief exports are paddy, cotton groundnuts, plantams, 
coconuts, betel leaf, etc, silk and cotton turbans, fine and cuarse cotton 
fabrics, carpets, blankets and mats, rubies, silver-work, paintings and 
pith models, baskets, bangles, shoes, tanned skins, castor oil, oil-cake, 
saltpetre, stones, cigars, soap, buffaloes, sheep and goats The most 
important of the imports are good cloths of silk and cotton both for 
male and female wear, carpets, houschold vessels and utensils, raw 
‘tndes, bangles, glassware, raw tobacco and ploughing cattle

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MARKET PLACES OF BIHAR & ORISSA 


THE province of Bihar and Orissa comprises Bihar, 

Chotanagpur and Orissa which differ widely in their 
physical features. The total area of the province is about 
83,000 square miles and its population is about 34} million. 

Bihar extends from the foot of the Himalayas to the bank of the 
Ganges and is separated from Orissa by the crystalline platcau of 
Chotanagpur. _It is an alluvial river plane watered by the Ganges and 
its tributaries Sone, Gaudak, Gogra and Kusi. 1t suffers from extreme 
temperatures. The only marsh is in Champaran, covering an area 
of about 140 sq. miles. Trees are more plentiful in the northern 
parts. 

Chotanagpur is bounded by the Rajmahal Hills in the east and 
comprises an upland tract of hills and plateaus, covered with forests in 
which the sal predominates. It is a tangled mass of rock and forest. 
The sub-province is watered by the Damodar, the Kasai and the 
Subarnarekha 

Orissa_is a strip of alluvial coastal plain with hilly tracts in the 
interior. The chief rivers are the Subarnarckha, the Baitarani, the 
Brahmani, and the Mahanadi. Orissa is blessed with a very large 
lake, Chilka by name, which abounds in fishes. The export of fresh 
fish from the Chilka Lake by sail increased from 25,000 maunds 
in 1923 to 52,000 maunds in 1928 Two ice factorics have been started 
near Chilka and the golden prawn industry is once more looking up 
after a period of depression in 1! 


The mean temperature during the cold season months is 64° and 
during summer the mean temperature is 83°F. The rainfall averages 
about 50” to 60” in E. Bihar, 45” in Chotanagpur and about 60” to 
70” in Orissa. In South Bihar the average rainfall amounts to ahout 
a: Great damage is generally done by cyclones in the sea coast of 

Tissa. 

Rice is grown wherever rainfall is abundant, ic. in N. Bihar and 
in the valleys of Chotanagpur and Orissa. In the hill sides millets 
and pulses are raised. In W. Bihar the practice of growing several 
crops in the same field together is still carried on, eg. gram, wheat, 
sesamum and linseed are grown together in the same field at the same 
time, 

Maize is grown in Bihar and Chotanagpur; wheat, bartey, gram, 
tmarua, jowar, bajra are also grown. Cereals and pulses receive more 
attention than others. Peas, kalai, kulthi, khesari, arhar, gondli, kodan, 
kalai urid are the cereals grown. Coconuts are plentiful on the coastal 
strip of Orissa. Tea is grown in the Ranchi and Hazaribagh districts, 
Among other crops special mention should be made of tobacco and 
indigo which are of great economical value to Bihar. Lac is found all 
over Chotanagpur, Santhal Parganas, etc. 

Jute is grown in Northern Bihar. Chillies of N. Bihar and tobacco 
of the Monghyr district are celebrated. Oil seeds are largely cultivated, 
specially tie castor and sarguja. Poppy is grown in W. Bihar and 

©. Sugarcane is largely cultivated in N. Bihar and a large 
number of sugar factories (about 16) have grown up here, The sabpi

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grass of Santhal Parganas and Ranch: are sought after by paper mull 
owners 

Almost all the fruits found m_ Bengal are obtained here, mangoes 
of Darbhanga and lichts of Muzaffarpur are famous Cauliflowers of 
Bihar have good reputation 

Patna, Sitamarhi, Bachaur, Bhagalpur are the breeds of cattle A 
large number of cattle and horse fairs are held m the province, noted 
among them beimg at Soncpur and Sitamarh: There 15 provision for 
irrigation in the Sahabad and Gaya districts of Bihar and also in some 
places of Orissa 

The province 1s very rich in mineral resources Coal 1s the chief 
miming article, Dhanbad, Gir:dsh, and the Jharia field being the most 
tmportant Through the opening up of the Central Indian Railway 
from Ranch: a good area, rich in coal, has been opened up Coal 
deposits also exist along the valley of the Mahanadi, nutably in Talcher 
There 1s also a large coal supply in the district of Palamau  Gold- 
bearing sands are met with in the river beds of the Suhainarehha. 
Hazaribagh and surroundings supply the world’s demand of mica which 
1s found in large quantities in the Hazaribagh district The centre of 
the industry 1s at Gindih and the products are sent down to Calcutta 
North Bihar 15 the chief source of saltpetre which 1s obtaincd on a 
large scale in Patna Division and Monghyr Slate 1s quarried at 
Monghyr and ballast mm the Raymahal hills) Moca 1s also quarried in 
the Gaya districts Abundant limestone is available at Monghyr and 
also in the districts of Palamau, Singhbhum, Gangpu, and Santhal

of Bthar and Orissa are shilled workmen 

Giridih, Jhatra and Barakar are the centres of coal trade The 
agricultural products of Bihar are scnt down to Calcutta and receive 
in turn forcign merchandise, precegoods, kerosene, salt, hardware, metals 
and machineries Orissa receives goods from Calcutta and sends 
products to that place 

Hazanbagh, Monghyr and Gaya are the most important sources 
of mica in the world = The Tata Iron and Stcel works are situated in 
the Singhbhum district There are many sugar factories The trans- 
frontier trade of Nepal amounts to about Rs § crores 

The E I Rly, BN Rly, B & N W Rly, B, B, Rly, etc, are 
the chicf railways There are about 4,000 miles of railways in the 
province besides 4,000 miles of metaled roads and about 26,000 miles of 
unmetalled roads There are more than 500 miles of navigable canals 

Now-a-days motor service for carying passengers constitutes one 
of the principal means of transport And at some places specially in 
the hilly country motor lormes are used for carrying goods , 


ANGUL. 


The country around Angul represents low wooded hills with rich 
cultivated valleys | The climate is generally unhealthy and is malarious, 
The average rainfall amounts to about 54” 
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‘The principal crops are rice and turmeric which are largely export- 
ed — Millets, pulses, maize and oilseeds are also grown by the Khonds, 

‘There are coal-bearing rocks, the quality being not very good Iron 
stone occurring here 15 locally smelted, cotton-weaving, basket and 
mat making are the industries There are also iron, brass and bell- 
metal works 

The trade 1s chiefly with Cuttach, Purr and Ganjam = The chief 
exports aic rice, millets, gram, lemttls, catcchu, molasses, oilsceds, hides 
and horns Turmeric, mohua, wax, honcy and shellac are also exported 
from the Khondmal villages ‘The chicf imports arc picce-goods, salts, 
spices, ghee, sugar, dried fish, kerosene oil, brassware and glass beads 

The chief trade centres are ANGUL, SANKHPUR and BAGDIA 
Goods are earned by carts and pack bullocks There are also weckly 
markcts at PHULBARI and KHEJURPURA 


BALASORE DISTRICT. 


The chief crops of the district include nce, millets, pulses, etc It 
4S a great rice-hcaring truct There 15 a seaport, CHANDBALLI by 
name where stcamers tu the coastal ports and Rangoon touch ‘The 
centres of trade are BALASORF and BHADRAK 

BALASORF —ihe principal exports from this place are nice, stone- 
ware, dry fish, spices and provistons Both cow and buffalo ghee caw 
be obtamned here, which are exported to Calcutta by rail and are in much 
demand there There are many brass mctal factories which manufactuie 
dishes, pots, Frases, plates, etc, which are gencrally sent to Calcutta 
and Pur and are largely sold in those places Coarse cotton cloth, 
bell metal articles, stonewares, etc arc made Various hinds of fine 
and artistic works and ornaments of silver arc manufactured here 

BHADRAK —Rice and paddy are the chicf articles of trade in this 
market Besides these, buffalo-ghee and kal: kalat, lentil, mustard-secd 
are also available here 


BHAGALPUR DISTRICT. 

The BHAGALPUR district 1s divided into 2 nearly equal parts by 
the Ganges The northern half is a part of the great alluvial plain anc 
15 mtersected by many rivers and the southern and eastern portions 
are lable to mundation The N_E portion 19 a sub-Terai rice tract 
The land 15 low on the south of the Ganges but rises gently till it 
merges imto the hilly tract of the Chotanagpu: plateau The climate 
of the district 1s on the whole pleasant and healthy and the average 
rainfall is about 52” 

On the north the soil resembles good clay, hke that of Bengal and 
is very fmablc_ On the south the high belt grows arhar and 1s spatsc- 
ly wooded The bar land yields rich cold season crops (wheat, barley, 
oats, mustard, sugarcane etc); kheyan 1s the soil fit for growing rice 
‘The crops grown are rice (staple), maize, marua, wheat, barley, jower, 
gram, linseed, rapeseed, castor, mustard, til, cotton, jute, sugarcane and

Tassar silk, bafta cloth, indigo, ghee, 1ron and brass utensils, cloth 
und _lac bracelets are the chef industnes Gur from BANKA is sent 
to Bengal, coarse coloured glass 1s made at BHAGALPUR 

The chief :mports are coal, coke, salt, cotton, piece-goods, gunny 
bags, gram, pulses, silk (raw) and raw tobacco, and the chicf ex- 
ports are rice, mustard seed and indigo Imports come by rail or 
steamer 

Trade 1s chiefly with Nepal and East Bengal The important 
centres of trade are SULTANGANJ, BHAGALPUR, COLGONG, 
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PIRPAINTI, BELHAR, AMARPUR, BARAHAT, JEYPORE and 
BANKA in the south and MADHIPURA, KISHANGANJ, BANGAON, 
PROTAPGAN], BIHPUR and SUPAUL in the north. A net-work 
of railways, roads and steamer routes traverses this district. s 

BHAGALPUR.—It is a populous city and a great commercial 
centre. Mangoes, tassar, silk and ghee are abundantly available here. 
Honey is also sold and can be had from the Santhals on week days 
during summer. The local weight is 101 tolas a scer but in the town 
proper 80 tolas are common. The articles of trade of this place in- 
clude wheat, seeds, jute (in small quantities), ghee, molasses, jaggery, 
dals, rice, paddy, potatoes, tobacco, sugar, millet, oat, etc, which are 
largely imported here from the interior by carts and outside the province 
by rail and are consumed here or exported. The local products are 
blankets of a coarser quality, tassar, garad, bafta and khesa cloths. 
Cauliflowers, fishes, vegetables, mangoes, honey, etc., are available here. 

There are several oil mills and flour mills, which consume the pro- 
ducts of the districts, The soil and oil cakes so obtained are generally 
exported to important places on the loop line. 

SULTANGANJ.—This is also a busy commercial centre in the mo- 
fussil. The river bank and the hinterland are very fertile and produce 
rich crops. Potatoes are largely cropped and are sent down to Calcutta 
by the end of October by railway. Fishes, mangoes and cauliflowers 
are also obtainable here during season at a cheap price and business in 
these is brisk during season time. Tassar, bafta and silk clothes are 
obtainable here in large quantities, which go chicfly to Bhagalpur and 
Monghyr and are then sold to big buyers, Goods are sent away from 
this place by rail and during the rains by stcamers also, The pro- 
ducts of the place which are marketed in ange quantities are rice of 
various qualities, grains and sceds besides those already mentioned. 
Connection with the interior is by cart for goods and by motor hus 
for passengers. 

OWGACHIA.—It is an important and busy grain mart in the 
Bhagalpur district. The country around the town is very fertile and 
prosperous, Among the commercial products and commodities Maghi 
and Purabi mustard seeds are the most important. Other articles of 
trade are grams, kali kala, jara, kalai, maize, chillies, arahar, masuri, 
khesari, linseed, castor seed and ghce. 

COLGONG.—The place is situated on the lJoop-line of the East 
Indian Railway and is not far off from the river bank. The 
soil of the country around is very fertile and produces rich crops of 
grams, seeds, dals, paddy, jaggery, oil-cake, rice, potatoes, onions, tur- 
meric, etc., which are brought here by carts in large quantities from 
the interior and are re-exported from this place. The potato trade 
of the place during October with Calcutta is worthy of note. The 
business of the place is brisk during season, Fish is also sent away 
during winter in enormous quantities. 

Other important commerciat centres where wheat, grains, oil seeds, 
pulses are largely obtainable, are PIRPAINTI, BANKA. a 
MADHEPURA, KHAGARIA, MANSI, THANA, BIHPUR, etc. 


CHAMPARAN DISTRICT. 


Most of the CHAMPARAN district consists of alluvial plain ex- 
cepting the borders of the Himalayas for 15 miles. The Someswar 
range is well wooded and rises up the bed of the Turi Pani amidst 
romantic sceneries, the summit overlooking the Mauri Valley in Nepal. 
The climate is on the whole healthy though the rainfall is heavy on 
the enbmontane region and averages about 56”. 
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The soil 1s hard clay on north of the Burhi Gandak and 1s stuxtable 
for mce cultivation but requires irrigation Thin loam 1s also found 
in some parts and in others a sandy sol 15 the characteristic 
Uplands predominate on the south of the Gandak The chief crops 
grown are rice, barley, maize, wheat, pulses, indigo Oilseeds, thatching- 

Yass, poppy and sugarcane are also grown ‘There is abundant pasture 
land in BAGAHA and SHIKARPUR which attract cattle from the 
surrounding country Catechu 1s obtained from the forests of BET- 
TIAH Large cattle fairs are held annually at MADHUBAN and 
BETTIAH 

Coarse cotton cloth 1s woven, weaving of blankets and rugs and 
pottery work are the other industnes The district was once famous 
for sts indigo but the industry is gradually dechmng Sugar making 
and manufacturing 15 the prominent industry Rice mulling 1s done 
Durries, carpets and mother-of-pearl buttons are madc at MEHSI 

The exports from this district are mdigo, oilsecds, gram and sugar, 
amports are salt, piecegoods, kerosenc oil, coal, grain and tobacco The 
trade 15 chiefly with Calcutta The main trade route to Nepal hes in 
the Champaran district and traffic is registered on the frontier at 
RAXAUL 

The important marty are GOBINDAGANJ, BARHARWA, MAN- 
PUR and BAGAHA The trade centres are BETTIAH, MOIIHARI, 
CHAINPATIA, CHAPKAHIA, RAMGARWA, KESARIYA and 
MADHUBAN 

MOTIBARI —It 1s the head-quarter station of the district Tobacco 
of this place is very good and 15 largely sold Khar: salt and saltpetre 
are obtainable here and are sold to Calcutta and upcountry merchants 
Indigo 1s also cultivated in the district and many kuropeans have set- 
tled here for agricultural purposes 

The surrounding country also produces large quantities of sugar- 
cane and there are 3 sugar factories in the district There are also 
about ten rice mills, which consume the products of the surrounding 
country There are also two button making factories Hand loom 
weaving 1s practised 

The tobacco of Mothari 1s sent to as far as Burma and 1s used 
there for cheeroot making and cigar industry Net-making 1s also an 
industry, nets are sold to the fishermen of this and adjoining districts 
Onl pressing and durri weaving are among important industries of 
this place The town has a large trade in ghee with Calcutta and other 
centres of Bengal and Bihar Transport with the imtenor is mainly 
by carts and the climate is on the whole good 

The principal imports into the town are grains and secds, tobacco, 
Jaggery, molasses, bhel: gur, ghee, khari salt, saltpetre, indigo, oilcake, 
garlic hides and skins, etc 

BETTIAH—The principal productions are hnseed, mustard seed, 
grain, maize, lentil, poppy seed, ghee, yaggery, molasses, sugar, tobacco, 
oilcake, castor-sced, chillies, turmeric, wax, honey, timber, hides and 
skins, etc There 1s a booming trade in these articles Sabai grass and 
timber are exported The transport facilities with the intenor consist 
of carts drawn by bullocks Of the various productions jaggery and 
molasses are largely exported Ghee is brought here in considerable 
quantity and 1s of good quality The climate of the place 1s good 
Merchandise 1s carned by ratlway 

CUTTACK DISTRICT. 


The CUTTACK district contains three distinct tracts, marshy-yungle, 
arable tract of rice land and the broken hilly region along the western 
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boundary Rivers constitute the conspicuous feature of Cuttack The 
deita of the Mahanad: 1s enveloped in it and the Brahman: traverses it 
The extremes of chmate are more marked here than in any othr part 
of Orissa, and cyclonic storms are common The average annual rainfall 
18 about 60” 

The low lying tract on the sea coast 1s usually very fertile (protected 
from salt water) The chicf crops grown are rice, pulses, (kul:th, birt, 
mung, arahar), oil-seeds, marua sugarcane, tobacco, potatoes, betel 
leaf, ete 

‘Lhe silver fihgree work of Cuttack 15 well-known, cotton weaving, 
hcl! metal work, lac and brass ofnamcnts, pottery, hardware, gunny bags 
and baskct making arc the chief industries Neat toys and sticks are 
madc of buffalo horn, deer horn and ivory and are largely bought by 
pilgrims vistting the district 

The chief cxports are rice (to Caleutta Mauritius and Ceylon), onl- 
seeds, hides, jute, timber horn, lac nux-vornica, bees wax, resi and 
silver filigree work (to Calcutta), and boncs (to Calcutta and Ganjyam) 
The chief imports arc prcce goods, kerosenc ol, crockery, glassware 
fancy goods, mctuls varn spices and betelnuts and salt from Calcutta 
ind Madras Presidency, jungle products, grain and oilseeds from Tribu- 
tary Statcs and ¢ P, and spiccs and condiments from Ganjam 


‘The chief trade centres are CULTACK TOWN, FALSE POINT and 
CHANDBALI (outside the distr.ct) It 2 traversed by the BN Ry 
ind a Good road connects it with Calcutta and Madras 


CUJTACK—The local manufactures consist of sticks and pen 
holdas from the hoins of ammals Combs hookkah pipes, toys and 
chess are also manufacturcd here Shoes arc largely manufactured and 
ue cxpoited to Cakutta and other places Trmbcr mdustry of Cuttack 
fiom the yungles of ¢ P and other Nate State jungles is »mportant 
ind Calcutta gets a large share of its supply from Cuttack Colourcd 
lac churics and wooden toys coloured with lac aic manufactured and 
caported to various places It is also a niacc of important stone

knives, bcll-metal utensils, ctc The chmate of the place 1s very good 

KANTARHAT—Large quantities of coarse rice and paddy are un- 
ported here which arc caported to Calcutta and Cuttack 


DARBHANGA DISTRICT. 


The district constitutes a large alluvial plain with a general slope 
from north to south and 1s traversed by many tributanes of the Ganges 
and the lands are at places high, though inundations aie common from 
the river system The chmate of the district 1s generally dry but the 
heat_1s never excessive The average annual rainfall 1s about 50” 

The elevated land in the S W is the mchest and the most fertile 
part of the district The main articles of agricultural produce include 
icc, mohua, wheat, barley, maize, gram, etc (khesari, arhar, masuti, 
kodan, china, sawan, urad, mung, oats and yanera) Potatoes, yams, 
suthin are also cultivated A considerable area is also under orlseeds 
(hinseed), tobacco, indigo, sugarcane, poppy, all of which are profitable 
crops 

The industries of the district include coarse cloth weaving, pottery 
and mat-making Brass and other utenstls are made at JHANJHAR- 
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PUR. Indigo 1s under European agency. The sugai industiy in the 
MADHUBANI sub-division 1s very tmportant ” 

The principal exports are rice, indigo, gram, pulses, linsced, mustard 
seed, saltpetre, tobacco, hides, ghee and trmber (from Nepal frontier) 
Ghee 15 largely sent to Calcutta where it has a very good market The 
principal umports are rice, grains, kerosenc oil, salt, gunny bags, eval, 
coke, piecegoods and raw cotton The seeds and pulses and grams atc. 
sent to Calcutta and the other food crops to Saran and also to Muvaf 
farpur. The food grains imported come mamly from Wepal and 
Bhagalpur ; coal and coke come from Rengal and Bihar, salt and piece 
goods come from Calcutta. 

The important marts in the dssinict are DARBHANGA, SAMAS- 
TIPUR, MADHUBANI, RUSERA, PUSA, KAMTAUL, DALSING 
SERAI, NARAHIA (for the grain trafic of Nepal) and WIANJHAR 
PUR The trade 1s carmed by rail, a net work of hhncs passing 
through the district, 

There are several rice mills, oil mills, sugar factories; a jute mill 
has recently been opened in the district The part of the Ganges 15 also 
navigable throughout the year and has a regula: service with Goalunda 
and Calcutta, 

SAMASTIPUR —It 15 situated on the BN W Rly m the Dar 
bhanga district. The country round the town 1s very fertile and 
produces rich agricultuial crops There are good mango and lichs 
gardens; the products are vcry vood and are gintrally exported 
Graftings of these trees are also available hcre Ghee of Samastipu 
has a good_name in the Calcutta bazar and 1s exported in large 
quantities The country round Samastipur produces sugarcane and 
there are several factories for producing sugar from canes and also from 
amported molasses Health and climate of the place are on the whole 


od. 

RUSERA —Trade in agricultural pioducts 15 also consiterahic 
Vocal oil and orl-cakes are of good quality It stands on the B N W. 
Rly and goods are despatched by rail Jt has also the advantage of

DARBHANGA —11 15 the district lea | quarters and 1s also the seat 
of the Maharaja of Darbhanga The surrounding countiy 15 extremely 
fertile and goods are brought by carts and by rail from remote villages 
aud also from the villages of Nepal Tera: and are marketed hei 
Among the articles of trade brought for sale are wax, honey, mangoes, 
lichis and dried juice of mangoes (Amsatta) Kesims of pines, guggul, 
Indian madder, ctc., are obtamable in large quantities and are exported 

Industries of Darbhanga consist of manufacture of coarse cloth and 
blankets, brass utenstt makmg and rice mulling There are several icc . 
and oil-mills which consume the products of the district and impart 
as well, There are also one tobacco factory, 2 or 3 sugar factories and 
several flour mills. The brass and bell-metal wares are done here as 
well as at JHANJHARPUR. . 

The traders and individuals from Nepal bring down timbers, hides, 
and skins, cattle, sheep, buffaloes, goats, lentil, mustard seed, biankets, 
wax, ete. for sale here and they take into Nepal im exchange piecegoods, 
salt, kerosene, spices, brass utensils, hardwares and other articles for 
their use. This place therefore has a good foreign trade

numerous tributaries of rivers and the soil 1s generally fertile, but 
agricultural prosperity depends mainly on irrigation

opium, sugarcane, potatoes, ete 

The imdustries are lac, sugar, tassar, cotton, brass-utensils, stone 
ware, gold and silver ornamcnts, blankets, rugs and carpets MANPUR, 
KADIRGANJ, DAUDNAGAR, etc, are the centres of those industries 
and they have a large trade with Calcutta. Padlocks and brasswares 
are made at AURANGABAD Sugar imdustry thrives at JAHANA- 
BAD Mica 1s found in the district 

The principal exports are food-grains, oilseeds, paper, opium, sugar 
(raw), mahua, saltpetre, muca, lac, blankets, carpets, stone, brass, hides, 
tobacco and betel leaves The main articles of import are salt, coal, 
coke, piece-goods, shawls, kerosene ol, tea, cotton, timber, tobacco, tron.

HAZARIBAGH —The place 1s surrounded by hills and 1 very 
healthy It 1s reached by a motor bus service from the Hazari- 
bagh Road station on the Grand Chord hne of the F 1 Rly Itis a 
chief trading centre of the mineral products (of Chotanagpur) and of 
maca It 1s connected with RANCHI by a good road through which

MANBHUM DISTRICT. 


The MANBHUM district forms the first step m the desccnding 
Chotanagpur plateau The river Damodar with the Barakar and the 
Subarnarekha pass through the district The climate of the distnct 
1s moderate and average annual ramsfall 19 abo 53” 

The soil presents different varieties—from hard dry and rely ta 
fertile, alluvial and damp on the valleys and river banks he chief 
crops are rice, maize mahua, bajra, wheat, barlcy a variety of pulses, 
rape and mustard seeds, sugarcane, cotton and tobicco Cultivation 13 
carried on with water from small reservoirs and tanks The district 15 
rich in mineral products, specially in coal Gold washings are found 
Tion_ore and copper ore are not uncommon It has forests also 

Shellac, tassar-silk weaving, coarse cotton cloth weaving, brass 
utensil making ornaments making, rope, cutlery and gum making forn: 
the diverse industries of the district 

The chief exports are coal and cohc The imports are salt, rice, 
gram, pulses kerosene oil, cotton twist and picce-gouds molasses sugar 
and tobacco 

The trade centres are PURULIA, JHALDA, RAGHUNATHPUR, 
ICHAGARH, GOBINDAPUR and NIRSA, etc The external trade as 
carried by rail (B N R) and the internal trade 15 by bullock carts 
and EIR 

JHARIA --It ts one of the greatest coal producing tracts m Bengal 
The coal 1s exported to Calcut(a for shipment and mtcrnal distribution 

PURULIA—The chief articles of trade of this place are rice and 
paddy, as also lentil, wax, lac, cotton, honey, resin, myrobalans, sticks 
of buffalo horns, etc It is the chief mart in the Manbhum district 

RAJAGRAM —The place 1s famous for silk cloths, cocoons, lac, etc

MONGHYR DISTRICT. 


‘The surface of the MONGHYR district i undulating with the 
ridges of the Raymahat hills on the west The district 1s traversed by 
the Ganges and like Bhagalpur zt 1s practically dividcd into two parts 
The Burhi Gandak and several othe: small streams pats through it 
The climate of the district 15 on the whole moderate and the average 
rainfall amounts to about 47”

The chief articles of mpoits are picce-goods, coal, coke, rice sugar 
etc, and the exports are gram, pulses, linseed, wheat mustard, chilhes, 
tobacco leaf, ghce and raw sugar =“ The F I Rly on the southern bank 
of the Ganges and B & N W Rly on the northern bank pass through 
the district 

MONGHYRK —Regular steamers visit thas place on the myer and 
cairy a hug traffic in goods and merchandise The sunounding 
country 1 vcry fertle and specially the river bank 15 very productive 
It 15 the head quarteis of the district and contains an old fort It has 
4 population of about 32,000 

There are on mills and flour mulls for turmmsg out atta and maida 
it 1s also a centre for cigeratte making from local tobacco leaf and has 
a large factory for the purprse Tt 1s famous fo1 the manufacture 
of guns and pistols of good quality The transport of merchandise

spring 1s sttuated near the town at SITAKUNDA where people from far 
off places resort to during festivities 

KHARGAPUR —This place stands on a very fertile tract and 1s 
noted for the production of best quality mce Besides rice, oil seeds, 
grain, papery, ghee, chilhes, etc are largely produced and are exported 
firstly by bullock carts to the stations and then by rail to other places 
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JHAJHA —It stands on the main line of the E I Rly he bazar 
1s very near the station = The gur of the locality 15 of very fine quality 
Country cigarettes called biris are made here The usual things 
brought to the bazar for sale are jutc, sann or hemp, mohua and mohua 
seed and oil, castor oil, nmstard seid, gur, ghee, linsecd, ete These 
articles are generally collected by Mahajyans and are sent away to 
other parts of the provinces of Bengal and Bhar 

LUCKEESERAI —It 1s a prospcious trading centre situatcd on the 
bank of a mver_on the other stdc of Kiul junction on the main Ine of 
the EIRly The place has a mustard-oil mill Gram, grains and 
pulses and oil-sccds are imported here in abundance Besides these, 
Bhec, sugar, dals, oil cakes, onions, garlies, potatoes, tobacco and chillies 
are obtaimable in laige quantitics in the markets 

KHAGARIA —It 1s an important mut in the Monghyr district 
Considerable quantities of grains and secds, chillies, ghec, turmeric, 
anisced, cauliflower and fishes arc obtainable here 

BEGUSARAI —The surrounding, country 19 also very fertile fhe 
hat of this place 1s very important and is progressuc = The artichs of 
trade here include all sorts of grams and sceds Ghee obtainable hae

MUZAFFARPUR DISTRICT. 


The MUZAFFARPUR district 14 a perfect plain aud 15 intersected 
by numerous small and big sticams the Baghmats, the Buri Gandak and 
the Ganges being several of them ‘The climate 1s dry and hot but not 
cacessive The disirict 1s healthy The average rainfall amounts to 
about 48” 

‘the soil 15 alluvial and fertile The chief crops giown are ree 
pulscs, barley, maize wheit, marua gram, indigo, sugarcane, poppy, 
tobacco and thatching grass Cultivation 1s helped by canals, wells and 
tunks The important industries are coarse cloth-making, carpet 
making, pottery, mat, cart whecls, palanquins cutlery, indigo, sugar 
refining ‘Lhere are several sugar and indigo factoricy 

The chief exports are indigo, sugar, oil-sceds, saltpetre, hides, ghee, 
opium, tobacco, fruits and ycgctables The umports arc salt, cotton 
goods, hardware, coal and coke, kerosene oil, maize, millets, rice and 
‘ood grains and’ indigo seeds 

‘The chief trade centres are MUZAFFARPUR, HAZIPUR, LAL 
GONG, SITAMARHI, SURSAND, SAHIBGANJ, BELA KUNTAI, ete 

Four branches of the B & N W Rly pass through the distrit 
Transportation 1s by Railway and boats and also by carts, for which 
there are good roads penetrating the imtenor 

MUZAFFARPUR —It 1s the chief industrial town of North Bihar 
The surrounding country 1s also very fertile There are several ron 
works, sugar factories, orchards and rice and oil mulls, the latter con- 
suming part of the products of the district and of the surrounding 
districts The town also manufactures coarse cloth and towels 
Blankets are also available here at a cheap rate and has a good trade 
with the rest of the province and UP.

Rly on the bank of the Gandak with SONEPUR where the famous 
mela of Harthar-Chhatra 1s held during Rashpurnima The mela 1s a 
great mart for horses, elephants and cattle irce grafts are alsg sold 
here and various articles of arts and crafts are also offered for sale at 
Sonepur mela The railway platform of the Sonepur station 1s the 
largest in the world 

Hazipur is famous for unrefined sugar which 15 largely used by 
people of Bengal (high castes) Chutneys of fruits of this place are 
also famous and are sent to places of Bengal, Bihar and U P There 
are several sugar factories and the unrefined sugar is largely, exported 
to Kast Bengal Calcutta, Benares, United Provinces, C by rail 
and also by steamers Boat traffic 15 also prevalent The climate 
1s on the whole good Plantains and mangoes are available in large 
quantities There are a few distilleries 

BARAJBAZAR—There are several sugar factories here, the 
products of which are largely exported The molasses of this place 
1» sent chiefly to Bishnupur in Bankura and also to Gaya for use m 
mixing and preparing Indian tobacco Among imports into the place 
worthy of mention are salt, kerosene, prece-goods and hardware which 
are brought in large quantitres from Calcutta generally The exports 
and imports are carried by railway 


PALAMAU DISTRICT. 


The PALAMAU district consists of a confused aggregation of hills 
which are off-shoots from the Chotanagpur plateau The Sone and 
the Koel are the chief rivers It has a moderate temperature and a 
good chmate, average ramfall 1s about 50” 

The crops suffer at times from light rainfall but along the banks of 
the rivers the land 1s fertile and produces rich crops of mice, maize, 
cereals, marua, gram, barley, wheat, kodan, godsh, arahar, khesari, sugatr- 
cane, oilseeds, cotton and poppy Coal 1s found on the valley of the 
Koel at AURANGA, DALTONGANY, etc _ Iron ore, laterite, graphite, 
copper are also found but costly unworked owing to lack of proper 
transport facilties Limestone is extracted on an_ extensive scale 
There is also a large coal supply in the district Ghee, tassar-silk, 
lac and coarse cotton making are the main industries besides a few 
others which are primitive in character

and coal and the imports consist of ptece-goods, salt, brassware, sugar, 
kerosene oil and rice Ghee, mustard seed and tndes are brought in

SANTHAL PARGANAS. 

The SANTHAL PARGANAS district is generally hilly and 
undulating The Raymahal hills rise here and terminate near the bank 
of the Ganges The district 1s crossed by numerous strcams and rivers. 
The alluvial strip contams damp heat and moist climate and the hilly 
portions are dry and healthy The average annual rainfall 15 about 55” 

The so: varies with the nature of the surrounding hills and has 
many fertile valleys The crops grown are maize, mustard seed, cotton, 
tobacco, castor, brinyals and other vegetables, rice, millets, wheat, barley, 
sugarcane, ctc It suffers from arcitv of fodder duiune the drv 
months The chtef forcst products are sal and mohur —_ Besides others, 
stone 1s quarried, coal mines, copper ores, lead orcs, iron ores also 
occur 

Mattocks, picks, ploughs, hooks, knives, etc, are manufactured, tan- 
ning baskets, bamboo mats, cloth screens are also made, ghee, sugar, 
gur, oil, lac (shellac) are prepared 

The chief imports are nce, gunry bags, raw cotton, sugar, molasses, 
piecegoods, salt, kerosene oi, coal and coke The chief exports are 
food grains, linseed, mustard seed, sabai grass, lead metal, hides, raw 
fibres and tobacco The principal mart 1s SAHEBGANJ (EIR. Loop) 
20,000 mds of sabai grass 1s sent to the paper mills Hide trade and 
lac business are carried on at DUMKA and PAKUR_ Railway con 
nection exists on the border by E. I. Rly. Goods are of good quality. 

DEOGHAR —The place has got several flower gardens whence roses 
are daily sent down to Calcutta It contains the temple of Baidya- 
nathy: and people from many places assemble throughout the year 
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specially during Shivaratri, in March and Jhulan in August. Ghee and 
eurdied milk as also chirrah (pressed rice) are obtainable here in 
abundance and are of good quality. 

The other trading centres are MADHUPUR, SIMULTALAH, 
PAKUR (whence stone ballast for roads are largely obtainable), RAJ- 
MAHAL, SAHEBGANJ, DUMKA (the head quarters), BARHARWA. 
MOHESHPUR, ete. There are shellac factories in NANIHAT, whence 
sufficient lac is sent to Calcutta. There is also a hat at SPARATH 
where chirrah is brought and sold in large quantities, 


SARAN DISTRICT. 


The SARAN district is a beautiful wooded plain, highly cultiwated 
and densely populated. It is very fertile and is intersected by many 
water channels, the Ganges, the Godak, the Gora, the Sandi, the Gan- 
daki, the Dhanai and the Ghangri. Winter is delightful but dry, heat 
is intense. Average rainfall is about 45”. The chief crops raised are 
rice, barley, maize, khesari, pulse, linseed, mustard seed, sugarcane, 
opium (premier district). Cattle is poor. Salt, saltpetre, glauber's 
salt, potter's clay are also available. 

Coarse cloth is woven. Brassware of SIWAN is famous as also 
pottery of the place. Saltpctre is made, several sugar factorics are 
situated in the district. Shellac is also smannfacturi Imports of 
food grains largely exceed exports. Rice milling is done. 

The principal imports are rice, other food grains (from Mirzapur, 
Darbhanga, Bhagalpur), cotton piecegouds, salt, kerosene, coal and 
coke. The exports are opium, sugar, indigo, saltpetre, shellac, molas- 
ses, linseed, mustard sced, gram, pulses and other food gruins. Traffic 
is carried by railway. 

The principal marts are CHAPRA (headquarters and also a river- 
Port on the north bank of the Ganges), REVELGANJ, SIWAN, 
MAHARAJGANJ, MIRGANJ, DIGWAR, SONEPUR (where the 
famous cattle and horse and ‘elephant fair is held during November) 
and MARHATTWA and PANCHRUKHE = ‘The district is fairly well 
supplied with railway and good roads. 

SINGHBHUM DISTRICT. 

The SINGHBHUM district forms a part of the southern fringe 
of the Chotanagpur plateau and the western portion is hilly. It is 
intercepted by many small streams. Heat is not so great during sum- 
mer and the climate is generally moderate, The average rainfall is 
about 54”. More than 1200 sq. miles are under Government reserved 
forests, The chief crops are ricc. oilseeds (rape, mustard, sarguja) 
maize, marua, millcts and cotton. The province is very rich in minerals. 
Extensive deposits of iron ore occur in the district and are mostly 
treated by Tata Iron and Steel Works ai Jamshedpur. Copper ores 
exist here, gold is found, limestone and kankar are all found here. 

The chief exports are salt, paddy, and rice, oilseeds, stick-lac, iron, 
tassar, silk-cocoons, hides and sabai grass. ‘The chicf imports are salt, 
cotton-yarn, piecegoods, tobacco, brass-utensi sugar, coal, kerosene oif 
and coke ‘Trade is gradually increasing and timber in increasing quan- 
tities is sent away from the district. The district is well provided with 
rails (B.N.R.) and good roads. The road from Chakradharpur to 
Ranchi is maintained in good order. : 

CHAIBASSA.—The adjoining country produces paddy, rice, silk, 
lac, tassar, wax, honcy, mustard and castor seeds, stone utensils, etc. It 
is noted for timber and rice, and rice from this place is exported to all 
the coal fields. Sal timbers are largely obtainable here and are pur- 
chased by Calcutta merchants in large quantities. The agricultural 
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products are brought to this place by carts and they are exported from 
this place by rail 

RAIGARH —Sal timber business 18 profitable here Goods are sent 
away by rail 

JAMSHEDPUR -—It 15 one of most important industrial towns of 
India and 1s the seat of the aron industry in India 

Rapid progress has becn made by the Tata Iron and Steel Company 
im the crection of whit is Known as thar greater development scheme 
In connection with this development two new blast furnaces, making 
five in all, with the threc hitherto sn use, have been constructed 

A vcry promment feature of the new development 1s the plate mull, 
one of the finest in the world designed for the rolling of hcavy plates, 
there 1s also a smaller mull for hehicr sections, which wall turn out the 
light plates required for the Tin Plate Company, whose works have 
been located about 14 miles away from the steel works The Tin Plate 
Company, who are working in close touch with the Burma O11 Com- 
pany, are minufacturing tin plates for kerosene ol tins and similar 
purposes Ther plant 13 now running, though not at full capacity, 
some of the finishing machinery still remaiming to he completed ‘This 
company expects to turn ont about 30,000 tons of tin plates a year 

Another subsidiary company wh ch lras started work 15 the Agricul- 
tural Implements Company with a small and compact factory equip- 
ned with the most modern machinery for the manufacture of agricultural 
implements such as pickaxcs hocs, etc This company also will obtarn 
its steel from the Tata Steel Company Thur plint 1. now at work 
and the products of this small factory ought to find a ready market 
m India The picks whether for miners or for road-makers, are of 
excellent quahtv with special hardened stecl points Other subsidiary 
factories which have been establishe along this branch for the purpose 
of drawing their materials trom the Stccl Works, are the [nfild Cable 
Company, the Fnamcllcd Plate Company, the Peninsular Locomotive 
Company the Calmon Jutc Machinery Factory, the Hume Pipe Com- 
pany and the Indian Stecl Wire Products Company 


ORISSA FEUDATORY STATES. 


The Feudatory States of Orissa consist of a group of 24 dependent 
territories attached to the Division of Orisea, and comprise the 
following states ATGARH, ATHMAI LIK BAMRA, BARAMBA, 
BAND, BONAI DASPALI A, DHFKN ANAL, GANGPUR HINLI OL, 
KALAHANDI, KEONJHAR KHANDPARA, VAYURBHANJ, NAR- 
SINGPUR, NAYAGARH, NILGIRI PAL I AHARA PATNA, RAI- 
RAKHOL, RANPUR SONPUR, TAICHFR AND TIGIRIA They 
have a combined population of over 3 millions and a total area of about 
% thousand square miles 

The States form a succession of hil! ranges rolling backwards 
towards Central India 

The intermediate valleys yield rich crops m return for neglyent 
cultivation and a vast quantity of land might be reclaimed on their 
outskirts and lower slopes Cultivation 1s, however, rapidly extending 
an all the States, owing to improved means of communication and to 
the pressure of population in the adjoining British districts The 
principal rivers are the Mahanadi, the Brahman, the Baitaram, the 
Burabalang, the Ang and the Tel . 

The basin of sedimentary rocks known as the Talcher coal-field 
extends about seventy miles from west by north to east by south, 
with a general bieadth of from fifteen to twenty miles It comprises 
nearly the whole of Talcher, and a considerable portion of RAYRA- 
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KHOL, with smaller parts of ATHMALLIK, and DHENKANAL in 
several places in the Lalcher field, iron 1s worked Sometimes the iron 
stones of the Damodar beds are uscd, but more frequently surface 
concretions, the supply of winch 1s neccessarily limited =the method of

Caleutta and elsewhere Deposits of mangancse are found in several 
parts of this State. Graphite of good quality 1s found m KALAHANDI 
State Graphite 15 also found m ALHMALLIK and PAINA Bauxite 
18 found in this State as a superficial depostt Dolomite deposits in 
GANGPUR State have becn worked Mangancse m fan quontity 15 
found in the same State Ihe gremite quarrics in the NILGIRI State 
have heen exploited ‘The hills borderimg on BALASORE consist en- 
turely of metamorphic rochs of various hinds A kind of black magne- 
sian rock intermcdiate m composition between potstone and serpentine, 
approaching the former appearance, but Jess greasy im teaturc, ts 
quarried to some cxtent, clicfly for thc manufacture of stonc dishes, 
plates and bowls ‘Ihe stoncs are roughly cut mto shape im the quarry, 
and finished, partly witir tools and partly on a lathc, in the village 

The States of ORISSA prescnt very varying conditions of soil and 
conformation of surface from the baie roch of the mountain peaks, 
the loamy but rocky soil on the hill slopes, the mch deposits of the 
valleys in the hills to the wide open plains along the course of the 
large rivers of the country In all cases, however, the systum of agri- 
culture 1s the same and 1s entirely dependent on rainfall (anals and 
embankments on any large scale are unknown, though m Bamra, 
Mayurbhany and Dhenkanal a commencement has been made in thus 
direction 

The staple crop 1s rice, of which generally spcaking two varieties

pumpkin The forests produce various edible roots, such as the large 
yam (kanda), arrowroot (tikhuri) 

Serieulture 19 also being carefuly and scientifically carried on in the 
States of MAYURBHANJ, DHENKANAL and KEONJHAR, both 
shrub and tree mulberry are grown 

Buffaloes and bullock, are employed in ploughing, cows and,she- 
buffaloes are prized for their milk

MARKET PLACES OF THE UNITED 
PROVINCES, 


T= United Provinces of Agra and Oudh has an area of 
about 110,000 square miles and a population of about 
47,000,000. 

The greater portion of the Province is a level plain. The Gan- 
getic alluvium is still carried down from the Himalayas and deposited 
on the banks of the river as silt. In the hilly tracts stone and other 
minerals are found. 

The Upper Ganges Canal, the Lower Ganges Canal and the Sarda 
Canal systems help the irrigation of the province. Formerly goods 
were transported over the Ganges but the opening of railways and 
roads have largely altered the state of things and has given great 
impetus to the agricultural classes. 

Vegetation is on the whole uniform throughout, differences being 
due to variations in rainfall and temperature. In the East the rainfall 
is heaviest, the average being 50", in the West the average is about 
30” and in the Himalayan tracts as high a figure as 110” is recorded at 
Mussorie, and Dehra Dun gets about 120”. Storms and cyclones are 
rare in the province. 

There are three distinct varieties of soils in the province, valley 
of the Himalayas, the main alluvium and the Central Indian alluvium. 
In the Himalayas cultivation is carried on the small patches where the 
ground is level. System of cultivation is determined by condition of 
the soil and rainfall. Wheat, barley, pulses, rice, millets, maize are 
staple crops according to the nature of the soil, irrigation being the 
main source of water for cultivation. Gram, jowar and bajra are also 
largely grown. Peas, masur, khesari, marua, mandua and among oil 
seeds, til, mustard, linsecd, castor are also cultivated aud are classed as 
dry crops. The United Provinces produce more sugar than any other 
province and rank second only to the Punjab as a wheat growing area. 
Cotton occupies about 4 per cent of the cultivated area and constitutes 
the main fibre grown. Sugarcane is an important crop, indigo cultivation 
is declining. The cultivated fruits are mango, mohua, jamun, pomegra- 
nate, peach, custard apple, guava, jack fruit, tamarind, pine apple, 
plantain, shaddock and several varieties of figs, melon, lime, orange and 
citrun. Vegetables are everywhere cultivated in garden plots. Tha 
agricyltural implements are simple and the size of the plough and other 
implements depends upon the pulling capacity of tlic local cattle. 

Good breeds of cattle are found in the Bundel Khand arca and in 
the submontane tract of the north. There are numerous sheep and 
goats. Cattle fairs are held in many places and those at Batesar (Agra), 
Kosi (Muttra), Gola (Kheri), Fakhrpur (Bahraich), Mokkanpur (Cawn- 
pore), Nauchandi and Garthmuktcswar (Mecrut) are famous. 

The provinces are not-rich in minerals. Peat is found in Uppet 
Deoab and coal in the Southern Mirzapur, iron and copper ores are 
found in the Himalayan districts.

farnagar. Benares and Jhansi are the centres of silk weaving industry 
and Mau in Fyzabad is now a centre of artificial silk weaving. There 
is a small local trade in blankets m cvery district, the woollen cloths 
and ropes and coarse cloth from gozt’s hair are made in the Himalayan 
districts and at Mirzapur. Cotton carpets and daris are made in everv 
jail, those of Aligarh, Bareilley and Agra being noted. Mirzapur and 
Agra are centres of woollen carpet weaving, other centres being Jhansi, 
Moradabad and Cawnpore Rug,, praycr mats, horse cloths, saddles, 
ete, are also made. Dveing is practised and there are many gold- 
smiths in the towns and villages, Blacksumth+ make and repair agri- 
cultural implements everywhere and locks and paddles are made at 
Aligarh. Moradabad and Benares are ecntres of metal utensil making. 
Pottery is made everywhere, those of Chunar, Aligarh, Azamgarh, 
Lucknow, ete. being ornamental. Glass factories exist at Allahabad, 
Aligarh, Mainpori and Etawah. Marble work with stone is done at 
Agra, wood carving is practised at Saharanpur, Nagina and Mainpuri. 
and Bareilly Matches are made at Bareilly and elsewhere. 
Other mill industries are paper making at Lucknow, lac factories and 
sugar factorics. The hosiery industry is showing ‘igns of a revival, 
Manufacturers no longer confine themselves to socks and stockings, but 
are taking up jersies, sweaters, etc. Hosiery machines and accessories. 
havc become cheap enough to enable the local industry to stand foreign 
competition. There arc about 400 factories of all kinds in the province, 


The industries of U. P. may be summarised thus:—-the cotton 
industry, the silk industry, the woollen industry, dyeing and calico- 
printing, fibres and paper, food grains, sugar, tanning and leather, oif 
and oil seeds, brass and copper, iron, stccl and minor metals, stone 
and building materials, wood-work and carpentry, pottery, glass, alka- 
lies and chemicals, dairy produce, soaps and perfumes, lac, varnish and 
Paint, tobacco and catechu, gold and silver ware. Among the so-called 
minor industries are chikan work, embroidered caps, horn combs, 
bones, peacock feather fans, ete. 

The chief centres of trade are Cawnpore, Allahabad, Mirzapur, 
Benares, Lucknow, Meerut, Aligarh (Koil), Muttra, Agra, Furrakkabad, 
Moradabad, Chandausi, Barcitly, Saharanpur, Pilibhit, Hathras, Shahja~ 
hanpur. The chief articles of trade are raw cotton, cotton goods, grains, 
oilseeds, hides and skins, brass and copper wares made at Mirzapur, 
Benares and Lucknow. The imports are raw materials and materials 
ready for consumption. Calcutta, Bombay and the Punjab participate 
in the trade of the province. 

‘The E.L.Riy,, G.I P.Rly., B.B. & C.I, Rlv,, Rohilichand & Kumaon Rly, 
and B. & N.W.Rly. traverse the province and there is practically a 
net-work of railways. The total lines open in the province are about 
4,000 miles. There are about 8,000 miles of metailed roads and more 
than 27,000 mites of unmetalled roads throughout the province. 

Almost all the big towns have a good number of tongas and motor 
buses for carying passengers inside the towns as well as for taking 
Passcngers into the interior from towns and wayside stations. Goods 
are also carried by motor lorries now-a-days in some places. 


AGRA DISTRICT. 


The AGRA district is occupied mainly by the Gangetic alluvium and 
the soil is very fertile along the banks of the Jumna. The climate is 
very dry owing to proximity of sandy desert and the district experiences 
extremes of temperature. The average rainfall is 26". Soil is generally

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uniform and there are good facilities for irrigation from canals and 
tanks and wells as well as from rivers. 

The staple food crops of the district are bajra, gram, jowar, wheat, 
barly and cotton. The cattle of the place are not good and are 
generally imported fiom the Punjab and Central India, 

The capital of the district is AGRA which 1s an important centre of 
arts and manufactures, specially for marble articles beautifully inlaid 
with precions stones. It stands on the Jamuna. There are several 
cotton gins and presses in the town besides flour mills, bone mills, etc. 
The town is particularly noted for its architectural works of white 
marble, stone, toys, plates and dishes. Ropes, blankets and carpets are 
manufactured here in cottages (handlooms) and in factories; satrangies, 
galichas, soft stone nalicha, brass and betl-metal utensils, shoes, cotton 
and woollen cloths are famous and are available in abundance. There 
are several oil-mills and cotton weaving and spinning factories. Glass 
is manufactured on a large scale. Embroidcry works of pure lace are 
done artistically. It is here that soup stone and looking glass frames 
arc available, small round boxes are also made and sold to different 
provinces and towns. It 15 also a centre of better quality hides and 
skins which are generally obtainable from the slaughter houses situated 
here. Guts and casings are alsc available from this place. St is a 
great mart for mustard seed, wheat, rve, masur, dal, linseed, gram, ete. 

AGRA being situated at the border of Rayputana is an important. 
collecting centre of grain, oilseeds, cotton and ghee from the States of 
Rajputana. These are again exported by rail. The States of Rajputana 
and Central India receive in thcir turn cotton goods, metals, sugar, salt, 
tobacco, ete, through AGRA which is particularly of great interest for 
the Taj Mahal, built by the Emperor Shah Tehan and is visited by 
many Indian and foreign travellers with interest. Goods are sent 
away by rail. 

FIROZABAD.—The Place is famous for gliss bangles which are 
reported to have improved and ruby-red, ember and granite block glass 
and banples have now become common. Firozabad factories are now 
equipped with the Japancse tvpe of furnaces, and a few are taking to 
the manufacture of bangles by machinery, 


ALIGARH DISTRICT. 


The Ganges Khadder of the ALIGARH district is very fertile and 
produces rich crops of sugarcane, The Jumua Khadder contains only 
unproductive clay. The Kali Nadi also traverses it. 

Soil is alluvial generally with saline efflorescences (reh). The 
climate is generally good and the avcrage rainfall is about 26". It has 
sandy qidges and light soil and the best lands are generally doubly 
cropped, 

Sugarcane is grown. The principal crops of the district are wheat, 
barley, jowar, gram, maize, bajra, and arahar; cotton is also cultivated. 
Good cattle is imported from the country lying beyond the Jumna, 
Irrigation is aid by the Upper-Jumna Canal. Kankar for road 
making and saltpetre and glass ure available. The place is the 
centre of cotton weaving, rugs and carpets. The head quarters of the 
district contains postal workshop, cotton spinning and ginning works, 
and dairy farms. 

The district exports grain and cctton, oilseeds, country goods, glass 
and saltpetre, and imports sugar, rice, pieccgoods, spices, metals and 
timber. HATHRAS is second only to Cawnpore as an important centre 
of trade in U. P. Trade connections are generally with Cawnpore, 
Bombay and Calcutta. >

Wheat and poppy atc best grown in the hghtci loams of the Rapu 
and the Gogra Doab grows rice, barley, kudan, peas, masur, gram and 
arahar ‘The district is exceptionally poor in industmal pursuits, sugat 
refining on a small scale bemg the only industry — Agnicultural impic 
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ments, coarse cotton cloth, utensils, etc., for local use are also made 
here. Chintz is made on a small scale at BAHADURPUR and 
NAGAR. 

‘The main exports from the district are rice, sugar, opium, saltpctre, 
oilseeds and hides. The imports are cloth, metals, salt, cotton and 
tobacco. The through trade with Nepal is also of importance. 

Iron, drugs, spices, ghee, fibres and rice come from Nepal and raw 
sugar, salt, hardware, tobacco, coconuts, cotton yarn and cloth are sent 
to Nepal. USKA and MEHUPDAWAL are the chief marts in the north 
and carry on trade with Nepal, and the commerce of the south is 
partly over the Gogra and also by railway to a large extent. The 
trade connections are generally with Cawnpore and Calcutta. 

The town with a population of about 16.000 has a small trade. 

BENARES DISTRICT. 


The BENARES district is part of the alluvial valley deposited by 
the river Ganges and forms an irregular parallelogram. The soil on the 
banks of the Ganges is coarse gravelly sand mixed with kankar, which 
constitutes the only stone. The climate is moist and relaxing except 
in the cold season but during summer the heat is oppressive. The 
average annual rainfall is about 40”. The soil characteristic is clay in 
the centre and rice cultivation is most important here. 

_ Rice and barley are the chief food crops grown. Gram, wheat, 
jpvar, bajra and sawan are also grown. Maize is a favourite crop. 
Sugarcane and hemp are also grown to a small extent, 

There are very few manufacturers outside the city of Benares, 
Weaving of coarse cotton cloth is the most important industry in the 
district. Oilseeds are the most important article of export as there 
remains scarcely any surplus of crops in the district proper. The im- 
pe into the district are salt, piecegoods and metal. ENARES CITY 
is the chief trade centre. Stone and fuel are generally carried down 
from Mirzapore by the river. There is a net-work of roads besides a 
good railway communication in the district . 

BENARES is one of the biggest towns of India and lias a pupu- 
lation of about 2 lakhs, It is situated on the bank of the Ganges and 
is connected by a railway with the E. I. Ry. and the B, & N, W. Ry. 
It is the place of pilgrimage to the Hindus of the whole of India an 
people assemble here for worshipping Biswanath and Annapurna 
throughout the year and the pilgrim traffic is enormous. It is also an 
important commercial centre in the United Provinces. Many articles 
of trade are imported to and exported from this place, The hosiery 
factories are doing well and considerable expansion is in sight. It is 
noted for brass work, silk cloth and jewellery. 

The important articles of trade are gram, wheat, castor seed, linseed, 
mustard seed, oil-cake, sugar, arhar, ghee, besides mung, potato, vege- 
tables and mewali fruits, opium, blankets, blanket-shcets, many sorts of 
silk cloth, chaddars and curios, utensils, beads of rudrakha, toys of 
wood, earthen and brass ware, surti, zarda, tobacco, snuff, satka, gargara, 
country made attar and essential oils, marble utensils, varieties of 
marble and ivory articles and fancy goods, lac bangles, images of gods 
and goddesses, jewellery carved out of stones; narayana silas arc largely 
available here. There are several oil-mills of which the castor-oil mill 
manufactures good cakes and business in these cakes is brisk at the 
beginning of the season. 

The vegetables and fishes are very cheap. The vegetables include 
potatoes, cauliflower, lemon, guava (in big quality), orange, naspati, 
apple, grapes, pomegranate, mangoes, lichees, etc. 
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The health of the place 1s very good and many retired Bengalecs 


have settled there 
BIJNOR DISTRICT.

It was once an important imdigo producing district im UL P but 
it has considerably dechned There are several cotton ginning and 
Pressing factories Calico printing of JAHANGIRABAD muslin of 
SHIKANDARABAD, pottury of KHURJA the rugs of JEWAR and 
wood-carving of BULANDSHAHR and SHIKARPUR ate important 
industries of the district Cotton cloth is woven and glass of coarser 
variety 1 also produced 
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Grain and cotton are the main exports and about 4,000 tons or 
mure of cotton are sent away. The imports are metals, piecegoods 
and salt. ANUPSHAHK is a depot for the import of timber and 
hamboos down the Ganges but DIBA! and KHURJA are the largest 
centres of trade in this commodity. Local trade carried on with 
numerous small towns where markets are held once or twice a week. 
The trade is chiefly rail-borne. Ghee of KHURJA is the most im- 
portant of exports Of this district and has a good name in the Calcutta

ated at a distance of about 850 miles from 
Vowrah and 1s a junction of the E, i, Rly. The adjoining country is 
very fertile and produces rich crops. The chief articles of trade are 
gram, wheat, linseed, mustard, kalai, suri, urahar, castor sced, janera 
and ghee. Of these, mustard and we of this place are of excellent 
quality and are in large demand in Calcutta und clsewhere, — These are 
obtainable here in large quantities and command high prices in Calcutta 
cumin seed und ajawan are also inyporied here hy carts and sent away 
by rail. The articles are generally scut to Patna, Bhagalpur, and 
Monghyr, but ghee is specially sent to Calewtta and fetches good prices. 
The potteries of KHURJA are much appreciated and have lately found 
favour even in Canada, 
BUNDELKHAND DISTRICT. 

The BUNDELKHAND district is intercepted by ranges of hills of 
the Vindhya group from which nomcrous small streams flow aud fall 
on the Jumna, The Betwa, the Dhasun, the Birma, the Kou, the Bag- 
Jain, the Paisuni and the Tous are the streams. One-third of the autumn 
crop is jowar, 1/7th cotton, 4 of the spring crop is grain and the district 
suffers from want of rain but has scveral canals. 

CAWNPORE DISTRICT. 


The CAWNVPORE district forms part of the Doab or the great 
alitvial plain between the Ganges and the Jumna and is for the most 
part a level plain. The climate of the district is generally hot and 
dry but it is well-drained and is therefore fairly healthy. The annual 
average rainfall is about 3 

In the south the Jumna and the Sengar have an extensive system 
of ravines with low lands besides them. {n the north the soil iy mainly 
wood fertile loam. The principal food crops are gram, jowar, barley, 
wheat, maize, rice and bajra. Cotten, sugarcane, poppy and seeds form 
the profitable crops. The district is well supplicd with canals for pur- 
poses of irrigation. 

CAWNPORE.—Cawnpore, which is the head-quarte: 
trict of the same name and is situated on the Gange: 
largest in the United Provinces and is incre: 
city is an important railway junction. 
Indian Railway; G. 1. P. Ry. and O. R. Rly. poss: branches now. 
The trade of the whole of the district largely centres in Cawnpore city, 
which not only takes the lead in industrial enterprise, but is also the 
greatest commercial mart in Upper India. Some of the products are 
even exported abroad. 

Cawnpore city is the most important manufacturing centre in the 
United Provinces. Cotton spinning and weaving and tanning and the 
manufacture of leather goods arc the chief industries carried on but 
iron work, woollen goods. . Stigar, and several other classes of articles 
are also manufactured. 

Cawnpore has become the great collecting and distributing centre 
for the north of India. Cloth comes from the Doab and Bundelkhand 
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intended for Oudh, and clsewhere, cotton for (Calcutta and Oudh » wheat 
and other grains for Calcutta, iron from Calentta and Central India 
for Oudh and the Doab; salt from Calcutta and Rayputaua for Oudh 
and Bundelkhand, sugar from: Benares, Bihor and Qudh for Bundel- 
khand and the Prityab, und on sceds and imdige sced for Calcutta and 
Bengal Cawnpore Dus thus bccome the great centro of exchange for 
Northern India 

Cawnpore, bowcvcr, 5 not only a collecting and distributing contre 
for raw products, but 1s at prosent the greatest manufacturing entrepot 
in Indha outside the presidency towns There 1s a Covcrnment Harness 
and Saddlery Factory and the Aimy Boot and Equipment Factory. 
Tent makine 1 a \cry amportant mdustry in Cawnpore and 1s carried 
on by many smail manufacturers as well as by the larger concerns 
Woollen fabrics of all descriptions are produced in the woollen mills, 
The wool 1s obtamed mainly from the Punjab and Tibet, while a certam 
amount 1s imported from Austraha 

Cotton pressing and enmme are important industnes im Cawnpose, 
and there are many firms cnqiged im the business All of these are 
situated m the great cotton centic of Coupcrgany The other factories 
m Cawnpote inctide sugar milly, where rum is also manufactured, jute- 
mulls, flour-mills, brash and tm box making works, iron foundries, tape- 
weaving, cabinetware and «bemical works There arc many cotton milly 
and oil mith, the products of which are distributed: throughout the 
different parts of india Cawnporc ws the centre of sugar trade of 
the mterior There arc also many workshops 

The agricultural produ ts obtamable here include aralar, mastr, 
khesar, poise. Blankets, hides and skins and kather goods (from the 
leather factories) are famovs Refined sugar, cotton sccd, jowar, castor 
ghee, ol, tl, mung, kalar and oil-cakes are sufficiently available 
and arc exported in large quantities Onl is sent to Bengal and oil- 
cakes go to the Punjab Kala: and wrung are of good quahty The 
pulses are spht on a large scale and made into daly which are sent to 
Bengal There are large factories who send thar products to Eng- 
land Bristles arc also obtamable sn large quantities and constitutc a 
profitable business with little experience The major portion of these 
bristles 15 sent to Europe but there are sevcral factorics also for pro- 
ducing brushes Hides and skins are as.ulable in large quantities 


KOCH—It 1s a centre of_trade for soft ghee which can he had 
in chormous quantities here Grains and seeds are also obtainable here 
but 15 not a lucrative business The chmate of the place 15 good 


DEHRA-DUN DISTRICT. 


The greater portion of the district forms a sloping vallcy Letweets 
the Himalayas and the Siwahh ranges and the scenery of these valleys 
can only be mmagined. Extreme of heat and cold are unknown im the 
valleys but the chmate 15 generally cool owing to the proumity of the 
Himalayas The average rainfall varies Dehra-Dun 90", Raypuc 120”, 
Mussorie 95", Chakrata 8”. Tillage 1s chicfly contined to the valleys 
or to terraces and 15 irrigated by dams or canals 

The crops raised are wheat, rice, marua, harley, maice, gram, jowal, 
calseeds and tea, all cultivated to a small eatent There are several 
breweries m the district, glas,» blowimg 1s also practised (at RAJPUR) 
and cotton-weaving 1. carried on for local consumption. 

The district is covered with forest and DEHRA-DUN 1 the head 
quarters of the forest. department of the Government of India The 
Govt. Forest College is situated here. The timbers available are sal,

ETAWAH DISTRICT. 

The ETAW ALL chstiict consists entircly of Gangetic alluvium and 
as richly watercd 

The main crops grown are wheat, gram, jowar, hurley, and bayra, 
cotton and poppy are also grown and constitutc the profitable crops 

Cotton cloth 1s woven in mary of the villages, JASWANTNA- 
GAR 1s famous for brass work ‘There are several cotton gins and 
presses and a sandalwood factory too 

The chief exports are cotton, ghee, gram and oil-seeds Ghee 
comes generally from the adjommg Gwalor State and 1s sent to Cal- 
eutta and Bombay The imports are mainly piece-goods, metals, drugs, 
spices, and oils (kerosene and others) 

Many fairs and markcts are held im the district whence the agri- 
cultural products can be collected The trade 1s carried by rail but the 
district has a considerable portion of metalled and unmetalled roads 

ETAWAH —it 18 one of the big commercial centies in the U P 
Tt 1s situated on the E T Rly not far off the bank of the Jumna 
The articles of trade consist of grains, wheat, linseed and mustard sped, 

a 
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poppy seed, kalai, ghee, oil-cakes, masuri, arahar, castor seed, etc, are 
obtainable in large quantities. The seeds and grains of this place “have 
little admixture and ghee of this place is very good. This is a very 
healthy spot. Goods are imported from the interior by carts and are 
sent away by rail. 

JASWANTANAGAR.—The place is situated on the main lines of 
the E. I. Ry. and stands on a fertile tract of land. The business of 
the place centres round linseed, mustard seed, poppy seed, kalai, 
ghee, wheat, grams, masuri, arahar, etc. These articles are largely 
obtainable in a pure state Goods arc brought from the interior by 
carts and sent away by rail. The health of the place is also good. 

_AURAIYA—It stands on the E, I. Rly ona fertile tract of land 
which produces all sorts of grains and seeds which are exported. This 
Place is also well-known for the soft ghee that is largely adulterated 
with mohua oil and is sold in sufficient quantities. The trade name is 
Uria ghee. The climate of the place is generally good. 

_, MANAURI—The place is situated on the E. I, Rly. and the ad- 
joining country produces rich crops of ali soris of grains and seeds 
which are imported here from the interior by carts. The place also 
produces oilcakes and oils which are exported by rail. The climate 
of this place is good, 

FARRUKHABAD DISTRICT. 

The FARRUKHABAD district consists of Gangetic alluvium with 
kankar and saline efflorescences (reh.). It is one of the healthiest dis- 
tricts in the Gangetic Doab and the gencral elevation of the surface 
is considerable. The average rainfall amounts to about 34”. The soil 
of the district varies from sandy to fertile loam and stiff clay and is 
suitable for rice only, 

The principal crops are wheat, barley, jowar, gram, maize, bajr: 
arahar, rice, etc. Cotton, sugarcane and puppy are grown to a small 
extent and are the profitable crops. Tobacco and potatoes are also 
grown. 

It is celebrated for cloth printing which has an European demand. 
Gold lace, brass and copper vessels are also made here. Tents are 
made at the central jail, There are several flour mills, 

The chief exports are tobacco, opium, potato, fruit, bhang, salt- 
petre, cotton prints, scent, brass ‘and copper vessels and the imports are 
grain, piece-goods, salt, timber and metals. The trade is with Central 
India and Rajputana. It is fairly well supplicd with roads and railways. 

The town of FURRUKHABAD has a population of about 55,000, 
It has a Jarge trade in potato, tobacco and mangoes. | 


FATEHPUR DISTRICT. 


The FATEHPUR district forms a portion of the Doab and con- 
sists of highly cultivated and fairly well-wooded plain of the Gangetic 
alluvium. The surface being somewhat marshy, the climate is not very 
good. Average rainfall amounts to about 34”. i 

The crops grown are gram, barley, jowar, whcat, rice, cotton, poppy, 


The distrct is celebrated for ornamental whips made at FATEH- 
PUR and for the artistic bed-covers, curtains and awnings of JAFRA- 
GANJ. Playing cards arc made at KHAJUHA. BINDI is the com- 
mercial centre of the district, the exports being grain, cotton, hides, 
and ghee and the imports consisting of piece-goods, metal, salt and 
oils, Markets are held weekly in many villages including KISHANEUR 
(Ekdala). An important religious fir takes place at SHIVARAJPUR 
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on the Ganges ‘Ihe trade 1s generally carried by rail but road traffic 
with the surrounding districts also exists 


5 FYZABAD DISTRICT. 


The FYZABAI) district 1s an clevated land with swamps here and 
there and 1s watered by many streams The climate is on the whole 
good, extreme heat being unusual The average rainfall 15 about 42” 
Being situated on the upiand above the Gogra, st produces magnificent 
spring crops where allavial soil prevails on the river bets 

The crops grown arc gcnerally gram wheat, peas, masur, barley, 
atahar, pulses and kodan, sugarcane poppy, ¢ I seeds and indigo are also 
Brown and are the profitable crops 

Cotton weaving as the chicf industry T\NDA, AKBARPUR and 
JATALPUR are the noted placcs for mushny Dyumng and printing 
are also carried on 

The chuf exports arc rice sugar cloth, otlsceds, opnum, hides, 
tohacco and the imports arc prece-goods, mctal, satt, and kcrosene

GARHWAL DISTRICT. 


‘the GARHWAL district consmts for the most part of rugrcd 
mountain ranges The climate varies from place to place and heat 14 
cacessive in the river valleys during the raine Average rainfall 1s about 
XY” but varies according to prowmity to the Himalayas ‘The cultivated 
area presents a scattered nature ind rich soils arc met with m the rmver 
yalleys 

‘lhe crops grown are marua shangora, wheat and barley, muillets, 
bcsamum, peas, pulses, pepper, ginger, turmeric and musta Copper 
and iron ores arc worked to 4 ccrtam extent and other mincrals lke 
lead, arsenic, graphite, sulphur, ctc, have been found Hemp ws woven 
into rope and cloth Tcattern gouds, mats baskets, bowls of wood and 
glass bangles are also made here fcr local use 

The trade with Tibet 12 important Salt, wool, shecp and guats, 
pomes and borax are imported while grain and cloth are exported to 
Tibet The merchandise 1§ carried on vaks Some trade with Tehri 
State also exists A large number of pilgrim traffic passes through 
this district SRINAGAR and KOTDWARA are the chicf trading 
ecntres but most part of the trade 15 donc in the villages 


GHAZIPUR DISTRICT. 


The GHAZIPUR district can be divided into upland and low-lying 
land on the two sidcs of the Ganges and the soil formation as purely 
Gangetic alluvium ‘Lhe district 1» well-weoded The chmate 15 com> 
paratively hot and dgmp and the average rainfall 1s about 40” The 
soil varics from ght sandy lvuam to clay but m some places st 1s black 

The chicf crops grown are rice, barley, masur, gram, hodan, arhat, 
whedt, bayra, sugarcanc and poppy are the important crops Sugar 
18 refined and coarse cotton 1s woven for local use The town of 
GHAZIPUR prepares opium for cxport and has a Government factory 
and depot Ghazipur 1s noted for its rose-water 

The iuain erties of prport are sugar, oilseeds, hides, perfumes, 
opium and gram, the chicf imports are piece-goods, yarn, cotton, 
spices and metals The traffic 15 mamly rail borne and river train 
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has decreased considerably. The trading centres are SATDPUR, ZA- 
MANIA and GHAZIPUR but the direction of trade is fast shifting 


its ground. 
GONDA DISTRICT. 


_. The district of GONDA forms a clear, Icvet plain with slight 
inequalities and is well wooded. The forests contam sal, asua, dhan, 
khair, mango, mohua, shishu, etc. The suh-montane tract 1s uuhealthy 
and fever is prevalent. The annual average rainfall is about 45°. The 
tract requires little irrigation and much of it is included im the Terai. 

The chief crops grown are rice, wheat, maize, gram, peas, masur, 
barley, poppy, oilseeds and sugarcane which are also grown. 

Coarse cloth is woven for local use. Small ornamental pottery is 
made at UTRAULA. The exports consist of mice, peas, maize, opium, 
timber and fuel. The imports consist of piece-gouds, salt, metals and 
fefined sugar. 

NAWABGANJ and COLONELGANJ are the most important trade 
centres, UTRAULA and TULSIPUR are also big markets. The 
transport is mostly done by railways but small traffic 15 also carried over 
the Rapti and the Gogra. There 1s also a small trade with Nepal with 
gtain in exchange for sugar and piece-goods. 

GONDA.—A branch line from Gonda goes as far as the border of 
Nepal. It is situated at a distance of about 500 miles from Howrah. 
There are several oil-mitls and a sugar making factory, the products of 
which are sent to different parts of the country and specially to Calcutta 
The chief manufactures, besides oils and sugar, are cotton and woollen 
fabrics, gold embroidery. Brass and copper utensils, woollen toys and 
ivory bangles are also made here. Goods are imported by rar only. 
The health of the place is generally good. The town has a population 
of about 18,000 and has a considerable trade in agricultural products, 

;ORAKHPUR DISTRICT. 

The GORAKHPUR district ix, very near the Nepal Terat and 
intersected by many rivers and streams and so the water supply is 
abundant. ‘he district is not subject {to intense heat owing to 
its vicinity to the hills but is malarious due to the dampness of the 
Terai. The average annual rainfall i, about 54”. 

The soil of the district varies from sand and Joan: to clay; low lying 
alluvium along river banks is not uncommon The chief products are 
rice, barley, kodan, millets, wheat, peas, grain, and maize. Oulseeds, 
Sugarcane, poppy, and indigo are the profitable crops, Principal 
industry is cotton weaving for local use (peculiar cloth of mixed cotton 
and wool are produced here). : 

Agricultural crops are the main items of export; these are rice, 
barley, wheat, and sugar. Timber and oilseeds are sent to Calcutta 
The chief imports are salt, metal, kerosene oil, all for Caicutta. Traffic 
is carried mainly by rail. 

The trade with Nepal consists of imports from that place of con- 
siderable quantities of rice, ghee and spices. The trade is carried on 
at the numerous small towns and markets, BARHAJ being the most 
itnpottant of them. ; e 

GORAKHPUR.—Grains and seeds are imported here by rail from 
Chapra and surrounding countries. The district also produces sugar- 
¢ane in enormous quantities and there are several sugar factories. 
There are many dalwallahs who prepare good dals from arhar, masur, 
gram and khesari and these are sent down to different parts of the 
country and largely to Calcutta. Timber is brought here from the 
Nepal border and there are several timber godowns. Loral merchants

HAMIRPUR DISTRICT. ' 


The HAMIRPUR district lies chiefly in the great plain of Bundel- 
khand between the Jumna and the Vindhya plateau. The characteristic 
soil is Gangetic alluvium. The climate is dry and hot due to barren- 
ness of the district. Average rainfall is about 36”. 

The crops grown are gram, jowar, oilseeds, cotton, arhar, kodan, 
wheat, bajra, barley and also a little sugarcane is grown. The water 
supply of the district is defective hut it is chiefly an agricultural district. 
Coarse cloth is woven. Silver ware is produced. There are cotton 
presses at KULPAHAR, and MAHOBA. The chief characteristic of 
the district however is that it has no central market. 

The exports are wheat, jowar, bajra, gram, cotton, ghee and pan 
(to Calcutta), oilseeds and cloth. The imports are sugar, tobacco and 
spices, salt, rice, piecegoods and metals. Trade of the northern portion 
is mainly carried on by road with Cawnpore and that of the southern 
portion is chiefly by rail. RATH is the important centre of trade. 


HARDOI DISTRICT. 


The HARDOI district presents the view of a level plain with im- 
portant elevations and depressions. Damp and alluvial soil is met with 
on the bank of the Ganges. The climate is healthy, cooler and drier. 
The average rainfall is abont 32’. The soil of the district is generally 
poor and so the prosperity is fluctuating according to circumstances. 

The chief crops are wheat, bajra, gram, barley, arhar, pulses, jowar, 
rice, maize, poppy and sugarcane. Cotton cloth is woven mainly for 
local use. Curtains and tablecloths of SANDILLA are noted; blankets, 
rope, sacking. strings, etc, are made at MALLAUWAN, Carpentry 
thrives at HARDOI. 

The exports from the district consist of grain, raw sugar, tobacco, 
hides, cattle, saltpetre under favourable circumstances, The imports are 
salt, metals, piecegoods, cotton and refined sugar. The trade ts chiefly 
with Bombay and Calcutta and in sugar with Central India, There is 
a rose water factory at SAHJAHANPUR, HARDOI is however the 
chief market, others being SANDILLA, MADHOGANJ, SANDI. Trade 
is both rail and road borne. 

HARDOI town has a population of about 14,000 and is a centre of 
export trade in grain and is noted for woodwork. There are also saJt- 
petre factories. 


JALAUN DISTRICT. 


The JALAUN district lies entirely within the plain of Bundelkhand. 
‘The climate is bot and dry but healthy, and the rainfall is about 30”. 
Rich basin of black soils, mar and kaber occur in the south which are 
favourable for growing wheat, but the soil is poor near the ravines. 

The crops grown are jowar, wheat and gram, arhar, barley, oilseeds, 
cotton, hemp and poppy. But the cultivation is liable to great fluctua- 
tion, Cotton dyeing and printing is carried on. 

There are cotton gins and presses at KALAPI and AIT and also at 
KUNCH. The chief exports are gram, oilseeds, cotton, ghee and the 
bark of babu! (for tanning material) which is available and exported in 
increasing quantities. The trade centres are KUNCH, KALPI, JA- 
LAUN, RAMPURA and MADHOGARHARA. The traffic is both rail 
and road borne. 
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JAUNPUR DISTRICT. 


The JAUNPUR district forms part of the Gangetic plan and 
contams a series of undulating slope, and lofty moulds (which are 
covered with groves) occur in all parts ‘lhe chmate 1 morst but the 
heat 18 equable and raimfall 1s about 42” on the avcrage It contains 
light sandy soil on the banks of the Sat and the Gumti This gradually 
changes to a fertile loam It 1s a much cultivated distnict

The chief trade centres are JAUNPUR CI1Y, SHAHGANJ, 
MUYRA BADSHAPUR and the district 15 well supphed with road, 
and railways 

JAUNPUR CITY stands on the hank of the Gumti mer and 
has a population of about 46000 The city 15 noted for the manufacture 
of perfumes from roses, yasmme and screwpine and also from the root 
of Khaskhas Cigar-cans are made It has some trade m grains and 
amported goods ‘There arc a few sugar factorns im the district The 
commercial articles viz tura mustard, poppy seed, ghee, biri hala: and 
potatoes are obtainable here im abundance and are largely exported by 
rail to Calcutta and othcr districts of Bengal, Bihar and Orissa There 
are several flower gardens and the place 1s famous for rts floral oils 
Otto, rose-water and scented oils are exported from this place and are 
of good quality ‘The chief exports from this district go to Calcutta 
The chmate 1s good 


JHANSI DISTRICT. 


The JHANS] district offers a gicat variety of physical aspects and 
contains somc of the most beautiful scenery in India The chmate 1s 
yery hot and dry and 1s therefore healthy ‘Ue avcrage annual ramfall 
is about 32” The district 15 hable to prospirity and depression in a

sugar, kerosene oil, salt and gram The chief centres are JHANSI, 
MAU-RAMPORE, LALITPUR and CHIRGAON ‘here 15 also a 
good local trade with bordcring native States . 

JHANSI has a population of about 60,000 and 15 an important rail- 
way centre It 1s a chief place of collection and distribution of agri- 
cultural products in the district All sorts of grains and secds cotton, 
ghee, blankets, ropes, satranchies and gulichas of this place arc famous 
These things are manufactured on a large scale im factories and are 
generally exported to different parts of U P, Bihar and Bengal by rail 

KANAUJ —The surrounding country ts very fertile and produces all 
sorts of grains and seeds in enormous quantities which are exported 
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There are several flower gardens and the place 14 noted for its rose 
water, otto, rue, scented oils, pickles, chutneys and jellies The place

LUCKNOW —The town 1» situated on the banks of the Gumti and 
16 the junction of several branches of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Rail- 
way Lucknow w_the largest city im the United Provinces and the 
fourth largest in British India 

Lucknow was once_a noted centre for the production of rich fabrics 
and costly jewellery Cotton fabrics are still manufactured of all grades 
The local mustins are known as malmal, addi An mnportant mdustry 
connected with cotton 15 tne famous chrhan or embrodiery in silk or 
cotton or muslin The place 1 also cclebrated for cmbroidery 
{hamden} with gold and silver thread but the demand 1s decreasin; 

‘otton printmg is stil a flourishing industry Closely connected wit! 
the above 14 the dyemg industry The siher work enjoys good repu- 
tation while bidri or damaskening of silvc1 on other metals has been 
revived =The shawl-weaving industry once fluutshed in Lucknow but 
has now disappeared The brass and copper industry 15 still of im- 
portance, domestic utensils of all kinds being produced Ivory carving 
ay carried on to some extent while wood carving 1s much more important 
Fancy sory brooaches and powdcr-boxes made at Lucknow have been 
appreciated in Europe and America The local potters produce vanous 
fends of artwares, some of which are distinctly good, while the clay 
modellers are pre-eminent in the whole of India Among the mino1 
products are tobacco, shoes and perfumes Hose making 1s; now 
carried on, some factories also make «alk and mercerised knutted and 
woollen good~ 

The city of Lucknow 13 the only important trade centre in the 
whole of the district and as such the bulk of the export trade of the 
district 1s carried through it It enjoys umque advantages in regard 
to communication, whether by rail, road or river A considerable 
portion of the great export trade in wheat ahd grains from the orthern 
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districts on its way to Cawnpore passes through Lucknow. Similarly 
the greater part of the export trade is transontted through the city, 
The imports are chiefly hides and horns, drugs, ganja, bhang, charas, 
tobacco, wax, lac, resin and other forest produce. The exports are 
cotton and woollen goods. salt, spices, metal and hardware goods, vtec. 
. There are also a number of factories and workshops, railway and 
iron foundries, The imports are grain, piecegoods, metals and hard- 
ware, sugar and salt and the chief exports are the goods of local indus. 
try. Traffic is carried by railway (E.L.Rly.) which does practically 
traverse the district which is also well supplied with metalled roads. 


MAINPUR? DISTRICT, 


‘The MAINPURT district is generally a level plain and is washed hy 
the Jumna un the southern border. The climate is moderate but is 
generally healthy. Bhur, fertile loam and sandy are the three charac- 
teristic soils that are found here. Chief cropy grown are wheat, jowar, 
Farley, bajra, gram, poppy and cuttun. These products are Jargely 
obtainable. Agriculture is aided by irrigation canals, 

‘Wood carving and making of glass bangles are the chief industries, 
Cotton ginning and spinning awl indigo making are the chief factory 
industries. 

The chief exports are wheat, vilsecds, hides and skins, and cotton. 
The important imports are salt, metals, piecegoods, sugar, tobacco and 
rice. A branch line of the E. [. Rly. crosses the district and carries 
the major portion of the traffic, 

SHIKHOHABAD.—It stands on the main line of the E.LRly. with 
a branch to the head-quacter station of Mainpuri. The interior and 
the adjoining country is very fertile and all sorts of grainy and seeds 
are produced, Potatoes, gur, yhee and cotton are available here in 
sufficient quantities and are exported by rail. 


MEERUT DISTRICT. 


The MEERUT district gousists of a perfectly level plain and 1 very 
fertile, and intensive cultivation is carried_on. The Ganges and the 
Jumna wash the borders of the district. The climate is very healthy 
and the average rainfall i, about 30”. ; 

The soil of the district varies from sand to thick clay and fertile 
loam and produces rich crops of wheat, gram, maize, jowar, cotton and 
sugarcane and cultivation is aided by canals and wells. The chief in- 
dustries of the district are tanning, cloth-weaving, blankets, cutlery, 
jewellery, cloth, glass bangles and furniture making. There are several 
cotton presses, soap factories, ice, indigo, flour and oil mills. 

The chief exports are wheat, stigar, oilseeds, cotton, etc, and the 
important imports are metals, cotton cloth, building materials, timber ahd 
bamboos, ghee, drugs, and spices. MEERUT, HAPUR and GHAZIA- 
BAD are the trade centres. The district is traversed by the main line 
and several branch lines of the E.LRly and N. W. Rly. and has many 
good and metalled roads through which also a large amount of trade is 
carried on besides the railways which are the chief transporters of 

joods and merchandise. 
: MEERUT.—it is situated on a fertile tract of land on the N. W. 
Rly. and is about 92) miles from Howrah and is reached from Ghazia- 
had on the E.I. R. It is a big commercial centre and has 2 contonment. 
‘The local products are wheat, gram, linseed, mustard seed, castor 
seed, masuri, khesari and chakigur, cotton, etc. All these are exported 
from this place by rail; of these wheat, chakigur and cotton are exported 
in large quantities. The climate of the place is very good, A fair is 
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held near the vicinity during the cold season and is attended by 
numerous people. Goods are exported generally by rail. 
MIRZAPUR DISTRICT. 


The southern portion of the MIRZAPUR district is mostly a tract 
with undulations, is fringed by fertile valleys and has dense forests. 
The Ganges, the Sone and the Karmanasa, pass through the district. 
The climate is generally moderate but unhealthy during a major portion 
of the year, generally during the monsoon and autumn and the average 
rainfall amounts to about 42”, 

There is a great variety of soil—sandy, clayey, stiff and red clay. 
The chief crops grown are rice, kodan and other_millets, wheat and 
oilseeds, sugarcane and poppy, maize, gram, etc. Cultivation is largely 
Aluctuating and depends upon irrigation from tanks and wells, Deposits 
of coal are found while stone is quarried in the district, Buildiny 
stone, iron ore, mica and iron pyrites are found here sparsely distributed. 

The chief industries are sugar-refining (both from cane and palm), 
iron vessels, wooden toys, indigo, tassar silk weaving, brass manufacture, 
Shellac, lac dye, etc. are made in large quantities. There are cotton 
Presses, Fine woollen carpets are made, the district being famous for 
them. 

The chief exports are stone, shellac, carpets, sugar, brass and iron 
utensils, grain, ghee, oil seeds, spices and raw silk. The imports are 
brass, iron, copper, salt, cotton piecegoods, etc. 

‘The district has a large trade in sugar and + a with the districts of 

~P. Local trade is carried on by cart and pack bullocks, The 
E.LRly. passes through it and carries a large amount of traffic. 

MIRZAPUR.—This is situated on the main line of the E.1.Rly. on 
a fertile tract of land on the bank uf the Ganges. It is one of the 
important towns of the United Provinces and is a great industrial 
centre. The chief industrics of this place are the manufacture of good 
and valuable carpets, rugs and silk clothes. The trade in high class 
Mirzapur carpets has improved recently mainly because of improve- 
ments in design and colouring and the maintenance of quality. The 
expgrt of cheap bazar carpets received a set-back. Mirzapur now 
boasts of a loom capable of making a carpet 46 fect wide; it is claimed 
to be one of the largest looms in the world. The industry is slowly 
improving, but its immediate outlook is slightly clouded by a risc in the 
price of wool. The panpar of MIRZAPUR is famous and has a great 
demand in Calcutta. Brass and bell-metal works are also manufac- 
tured here and are briskly sold in the province and also outside it. 
Stone business of MIRZAPUR is also flourishing and “sil” and “ bell - 
chakhtis” are extensively sold in Bengal and Bihar. There is a 
stone workshop here of Messrs. Burn & Co. Lac is largely imported 
here and made into shellac and sent down to Calcutta by rail. Lac 
bangles are also made nere. The place is the-centre of cotton trade. 
Goods are generally sent away by rail. The guavas of the surrounding 
country and the stone work and earthen shorais of CHUNAR are also 
very important articles of trade. 

RAURA—The chief industries of the place are sugar making 
and lacquered ware. Tassar and silk are also woven and the place has 
a good trade in these articles. 

MORADABAD DISTRICT, 

The MORADABAD district is a very fertile plain and is crossed 
by the river Ganges. The climate is on the whole healthy and cool, 
and the average rainfall is about 40”. The soil is fertile and is sandy 
in some places. 
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The chief crops are wheat, rice, basra, baricy, gram, jowar, sugar- 
cane, cotton, oilseeds and hemp Cultivation 1s aided by irrigation from 
wells and tanks 

The chicf industries are sugar-refimng, cotton cloth weaving and 
woollen caipet-making, brassware silvered ware of various descriptions 
(generally utensils) and pottery | There are cotton ginn ng and pressing: 
factories Glass 1s manufactured at BAIIJOI [he Bahyor Glass Tac- 
tory 1s installing plant for the making of shect glass, manufacture is 
expected to start before long 

The chef articles imported here arc salt tobacco, metals and piecu- 
goods The exports are gencrally sugar, whcat, rice, other grams and 
cotton The chief trading centres are CHANDAUSI and MORADA-

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and Bahawalpur. Iron smelting is carried on in Kangra on a small 
scale and the cutlery of Bhera and Gurjanwala is famous. Glazed 
pottery is made at Multan and glass bangles, etc., are manufactured in 
Kurnool, Kangra, Hoshiarpur and Lahore. Wood-carving is done at 
Lahore, Ivory carving is done at Amritsar, Patiala, etc. There are 
several breweries. Modern industries such as manufacture of glass, 
chemicals, soaps, resin, cement, ctc. are recording rapid developments 
and with the completion of the Mandi Hydro Electric Scheme more 
industries are likely to spring up. 

Export of wheat is the main source of wealth of the province. The 
imports are cotton piece-goods, twist, yarn, dyes, tans, gunny bags, 
cloth, liquors and even wheat and grains in times of scarcity. Export 
trade is mainly with Karachi in wheat, raw cotton, oilseed, hides and 
raw wool. The imports through Karachi are piecegoods (both woollen 
and cotton), sugar, metals, railway plants, silk, tea, tobacco, etc. ‘Trade 
with Kashmir is chiefly in rice, grain, ghee, timber, oil seeds, wool, silk, 
hides and skins and fruits from Kashmir, The exports to that place 
are piece-goods, wheat, tea, metals, sugar, salt, tobacco, charas, borax 
and ponies. The exports to Kabul through the Passes are ‘catton, 
metals, leather, piece-goods and sugar; the imports from Kabul arr 
fruits, ghee, raw wool, etc. 

Almost all the towns are now connected with the interior hy a 
net-work of motor buses, which generally carry passengers but motor 
lorries are also used now-a-days for carrying goods in some cities and 
Stations on the railway line. 

The province is well provided wath railways. Karachi in Sind, the 
natural harbour, is directly connected with the Punjab by the N. W. 
Rly.; Southern Punjab Railway and other branches of the N. W. Rly. 
traverse the province and link almost alt the important towns for ¢: 
means of communication and transport. The B. B. & C. I. Rly. cross 
the S. E. border of the province There are about 7,000 miles of railways 
open in the province; besides there are about 4,000 miles of metalled 
roads including the Grand Trunk Road leading to Calcuttu and 
there are about 25,000 miles of unmetalled road in the Punjab. There 
gre about 200 miles of navigable canals. 


AMBALA DISTRICT. 


‘The AMBALA district forms the plain descending from the Siwalik 
Kange. The Ghaggar, the Jumna and the Sutley are the rivers. Climate 
is fairly good in the plains. Rainfall averages about 28” The autumn 
harvest is more important than the spring one. The chief important 
crops are wheat and gram; other crops are barley, maize, rice, pulses, 
millet, cotton, poppy, etc. The district produces excellent cotton car- 
pets. There are ginning and pressing factories, flour mills, etc. 

AMBALA CITY is a big grain market and imports grain and cot- 
ton from Phulkian States and Ludhiana. It imports cotton cloth and 
iron from the south besides woollen, silk and wooden goods. The chief 
exports are carpets, ginger, turmeric, potatoes, opium and charas, 
There is a big glass factory here which is doing well, The aluminium 
factory however has lately ceased working. 

RUPER is another mart for commerce with considerable trade in 
grain, sugar and indigo. Salt and iron are exchanged as well as ginger, 
turmeric, potatoes and country-made cloth. 

JAGDHRI has a good trade in minerals and metals and is also a 
eentre of borax trade. Copper: and iron are imported. A big paper 
saill has been lately started. It is capable of producing paper worth 
50 lakhs of rupees. 
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AMBALA TOWN (population 80,000) 15 a large cantonment and is 
an important grain and cotton market 

KASAULI—It 1s a hill station frequently by Europeans and 
Indians It contains the Pasteur Institute for the treatment of rabies 

SOHANA —Cooking utensils, and glass bangics are made 

AMRITSAR DISTRICT. 

The AMRITSAR distnet is a level plain and 1s sparsely wooded 
and 1s broken by sandy mdges at the middle of the Doab Trees cul- 
tivated in the district are ber, mango and yamun which are reared in 
gardens and on road sides The average rainfall 15 about 20” 

The soil is light red and vellow loam with clay, wheat 15 the chief 
crop and there 1s no failure of crop due to ample irrigation, other crops 
are gram, barley, maize rice, cotton, pulses und sugarcane Raw wool 
of fine quality 15 available im large quantities for mternal trade and 
export 

AMRITSAR—The city 1s the most floursh'ng in the Punjab and 
is famous for shawls of pasham (fine wool of Tibetian goat) which 
have a ready sale all over the world carpet and cotton goods are also 
made, silk precegoods, wood carving, tvory carvine cotton spinning and 
ginning, workshops are the other mdustnes The city 1s a flourishing 
trade centre and the average valuc of the eaports amounts to about 
Rs 4 crores and the imports amount to about Rs 3 crores ‘the chief 
articles of import are grains, pulses, sugar, oil salt, tobacco, raw cotton, 
piece-goods, thread, shawls, wool, wood, silk, coarse cloth, blankets, 
metals, hardware, glass and dve stuifs, many of thec 1mports however 
are re-exported The exports are wheat, shawls, carpets, cotton goods, 
brass vessels, jewellery, etc Dry salted goat shins technically known 
as Amritsars are exported from this place Two large fairs are held- 
one, the Baisakht, durmg April and other, the Diwali, during November 
The city is a centre of Sikh religion and contams the Golden Temple 
There 15 also a large trade on those fairs with merchants of distant 
lands the Bokhara Kabul and Kashmir, mamly centring round the 
carpet mmdustry An mmportant cattle fau 1s held along with an 
annual horse fair Among the new industries of the town may be 
mentioned the manufacture of acids and chemicals aluminium wares, 
soap, hosery, of mulls, tanneries, glass, tron foundries, cte Cotton mills 
are engaged in the manufacture of various kinds of textiles 


ATTOCK DISTRICT, 


The fertihty of the ATTOCK district in the Frontier increases 
from east to west The climate 1s generally healthy and the average 
ramfall 1s about 17” The northern tract 1s very fertile and consists 
of alluvial loam, otherwise the district 1s and ‘The chef crops grown 
are gram and oil-seeds, barley, millet, pulse and maize Cotton and 
sugarcane are also grown The district 1s noted for horse-breeding 
Country-made cloth, iron vessels, locks, stirrups, saddles, shoes, soap 
and snuff are the industries The district has very little trade The 
towns in the district are ATTOCK, HAZRO and CAMPBELLPUR 

WAH —It 1s a growing centre of trade with a big cement work 
where cement, cement tiles, and allied products are made 

ATTOCK —Mineral oils have been mined at the place and find 
wide market in the Punjab and elsewhere 

DELHI, 


DELHI 1s now the capital of India and is situated on the bank of 
the Jumna and 1s the centre of no less than six railways running to 
different parts of the country It 1s about 900 mules from Calcutta and 
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about the same distance from Bombay. Al! sorts of raw goods, grains, 
spices, seeds, medicinal herbs, silk and cotton manufactures and flour, 
oil and biscuits are available in large quantities. Among other local 
products of artistic valuc are velvet, kinkhap, salma, chumki, and suchha 
and ornamental works are largely obtainable from this place. Metal 
utensils, good tobacco, surti, kimam, various kinds of toys, country 
made rose water, floral oils, pickles, boots, leather goods, shoes, costly 
bed-sheets and satranchies, galichas and gargatas are available here. 
Ivory carving and gold and silver wire embroidcries are excelicnt. 
Leather wares, mewa fruits and all sorts of fancy goods are also 
available here. 

The city takes the first place as a commercial town in Northern 
India, rivailing Cawnpore and Amritsar and ranking next only to the 
seaports Calcutta, Madura, Bombay and Karachi. It is a great dis- 
tributing centre and its field of operation extends on all sides to a 
wide circumference. There is through communication with the different 
radial parts. Indeed Delhi is the junction of all the large railways in 
Upper India, and her central position with such excellent. commu 
tions has ensured for her an important commercial position which is 
evidenced not only by the large business donc in importing and dis- 
tributing commodities wholesale, but in the number of industrial cstab- 
lishments which have sprung up in and around the city. There are 
a number of cotton mills which are doing well. All sorts of modern 
industries are also making headway here. Delhi is, moreover, the ex- 
change, financing and clearing house of the Punjab and of a large part 
of Upper India and Rajputana. : 

'iece-goods, woollen and silk goods, cic. are imported in vast 
quantities from England, France, Japan, U. S. A. (Germany and Aus- 
tria before the war). There are several European firms and Indian 
commission agents who receive orders from the dealers and arrange 
for shipments from foreign countries. The goods—are in the first 
instance reccived by the wholesale dealers occnpying the cloth markets 
« Katras. They are chiefly Marwarics. The commission agents who 
are loeally known as Aratiyas_send out goods to merchants in the 
Punjab, United Provinces and Rajputena, especially to the centres at 
Amritsar, Cawnpore and Ajmere. 

The items included in shops for rctail sale or Besat Khana are 
bangles, cigarettes, crockery, felt caps, hats, hosiery, laces, lamps, 
lanterns, ollman’s stores, provisions, shoes, soaps, stationery, trunks, 
toys, and other fancy goods. The wholesale trade in these miscellancous 
articles is mostly in the hands of Punjabi Muhamedans and Sadar 
Bazar is the place of their business. 

Groceries which include dried fruits, turmeric, spices, beans, 
almonds, palms, coconuts, beteinut, etc. arc reccived from Kabul, Balu- 
chistan, Bombay, Singapur, Madras, etc. The wholesale merchants 
have their shops in Khari Baoli. 

The business in gold lace, gota and embroidery, cic. is carried on 
in Dariba. It is a great pity that the genuine gold laces have been 
greatly replaced by cheap imitation goods imported from abroad. 

Wheat, barley, gram, pulses and tike grains are imported from the 
neighbouring districts of the Punjab and the United Provinces and 
passed on to Bombay and Karachi 

The grain business is confined to a place where facilitics in the 
shape of railway sidings and goods yards are given. The wheat comes 
from the local canal tracts and is mostly exported again. The same 
remark applies to with regard to barley. The rice is obtained for local 
consumption only from places like Nawabganj, Amritsar, Multan, 
i RS al anaes OE Un 
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Pilbhit, etc Mustaid grown locally 15 caporied to Calcutta and Bom- 
bay. but linseed which 1s brought it from the United Provinces, is not 
1c-eaported Haidwares such as corrugated iron sheets, gudcrs, 
fittings, and metal goods such as brass and copper snects arc imported 
sous Bombay and Karacht The chief hardwaic market 1s at Chaor:

GURDASPUR DISTRICT. 

The GURDASPUR district consists mostly of the sub-montane por- 
tion of the Bam Doah The hill stations of DALHOUSIE and 
BAHLOH are situated in it The district 15 intercepted by numerous 
hill streams besides the Ravi and the Beas. The chmate 1s on the 
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whole good, the heat being never exacting The annual rainfall

GUZRAT DISTRICT. 


The GUZRAT district es on a narrow strip of sub-Himalayan 
tract and 15 hilly to a certain extent The Jhelum, the Chenah and 
many hill streams pass through this district Owing to the nearness 
of the hills, the clunate 1s not so extreme as in the plains Rain t» 
said to be “abundant” here and rainfall averages about 28" The sub- 
montane tract represents a sandy plateau but good fertile soit 1s met 
with in the low lands * 

The agricultural products of the district are wheat, mullet (both 
great and spzked), gram, barley, sugarcane, cotton seeds etc

The district produces much more grains and pulses than are neces- 
sary for local use and therefore exports in considerable quantities, the 
following articles—wheat, millet, oi! seeds, o1!, ghee, wool, cotton and 
hides by rail generally. The district imports piece-goods, iron, salt, 
sugar, rice, wool, brass vessels, spices, dyes, ctc. GUZRAT is the only 
Place of commercial importance. It has a population of about 20,000 
and is a distributing centre of raw iron, foreign goods, ctc. to the 
villagers. Trade in dried fruit from Kashmir alsn exists European 
furniture making of good quality is carried on here and damascencd 
iron and silver wares are available. 


HISSAR DISTRICT. 


‘The HISSAR district possesses in many respects the characteristics 
of Rayputana, this being situated on its borders. 11 presents a plain of 
Prairie which is unbroken except by some detached small elevations. 
The Ghaggar is the only river. The district is extremely dry and so 
it is healthy. The land is canal irrigated and the rainfali is about 16” 
on the average. Rohi (Sirsa) soft loam and hard clay are the varieties 
of soil. Cattle of Hissar are reliable and the wool of this place takes 
the foremost place among Indian wool. 

The crops raised are grim, barley, wheat, spiked millet, great mil- 
let, pulses, sugarcane and cotton; where the land is irrigated, maize, rice, 
etc., are also grown to a small extent. Coarse cotton cloth is woven, 
‘Lhere are ginning aud  pressiny factorics. HANSI is the industrial 
centre besides BHIWANI and NARANUD. — Brass and metal works 
are situated at BHIWANI, which is noted for its carved doors and 
carpentry work. The centres of trade are BHIWANI, HANSI, HIS- 
SAR, BUDHLADA and SIRSA. The exports include wheat, flour, 
sugar and cotton goods. Trade 1s mainly rail borne with Rayputana. 

HISSAR (population 19,000) is famous for cattle, It has a large 
trade in cotton and red-pepper ‘There are also cotton ginning and 
pressing factorics. It is noted for blankets, felts, ctc. 

SIRSA ROAD,—This place is situated on the fertile tract of Jani 
in the Hissar district on the B. B. & C. I. Rly. on the bank of the 
Ghaggar. The surrounding country produces valuable agricultural 
crops of grains and sceds, which are exported in large quantities. Soft 
ghee is available and is largely exported . Other products of the place 
include gram, maize, wheat, linseed, mustard-sced, kalai, masuri, khesari, 
cotton, arahar, castor oil and cake, sugar, etc. Goods are transported 
by rail to Delhi gencrally. 
whe centres of trade arc FATEHABAD, TOHANI and DAB- 


HOSHIARPUR DISTRICT. 


The HOSHIARPUR district is situated on the slope of the mountain 
ranges and contains broad fertile valleys. The heat of this district is 
not extreme due to nearness of the hills and the annual rainfall averages 
about 33”. Siwalik Hills form the back bone of the district and soi) 
comprises sand stone with light sandy loam at the foot of the hills 
(known as Kandi). There is also the fertile Sirwal belt and Una-valley, 
where good alluvial loam predominates - 

The crops grown are wheat, gram, barley, poppy, maize, pulses, rice. 
millet, sugarcane and cotton. 

The industries are weaving of cotton fabrics (coloured turbans and 
cloths). Ivory or bone and copper inlay work is done at HOSHIAR- 
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PUR; lacquered wooden work and silver work, ss bangles, shoes 
of Sambhar (deer), cups and ses of coloured giass (at DASUYA), 
brass vessels (2t BAHADURPUR) are also made. Glass bangles are 
also_made in the district. 

The exports are rice, gram, barley, sugar, hemp, safflower fibres, 
tobacco, indigo, cotton, lac and wheat. Cane is grown here and sugar 
is refined in large towns and exported to Amritsar. The imports are 
cotton cloth from Delhi and Amritsar, millet and other crops come 
from the south of the Sutlej and cattle come from Amritsar. Trade 
is rail_and road borne. 

.. HOSHIARPUR (population 20,000) is situated at the foot of the 
Siwalik hills, It is famous for the production of articles of wood inlaid 
with ivory, for brass wares and glass bangles. 


JHANG DISTRICT. 


The JHANG district presents a level plain with elevated uplands 
scattered here and there. The climate of the district is very dry and 
very healthy and the rainfall averages about 10”. 

__, The soil presents an alluvial loam mixed with sand and depends on 
irrigation for purposes of agriculture. The chicf crops grown are wheat, 
sreat millet, maize, cotton and oil seeds. Canal irrigation is practised 
in the parts where the land is sterile. Raw wool of the district is 
important. | Wood carving and carpentry of CHINIOT are famous. 
Saddles and locks of good quality are made at JHANG-MAGHIANA, 
Cotton weaving is practised. Preparation of cofton for the market is 
an industry and the district has several ginning and pressing factories. 
There are also scveral flour mills and iron foundries. 
‘The chief articles exported are: wheat, cotton, oil seeds and other 
ricultural Products, LYALLPUR however is the chief wheat market 
of India and has a heavy transaction, The imports are iron, timber 
and piecegoods. There are not sufficient metalicd roads in the district 
but the traffic is carried mainly by rail. 

JHANG-MAGHIANA (oopataticn 27,000) has a considerable trade 
iu grain and country cloth. it manufactures leather, soap, locks and 
other brass work. 


JHELUM DISTRICT. 


The Salt Range of the Punjab passes through the JHELUM dis- 
trict and it has many picturesque and fertile vallevs but the greatet 
part consists of sand stone. The climate is good but is not extreme, 
The average rainfall is about 20”. Cultivation depends on rainfall 
and irrigation. : 

The chief crops grown are wheat, barley, gram, oil seeds, jowar, 
bajra and pulses. Coal is worked in the Jhelum valley. 

**Boat building is carried on at JHELUM. Brass vessels and silk 
lungis are made at PIND DADAN KHAN. Water mills are used for 
grinding. The town of JHELUM is an important timber depot, being 
the head quarters of the forest officer of the Kashmir State. The 
articles of trade are brass, copper and stone. The imports are iron 
and piecegoods. 

HELUM and PIND DADAN KHAN arc the trade centres whence 
grains and crops are exported in favourable years. ‘There are roads, 
and traffic is carried on by railways. Gypsum is made at KHEWRA 
from rock salt occuring here. : 

JULLUNDUR DISTRICT. 

JULLUNDUR forms the southern part of the Beas Jullundur Doab 
or the country between the Beas and the Sutlej, the valley of which 
ia Sted a EES NM LS EE 
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is marked by a high well-defined bank. The climate for the plains is 
temperate and the heat being not excessive the place is generally 
healthy. Average rainfall is about 26". 

Failure of rain is almost unknown. The soil also consists of good 
alluvial loam and patches of clayey soil is common. The chief crops 
are wheat, gram, barley, pulses, sugarcane, great millet, cotton and rice. 

Great deal of cotton weaving is carried on. Silk is woven at JUL- 
LUNDUR TOWN. _ It is reputed for carpentry work and brass vessels. 
There are flour mills, iron and brass foundry and gins and presses 
Traffic of the district is mainly in agricultural produce. 

Grains are also imported from Ludhiana, Ferozepur and the States 
for export to the hills. Other imports are piece-goods, brass and cop- 
per vessels, rice and salt. Sugar and molasses are manufactured and 
exported, other exports are wheat, cotton cloth, silk goods, cte. Traffic 
is rail borne and is exceptionally well-provided with roads. 

JULLUNDUR TOWN (population 70,000).—There are flour mills, 
iron and brass foundries; silk is manufactured and cabinetware is turn- 
ed out, It is an important military station. 

Other centres of trade are NAWASHAHR, PHILLOUR and 
NAKODAR, 





KANGRA DISTRICT, 


The KANGRA district is mostly hilly but is fringed with good but 
small fertile valleys and is a famous for its beauty owing to the 
Dhaola Dhars snowy peaks. ¢ climate is very good and the average 
rainfall amounts to about 70". The forests of Kota and Kangra are 
famous. Iron selting is carried on in Kangra on a small scale as iron 
ores are found in the district. Copper is also met with in KULU, 

The crops are wheat, barley, gram, maize and rice, pulses, tea (im- 
portant in Kangra), potatoes and poppy. The climate of Kulu is suit~ 
able for growing all sorts of European fruits and vegetables. The dis« 
trict has a large trade in pears and, apples 

Tea making is the important industry, cotton cloth is woven, bas- 
kets and blankets are made at KANGRA, KULU, LAHUL and SPITI. 
Glass bangles are made in the district. 

The chief exports are rice, tea, potatoes, spices, opium, bankets, 
pashmina, wool, ghee, honcy and beeswax and the imports are wheat 
maize, gram and other pulses. The chief centres of trade for Kangra, 
in the plains are at Hoshiarpur, Jullundur, Amritsar and Pathankot. 
Considerable foreign trade exists with Ladakh and Yarkand through 
Sultanpur in Kulu. The exports are cotton piccegoods, indigo, skins, 
opium, metals, silk, sugar and tea and the imports from those places 
are ponies boraa, charas, raw silk ard wool 

Internal trade centres are KANGRA PALAMPUR, SUJANPUR, 
ae HAMIRPUR, JAWALA, MAKHi and NURPUR. Traffic is 
cart-borne. 


KARNAL DISTRICT. 


The KARNAL district consists of low tevel, only the banger rises 
to a considerable height, It is watered by the Jumna canal. The 
climate resembles that of the plains of the Punjab. 

Soil is light and is suited to cultivation. The crops raised are gram 
{on the Saraswati), wheat and gram (the Umla course): millet, rice, 
cotton and sttgarcane are also grown. 

. RNAL has a name for making; PANIPAT for glass work

Lahore 1s the chief trading centre for the agricultural produce of 
the district Lahore serves the whole of the Punjab and wheat and 
other produces are transported to Karachi for export _ Leather trade 
here 1g an important one and a large quantity of saddlery and shoes

LUDHIANA DISTRICT.

The LYALLPUR district is situated on a comparatively high table 
land and is washed by the Chenab and the Ravi. The climate of the 
place is hot and dry but healthy and the average rainfall is smali and 
amounts to about 12” annually. The town is a gteat centre of trade 
in the Punjab and is traversed by the N. W. Rly. which carries the 
major portion of the traffic. 

MIANWALI DISTRICT. 

The MIANWALI district is generally a level plain and is crossed 
by the Indus. The climate is hot in summer and cold in winter, as it 
is situated near the desert. The district has an average rainfall of 
abou 12” only. 

Soil 13 on the whole good and fertile aud produces rich crops ot 
wheat, barley, gram, bajra, pulses and jowar; cultivation depends upon 
we tanks. Rock-salt, alum, rock-oil, petroleum and coal are 
also available. The chief industries are the making of iron vessels and 
instruments, and cotton check weaving and basket making. Saltpetre 
is from efflorescent earth on a large scale in the district at 
ROKHRI, KALABAGH, etc. 

The chief exports are salt, alum, iron vessels, baskets, wheat, oil 
seeds, wool and hides. The important imports are iron, cotton piece- 
goods, thread, silk, sugar, rice, potatoes and timber.

ROHTAK DISTRICT. 


With the exception of a few rock hills the ROHTAK district is 
perfectly plain with depressions nearer the Jumna canal. Mango 
groves and nimbar are found. The climate of the district is on the 
whole salubrious and the average rainfall is about 23”. 

Agricultural conditions depend more on irrigation than on soil, which 
is generally good, light coloured and alluvial. The chief crops are 
wheat, grain, barley, spiked and great milletS, cotton, sugarcane, pulses, 
ate, 

The pottery of JHAJJAR and the saddlery of KALANUR and 
turbans of fine appearance of ROHTAK are the chief industries. There 
are several cotton gins and presses, sugar and cloth weaving are car- 
tied on for local consumption only. 

The exports are grains and cereals. There is a big grain market 
at ROHTAK sending about 4,000 tons of grains. The district is travers- 
ed by the Southern Punjab Railway, Rewari-Bhatinda, Malwa-Ra)- 
putana Railways and is well provided with good roads. 

ROHTAK TOWN (population 22,000) is an important trade centre 
in the Punjab. There are several cotton gins and presses, Muslin 
turbans interwoven with gold and silver thread and a form of muslin 
known as tanzi} are produced. There is a grand grain market. 

Among other centres of trade mention may be made of SONEPAT 
and GOHANA, 

SHAHPUR DISTRICT. 

The Jhelum river divides the SHAHPUR district in two parts and 
tlre Jhelum Valley is the most populous part of the district. 

‘he climate is, generally speaking, extreme and the health is good. 
Average annual rainfall is about 15” near the Salt Range. 

Soil is more or less sandy loam in the valleys of the Jhelum and 
the Chenab but is at some places impregnated with salt. ‘The chict 
crops are wheat, gram, barley, gillet (bajra), cotton, pulses and great 
millet. The forest products are acacia arabica and shisham. Salt is 
found and bored in the Salt Range; crude saltpetre is also manufactured. 

Cotton cloth is woven and exported. Felt mgs are made at KHU- 
SAL and at BHERA. Blankets, felts, etc. are also made at the latter 
place. Stones are used for making handles of instruments like those 
of knives, razors, etc. Wood work of BHERA and lacquered work 
of SAHIWAL are also famous. 3 

The exports are raw and manufactured cotton, wheat, other grains, 
wool, ghee, hides and skins, bones, salt, lime and saltpetre. The chief 
imports are piecegoods, metals, sugar and rice. N. W. Rly. crosses the 
district with 2 short branch to Bhera and another from Dhak to Katha. 
The district has good metalled roads. 7 

SHAHPUR town has a population of about 10,000. There are six- 
teen ferries on the Jhelum in the district. 


SIALKOT DISTRICT. 


The upper portion of the SIALKOT district near the Jammu hills, 
resents a green appearance but is otherwise plain and is intesected 
fy the Ravi, the Degh and the Chenab. The climate is good in the 
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MARKET PLACES OF THE CENTRAL 
PROVINCES, 


Te Central Provinces is situated, as its name signifies, in 
the central part of India and comprises, with Berar, an 
area of 130,000 square miles and is inhabited by 16 millions 
of people. A large part of the district, over 20 million acres, 
falls under the jurisdiction of the Native States, the chief of which 
are the Chhattisgarh States comprising Raigarh, Saktigarh, etc. The 
area under cultivation is 25 million acres and there are extensive foreats 
covering an area of 16 million acres. 

The soil of the district is black cotton, loam and alluvium suitable 
for the cultivation of cotton, rice and food grains. The average rainfall 
is about 50”, 

The climate is free from extremes and the rainfall is everywhere 
good. A large area is still covered with forests and jungles. The 
mountain slopes are clothed with valuable timber including tcak, sal, cte. 
Lac is collected in the forests. Myrohalans are ava‘lable in abundance 
in the forests and the Jubbulpur varictics are in great demand in India 
and abroad. Silk cocoons are also obtained. 

By far the most important crop grown in the district is rotton uf 
the Oomrah variety. The area under cotton cultivation during 1929-30 
was 5 million acres and yielded 1,127,000 bales of cotton, which surpassed 
the total output of any other province. Berar is eminently -uited for 
the cultivation of cotton and the chicf stations in the district arc 
Akola, Akote, Amraoti, Ellichpur, Karanja, Khamgaon, etc. The chiet 
stations of cotton cultivation in the Central Provinces excluding Berar 
are Arvi, Warud, Dhamangaon, Pandar-Kawda, Hinganghat, Nagpur, 
‘Wardha, Warora, Wun, Yeotmal, Katol, Saoner, etc. Average staple 
the cotton is 5/8” to 6/8”. 

Among the other crops grown in the district are rice (about 6 
million acres of land being allotted to the crop), wheat (3 million 
acres), jowar (4 million acres), etc. The province has the largest arca 
in India under the linseed crop but the yicld is below that of Bihar 
and Orissa. In 1928-29 the yicld of linseed in the province was 5¥,000 
tons. Gingelly or til seed also figures prominently. Cultivation of 
groundnut is slowly increasing in the province. Grams and pulses, 
tobacco, condiments, etc. are also raised. Oranges and mangoes grow 
profusely in the province whence these are exported to Calcutta and 
other markets. Nagpur oranges have got a firm hold in the Calcutta 
market. 

From an industrial point of view the Central Provinces and Berar 
may be divided into four tracts. The first is the whcat tract of the 
Narbada valley; the next, Berar and the Nagpur country, where cotton 
is staple, and the people are, both industrially and agriculturally, more 
advanced than elsewhere. The third has for its distinctive crop rice, 
which is grown mainly in the Wainganga valley and in the great plain 
of Chhattisgarh. The fourth comprises the upland districts, the centre 
of the province, where cultivation is in a comparatively backward state 
but the country is covered in many places with useful forests and contain 
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valuable minerals. Although by far the larger portion of the locally 
produced cotton is exported, enough is worked up locally to give a 
decidedly industrial bent to the population of such towns as Nagpur, 
Akola and Burhanpur; and the export and manufacture of cotton have 
built up a wealthy class of traders and industrialists, that have placed 
this tract in point of resources very far ahead of any other part of 
the province, however fertile the soil. 

¢ principal industries of the province centre round the cotton 
production. There are about 12 cotton spinning and weaving mills 
with 362,732 spindles and 7,105 looms giving employment to more than 
22 thousand people. There are also a large number (over 500) of 
cotton pressing and ginning factories. Among the other industries may 
be mentioned lime and cement factories, rice mills, oil presses, glass 
factories, and saw mills. Coarse textiles, brass-wares, etc, are turned 
out on 2 cottage industry basis. Cloth is woven in three qualities— 
coarse, medium and fine. Other notable industries are: silk, silk 
bordered, gold and silver lace weaving; tasar industry; pottery, brick 
and tile making and leather industry; oil mulling; woo! industry; 
dyeing and calico-printing; blankets; shecp rearing; brass and copper 
ware; tassar and mulberry silk production; mat and baskets; hosiery, 
cotton rope and tape making; toy, and smithy and carpentry. 

Among the modern industries special mention should be made of 
cotton ginning, manufacture of cotton goods, etc. Cement industry 
is progressing rapidly and there are a number of cement factories at 
Mekgaon, Katni, Kymore and Jubbulpur. Lime and pottery industries 
are in a flourishing condition. The province offers great possibilities 
for the match and glass industries and a number of factories have 
already come into being Other industries include ice and aerated fac- 
tories, oil mills, saw mills, breweries, flour mills, rice mills, paint, etc. 
There is a number of railway workshops and ordnance factories, 

The trade of the district consists in exports of cotton, rice and 
food grains, etc. Considerable quantities of forest products, viz., lac, 
myrobalans, timber (sal, teak, saj, etc.}, hides and skins, gum, etc., 
are also exported. Mohua flowers and biri leaves are available in 
great abundance and are exported. Mangoes, oranges (from Nagpur), 
pod plantains are exported. The imports are coal, coke, piecegoods, 
salt, etc, 

The most important mineral mined in the province is manganese 
ore which occurs in the vicinity of Warora. This is consumed by 
the iron and steel factories for the manufacture of ferro-manganese. 
The ore is exported out of India but lately the exports have been 
affected by competition from Russia. The Government of India on a 
representation being made for the reduction of freight on manganese 
ores have temporarily reduced the freight charges on the B, N. Ry. 
Tron is found in the Raipur and Jubbulpore districts. The smelting 
of the iron and the production of the workable metal from the crude 
ore are carried on in some parts of the Central Provinces as a sort 
of home industry. In the neighbourhood of every well-known mine 
there can be found families of smelters. Coal is obtained in the 
vicinity of Warora while copper ore also occurs in the province but is 
only spasmodically worked, 

The most important mineral mined in the province ix the man- 
ganese ore. Iron is found in the province and is smelted. Copper ore 
also occurs in the province. 

The province is well served by a network of railways, the chief 
being, the B.N. Rly. and the G. I. P. Rly. The traffic is both rail and 

-borne. 
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AKOLA DISTRICT. 


AKOLA is a district in the Central Provinces. The country is 
mostly flat with only a small hill. The Purna is the only river. Soil is 
black loam and is mostly rich. Average rainfall is about 35”, 

The staple food crop grown is jowar; cotton is also grown on a 
large scale. The country is very fertile and therefore there is very 
little uncultivable fand in the district. Berar cattle are obtainable at 
KHAMGAON, BALAPUR, JALGAON, etc. There is a reserved forest 
in the Balaghat area, the products of which are khair, amla and teak. 

Cotton carpets are waven at AKOT and BALAPUR. There are 
several cotton ginning and pressing factories and preparation of cot- 
ton for the market is the only industry. 

Raw cotton is sent to Bombay by rail from AKOLA. The chief 
marts besides AKOT are KHANGAON, SHEGAON, TALAGAON and 
BALAPUR. The imports are grain and pulses, coal and coke, salt 
and sugar. 

The head quarter town has a population of about 30,000 and is 
one of the principal centres of cotton trade. The market is situated 
at TAJNAPETH, The surrounding district of AKOT town is inter- 
spersed with garden land and mango groves. Water is obtained from 
wells, There is a big mart for cotton which is sent to AKOLA and 
SHEGAON. Good cotton carpets are woven there. 


AMRAOTI DISTRICT. 


The plain of the AMRAOTI district is usually 800 ft. above sea 
level and has a sloping from north to south. A small chain of barren 
stony hills lies in the north-west direction. The rivers are the Purna 
and the Bembla. Climate is hot but nights are gencrally cold, Soil is 
black loam which is very fertile. Chicf crops are jowar (staple), wheat, 
pulses and cotton, 

The silk industry at KHOLAPUR has considerably dwindled. 
Cloth-weaving and yarn-making are carried on at BADNERA. Pre- 
paration of cotton for ginning and pressing factories is the chief indus- 
try of the district. 

The district exports raw cotton, oil seeds, grains and pulses to 
Bombay and Calcutta. Imports are grains and pulses from U. P., coal 
and coke from Bengal and C. P., salt and sugar from Bombay. ’ 

AMRAOTI.—Anrraoti is the head-quarters of the Berar district in 
the Central Provinces and has a population of about 20,000. The com- 
mercial importance of the town is of recent growth. It is now the 
principal cotton mart in Berar, and is connected with the Nagpur 
branch of the G. I. P. Ry. Though the cotton trade is by far the 
most important item of Berar commerce, as it is of Berar agriculture, 
its only claim to fame once lay in the cotton market where the name 
of Oomras (or Oomrawuttees—Amraotis) referred in uncouth and 
archaic form to the chief product and the chief mart of the Province. 

Formerly the greater part of the cotton of Berar was taken on 
bullocks to Mirzapur and thence conveyed in boats to Calcutta. Now 
of course the greater part goes to Bombay. It may be mentioned in 
this connection that the export trade in cotton from Amraoti could 
not be in a flourishing condition unless specially favourable railway 
freightage rates were granted. This enables Berar cotton to compete 
favourably in the Bombay markets. - 7 2% 

Arts and manufactures of Amraoti are unimportant, the principal 
industry being the preparation of cotton for the market. Indeed the 
ginning and pressing of cotton claim the first rank in the industries 
of the District. Besides the cotton gins and presses there are oif 
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presses, linseed oil being most commonly produced. The most im- 
portant cottage industries are the same as those practised in factories, 
nately the clearing of cotton, the making of secd oils of various kinds, 
and weaving, Hand-weaving is done in cotton. silk and wool or in 
combination, 

As noted above raw cotton is the chief export, and is sent by rail 
to Bombay and Calcutta, the only other exports worthy of mention 
being oil-seeds, grain and pulses. Raw cotton includes of course gin- 
ned and pressed cotton and covers 75 per cent. of the total value 
of exports. 

The list of imports comprise chiefly articles of food and clothing, 
the chief items being grains and pulses, coal and coke, salt and sugar. 

Oil seeds, grains and pulses are exported to Bombay and the Central 
Provinces. Grains and pulses are imported chiefly from the United Pro- 
vinees and the Central Provinces, coal and coke from Central Provinces 
and Bengal, salt from Bombay, sugar chiefly from Bombay but also 
from Bengal aud the United Provinces. 


BALAGHAT DISTRICT. 

The BALAGHAT district is well watered and is studded with 
numerous varieties of fruit trees. The climate is generally damp and 
is malarious. Gastritis is common here due to the presence of mica 
in the water. The average rainfall is about 62”. Soil is rich in the 
plains and is alluvial on the Sone bank. 

Crops grown are rice, kodan and kutki, wheat; urid, linseed, gram 
and tuira. Tobacco is cultivated on the Sone bank and is very profitable. 
Castor seed is grown in rotation with tobacco, Sugarcane is also 


"The industries of the district are weaving of coarse cloth at WARA- 
SEONI and LALLBURA which are well known. 

The chief articles of export are rice, pulse, urid, tobacco which are 
sent to Chhatisgarh; teak from SONAWANI and CHAREGAON is 
sent to Nagpur and Kamptee; bamboos, hides, horns, myrobalans, lac, 

gum, etc. arc exported. Tendu tree leaves for biri making are avail- 
able here. The imports are gur, salt, jowar, wheat, gram, sugar, arahar, 
brass vessels, etc., etc. 

BALAGHAT city with a population of about 7,000 bas a certain 
amount of trade. 


BASSIM DISTRICT. 


The BASSIM district consists of a rich tableland of an a 
height of about 1,000 ft. Babul and pipul are the common trees. ie 
climate is fairly uniform and the average rainfall is about 41”. The 
Siscacteriatic soil is black cotton which is rich everywhere except oti 
q 

The chief crops grown are millet (staple), cotton (the most pro- 
aitable). wheat and linseed. Iron ore is also found here but is not 
worked. 

Preparation of cotton for the market is the most important 
industry of the district and there are many ginning and spinning fac- 
tories here. The chief export therefore is cotton by road to Akola 
and thence by rail to Bombay; oil seeds, grains and pulses are also 
exported and the chief imports to the district are grain, pulse, su nfs 

and oils from Akola mainly. The internal trade is conduct 
weekly markets at the Par, towns. BASSIM has a good cotton 
market. Akola-Hingoli road is the chief road which passes through 
BASSIM ami MEDSI. 
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The town of BASSIM is situated about 52 miles off Akola and has 
@ population of abont 15,000, 


BHANDARA DISTRICT. 


‘The surface of the BHANDARA district is generally open and level 

with isolated hills, The Wainganga and other tributaries pass through 
it. The climate of the district is slightly coolcr than Nagpur and mala- 
ria is prevalent during autumn. ‘The annual rainfall averages about 55”. 
The main variety of soil is called morand, which is black and is mixed 
with sand; the black soil is alluvial, yellow sandy soil is also seen here. 
There is a considerable tract of fallow land. 
,._The crops grown are rice, jowar, kodan, wheat, linseed, gram, 
tiura (as second crops) and sugarcane. Ginger, oranges and plantain 
are grown in the villages of JAM and ANTHARGAON and are sent 
to NAGPUR. Manganese ores are worked near TUMSAR. 

Weaving of silk bordered cloths is carried on at BHANDARA 
(PAUNI, MOHARI and ANDHARGAON). _ Fine cloths made at 
PAUNI are famous and compete in markets. Silk comes from Nagpur 
and Assam. Brass and brass vessels are made at BHANDARA, stone 
jars at KANERI and cart wheels at TUMSAR. Soft grass matting, 

amboo basket and matting are also made. 

Rice is sent to Bombay, Nagpur and Berar; wheat gram, pulses 
and urid and vil seeds are also exported which are taken by cart from 
PAUNI to Nagpur. Teak and beula-timber and bamboos, mohua, m)- 
robalans, hides and wax are exportcd in Jarge quantities. Manganese 
ores are also exported. The imports consist of picce-goods (from Bom- 
bay and Nagpur), kerosene, salt, sugar, gur (from U. P. or Bombay), 
jowar and arahar. 

The chief centres of trade are GONDIA, TUMSAR, TIRORA 
and AMGAON. 

BHANDARA is the important station on the B, N. Rly. The 
town has a population of about 16,000 and is famous for brass making. 


BETUL DISTRICT. 


The BETUL district occupies the entire width between the valley 
of the Narbada and the plains of Berar, the whole district being prac- 
tically situated on the plateau with a mean elevation of about 2,000 
ft. The climate however 1s cool and healthy but malaria is prevalent 
during autumn. The average annual rainfall is about 46”. Black soil 
of good quality is scarcely found here and friable loam is the best 
soil of the district which is either black or brown in colour. 

The crops grown here are kodan and kutki, wheat, jowar, oil seeds, 
til and jagui and the labouring classes have small gardens generally, 
where they grow vegetables. 

Coarse cotton cloth of inferior quality is woven; brass wares are 
made at AMLA, RAMLI, JAWAL KHODA but brass vessels are 
imported from Honsangabad and Chindwara. ; 

The principal grains exported are wheat and oil seeds, gram, tuira, 
and cotton, Jowar is imported from Berar. Gwr is exported to Berar 
and Narbada Valley. The exports of forest products are timber, mohua, 
myrobalan, chiraiyi, and guli (the oil of mohua oil-secds). Takari-oil, 
gum and lac are also exported. Timber is available. The imports are 
thread (from Nagpur), cotton piece-goods, kerosene, hardware, gold and 
silver, salt, groceries and spices. Betel-leaves and turmeric come from 
Berar. Purchase and collection of grains are done by telis who carry 
them on bullock carts. There are numerous weekly markets here, 
where retail transaction takes 
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A rehgtous fair 1s held at MELAJPUR near CHICHOLI annually 
where large sales of household articles and furniture are made A 
weekly cattle market 1s held at the BETUL town which has a popula- 
tion of about 6,000 and is practically an isolated part 


BILASPUR DISTRICT.

MANDLA DISTRICT. 


The MANDLA district 1s mostly hilly agd undulating with a good

Soils vary from basalt rock, sandy black to stony barrens The 
cluef crops are wheat, rice, oi! seeds, mullets and sugarcane Cultiva~

The imports are salt, sugar, kerosenc oil, gur, pulses (rar), 
spices, vessels of brass, and silk and cotton cloth The chief trade 
centre 1s PINDRAI and internal trade 1s carried on in weekly village 
markets by carts B N Rly passes through the district 

NAGPUR DISTRICT. 

The greater part of the NAGPUR district 1s an undulating plan 
and 1s traversed by low hills and ranges, generally spurs from the 
Satpura hills The Wardha and Wainganga mnvers flow along a part 
of the district In the forests on the Satpura hills grow saj, achar, 
tendu (on heavy soils) and satin-wood Mango, mohua, tamarind and 
date-palms are common in the open country Nagpur 1s one of the 
hottest places during the summer but the climate 1s not unpleasant 
Annual rainfall averages 46”, less in the west than in the east 

‘The prevailing sod of Nagpur 1s black cotton, and the principal 
crops grown are jowar and cotton; others aie wheat, til, hnseed and 
gram Cotton cultrvaton 1s gradually mcreasing The cattle are all 
imported as there is scarcely any grazing ground Deposits of manga- 
nese occur m several localities (in Ramtek Tahsil) 

Weaving of cotton cloth is the home industry at NAGPUR and 
UMRER; gold and silver thread of BURHANPUR are famous ke 
comes from Bengali and china and tassar from Chhattisgarh There 
are several cotton weaving and spmning mills 

The chief exports are raw cotton, cotton seed, Linseed, til and 
wheat, oranges, wild plum and betel-leaf Yarn and cotton cloth are 
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made, Many articles are also received at Nagpur and re-exported. 
The imports to Nagpur district are rice, timber and bamboos (Chanda, 
Seoni, etc.), cotton and grain, sea-salt, sugar, gur, kerosene oil, woollen 
and iron goods. 

KAMPTEE is the largest weekly market. Sunday and Wednes- 
day bazars held at NAGPUR are also important. Other leading 
markets are GAORI and KELOD (for gan and timber), MORWAR 
(grain). A large fair is held at RAMTEK in November and religious 
fairs are held at AMBHORA, KUDHARI, ADASA and DHAPE- 


ARA, 

NAGPUR—Nagpur is the capital town of the Central Provinces 
and Berar. It is situated at the junction of two important railways, 
namely, the Great Indian Peninsula and the Bengal Nagpur Railways. 

Nagpur is divided naturally into two parts, the city proper lying 
east and south of Sitabaldi fort and the railway station, while the 
civil station lies to the west and north of these. The importance 
of the place will be realised when it is said that within the last decade 
or two it has grown to be the leading industrial and commercial town 
in the centre of India. It owes this influential position chiefly to its 
cotton trade, 

For more than a century Nagpur has been noted in India for its 
orange gardens and for the cotton and silk fabrics woven by its large 
Kashti population of hand-loom weavers. In fact, inspite of the ma- 
chine competition, a considerable number of spinners, weavers, and 
dyers is engaged in their manual professions, 

These are a number of cotton spinning and weaving mills. In 
recent years the mining of manganese in neighbouring tracts has added 
to the trade of Nagpur. The bulk of the general trade has also 
greatly increased lately. 

¢ chief items of commerce relate to timber and fire woods, 
kerosene oil, imported piece-goods, leather goods, food-stuff, tobacco, 
aerated waters, and ice. The trade in wood is specially heavy. The 
import of building timber is large and it is accompained by great 
sctevity in brick-making owing to the constant demand for house build- 
ing. The installations of oil in the neighbourhood of the railway 
station are now numerous. Passing mention may be made of printin 
presses, ice factory, etc. A number of cotton mills has been starte: 
in the town and finished goods, ¢.g., dhoties, saries, ctc. are transported 
to Bengal and other consuming centres. 

The chief imports to the place from the interior by carts and from 
the adjoining districts by rail arc rice, paddy, lac, honey, cotton, myro- 
balans, dhuna, hill sticks, orange, wax, etc. These articles and oranges 
in large quantities are exported to Calcutta, Bombay, Madras and the 
up-country towns. The surrounding country produces enormous quan- 
tity of oil sceds, and timber is also availabic from the jungtes and 
constitutes an important business of Nagpur. The districts, not far 
from Nagpur, produce good cotton which is either exported or consum- 
ed by the local mills for spinning and weaving cotton. Railway sicepers 
are made from the C. P. timbers. Seti-mustard seed, mohua and its 
seeds, kala til and ganja are exported in large quantities from this 
place. Goods are exported by rail generally. 

It is served by the B. N. Rly. and the G. I. P. Rly. and has many 
good roads. Goods are generally carried by 1ailway. 

NARSINGHPUR DISTRICT. ‘ 

Nearly the whole of the NARSINGHPUR district lies south of 
the Narbada. The greater part of the district is situated between 
the Narbada and the Satpura. The valley is covered by a dcep layer 
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of alluvial soil which 1s famous for ats fertihty The climate is gene- 
rally healthy and very pleasant in the cold season and the annual rain- 
fall averages about 52” The prevasling soil 1s black alluvial The 
chief crops grown are wheat, gram, ti, mce, jowar, cotton, kodan, hin- 
seed, ctc There is a coal mine at MOHPANI 

GADARWARA 1s an important centre of hand weaving and dye- 
ing CHICHLI has an industiy of brassware There is also a ginning 
factory at GADARWARA 

The chief exports _are wheat, oil seeds, gram, ghce (to Calcutta), 
tudes and bones (to Bombay) The imports are rice, salt, sugar, kero- 
sene, cotton cloth and gur Three annual fairs are held at BARM 
HAN, BAREHTA and SANKAL 

GIP Rly traverses (Jubbulpore hne) the district and carries 
much traffic. It has numerous good roads (Bombay-Jubbulpore Road) 


NIMAR DISTRICT. 


The NIMAR district 1s divided by the Satpura ranges and has the 
Tapti valley in the south and the Narbada valley in the north The 
«limate is healthy and the average iasnfall 1s about 32” 

Soil_ts partly alluvial and 1s rich black along the banks of the 
rivers The chief crops grown are cotton, jowar, til, wheat, mice, pulses, 
ganja, betel vine, pomegranate, (at NIMAR) Working and transport 
of raw cotton 1s the chief dustry, besides, there are coarse cotton 
weaving and fines and pressing factories at KHANDWA, LAL- 
BAGH, BURHANFUR, NIMARKANDI, JAHAR and PANDHANA 
Oil mili and timber factory and iron foundry are situated at 
KHANDWA 

The chief exports are raw cotton, cotton seed, til, yowar, sann hemp, 
timber, bamboos, flowers, (mohua flowers) and groundnits The im- 
ports are salt, gur, tobacco, building and paving stones, etc 

G P and Rayputana-Malwa Rlys cross the district which 15

RAIPUR DISTRICT. 


A narrow strip of the Satpura ranges enters the RAIPUR district

Tassar silk 1s woven as also coarse cotton cloth, ornaments and 
vessels of bell-metal are made at DRUG, DHAMTA, NAWAPARA 
and RAIPUR Glass bangles are made at SHINGA, NEORA and 
KUR!] iron ore 1s found and smelted Cotton gins and presses 
exist. 
Exports are rice, wheat, til and iinseed oil cake, teak, «al, biyasal, 
lac, mohua and myrobalan, The imports are salt, sugar, gur (BASTAR), 
cotton-thread, foreign cloth and metals, brass vessels, hardware an 
stationery. 

A large weekly cattle market is situated at BALODA Bazar near 
SHIMOGA _Other centres of trade are BARONDA, BAREKEL, UTAI, 
RANITERAI, GANDAI, ARJUNDAH, DRUG, KURUD, DHAMTARI, 
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NEORA, etc. B. N. Rly. passes through the district and is served 
by good cart roads. 3 

RAIPUR (population 20,000) is a grcat railway junction (branch 
DHAMTARI and RAJIM). Brass-making, lacquering wood, cloth- 
weaving and mat-making are the industries. Oil mil and cotton gin- 
ning factories are situated here. There is a small museum. 


SAUGOR DISTRICT. 


The SAUGOR district has numerous isolated hills and the general 
aspect is generally undulating. But it has many open parts also. The 
hills are poorly wooded but has pure teak forests. The climate is 
pleasant and is healthy during the greater part of the year. Average 
rainfall is about 48”. 

Prevailing soil is dark loam_known as mund and is much praised 
owing to its easy workability. The chief crops are wheat, gram, linseed, 
jowar, kodan, cotton, rice, til, etc. Betel-vine gardens are found at 
SAUGOR, BAHEH, SABAJPUR, JAI SINGUAGAR, etc. 

Weaving and sycing (at SAUGOR, HEHLI, DEORI, GOURJHA- 
NAR, GARHAKOTA), brass working (at DEORI, KHURAI and MAL- 
THOME), iron work (at RAHATGARH), gold and silver works, glass 
works, bell-metal, etc. are the chief industries. 

The exports are grains, til and linsced, forest products, betel leaves, 
skins and horns of antelopes. The imports are cotton piece-goods, 
kerosene oil, metals, hardware, groceries, spices, country cloths, sugar, 
tobacco, salt, etc. 

Trade of the district is concentrated at SAUGOR Station. _ The 
district is well traversed by the G. 1. P. Rly. BINA, KHURAI, SAU- 
GOR and SAHAPUR arc the trade centres. 

SAUGOR (population 46,000 including the cantonment)—The in- 
dustries of the place are declining. 


SEONI DISTRICT. 


The SEONI district has ranges of the Satpura hills fringed with 
forests and is in some parts undulating. The Narbada makes one of 
its boundaries. The district is covered by the Deccan trap. Extensive 
forests exist and contain many fruit and timber trees. These are 
mohua, tendu (ebony), achar, mango and tamarind. The climate is 
cool and pleasant and the rainfall averages about 53” in a year. 

The soil is formed from the decomposition of the trap rock; best 
black soil is very rare and the greater part is a mixture of black and 
brown soils. 

The crops grown are wheat, kodan, rice, kutki, linseed, ti! and 
other oil seeds; tuira, jowar and cotton are also grown. Teak and saj 
and bamboos are plentiful. Iron is found in Kurai range, gold washings 
(of PACHDHAR and BAWANTHARI rivers), chalk, hardstone, etc. are 
also found (CHHAPRA). Coarse cotton weaving (at SEONI, BAR- 
GHAT and CHHAPRA), tassar silk dyeing, making of glass bangle, 
lac bangle, earthen vessels, iron implements, skin tanning and leather 
working are the industries. 

The exports are wheat, rice, sann hemp, gram and oil seeds, kasar, 
safflower, teak, saj, bijasal, bamboos and myrobalans, The imports 
are salt, sugar, gur, piecegoods, betel leaves, turmeric, catechu and shoes.

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The Wardha district consists of a Jong strip of land along the 
banks of the Wardha range; outlying spur of the Satpura rat runs 
through the district. Arvi tashil is a hilly country. MALEGAON, 
NANDGAON and GARAMSUR are the peaks in this district. The 
climate of the district is generally hot and dry but is quite healthy. 
Annual average rainfall is about 42”. Leprosy is common here,‘ 

Nearly the whole of the district is covered by thin black or dark 
brown soil and the best black soil is found on a level ground on the 
left bank of the Wardha range. 

e crops raised are cotton, jowar, wheat, linseed, rice, sugarcane, 
turmeric, (Hinganghat Tashil at Waigaon); besides, there are many 
orange and banana plantations (Arvi). Betel vines are found at ASHTI 
aud JALGAON;; cotton weaving and dyeing is practised; coarse_tape 
for bedsteads is also made. ‘ARDI is a centre of hemp and HIN- 
GANGHAT has spinning and weaving mills. 

The chief exports are cotton, wheat, linseed, cotton seed (to 
Europe), jowar, arhar (Calcutta), hides, skins, cloth (from HINGAN- 
GHAT and PULGAON) and teak and plantains (from ARV1). The 
imports are cotton piecegoods (through Calcutta, Bombay and Cawn- 
pore), silk cloth, salt, sugar, gur, potatoes, brass vessels, glass bangles, 
wheat and rice. 

WARDHA TOWN (population 12,000) is an important cotton mart 
_ hes many ginning and pressing factories; water supply comes from 

an Range. 

The G. I. P. Rly. runs through the centre of the district. A branch 
line runs from WARDHA to Warora. 

YEOTMAL DISTRICT. 

With a few exceptions, the YEOTMAL district consists of hills 
(off-shoots of the Ajanta chain). Soil in these isolated places consists 
of a deep layer of rich black loam. The climate is extremely dry during 
the hot season but temperate during the rains and pleasant during the 
cold season. Average rainfall amounts to about 42”. Soil is generally 
of a very poor quality on the plateau and that in the valleys of small 
rivers is fertile 

‘The crops grown are jowar, cotton, pulses, oil seeds and wheat, all 
of which are extensively cultivated. "ihe forest products are timbers, 
fuel and fodder. Pasture land covers about 800 sq. miles. 

Ginning and pressing of cotton, weaving of khadis, saries and 
turbans and cotton printing are the industries . 

The exports are raw cotton, seeds, cereals, pulses, etc, The 
chief imports are cereals and pulses, salt and sugar which come mainly 
from the neighbouring districts and Bombay, Trade is carried by the 
G.I. P. Rly. which is reached by Yeotmal Dhamgaon road. YEOTMAL 
is the chief centre of cotton trade and general trade of the district, 
‘WUN, DARWHA and DIGRAS are also trade centres in the district 
which contain cattle markets. Weekly markets are held in the Par- 
gana towns. 4 

YEOTMAL (population 12,000) has several ginning and pressing 
factories. The town is connected through DHAMANGAON with a 
metalled road 29 miles apart on the G. I. P. Rly.

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MARKET PLACES OF ASSAM. 


IHE province of Assam can be divided into three natural 

divisions : the Surma Valley, the Brahmaputra Valley and 
the intervening range of hills. The Surma Valley is a flat 
plain about 125 miles long and 60 miles broad and is shut on 
both the sides by fanges. The valley of the Brahmaputra is an alluvial 
plain about 500 miles long and 50 miles broad. The total land consists 
of the Jaintia, Khasi and Garo Hills stretching from east to west and of 
the Lushai Hills in the south, The province has an area of 26,000 sq. 
miles and a population of 13 millions. 

In the Surma Valley rivers rise from the Nage hills and flow south 
through Manipur. Slender palms, feathery bamboos, and broad-leaved 
plantains are seen everywhere in the villages. Throughout its length 
the Brahmaputra Valley is enclosed by marshy land covered with thick 
grass jungle with interspersed cultivation here and there. Rice is grown, 
forest timbers are felled and tea gardens are being opened. There are 
large areas of waste land, swamps, forests and hills, and in some parts 
of the valley population is beginning to press upon the soil. The slopes 
of the lower hills are clothed with forest and the rivers pass through 
gorges of exceptional beauty. Ranges of hills comprising the Naga, 
the Jaintia, the Lushai, etc, are broken by sharply segregated ridges 
and deep valleys, all of which alike are covered with forests. The 
State of Manipur however, though situated in this portion is a fertile 
valley surrounded by a range of hills. 

,.,The uncultivated portion of the Assam Valley is usually covered 
with forests or with big grass and reeds (ikra, nal and khagri). The 
trees found are sal but in the west amoora, michclia, mangolia, ficus 
and mesua are common. Various kinds of palms, canes, trce ferns, 
bamboos and plantain trees are common, The greater part of the 
Assam range is covered with dense forests or jungle. Elephants are 
largely avatlable here and are found wild. Lac and silk cocoons are 
collected from forests. 

The climate of Assam is cold and extremely humid. But the tem- 
perature is never extreme, Average annual rainfall is abundant but 
varies from place to place according to the height of the place: Sylhet 
$7", Silchar 124”, Cherrapunji 500", Goalpara and Lakhimpur 115” and 
at other places it is about 80” on the average but as low as 68” is not 
uncommon, Storms occur during the spring months and the province 
is often subjected to earth-quakes. 

The chief crops in the province of Assam are rice and tea. The 
two great alluvial plains of the Brahmaputra and the Surma are suitable 
for cultivation. lecp, soft clayey loam is best suited for the cultivation 
of rice of various qualities which are grown over huge areas in the 
different tracts in the district, _Wheat and barley are grown on 2 
limited scale in the Goalpara district. Jute is grown in Goalpara, in 
Sythet and also in Kamrup. Linseed is grown in Sylthet. Garden 
crops include tobacco, several kinds of plantains, vegetables, palm, areca 
palm, pepper and various kinds of spices. The Khasis export 
potatoes, oranges, pineapples, and leaves of bay tree, and cotton is 
grown by most of the hill tribes. Cowdungs and sweepings of court 
yards are used to manure garden crops, sugarcane, jute and the nur- 
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series The great handicap to cultivation 15 absence of labour and 
many tea gardens are worked by indentured labour 

The arcas under different crops in 1928-29 follow mec (5 milhon 
acres), tea (427,329 acris), rape and mustard (359,833 acres), linseed 
(11,297 acres), trl seed (22,035 acres), sugarcane (36709 acres), jute 
(195,124 acres), tobacco (10,000 acres), frints and vegetables (545,293 
acres), ete cte 

Besides sal the most valuable trmbcu trees are tita sapa, jarul, 
stroemia, nahor, sam, gomari, khan, sisu and gunserar 

The mincrals worked »n Assam are coal, imestone and petroleum 
oil, coal 1s found in Srbsagar and Lakhimpm districts (at MAKUM

‘The total value of all mincrals exported from Burma during 1929 
was Rs. 146 crores. Munerals to a total value of Rs. 10 crores were 
exported to India and the minerals worth Rs 45 crores were exported 
to foreign countries. The principal mnerals exported to India are bar- 
silver, pig lead, tin block and mineral oils ‘The chief minerals exported 
to foreign countries are jade, copper blocks, pig lead, refined Icad, 
tin ore, wolfram ore, zinc concentrates and mineral oil of all kands 
The rincipal imports into Burma from India are coal, pig iron, stone, 
marble and mineral oils while those from forcign countries are diamond, 
uncoined gold, coal, copper ore, tin blocks and mineral oils 

i he outstanding industry of the province is rice milling Rice 
mills are spread all over the country, eg., Akyab, Rangoon, Myaungmya, 
Hanthawaddy, Tharrawaddy, Basse: Insem, Yamethin, Amherst, 
Tavoy, Prome, Pyapon, Pegu, Henzada, etc, ctc. There are about 
468 mills giving employment to 387% men. The mice is exported to the 
Near East in large quantities, the exports amounting to 8 crores of 
tTupees during 1929-30 

The next in importance is the industry of saw milling The timber 
resources of the province being considerable, there are 159 saw mills 
employing 15,348 men. These are located at Rangoon, Amherst, Man- 
dalay, Magwe, Toungoo, Yamethin, etc, etc. Other places where saw 
mills are situated are PROME, BASSEIN, MERGUJ, PEGU, THA- 
RAWADDY, THATON, PAKOKKU, AKYAB, MEIKTILA, 
MAGUE, NORTHERN SHAN STATES, LOWER CHINDWIN. 

Pertoleum refineries, 9 in| number employ about 12,000 men. 
HANTHAWADDY is the most important centre for the purpose, other 
stations being Rangoon, Mague and Upper Chindwin. . 

Among other industries of growing importance are match making, 
oil pressing, rope making, bricks and tiles making, cotton ginning, soap 
and chemical making, lead smelting, engineering workshops, etc, etc. 

Cotton weaving (most important industry) and silk weaving of 
various sorts, (the articles being chiefly used by higher class people) 
are carried on in PROME, MANDALAY, KYAUKSE and TAVOY 
districts. Gold and silversmiths and jewellers have a good business. 
Iron implements of rough kind are made. There are brass and copper 
works and potteries too. Lacquer work (which is durable, light and 
economical) is common in Myingyu district. Mat-weaving is a popular 
industry; rough paper for wrappers and umbrellas is made. Carts, 
boats and footwear are largely made, There are several cotton presses, 
iron works and foundries; many rice mills, timber mills, ice-works and 
oil mitts, etc., also exist. 
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The chief items of the export trade of Burma are rice, timber (teak), 
cutch, hides, petroleum, India rubber, cotton, precious stones, tobacco 
manufactures, sik manufactures, etc _Paddy and rice fm about &ths 
of the total exports, the province standing first as an exporter of these 
articles The principal articles imported are precegoods, silk, salted 
fish, wool, cotton-twist, gunny-bags, betelnuts, liquors, tobacco, 1ron, 
mull-machinery and sugar 

The chief centres of trade of the province are the seaports of 
RANGOON (Capital), MOULMEIN, AKYAB, BASSEIN, TAVOY, 
MERGUI, KYAUKPYU, SANDOWAY and VICTORIA POINT 
In the interior, the centres of trade are MANDALAY, BHAMO, 
PAKOKKU, PROME, HENZADA and MYINGYIN _ The bulk of 
trade of the ports 1s sea-borne MANDALAY and BHAMO are the 
emporium of trade with Chima _In other places the traffic 1s partly river- 
borne and partly rail-borne _MOULMEIN sends timber (teak), rice 
and tobacco, AKYAB and BASSEIN rice, MERGUI fish, shame paste, 
dried prawn, salted fish, etc, TAVOY rice and others RANGOON 
muports hardware, precegoods, kerosene, saltcd fish, Ikquors and sugar 
MANDALAY 1s the head quarters of tea and sade trade MYINGYU 
as concerned with cotton 

The ratlway system runs from Rangoon northwards, parallel to 
the course of the Irrawady There are tramways, and two main 
svstems of roads from Rangoon to Prome, one to Toungoo and another 
to Pegu Natural waterways and the Irrawady as far as Mandalay are 
navigable 

Paddy 15 generally carried down the streams of Burma by big and 
small boats during season which discharge their cargo to the mulls, about 
400 in number and mostly situated near the river banks Some of these 
nulls are qinte big and employ as many as 1,600 hands 


There 1s a bus-traffic for carrying passengers from towns to the 
interior villages and suburbs Motor Jorries are used now-a-days as a 
means of communication for carying goods 


The chief ports im the province of Burma are Akyab, Moulmein, 
Bassein, Tavoy, Mergm, Kyaukpyu, Victoria Point, Sandoway and

RANGOON. 


Rangoon is the capital of Burma and headquarters of the Local 
Government. It is situated on both sides of the Rangoon river—some 
20 miles from the sea. The greater part of the city that is the town 
Proper lies along the left or northern bank of the river. Behind the 
array of wharves and warchouses that line the north bank rise the 
buildings of the mercantile and business quarter. Standing on the 
outskirts the famous Shwe Dagon Pagoda dominates upon the town and 
harbour. Though Ranyoon is now the capital of the province of Burma, 
at first the town was very little more than a collection of monastries and 
huts. .. Indeed, it is now the third seaport of British India, and is close 
on the heels of Bombay. Rangoon has the double advantage of easy 
access from the sea, and of_a river navigable for 900 miles, running 
into the country behind. Practically the whole trade of the Delta 
is concentrated in Rangoon. 


It is said that after the three presidency towns and the citics of 
Hyderabad and Lucknow, Rangoon is the most populous city in the 
Indian Empire. Its rate of growth is considerable. A large portion 
of the increase in population is duc to immigration from India. 

About five-sixths of the maritime trade of Burma passes throug 
Rangoon. And its importance will be realised when it is said that 
the history of commerce of the Province is very little more than a 
history of the progress of this single port. Since Rangoon became 
an integral part of the British Dominions, its trade has increased by 
leaps and bounds. 


The port is administered by a Port Trust which supervises the 
buoying and lighting of the river and provides and maintains wharf 
and wareliouse accomodation. Rangoon is the terminus of all the lines 
of railways in the Province. 


Rangoon is famous for its carvers in wood and ivory, and for the 
beauty of its silver work, which mostly take the shape of embossed 
bowls. Many beautiful specimens of wood carving are to be found in 
Buddhist shrines. 

‘The factories are for the most part concerned with the preparation 
of the three principal exports rice, timber and oil, There are numerous 
rice mills, where the paddy brought from the surrounding rural areas 
is husked and otherwise prepared for the market. There are also a 
number of saw mills. The petroleum refinery deals with the produce 
of the earth oil wells of the dry zone of Upper Burma. .

AJMER-MARWARA. 


A JMER is an open plain, sandy in the west. Marwara 
_ presents an undulating country traversed by a net-work 
of hills. The climate of the place is healthy and the average 
rainfall is 22”. Carbonate of lime is commonly met with. Crops are 
raised by well and tank irrigation. 

The chief crops are maize, jowar, barley, cotton, oi! sceds, hajra, 
wheat and chillies. Fibres and spices are raised as subsidiary crops. 
Poppy is grown in TODGARH tahsil. There are small Icad mines in 
TARAGARH hills. Copper, iron, asbestos and mica are also obtain 
able in smali quantities, 

‘The industries are stone products, weaving of cloth, printing and 
dyeing cotton, etc. Ivory and lac bracelets, combs and rosaries of sandal 
wood are made and carpets and rugs are woven in jail; there are also 
iron, brass and copper works, There are cotton mills at BEAWAR 
the products of which are sent to Agra and Cawnpore. 

‘The imports are grains and pulses, sugar, jagrery, salt, metals, oil 
seeds and piecegoods from the U. P. and the Punjab and the exports 
are cotton of which BEAWAR is the chief depot. A small quantity 
of wool is also sent to Karachi. Transport is mainly by rail; camels and 
bullocks are also used and grain comes from Beawar by carts. 

AJMER CITY has a population of about 75,000. Mahomedan 
pilgrims assemble at DARGA SAHES _ There is a_locomotive and 
carriage and wagon shop here of the B. B. and C. I. Rly. 


ALWAR STATE. 


The ALWAR STATE in Rajputana is intercepted by ridges of 
rocky and precipitous hills. The only river is the Sabi. The stones 
specially quartz of this State are very valuable. There are also copper 
workings at DARIBA and lead workings on a small scale by the 
indigenous process at THANA GHAZI. 

The chief crops are jowar, bajra, barley and gram, cotton, 
wheat, maize, til, linseed, sann, tobacco, sugarcane, rice and poppy. 
The industries are cotton weaving and dycing, paper and coarse glass 
making and cotton pressing. 

The State exports sugar, rice, salt, wheat, barley, gram, piecegoods 
iron, cooking utensils, all of which are carried by Railway. Valuable 
lead, copper and other minerals have been found in this State recently 
and the authorities have invited parties on suitable terms to work the 
mines. 

ALWAR CITY (population 60,000) has cotton ginning and pressing 
factories. There is a central jail which manufactures carpets, rugs, 
pottery and aerated waters. Water is brought to the city by canal 


systems. 
BAHAWALPORE STATE. 


The State with an area of 15,000 square miles and a population of 
781,191 is situated in the Punjab. The State has made considerable 
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progress in cultivation by a system of inundation canals. The chief 
crops are wheat, rice, millet and gram. The only industries of the 
State are the manufacture of silk lungies, silk cloth and metal cups. 
Crude soda is manufactured and exported. There are rice mills and 
cotton mills. Porcelain vessels, shoes and painted cloth are made in 
AHMADPUR EAST and KHAIRPUR. 

BARODA. 


The country arcund the town of BARODA is a level plain and is 
watered by the rivers, the Mahi, the Meni, the Ruigal, the Jamva and 
the Viswamitra. The crops are dangar, jowar, bajra, tuver, tal, math, 
shialu and cotton (an important article of trade here). These products 
are brought to the town by carts and by rail and are again exported 
in large quantities. 

BARODA city is the capital of the State of the same name and 
contains magnificent palaces and gardens of the Ruler. The industries 
of Baroda worth mention are wood-carving, lacquer-work, and iron 
grill work (balcony railings}, calico printing for the cheap cotton sarics, 
embroidery with gold and silver, and there are a few cotton spinning 
and weaving mills. The city is fast improving though the population 
“seems to decrease gradually. The tovm is being slowly fitted up with 
the most modern appliances of trade and manufacture. There is alsa 
a factory for preparing medicines and acids here. A number of cotton 
mills have been started. The population is one lakh, this being joined 
by the broad and meter gauge Rlys. with Bombay, with which it has 
an enormous trade, The distance from Bombay to Baroda is about 245 


miles. 

AMRELI.—The prant is practically a level and flat plain with sand: 
tracts. Very fertile black soil is also found here. The district is half 
marsh and half desert in Shianagar area. The crops grown are wheat, 
jowar, bajra, urid, mung, math, gram, kulith, tal, bauti, cotton, sugar- 
cane, rice, tobacco and red pepper. “Gir” cows of this place are 
famous and are largely available. The industries are weaving of cotton 
cloth, and iron and silver work. ‘There are several ginning and pressing 
factories. Trade centres ere KODINAR, DWARAKA, DAMNAGAI 
and DHARI. These places are connected by good roads with the 
sailway stations, and goods are carried by carts. 

OKHA.—It is a growing port in the State. Among the manufac- 
tures here are cement and salt. 

Cotton weaving, carpet weaving, calico printing, durry weaving are 
done at NAVSARI, GANDEVI, PETLAD, DABHEL, etc., ete. 

BIKANER STATE. 


The greater portion of it consists of sandy tracts or is traversed 
by undulating sand hills, The Ghaggar and the Katli which flow 
through the State are dry except during the rains. 

The chief craps are as in other Rajputana States. Palana coal 
is the chief mineral found. 

BASTAR STATE. 

Cultivation is sparse, owing to the geographical positi f the 

State and lack of commrnication. cates Spwais 

‘ice is the important crop; millets, pulses and grams are also grown 
here. There are several good irrigation tanks in the open country. 
About 9,000 square miles of the whole area of the State is either jangle 
or grass land and therefore the jungle products constitute the chief 
articles of trade and means of livelihood. Sal trees occur here, teak 
is found in the eastern plateau,

connected with JAGDALPUR, the capital of the State The bulk of 
the trade however goes to the DHAMTARI Station 

BHUTAN. 


It 1s a free State on the border of India and 1s mostly hilly and 
1s inaccessible except the southern part of the country The hat of 
Bhutan continues for about 4 months ke mclas where the products of 
the place are sold to foreigners and the local men receive foreign and 
Indian made articles in return 

The articles of trade of the hat are svory, rubber, honey, oranges, 
Jac, timber, musk, ghee, wax, blanket, endi and silk cloth, tails of bison, 
etc These articles are generally sold cheap on market days and the 
business 1s very profitable 

There are also rubber trecs and plantations, which are locally known 
as Bansibat Owning to the hilly nature of the country grains and seeds 
can not be grown Largely and so these have to be imported 


BUNDI STATE. 


The State is traversed by a double line of hills and hay four passex 
The crops raised are maize, jowar, mung (rains) Wheat, barky, gram, 
opium, oil seeds, etc, are grown during the cold scason = Cattle, ponics, 
sheep and goats are available here m considerable number There 1s 
a cotton press at DEOLI 

The chief exports from the State consist of cotton, of secds, pulses, 
opium, hides, gum, wool and ghee and the main articles of import are 
pteceguods, sugar, rice, salt and metals NASIRABAD 1, situated 
about 90 miles off the capital and thc Baran-Aymer branch runs close 
to the capital 

BUNDI (population 22,000) 15 one of the picturesque towns in

CENTRAL iNDIA. 


There 1s a marked diversity im physical aspects, chmate, scenery, 
people ‘and dialects m this area which may be conveniently divided into 
a plateau, low lying and filly tracts The plateau 1s Malwa, the country 
lymg between Vindhva barrier forms the northern bank of the Nar- 
bada Valley and a pomnt south of Gwalor, the eastern limit 15 near 
Bhilas, and the western limit 1s bordering Rajputana The people of 
this tract are hard working agriculturists The low-lying division 
embraces the country round Gwahor The people are agriculturists of 
a sturdy physical type The hilly tract hes along the Vindhya and 
Satpura ranges The inhabitants are the aborigines such as the Bhuils, 
Gonds, Korkus (the non-Aryans) who practise agriculture to a small 
extent 

The rivers traversing Central India are the Betwa, the Chambal, the 
Kali, the Sind, the Mahi, the Parbat: and the S:pra on the west and 
the Dhasan, the Keu and the Tous on the east, all of which exhaust 
am the Gangetic Doab, 

Central India possesses soil of every class from rich black cotton 
soil (covering the greater part of Malwa) to the dry stony red earth 
(met with near Bundelkhand) The principal crops of Central India 
are Jowar, maize, bayra, arahar, sawan, kodan, kakun, kutki, urd, wheat 
gram, batla, masur, barley, on seeds (til, romeli), sann and ambar1, an 
cotton, pan, tobacco and poppy are also grown All the usual spices 
ic ea in ee a it hl RSET 
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and vegetables met with in Northern India are also grown in this area. 
The deciduous forests of Central India produce timbers, fruit or sap 
(mohua, khair and al). 

.. ,Diamond and coal are also obtainable here on the Gondwana rocks 
in the south of the Rewa State (Umaria}; copper is found at BARDI 
and TAGWA in Rewa; lead at BARGOA near Bardi and also in 
SEONDHA hills in Datia, iron throughout the Vindhya rocks near 
Hirapur in Bijawar State (once a famous centre of iron smeltin; 2, near 
Bawaliha in Indore and manganese in the Gwalior State and in :} abua. 

Central India is unusually rich in materials of construction, viz: 
building stone (sand stone of the Vindhyan series). Neemuch and Sutna 
lime stone are exported in considerable quantities. Kymore sand stones 
of Bhopal are of deep, purplish red colour and match with those of 
Mirzapur and Chunar in quality. Corundum is worked in Rewa; asbes- 
tos in the Bhopal area, diamond is found in the neighbourhood of 
Panna. Agates and jasper are also found. 

Central India was once famous for its fine cloths and muslin at 
several places in Malwa. Saris and dhotijodas of MAHESWAR have a 
considerable sale. The usual country cloth is made in most places. 
The principal industry is the manufacture of Malwa opium. 

The chief imports to this agency are salt, sugar, ghee. kerosene oil, 
hardware, machinery, piecegoods, arms, oilman’s stores and wines. The 
exports are gram, cotton, oil seeds, opium, poppy-seed and hides; a cer- 
tain amount of timber from the eastern part of the State and build- 
ing stones and Necmuch lime stone are also exported. 

The chief trade centres arc JASHKAR (capital of Gwalior), 
INDORE, MANDASOR, UJTAIN, RATLAM, MHOW, S' . 
NEEMUCH, BHOPAL, SEHORE, MORENA (tn Gwalior) and BAR- 
WAHA. These main centres are fed by district marts which get their 
supplies from weckly markets. Trade is carried by railway and by 
carts and communication facilities are on the whole better than what 
existed sometime ago. Pack bullocks are also used. 

INDORE TOWN.—The town stands on the bank of the Saraswati 
and the Khan, the tributaries of the Sipra, and has a population of 
about one lakh. It is an important commercial town and is the largest 
centre of trade in Central India and is the chief collecting and distribut- 
ing centre of Southern Malwa. It is also the capital of the* Indore 
State. There are 8 spinning and weaving mills in the city, 120 cotton 
ginning and pressing factories and 100 corn grinding factories. 

The exports from the town comprise grains, tobacco, opium, pepper, 
cloth, metal vessels and raw cotton. The chief imports are hardware, 
cloth, stones, machinery, building material, kerosene oil and raw cotton. 

REWA STATE—The State lies to the south of Allahabad and is 
tich in mine and forests. It possesses the Umaria coal field, Among 
the other minerals in the State are lime stone (in the vicinity of 
KHALESWAR, UMARIA, KARKELLY, MAJGAWAN, KARIMATI, 
AGANBURD), sandstones, kankar, marble, etc. There are great pros- 
pects of manufacturing cement here. Iron ore also occurs notably in 
BEOHARI, GOPAT BANAS and DEOSAR TEHSILS. | Ochres of 
various colours occur at SEMARIA in Raghurajnagar Tehsil and at 
BHAROULI in Bandogath Tchsil. . 

DHAR STATE—Cotton weaving is largely practised in towns and 
Jarge villages. Printing of cotton fabrics in various colours is done 
at several places including DHAR Town. Manufacture of opium is 
important. Besides the manufacture of agricultural implements, orna- 
mental wood work is turned out at DHAR and GUJRI. Toys are 
turned and lacquered in bright colours. Tanning, oil pressing, gur 
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making are done Bidis are made from temru leaves The chief im- 
ports are rice, salt (from Gujrat and Raslam)}, groceries (from Bombay, 
Mhow, Indore), cloths (from Nagpur, Ahmedabad, Madras), silk textiles, 
lace, etc (from Poona}, hardware, stationery, books, coconuts, piece- 
goods, etc The chtef exports are whcat, gram, yowar and maize to 
the neighbouring States and Bombay Cleaned cotton 1s exported to 
Indore and Khandesh, oil ceeds to Bombay, op1um to Bombay , tobacco 
to Marwat The chief ccntres of trade are DHAR, KU I and 
DHARAMPURI The cattle markets at DHAR, KANWAN, DHA- 
RAMPURI and KUKSHI are well-known and attract customers from

KHLIGANJ and LALBAZAR Some trade exists with Dacca by river 
Rice 1s sent to Duars or to Seraygany by boats The Tista 1s navigable 
and the State is connected with railway (E B Rly) 


CUTCH, 
The State with an area of about 7,616 square miles, has a population 
of about 5 lakhs, with an average density of about 65 persons per sq 
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mile. The soil of the State of Cutch is generally sandy but the major 
portion contains good arable soil and is therefore easily tilled, Wheat 
and barley of different qualities are cultivated. Cotton, grains and 
pulscs are also grown besides many other garden products and vege- 
tables of all varieties. The cost of labour is high in the State. Irriga- 
tion is practised over a considerable area but wells are the chief source 
of irrigation. 

Trees in Cutch are limited in number, prominent trees being neem, 
pipal and babul, which are met with near the villages. Mango trees 
require great care here. : 

Among domestic animals mention may be made of camels which 
are famous for their fitness. The State of Cutch is also famous for 
its horses. 

Among minerals, iron and coal are found, but now iron is not 
smelted and worked, so also is the case with coal, whose bed is very 
thin and su can not be mined. Alum and coarse variety of saltpetre 
are also found. Yellowish marble of good quality is also found in the 
State at KHAVDA. 

Trade‘ of Cutch is mostly carried by sea. The chief imports are 
grain, butter, sugar, groceries, fruit and timber and of manufactured 
articles, iron, brass, copper ware, cloth, furniture, stationery and ivory 
are worth mentioning. The exports from the State consist of alunt 
cotton, millet, pulse, garlic and silver-ware. In’addition to the beautiful 
embroidery and silver work for which Cutch is chiefly noted, its 
manufactures of silk and cotton (cloth) are of some importance. 

MANDVA-—It is the chief port of Cutch. Steamers from here 
sail to Arabia, Maskat, Sind, Kathiawar, Bombay and Malabar. 

ANJAR (population 20,000).—There 1s a temple with the image of 
Jaipal, the brother of the Chauhan Prince of Ajmer, on horseback, and 
it is said that he established the town. 

, BRUT (population 27000).—There are Post Office, Central Jail, 
Library, School of Art, High School, Hospital and dispensary. The 
place is chiefly interesting for its archeological monuments. 

MANDIR (population 25,000).—This is a port of call of all steamers 
in the British India line. There are two light houses. 

JAKHAN (population 6,000) carries on a large trade with Bombay 
exporting grain and importing piecegoods, groceries, timber, sugar, oil 
and dates. It will be a part of some value in the near future. 

NALIYA (population 7,000) is a most thriving town in Cutch, The 
residents of this place are generally retired merchants who have made 
their fortune either in Bombay or in Zanzibar and have settled here 


for the rest of their lives. 
GWALIOR STATE. 


GWALIOR STATE has a total area of 25,382 square miles and 
is inhabited by 32 lakhs of people. 
_ Phe chief crops are wheat, jowar, gram, bajra and maize. Cotton 
is cultivated on a large scale while sesamum and poppy are also grown. 


HYDERABAD STATE. 


HYDERABAD STATE is, properly speaking, an extensive plateau 
with an average elevation of about 1500 ft. above sea level and is divided 
into two large divisions by the Manjra and the Godavari. The northern 
and western portions, rather known as the trappen region, are inhabited 
by the Marathas and the Kanarese while the southern portion of the 
granite country is inhabited by the Telegu speakers. The northern 
portion, the soil of which is black cotton, produces wheat and cotton 
and the southern portion produces rice generally and has many tanks, 
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Qn the whole the northern part is more fertile and covered with inxu- 
tiant vegetation than the southern portion, the land of which is gene- 
rally sandy. The Balaghat range with rivers the Sina, the Manjra, the 
Kanga and the Godavari runs through the State. Jalna Hills, Sahyadri- 
pawat, Kandikal Gutta are the other hills or ranges which are often 
covered with forests and timber mostly acacia arabica. 

The Godavari, the Kistna, the Penganga are the important rivers 
of the State. The principal mineralz found in the State are diamonds, 
gold and coal. Diamond occurs in the Kurnool series of rocks, gold in 
the Dharwar series and the coal in Barakar series in the Godavari- 
Pranhita-Gondwana system, 

‘There are many paves of historical and archeological interest in 
the State. The chief among them are Ellora, Ajanta, Aurangabad, 
Osmanabad, Golconda, Gu/barga, Warangul, Kaichur, Murgal, Parends 
and Naldrug. 

The crops of the Maratha country are yellow jowar, bajra, sesamum, 
cotton: tuar and other pulses are the monsoon (kharif) crops; and 

rains, barley, cotton and linsecd are the rabi crops. But m Teligana 

ine crops ate raised, the abi and tabi for rice, kharif, rabi and maghi 
for dry crops. Cotton is extensively cultivated in the black-soil districts 
as weil as in Teligana but the cultivators produce the short-stapled 
variety generally, 40% of the population of the State is directly sup- 
ported by agriculture. Pulses are, grown everywhere. The total area 
under crops amounts to about 35.000 square miles. Oranges are ex- 
tensively grown in and around AURANGABAD, OSMANABAD. 
PARBHANI and NIRMAL; mangoes are plentiful and country and 
English vegetables are Broduced during the rainy scason. Grapes arc 
also grown at DAULATABAD. In Sirpur, Tandur. Mahbubnagar, 
Warangal, Elgandal and Indur districts targe uncultivated tands are 
still available (in Teligana). + 

There is an extensive horse mart and fairs are also held at MAL- 
GAON and other places. Weekly or monthly cattle and horse fairs 
are held in every district. 

The coal measures of (Singareni field) Warangal and the gold mines 
of Langsugur are important. Cotton weaving is carried on in every 
taluk (saris, dhotis and khadi). saris of silk are made at NALGONDA, 
RAICHUR, MAHBUBNAGAR, LINGSUGUR, AURANGABAD, 1N- 
DUR, ELANGDAL, etc.. some of which are of extra fine quality. 
AURANGABAD and PAITHAN are noted for embroidery, gold and 
silver lace work; Kamkhwal (cotton and silk woven together with silver 
and gold) is obtainable at PAITHAN ; AURANGABAD and BIJAPUR 
are famous for brocades of silver and gold on silk. 

Tassar silk is woven at WARANGAL, MATHWADA and HASAN- 
PATI, NARAYANPET and KOSGI (Gulbarga Dt.). AURANGABAD 
is noted for silk ware and ornaments. Bidriwares (consisting of alloy 
of zinc, copper, tin and lead, finely laid and polished with silver and 
gold) are made at BIDAR town. Sword blades and other weapons 
are made at HYDERABAD, WANPARTI, GADWAL, KALHAPUR, 
JAGDEOPUR, etc. Daggers, knives and cutlery of good quality are 
also made. 

The manufacturing industry consists of ginning and pressing 
factories, 272 in number, at AURANGABAD and JALAN; MAZAL- 
GAON and PARLI in Bhir; RAICHUR and YADGIR_ in Raichur: 
LATUR in Osmanabad; and also in Warangal, Indur, Parbhani and 
Nander districts. There are five spinning and weaving mills at HYDE- 
RABAD and GULBARGA. Cotton weaving industry receives active 
support from the State by means of debenture loans and the State is 
a i he ced et A aS ELE 
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trying to produce good cotton for local consumption and export pur- 
poses. Besides there are a number of tanneries and flour mills in the 
Dominions. There are State factories for the manufacture of tiles, 
alcohol, soap, etc. . 

The chief articles of export from Hyderabad State are food grains, 
cotton, linseed, sesamum, groundnuts, castor seed, indigo, oils, timber, 
cotton cloth, yarn, hides, cattle and coal. The chief imports are mill- 
made cloth, yarn, raw silk, salt, refined sugar, dried fruits, betelnuts, 
horses, cattle, silver and gold, copper, brass, iron, timber. mineral oils 
and opium. 

Besides the places already mentioned these places are also impor- 
tant__commercially: NANDER, HINGOL!I, SURAPUR, KOPAL, 
LATTUR, SERKAM, SAHABAD, SADA SEOPET, SIDDIPET, 
KARKHELI, KHAMMAMET and IDLABAD. 

The internal trade much exceeds the external trade of Hyderabad, 
bor purposes of export the products of the country are collected at 
umportant centres. The imports from the British territory are brought 
direct by rail or by carts or pack bullocks in the case of interior dis- 
tricts from such commercial centres as Barsi, Sholapur, Ahmednagar, 
Kurnool, Adoni, Bellary, Biyapur, Jagayyapeta, Bezwada, Bhadrachalam, 
Rajamundry and Chandarpur. 

The chief channels of trade arc the G. I P. Rly. (in W. and S.), 
Madras and East Coast Railway in the south and cast; and these are 
connected with the Nizam’s Railway; Hyderabad-Godavari Valley 
railway goes to Nanmad from the capital. 

The average imports and exports in tons follow:—EXPORTS to 
Bombay :linseed (48,000), castor seed (46,000), other seeds (30,000), 
hides and skins (1,000), raw cotton (225,000). EXPORTS to Madras:~~ 
linseed (6,000), castor seed (15,000), other seeds (6,000), hides and skins 
(5,000), miscellaneous (28,000), The IMPORTS from Bombay—cotton 
twist and yarn (80,000), piecegoods (8,000), grains (15,000), kerosene oil 
(9,000), fruits and provisions (8000), iron (7,500), tobacco (50), 
salt (35,000); IMPORTS from Madras: yarn (300), Piece oods (500), 
grain (50,000), tobacco (3,000) and other (2,000). MPORTS from 
other provinces are about 5,000 tons in all. 


JAIPUR STATE. 


|AIPUR STATE is situated in Rajputana and is for the most part 
fairly level and plain but/is crossed by groups of ranges and elevated 
lands. The central part represents an elevated table-land. 

Agricultural conditions vary in different parts of the State and 
shifting sand is common. The crops grown are bajra, mung, math, etc, 
Camels are used instead of bullocks in cultivating the land. Jowar, 
maize, cotton and til are grown round the capital town. Wheat, barley, 
gram, sugarcane, poppy and also rice are cultivated in the east. 

Woollen cloth and fabrics are woven at MALPURA. Cotton cloth, 
chintzes, marble, saltpetre, enamel work, pottery, brass and lacquer 
work are also done. There are several cotton presses. 

The exports from the State comprise salt, cotton, ghee, oilseeds, 
printed cloth, woollen fabrics, marble tmages, brass-ware and lacquered 
bracelets. The imports are piece; sugar, tice, tobacco and hard- 
ware. The trade is chiefly rail borne. Frotn the SHEKHAWATI town 
the ex, 3 are wool, grains, sugar, cloth, spices, tobacto, etc. which are 
carried by camels. 

The city of JAIPUR is a fine, la1 and beautiful city in the whole 
of Rajputana and has a population of about 170,000. 
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JODHPUR STATE. , 


JODHPUR is the largest Native State in Rajputana. There ate 
some comparatively fertile lands in the north east, east and south east 
near _the Aravalli Hills but for the most part it is stertile and sandy. 

The crops are bajra, jowar, math, til, maize, cotton; wheat, barle 
gram and mustard seed are also grown. Irrigation is mainly from wells, 
the water being raiscd sometimes by the Persian wheel. Salt is the 
principal mineral found in the State but is worked by the British Gov- 
ipa who have obtained a monopoly for raising it, in the Sambhar 

© area, 

The industries are not noticeable. Weaving of coarse cotton cloth 
as weil as woollen clothes are carried on in villages. Dvcing and printing 
of JODHPUR and GODWAR are famous, where turbans of men and 
scarves of women are dyed. Brass and iron utensils arc made at 
JODHPUR and NAGAUR, ivory works are found at PALI and MER- 
TA, lacquer works are found at JODHPUR, NAGAUR and BAGRI 
(Sojat), marble toys and quarrying are carried on at MARKANA, felt 
rugs are made _in MALLAIN and MERTA, saddles and bridles are 
made at SOJAT. There is also an ice and aerated water factory and 
JODHPUR has a large Railway workshop. There are several wool and 
cotton presses. 

The chief exports are salt, animals, hides, bones, wool, cotton, oil 
seeds, marble, sand stone and mill stone. The chief imports are wheat, 
barley, maize, gram, rice, sugar, opium, dry fruits, metals, oil, tobacco, 
timber and piecegoods. Most of the traffic is carried by rail; 80% of 
the rest by camels, carts and donkeys. 


KASHMIR STATE. 


KASHMIR is a mountainous land with verv beautiful scenery. It is 
the biggest State in area in India and covers about 81,000 square miles 
with a population of little more than 29 lakhs. It is a temperate 
country and has beautiful uplands drained by the Chenab. The whole 
country is nothing but mountains which show signs of volcanic agency. 
It has an enormous variety of plants, vielding dyeing and tanning 
substances and a wide variety of beasts and birds. ; 

The lower tracts of the State produce usual crops of the Punjab, 
while in the high lands grow saffron, buck wheat and mountain barley. 
Climate is also variable and in warmer parts mangoes and shisham grow 
in large quantity, while in colder parts apples and pears are seen. The 
moist lands however are malarious. 

‘The chief crops grown are rice, maize, cotton, saffron, tobacco, hops, 
millets. Amarnah buck wheat, pulses, sesamum, wheat, barley, poppy 
and rape, flax, peas and beans grow in spring. Most important crop 
is rice which grows in infinite varicty. Sheep are largely kept, which 
are a means of supplying warm clothing and manure. Poultry is 
abundant. Forests are extensive and valuable. Silk rearing is carried 
on vigorously. 

“The minerals available are coal, which has not yet come to business 
standards. Iron, gypsum, limestone, petroleum, copper, nickel, etc. arc 
found in quantity. Some gold is also found. i 

‘The industries are sericulture, oil-making and manufacture of wine 
and brandy, artistic wood-work, making of woollen cloth, blanket, etc. 
Kashmir copper and brass ware and papier mache enjoy great popula- 
rity on account of the:r artistic make up. Calico printing is done at 
SAMBAR in Jammu. Shawl embrodiery and shawl making are the 
greatest industries of Kashmir. SRINAGAR is noted for silver, copper, 
fc hhc eR cancel SES ESRC I 
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wood carving and lacquer work. Weaving of silk cloth has made a 
very surprising improvement. hoe ‘. 

There are commercial possibilities for the manufacture of santonin, 
essential oils, drugs, turpentine, eucalyptus oil, ete. ; 

‘The imports are piecegoods, metals, salt, sugar, tea and tobacco in 
modest quantities. e exports are drugs, dyes, fruits, hides, skins, 
ghee, linseed, manufactured wool and shawls. 

There are three trade routes, one runs to Jammu, the railway 
terminus, one to the Guzrat district and the third, which is the main 
line of communication with the Punjab connects SRINAGAR with 
RAWALPINDI. To. some extent, Kashmir is the medium of com- 
mercial transaction with China, Tibet, Turkisthan, through Leh and 
India, The Jhelum is navigable to some extent. There are practically 
no rails excepting that connecting Jammu with the plains. 

KATHIAWAR AGENCY. 

BHAWANGAR STATE.—The State has a population of about 5 
lakhs. There are 13 towns and about 700 villages in the State. The 
capital of the State is BHAWANAGAR, 

The chief product of Bhawanagar is cotton. Grains, salt, etc., are 
also obtained and there is a good and booming trade in those articles, 
The chief manufactures of the State consist of making of oil, copper, 
and brass vessels, and cloth weaving. There are many cotton presses 
and a spinning and weaving mill. Attempts are being made to open a 
port here on the sea coast. 

DHARANGADHRA STATE—The State has a population of about 
88,000. The capital town is DHARANGADHRA on the Runn of Cutch, 

The soil is not good but produces cotton and grains. The chief 
manufactures are salt, copper, brass vessels, stone hand mills, cloth and 
pottery. There are two ginning factories at work here. Nearest port 
of the State is Dholera in the south in the Ahmedabad district. 

DHROL STATE.—The principal crops of the State consist of 
sugarcane and grains and molasses are largely exported. Coarse cotton 
cloths are woven by hand looms to a small extent. 

GONDAL STATE —It has a ulation of 180,000. The products 
of the State are cotton and woollen fabrics. There are several ginning 
factories and cotton presses in the State. Toys, wood work, lacquer 
wares, embroidery, ivory carving are practised. | There are oil mills, 
wares embroidery, ivory carving are practised. There are oil mills, 
flour mills, ice factories, iron foundries in the State. Agricultural 
products include cotton and grains in which the State has an increasing 
trade. 

JAFARABAD STATE.—It is very small and has a population of 
about 15,000 only. Jafarabad is a small port. The agricultural pro- 
ducts of the State comprise cotton and wheat, of which the latter is 
largely consumed by the people and has, in addition, to be brought 

, from_without. 

JUNAGADH STATE—It has 2 population of 4 lakhs and contains 
seven towns and 900 villages. 3 

Agricuttural Producie consist of cotton, wheat, milfet, pulse, oilseeds 
and sugarcane. i¢ State has a big forest in the Gir district where 
teak, blackwood, jambu and babul are largely found and preserved. 
‘There is an increasing trade in these timbers with the rest of the 
country. It is here also that stone of good quality for building pur- 
pos¢ is obtained and is much sought after. The breed of cattle known 
as Gir originated from this State and is much in demand throughout 
India. The chief ports in the State are VERAVEL, NAWABANDAR, 
SUTRAHARA and MANGROL. 
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KATHIAWAR is a peninsula and is properly the western portion 
of the province of Guzrat. The extreme length of Kathiawar is about 
200 miles and its area is about 24,000 sq. miles. The State has a 
population of more than 27 lakhs. The peninsula is frnged with small 
but valuable ranges of hills of which the Girnar clump of mountains is 
an important granitic mass. 

_ There are a few lakes in the peninsula but there are many big tanks 
which serve as village reservoirs. The Nal, at the head of the Runn 
—Cambay and the Ghods near the south coast ncar Madhabpur are 
remarkable lakes in the peninsula, 

‘The peninsula is thinly wooded. The mangrove grows on the shores 
and its wood is used as a fuel. The coconut trees grow rapidly along 
the shores and the wild date is commonly met with. Excellent mangoes 
are grown at MAHURO. 

The peninsula abounds in minerals of different varicties and 1s 
particularly rich in building stones. The principal metallic ore found 
here is iron. Pearls of pood quality but inferior in lustre are found 
here _in the Gulf of Cutch, 

The soil of Kathiawar is very fertile and the region is a very wealthy 
one. The land, though not of extraordinary mehness, is generally of 
fair quality and is amply watered. Cotton exported from the ports ot 
Kathiawar amounts to about one-sixth of the whole of Bombay's exports 
to foreign countries and a large import of bullion and grain is received 
by Kathiawar as a part of the price of her cotton. Besides these, 
cotton cloth, sugar and molasses are largely imported. The total value 
of sea-borne trade averages about Rs. 5 crores; exports are largely in 
excess of imports, of which cotton is predommant. ool is also largely 
exported from this place. The import of grain varies according to 
season. There are a few weaving mills and steam presses for treating 
the main products of the peninsula, namely cotton and wool. Kathiawar 
has a good timber trade, which shows great promise. The chief handi- 
crafts are gold and silver thread making, weaving of silk and brocades, 
ete, 

Making of fragrant red powders, fragrant oils, perfumed sticks, 
and powders of rose and other essences form a side occupation. Ivory 
or and carving of sandalwood are alsu practised here in different 

istricts 

LIMBDI STATE—The local agricultural products are cotton and 
grains which are extensively cultivated and coarse cloth is manufactured 
here to a small extent. ; 

MORVI STATE.—The soil here is not rich but the agricultural 
products comprise grains, sugarcane and cotton. Irrigation is carried 
on by wells with Persian wheels and teathern bags. ‘here is a good 
trade in those agticultural products of the country. There is a port 
at VAVANIA. : 

NAVANAGAR STATE—The State has good harbours viz: 
JODIVA, SALAYA and NAYANAGAR. BEDIBUNDER has been 
developed lately. The foreign trade of the ports is fairly large. 

The principal products are grain, cotten, wheat and gram. Neverthe- 
legs wheat is produced here without irrigation, which is its peculiar 
feature. There is a good trade in these crops both inside and outside 
the State. Marble of different qualities is found in the Kandorana and 
Bhanwar taluks. There is also 2 growing trade in isinglass and 
shagreen. The fisheries along the coast are important. Cloth and silk 
are the chief manufactures. Dyeing is an important occupation, 

The total exports and imports average about Rs. 30 lakhs and Rs, 20 

«‘Teftha; “respectively. 
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PALITANA STATE—It has a population of 60,000 souls. The 
principal crops of the State consist of grains, sigarcane and cotton, in 
which there is a large and booming trade in the State. The State also 
contains 9 Jain temple of some renown, where pilgrims assemble from 
far off parts of the country. 

PORBANDAR—The principal crops of the State are jowar, bajra, 
wheat and cotton and an increasing trade is carried on in those products 
of the land. The principal product of the sea is fish of many kinds 
including oysters, which are largely found here. 

A kind of limestone known as Porbandar stone is found here in 
abundance which is exported in large quantities. Silk of a very good 
quality and cotton cloth are manufactured here. The State imports 
large quantities of timber from the Malabar Ports. The State imports 
cotton seed and tobacro from Broach, embroidery from Surat and raw 
sugar is brought here from Gondevi. The exports of agricultural 
products from this State go to Bombay principally. 

RAJKOT STATE—It has an area of about 20 sq. miles with a 
population of more than 50, . 

The principal crops are grains, sugarcane and cotton which are 
largely exported. Cotton and woollen cloths are also manufactured 
here to a small extent. The principal exports are cotton, yarn, molas~- 
ses, hides and skins and the principal imports are timber, cotton, silk 
and ivory. 

WANKANER.—The principal agricultural products are grains, 
sugarcane and cotton. A kind of black marble is obtained and quarried 
in this State. The State has a few ginning factories. 


MYSORE STATE. 


The general elevation of the State rises from about 2,000 ft. to 

about 3,000 ft. above the sea tevel and generally consists of an undutating 
tableland, much broken up by chains of rocky hills. 
‘The staple grains are ragi, rice, jola, gram and other pulses, oil seeds 
gelly) and castor. Cotton and sann hemp are the chief fibres; 
chilli, capsicum, ginger, coriander, cumin secds are the spices and 
tobacco, mustard, onion and garlic are also grown. Fruit and vegetable 
production receive special attention near about BANGALORE. Apples. 
strawberries, peas, potatoes, cauliflowers, mango, arecanut, coconut and 
plaintain are grown. Arecanuts of NAGAR are famous. There is a 
horticultural garden at LALBAGH and at BANGALORE and there is 
an exotic fruit garden at NANDIDROOG. Very little cultivation is 
carried on in the Mysore Hills other than rice, coffec, cardamoms, 
pepper, arecanut and betel-leaf where rainfall is heavy. 

Sheep and goats are kept. The sources of irrigation are channels 
from dams and rivers. The reserved forests of Mysore produce sandal- 
wood, teak, poon, blackwood, Jac or jalari, mandi, wild jack, etc. 
Minor forest products are gallnots, tannin bark, tangadi, and lac. 
Soapnuts, gum, honey, beeswax are also obtainable. Elenhants are 
employed for dragging timber from inaccessible parts of the forests, 
fuels are obtained from these forests. Gold is the only mineral raised 
from the Kolar Gold fields. All the gold produced is despatched to 
England. Iron is smelted in several places of the State. 

Cotton-weaving is carried on and there are schools for imparting 
instruction at HOLE-NARSIPUR, DOD-BALLAPUR, CHIKNAYA- 
KANHALLI, MOLAKALMURU. Good silk-fabrics are made at 
PATVEGARS and KHATTIARS in Bangalore and at MOLAKAL- 
MURU., _ Sericulture is extensivelv carried on at CIOSFPET. KAN- 
KANHALLI, MAGADI, CHIKBALLAPUR, TIRUMAKUDAR-NAR- 
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SIPUR and BANGALORE are the centres of silk trade The carpets 
of BANGALORE are well-known Gold (circular or of other shapes) 
ornaments are made and stlver ornaments are also made 

Principal places of iron smelting are MAGADI, MALAVALLI, 
CHIKANAYAKAUHALLI, HEGGADADEVANKOT and ARSIKERE, 
'TTALURKAS in Chitaldroog distiict — Steel wire 1s drawn at CHAU- 
NAPATNA _ Brass and copper vessels are made at SRAVANA BEL-

State and 1s worked by the State under proper supervision 

Coarse cotton cloth and woollen blanket weaving are the chef 
industries and the mechanics slalled in gold, silver, brass and wood-work 
(carving) are seen here 

The principal imports from Tibet are pashmina (shaw! wool), 
coarse woollen cloth, salt, borax, musk, yak-tails, yellow arsenic, quick- 
silver, gold-dust, antimony, madder, charas, medicinal drugs, dried fruits, 
ete. The exports there are copper, bell-metal and ron utensils, piece- 
goods, hardware, spices, tobacco, coconuts and betel leaf 

The centres of trade with India are BIRGANJ, NEPALGANJ,
